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\ Great part of theſe Papers were Printed eight years 


ſince, and ſome of them have ſeen the light no leſs 

than twelve : Bat ſince that the Copies have been 
diſpoſed of , and the Impreſſions ſold, the Bookſeller hath 
© thought fit to Reprint them together. In order to which, 
, whilſt he gave me the Opportunity to read them over, 1 
could not omit the making of divers Additions, and adjoyn- 
ing another Journey through the delightful Country of 
Lombardy : Calling to mind the Magnificence of ſome 
7 Roman Antiquities, and the Remarkable Aftions of preat 
f Men in thoſe Quarters. Whereby I might give a ſhort Ac- 
© count of the ſtrange Fate and various Revolutions of divers 
of their ancient Cities. As to the natural Curioſities and 
Obſervations in the firſt parts, it would be unneceſſary to 
make any Introduion, they having now run through ſo ma- 
ny hands. I can only ſay, that what you had in ſcattered 
parts before, are here compatted together in one intire Vo- 
lume , and hope for the ſame kind Acceptance. The num- 
ber of the Cuts are increaſed, and the Figures of divers 
Habits , Medals and Antiquities, added : The Particular 
Deſcription of which, in this Preface would prevent the ſa- 
tisfaRion of conſidering them in their proper places ; to 
which I ſhall refer you, wiſhing you the ſame pleaſure in 
viewing them there, that I have had formerly in beholding 
them in their due Situgtions, and in the Contemplation and © 
Deſcription of them afterwards. 
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General Deſcription 


| HUNGARY 


OW far 7UNGARTA exceeds other Countries of 
Europe in Mines, Baths and Mineral-waters ; becauſe I 
have Elſewhere given a particular account of ſuch Sub- 
jects, I ſhall at preſent omit their repetitions, and at 
this time add ſome other Confiderables; and in the 
firſt place fay, That it aboundeth not only in thoſe, 

but is alfo the beſt Rivered Country in Europe : nor doth any Region 

thereof afford ſo many noble and uſeful Streams. | 
On the Eaſt ſide it is waſhed with that Noble and Navigable River 

Tibiſcus, or the 7eiſſe, ariſing in the Country of Maromoras, at the foot 
of the high Carpathian Hills : which, having received the Mari/cus or 
Mariſa, and many Rivers into it, runneth into the Darube, between 

Varadine, St. Peter and Belgrade. By this River comes down the 

great quantity of natural Stone-falt, brought from many Salt-mines 

in ZZungary and Tranſylvania ; whereof a great part is brought up the 
kf Danube to all Places, as far as Presburg ; ( it being prohibited to be car- 

z ried any higher ) leaſt it ſhould hinder the fale of the 4u#7r:as Salt, 

upon which the Emperor hath an Impoſt, and no ſmall quantity alfa 

down the Daxube, and afterwards up the River Morava into Servia and 
neighbouring Countries. | 

. On the Weſt ſide runs the River Arabo or Rad, riſing in Styria, and 
running into- the Danube by Jaurizum or Rab. A conſiderable River \. 
receiving the Lauffnitz, Pinca, Guncz, and other Rivers into it. And _— 
now litely more famous for the'defeat of the 7urks, under Achmet the 
Grand Yi/ier , by 'the Imperial Forces, at St. Go:hard, nigh this River. 
The-difcourſe hereof was freſh, when I was at the City of Rab: and ma- 
ny I found, who ſfaw-the Corps of Men and Horſes floating in that 
Stream. 

.. Upon the Southern Parts are conſiderable, the River Dravas or Drau, 
which ariſing in the Territory of Saltzburgland, a part of old Noricum, 
runs 2 long courfe through Carinthia ana Hungary, and falls into 
the Danube near FErdoed, or old Teutoburgium; aiter it hath paſſed from 
its head about three hundred Miles. About its entrance into /7u»ga- 
ry, it receivetly into it the long River Mar ; and, far above this, nearer 
its original I found it a conſiderable Stream : having paſſed the fame 
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: by a good Bridg.as high as /74ach or Yillaco, and between Clagenfort 

: and Mount Leabe/ in Carinthia, I paſled the fame alſo by two long 
Wooden Bridges, and an Iſland in the middle between them: 9 
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On the ſame ſide is alſo the noble River Saves, or the Sa ; which a- 
riſing in Carinthia, entreth the Danube at Belgrade ; continuing a long 
courſe of about three hundred Miles, and ſwelling by the acceſſion of 
many good Rivers. Being at Carnodunum or Crainburg, an handſom 
Town, not far diſtant from the Head, it appeared a conſiderable Stream; 
which is afterwards fo enlarged, as to have remarkable Ifſands in it, as 
that of Metubaris, to the Welt of old Szrmium, and that of SegeFica or 
Sifſeck, by Zagrabia, containing of old a ſtrong and famous Town ; 
unto which the old R-mans brought their Commodities from Agquileia, 
and fo by Land to Labach or Nauportus ; from thence unto Sege#7ica, 
and forwards, for the ſupply of thoſe Provinces and their Gartiſons 
and Forces in them. Between theſe two noble Currents of the Dravas 
and -the Savas, lyeth a fair and long Inter-amnzan Country, wherein 
Solyman the Magnificent choſe a fate retreat, until he came to Bel- 
rade : when, with about four hundred thouſand Men, which he 
Gronht to take Yienna, he dared not to meet the Forces of Charles the 
Fifth, then encamped before that City. | 
Upon the North part of Za»gary, are the Rivers ariſing from the 
Carpathian Mountains, which divide Poland and Zungary ; more parti- 
cularly the River Graz, which runs into the Danube, over againſt 
Strigonium or Gran; and alſo the River Waag or Yagss, 'Which comes 


in above Comara : which Szuckizs, an ocular Witneſs, conceiveth to e-" 


qual the Po in /taly. TI am ſure, at Frei/tat, above fifty Miles, before 
it difchargeth into the Danube, it is a very large Stream, and hath 
a long Bridge over it ; part whereof was broken down by the Ice, the 
ſame year when I was there. And far above it, nearer the head, there 
is alſo a conſiderable Bridge at 7rerſchin,a fair Town, which gives the 
name unto that Country, and much reſorted unto for its hot Baths and 
Mineral Waters ; having no leſs than thirty two plentiful Springs. 
The great Dan«4ius or Thouau continues its Stream quite through 
Zrungary ; and no one Province hath a larger ſhare of it ; for account- 


ing from the City of Zlme in Swabenland or Suevia, where it begin- 


neth to be Navigable, it continues a long courſe, paſſing by /ngo//tad, 


Ratisbone, Straubing, Paſſau, Lintz and Vienna unto Presburg ; from 


whence through Zangary 1t makes a courſe of above three hundred 
Miles, before it paſſes by Belgrade: To omit the long Stream thereof 
in its farther progreſs, when having waſhed the Shoars of Servia, Bul- 
garia, Wallachia and Moldavia, with many mouths it entreth the Zu- 
xine or Blark-Sea : having in this long paſlage drank in above fixty:con- 
ſidexable Rivers; and 1n ſober. account performed a courſe of above 


fifteen hundred: Miles. Whereby it may'tolerably admit the double: 


name of Danubius and fer , properly applyed unto diſtin&t Parts 
thereof. 


So that, altho I have ſeen the Danubinus, for about ſeven hundred 


Miles ; yet cannot tell, whether I may certainly fay, that I have ſeen a». 
ny part of fer. For Strabo aſciibes that name unto it, below its 
Catarad, or great fall, which happenes about Ax7opo/is, in Mwfia in-: 
ferior, or Bulgaria, But A4ppianus, and later Account, define it to be- 
gin at its concurrence with the Savas at Belgrade: and it ſo, yet we 
had but a ſhort ſight of the Fer ; which travelling more up into Ser- 
71a, We were fain to leave at Zifargich. And of this /ter or lower 
part of the River, many things are ſpoken and related by the Ancients, 
which are not 1o plainly verifiable of Danubius. 

Beſides 
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Beſides theſe large Rivers above named, there are ſome others, taken 
notice of alſo by Pliny ; and eſteemed F/uvii nou ignobiles. The Sar- 
wvizza or Orpanus, ariſing near YVeſprivium, and paſling by Aba Regalis, 
runs into the Danube, which I paſſed over. at Fexz, or nova Palan: 
Za.- The River Walpo or Yulpanus, ariſing above the Town of Watpo, 
which was taken by Solymar, in his march to 41a Regalis, or Stull- 
Weiſſenburg. We palled over it by Walcovar, and the River Boſneth or 
Bacun'hus, which runs into th# Savus, not far from old Sirmi- 
am. « ; 
As this Country excels in Rivers, ſo has it alſo many conſidera- 
ble and long Bridges. There is a long Bridge of Boats over the Danube, 
between Strigonium and Barchan, which 1s the firſt Bridge on this Ri- 
ver, which we meet with from the great Wooden Bridge at Yzenza, 
which takes above two thouſand Trees to plancher it. Upon the ſhoar 
of St. Andrew's TNand by Viroutchitz, I took notice of a ruine of Stones, 
where the Zurks told us, there had been formerly a Stone Bridge : but 
the 7urks in theſe Parts, think it beſt to make Bridges. of Boats; which 
they ſo handſomly contrive, as to open 'a paſſage for Boats and Veſlels 
of burthen to pals; fo that he that beholds thoſe. in theſe Parts, will 
not wonder at. the Bridges of Boats at Rozen, and Grenoble in Fraxce. 
Between Buda and PeF#f, there is a Bridge of Boats:qver the Danube, 
where it runs all in one Stream, of above half a Mile long, the beſt 
] have ſeen of this kind; and if Sig;ſmand had lived to effect his De- 
ſign, of making a notable Stone Bridge in this Place, there had proba- 


bly been no Bridge in Eur-pe to.compare With it. There is alſo a 
Bridge at Calecza, formerly an Archbiſhop's Sea, and a handſome and 


well-contrived Bridge, by Walcovar over the River Halpo. But that 
of Efſeck, or Murſa of old, is ſcarce. to be, parallel'd with any other ; 
Þuilt partly over the Dravss, and partly over .the Ferns,which are often 
overflowed. TheBridge is five Miles at leaſt in length, having Towers 
built upon it at the diſtance of every quarter of a Mile : It is hand- 
ſomly railed on each tide, and ſupported by great Trees, erected under 


it; nine or ten ina rank, unto each Arch. That part of the Bridge, 


which was built over the Dravus, was burnt down by Count Nicholas 


Serin, in the late Turkiſh Wars between Leopo/dns the Firſt, Emperor 


of Germany, and Sultan Mahomet the Fourth : and is now ſupplyed 
by a Bridye of Boats, ſomewhat below the former ; which I paſſed o- 
ver in. September, 1669. The Turks did not rebuild it in the fame 
Place, becauſe the Supporters below the Water, when'the fire ceaſed, 
were ſo ſtrongly faſtned and hard, that it would have coſt them too 
great a labour to get them up. By this Bridge the 7urki/b Forces paſs 
into Hungary: and at this place the unfortunate King Ladovicus 
thought to have ſtopped the Zurki/h Army which marched under So- 
lymaz., And lately Count Serini undertook a long March to burn the 


fame, to prevent Supplies from coming to the Yifer, who was with his 
Army in other parts of Hungary. 


And as there are ſtill many Bridges over the upper Davale, ſo have 


there alſo been in Old time upon the lower, or //r4az . part thereof. 
Darius King, of Perfa made a Bridge of Boats over that Mouth of the 


Her called U/tium Sacrum. Nicephorus relates, that Conſtantive built 
a Stone Bridge over it. But the moſt remarkable and admirable Bridge, 
was that, built by the Emperor Adrian, and deſcribed by Dion the Hi- 
ſtorian : whereof there are ſtill ſome Ruines, not far from Severiy, a- 
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bout twenty _ Miles frotti Be4rade. This Bridge conſiſted 
of twenty Files of fquate Stone of an hundred foot high, beſides the 
Fotthdation : of fi&ty fobt in breadth, ahd the diſtance between each of 
theth ohe huddred and {eyetiry foot ; atid conjoyned By Arches, upori 
{ik which was this Infetiption,

And, as a Metrorial hetevf, many Roman Coins were ſtamped, arid

| River aflordes fo large and peopled Tſlands. Between Picegra 
and Vac, thete is a fair and large Iſland, called St. Andrew's Iftang. 
Ahbthet a little below BnMa, againſt the Weſt fide of which ſtands 
Wdoni, extending forty Milts ; and exceeds that of the Je of May, 
contarnitig «x Abees whe it ; upon part whereof the 7arki/h For- 
es encainped; When they came to faiſe the Chri/tian Siege at Budd, 
and was the 'great ofniflion and error of the Chriſtians, that they fot- 
tifed fot if that Wand: Another againſt Moharch : ahother about the 
efittithee bf the Proves : 'and a new one hard by Belgrade, made by 
tie Fttling of the 1577: or Onſe btotght down by the Savis and the 
D#n##+ ; Where thirty five years ago there was ho face of an Iſland, 
but is how fall of Trees ; how this may advantage or difadvantage 
Belgfhids; futute times may ſhew. But the 7urks are fo ſecure and 
Fertſeſs of any Forces, that- thay ever hurt them in theſe Parts, that 
they have no conſideration of fuch 'things. And allowiag the River

No Country hath ſo large a ſhare of Capital. Cities upon the Da- 
uabe ; for whereas from the coulrſe thereof, from ©1me unto Belgraze, 
there are reckoned Ten. very conſiderable ones,thereare no lefs than four 
thereof, that is. Presburg, Strigonium, Buda atid Belzxrade, accounted 
unto /7«ngary ; and Buda, With the addition of Pe/t, on the otherſide 

; the Water, ſeems to be the largeſt of them all ; and I believe the lar- 
geſt alfo of any upon that Streatn. Is ; _ 
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And as this Country -excels in Rzvers, fo is it very abundant in 
Fiſhes. The 7ibiſcus or Teiſſe, is eſteemed the moſt Fiſhy River in 
Eurepe, if not in the World ; .inſomuch, that they have a common fay- 
ing, That it copfults of two parts of Water, and one of Fiſh. And the 
River Bodrack which runs into the 7 ;biſcas, not far from 7okay, is ſo.re- 


pleniſhed with Fi/h,that in'the Summer when the River is low,the Peo- 


ple fay the Water ſmells of Fiſh. And this is no ſmall River, but as I had - 


the account from a Commander who purpoſely made it for © _ 
me when he. paſſed it, was thirty Fathoms broad, and 
eight and an Falf deep, but. being of this Figure it could 

not be well kiſhed with Nets. Which exceeding fertility, 
if any will aſcribe unto Saline Tinfures,. both of its own Stream, and 
others acceſſionary into it, which lick the many natural Salt-Mines .un- 
der..ground,- and ſo may carry with them, or at leaſt promote ſome 
Principles of fecundity, may admit of conſideration. The Danube 
aboundeth in many good Fiſhes; as Trouts, Perches, large and delici- 


ous Carpes, exceeding any. I have ſeen ; and beſides many others, a 


Fiſh. called Copper, a kind of Capiro'; a Biſcurre, or kind 0 Lamprey, 
a'Grundel, or ſpotted kind af Cobites, with fix Beards,, two ſhort, and 
four longer ; a large Fiſh much. exceeding a Pike, called Scheyden, a 
Silurus Geſner:: and above all, there is at ſome Seaſons great ſtore of 
Fluſones, called by them Fauſons : whereof ſome are twenty foot long; 
eſteemed a: very good diſh, and ſomewhat like Sturgeon. There are 
ſet Fiſhing-places and Store-houſes upon the ſide of the Danube ; where- 
of the higheſt is above Cqmo'a, upon Schur-Iſavd, but the greateſt 
Fiſhing .is about #/ia in Walachia; where they falt them, and fend 
them into other Parts : they come out of the Exxine Sea. 

+ As the Rivers are full of Fiſh, foare they covered with Forl, Tn the 
Winter ; Swaxs I obſerved gone in the Daxuube, but many other Fowls ; 
and ſome Pelcays, not far from Bel;rade.- | 

...As the Waters are alſo fruitful in Fiſh, fo the Land aboundeth in 0- 
ther Privi/iens,; and very eminently in the two ſupporters of Life, 
Bread and Wine: ttteir Bread is hardly exceeded by any in Europe ; 
worked up and_kneaded with long continued labour ; and fo fnade 
light. wholſome, and well taſted ; and at ſo cheap a rate, that for two 
pence as much 1s afforded there, as twelve pence with us in Eng/:d, 


And indeed in all the 7urkiſh Dominions, where I travelled, I met with 


ſo good and well taſted Bread, that with Wine, it was a Feaſt ; and 
with Water a ſufficient Repaſt, Grapes they have very delicious and 
large ; thoſe at Yirouichitz by Pacia, are of eminent Note; Wines alſo 
of a generous and noble fort; the Wines of 7okay are highly eſteem- 
ed; the Sirmian Wines are very rich and pleaſant, in the South part 
of Hungary , in which Province the Emperor Probus is faid to have 
planted Vines, about Mount Almus or Arpataro. In many other pla- 
ces the Wines are very noble ; and ſome brought wnto Y7enna, where 
there are above thirty ſorts of Wines to be fold, brought from ſeveral 
Parts. | 

And as the ground is not unfruitful in its own Nature, ſo they are 
not without the practiſe of Good-Zusbandry, both in their Arable and 
P. ſture Grounds : eſpecially in @pper-ZHungary, and Parts not ſubje- 
ed to the Zurks. T being there, about the end of February, ſaw eve- 
ry night all the Country about us on fire, occafioned, by burning the 
Stubble and Graſs and Herbs ; 'which afterwards, aroſe with plenty 
again. Si Sepe 
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The General Deſcription of Hungary: |

+ They uſe not Barnes or Stackes of Corn; but have many deep and 
large Caves under Ground, wherein they lay it up fafe, both from Rob- 
bers and ſudden incurſton of Enemies. At Cleſch near 7oopelchan, 
when the 7erks and Zartars made their Inroads in the laſt Wars, 
the People retired, and hid themfelves in ſuch Cavities; but ſome 7arks, 
ſpeaking Schlavonian, told them that the Coaſt was clear, and rhe Ene- 
my gone ; and ſo tempting_them out of. their Holes, they were unfor- 
tunately deceived into Captivity, and carried away into remote Coun- 
treys. never to be heard of again. | "2200 
There is alſo great plenty of Deer, ares, all forts of Poultrey, Pars 
tridges and Pheaſants ; great ſtore of Sheeh, which 1n divers places, 
have long Spiral Horns, and very long curled Wooll. And Oxen in 
great numbers, whereof 'tis thought they ſend an hundred thouſand 
yearly into {taly, Germany, and other Parts; and it is commonly faid, 
they have enough to ſerve a great part of Exrope. They are of a kind 
of Mouſe-colour ; and the Eaſtern Company at Vienna hath the privilege 
to bring them, to ſurniſh that City. There are alſo Buffelos, where- 
of they make no ſmall advantage, in ploughing of their Lands, eſpe- 
cially in ſome ſtiff Grounds, where they muſt elſe uſe five Yoaks of 
Oxen toa Plough ; and one in my 'company told me that. he had been 
fain to make uſe of ſix Byffelo's to draw a light Ca/eche, or Chariot 
through ſome Grounds. Not far from Bozeſech, there are Horſes alſo 
in very great number, ſome large, many but ſmall, yet ſwift. I ſaw a 
thouſand of them belenging to the Peaſants at Soxe, Sexe or Senia, '2 
Village upon the Danube, in the Contribution Country, nor far from 
Comara. 
As they exceed in many things, ſo they are peculiar in ſome others ; 


| particularly in their Langaage, which is proper to themſelves, and dif- 


ferent from any other. 1 went to a Church at Bzzchka, where the 
Miniſter Prayed and Preached ; and though there were a very good 
Linguiſt with me, who ſpake Schlavonian, German, Turkiſh, Yul ar 
Greek and 7talian ; yet could he make nothing of it, or find affinity 
in it, with any other Language he knew. A Specimen hereof is ſet 
down by Megiſerus, of the Lords Prayer, in that Language. Mz At- 
tyanck Ky vagy az meniegbe, m'gh Szentel Teſſeck az te newed, &c. In 
the like manner we were confounded by the Language of 41b:zia, on 
the Northward part of Epirus, and Weſt of Macedonia, We made uſe 
of ſome of that Countrey in paſling the Mountains, who were able to 
ſpeak ſome Schlavonian: But as for Albaneſe, or their own Language, 
wherein they were delighted to fing Day and Night, as they travelled 
with us,our beſt Linguiſts,both 7urks and Chriſtians,underſtood nothing, 
of it. | | | | Yo 
In ſome parts of 77unzary, many ſpeak Schlavonian, at Freiſtat, which 
the Hungarians call Colgorz, 1 obſerved, that at the Church, the Ser- 
mon was in Sch/avonian ; but at the Franciſcans Church, in Zungarias. 
This incommunication 1n Speech, makes them to learn other Langus- 
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g25, and eſpecially the Latiy, which very great numbers ſpeak, eſpeci- 
aily the Gentry and Souldzers,and I ſcarce met with any elſewhere, who 
ſpake it more ready,than the Noble Graff Sacchy,Governour of Dotis,and 2 
his Lieutenant- Elvedy. I have alfo met with Coachmen, Watermen, Do 
and mean Perſons, who could make themſelves underſtood thereby. 
The Latin-Tongue 1s very ſerviceable in Hungaria and Tranſylvania : 
but below Belgrade of little help untoa Traveller,where that far extend- 
ing Language;the Schlavonian prevails. And indeed, with the help of two T 
Languages, German and Schlavoniar, a Man may make a ſhift to Tra- - 
vel trom Zamburg to the Boders of Zartary, and to Conſtantinople. 
AndT have heard that the Schlavoniarn alone 1s underſtood from MHock-" 
elberg in Germany to the Caſpian Sea, And before we come to Belgrade, 
the Schlavontan enters again; which is alſo ſpoken in Servia, Bulgaria, 
Romania, and a great part of Macedonia; and in ſoimany other Coun- 
trys, that with this Language a Man may make a ſhift to be under- 
ſtood from the 4driarick-Shore of Dalmatia, unto the Zartarian Ocean: 
For we read in Parchas, that when the Ho//anders returned from Nova 
Zembla ; the Inhabitants pot very far off could fay, Dobre, and Nick 
Dobre.; that is, Good, and not Good ; which are expreſſions of approv- 
ing or diſapproving, in the Schlavonian Language. , 
- The Zurki/h Power ſo much prevailing or threatning in theſe Parts ; 
it is in vain, to expect any great Zniverfity beyond YViemna, Nor doI 
find that there hath been any very conſiderable ones in this Countrey ; 
and though they have had many Biſhops and learned Men; yet they 
have had their Education many of them out of Z7u»gary. As had alſo 
of old Sr.  Ferom and St. Martin. And the preſent Hungarians, which 
addict themſelves unto Learning, eſpecially thoſe of Quality, do com-« 
monly Study at Vienna, Prague or Breſlaw ; a ſmall Univerſity, or pub- 
lick Study there is at preſent at Schemnztz. 
- "Butthe Hungarians may juſtly boaſt of early helps unto learning, 
and a very noble Library erected at Buda, by their King Matthias Core 
inus, Son of the famous. Zunniades, about two hundred years ago ; 
conſiſting of ſome thouſands of Books, eſpecially Greek and Latine Ma- 
-nuſcripts,-not to be met 'with or Purchaſed elſcwhere ; part whereof 
-was diſperſed into the Zarkiſh Dominions, when Selymas farprized that 
City ; and a choice part thereof procured afterwards, for the 7mperial 
Library at Yieuna, when Caſpinianus was Keeper thereof, divers where- 
of are marked. with the Armes of Corvinus, a Crow bearing a Gold Ring 
in his Beak ; which with many ſucceeding additions, made by Busbe- 
quius, Wolfgangus, Lazius,” Fugger, and cthers; together with 'the 
choiceſt . Manuſcripts, brought from the 4mbrafian Library near 
Tnſpruch , by the Learned Petrus Lambecias, the preſent Library 
Keeper, make up the fourſcore thouſand Volumes, now contained in 
the Emperors Library at Vienna, by the eſpecial Favour of which wor- 
thy Perſon, F had the honour, not only to ſee many of the choiceſt 
and moſt ſpecious thereof, together with many Noble Rarities in that 
Place ; but to have any uſeful Book unto my private Lodgings. And b 
-at my coming. away, he gave me a Catalogue of ſome hundreds of A/- [ 
chymical Mannaſcripts, which are in that Library, which I preſented to 
the Royal Society, from him ; with leave to have any of them brought 
-into. England, or to be Tranſcribed at Yiewna, if they pleaſed. And if 
the three moſt admirable'Braſs Statua's of Hercules, Apollo and Diana, 
Which were placed at the entrance. of Corvinus his Palace in _— 
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had not been carried away by Solyman, and caſt into Ordnance at Cons 


fantinople ; it is not improbable, they had been by this time at Yienna. 
About four hundred Books, the Reliques and refuſe of the Library at 
Buda,were lately remaining there ; where it was no cafie matter to have 
a ſight of them ; yet fo carelefly kept by the 7urts, that Worms, Mice 
and Rats were like to have the Spoil thereof. But the Fire at Buda 
1669, hath now conſumed them all. = 

And as their Language is peculiar, ſo is the Opinion of their Crown ; 
of which they have = greateſt eſteem of any other Nation. This 
they commonly believe to have been brought by an Angel from Hea- 
ven unto St. Szepher, their King : and have ſohigh an eftimation there- 
of, that they think, the Right and Fate of the Kingdom goeth with 
the poſſefſion thereof, Which makes them very wary in the Cuſtody 
of it, and in all Adverſities to ſecure it. And the 7ark hath been al- 
ways induſtrious to obtain it. It was formerly kept in the Caſtle of 
Vicegrad ; but at prefent in that of Preshurg. 

And this opinion is probably founded upon the Tradition or Story, 
how they came unto it ; which is thus delivered. King Srzephen inten- 
ding to fettle the Chriſtian Government in his Kingdom, appointed rwo 
Arch-Biſhops Sees ; Strigonium, which was the place of his Nativity, 
and Colocza; and fent 4/#r icas,Biſhop of Colecza, to the Pope,to confirm 
the ſame, together with his Kingdom, and to fend him a Crown, and 
other Royal Ornaments. - At the ſame time it fell out, that Miſca, King 
of Polonia, ſent about the fame Errant : and a Crown was providing 
for him. Bur Pope Bezxedif the Eight, in the mean time was warned 
by an Angelical Apparition, to ſend the Crown unto King Szephen ; 
which accordingly he did, which probably begot that great Veneratt- 
on and high Opinion, they have ever fince had of it. 

The Crown it ſelf is alſo fingular in its Fathion and Figure ; for it is 
a low Crown, with a Croſs upon it, with four Leaves or FTurnings up 
about it ; one whereof is as large as the crhe: three, at leaft as rwo 
thereof. It is no eaſie Favour to obtain a view of rhis Crown at Pres- 
Zurg, but I faw a Model of it in the Treaſure of the preſent Emperor 
Leopoldus ; which was a Crown of Gold, adorned with many precious 
Stones, exactly made alter the faſhion of the Z7ungarian Crown, and 
perhaps richer than the exemplar. | | 

Though the Zangarians want not Ingenuity, Induſtry, and ſufficient 
parts for Learning, and liberal Arts ; yet have they been more addicted 
unto Martial affairs, than unto deep Learning : Even the Bz/hops and 
Clergy-men proving ſtout Soldiers ; and no lefs than ſix Bz{hops were 
ſlain, with their King Zadovicas, in thar fatal Battel of Moharch. 

Some report, and others believe, that the famous Poet, Ovid died, 
and was buried in Zngary at Sabaria, feated at the confluence of rhe 
Rivers Guntz and Regnitz before they ran into; the Ras. Where it is 
reported, that he having been baniſhed' unto 7Towor, near the Euxine 
Sea, was at laſt recalled, and in his return towatds 7aly died at Sabarta: 
eter Fog faid his Tomb was found with this FZpitaph , made* by

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Before I came into ZZungary, I oblerved no ſhadow or ſhew of the 
old Pyrrhical Saltation, or Warlike way of Dancing , which the ZZey- 
ducks praCtice in this Country. They dance with naked Swords in 
their hands, advancing, brandiſhing. and clatking the fame ; turning, 
winding, elevating, and depreſſing their bodies with ſtrong and active 
motions ; ſinging withal unto their meaſures, after the manner of the 
Greeks. 

The mighty Ads of A4t7i/a, King of this Country , together with 
the numerous Forces he brought out of theſe and the neighbouring 
parts, are very remarkable ; whereby he over-ran a conſiderable parc 
of Germany, and a great part of 7raly : Sacked and Burnt 4qui/:za ; 
and fought that memorable Battel with rus, the Roman General, in 
Campis Catalonics, near Tholouſe ; wherein 'tis ſaid were ten Xings pre- 
ſent, . and about two hundred thouſand ſlain: and , which is alſo ob- 
ſervable, the Generals on both ſides were of theſe Parts; for A4ti/a 
was a Hunne , and AEtius a Maſian, or Servian, of the neighbour 
Country. And in ſucceeding Ages, how far and widely the Kings of 
Eungary enlarged their Dominions, beſides many Hiſtorical Accounts, 
is teitified at their Coronation , by ten Banrzers carried by Great Per- 
ſons ; wherein were repreſented ten Provinces of that Kingdom : that 
is, Hungaria, Dalmatia, Croatia , Schlavonia, Galifia, Raſcia, Servia, 
Bulgaria, Boſnia, and Ludomiria. | 

This Country has given the longeſt ſtop unto the ZTurki/h Conqueſts, 
and farther intruſion into the Weſtern Parts of Europe. For moſt, 
which they have already obtained, has been upon the advantage of the 
Hungarian Diviſions, and their own ſubtilty and falſe praQites; and 
Solyman, by ſuch falſe and low dealings, ſurprized the Capital City of 
Buda. And although the 7urk has now obtained the beſt part of the 
Country , yet almoſt a third part remains out of his Power, and in 
obedience to the Emperor, as King of Zungaria : as almoſt all 2pper 
Hungary, from Presburg unto Tokay, and Zatmar. And there are yet 
out of their hands the three notableſt Bulwarks of Chri/kendom ; Rat, 
Komara, and Leopold}tad? ; all which I had the advantage to fee. This 
laſt has been ereCted ſince the loſs of Newhey/e// ; and made much after 
the ſame manner ; conſiſting of Six regular Baſtions reveſtues, It is 
ſeated on the Weſt ſide of the River Waag, over againſt Freiſtadt , not 
far from the place where the 7artars paſſed over in the laſt War, and 
deſtroyed a great part of the Country, and carried away many Cap- 
tives from thoſe Parts, and out of Moravia. This Fortification was be- 
gun in the year 1665, and was well advanced , but not finiſhed when 
I was there, 1669. Count Soxches the younger was then Governor 
thereof ; from whom I received great Civility in that place; and a 
Guard of Foot Soldiers,to convoy me through the Contribution Coun- 
try, towards Schemnitz, Cremnitz, and the other Mine-Towns. - | 

Many Roman Emperors have honoured theſe Quarters with their Pre- 
ſence, Birth, Death, pr great Actions. For (to omit 7rajay, Caraca/a, 
Galienus, Conſtantius, and many more) the Emperors Aurelianus, Probus, 
Gratianus, Maximianus, had their Nativities at S:rmium ; and Claudius 
Gothicus died in it, or near it. Fouianus, and Yalentinianus were Born 
in Pannonia, Tngenuus, Governor of Pannonia, was ſaluted Emperor by 
the Mefran Legions. Yetraniolikewiſe, in the ſame Country. And at 
Sirmium Was held a General Council, when Photinus was Biſhop of that 
place. The 
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' The Roman Armies being much in this Country, :no: wonder 1t 15, 


that ſo many Coirs of Copper, Gold, and .SzÞver.are to'be found in it: 
Whereof I obtained no ſmall number at: PetroxeZ, or. Old Carnyntam, 
which was a Part of Pannonia. And at Sene ,: or Senia, ſitnated near 


the Danube, 1 met with very many. They are alſo to be:found at Old + 


Buda,or Sicambria ; at Old Sirmium 1n the Country,now' called Schrem- 
ia; at Murſa, or Eſſeck, and many-other Parts. An. Armenian Mer- 
chant, in whoſe Houſe I lodged at Belgrade, undertook: to provide me 


with Roman Coins againſt my return: which he might well do - about 


thoſe Parts, as at Sirmium, Samandria, and other places. And not far 
from th:nce Lyfmachus, King of Macedon and Thrace , is conceived to 


| have kept his abode, at a Caſtle or Palace near Deva; where that un- 


parallel'd maſs of Go/d Meaals was found, as is particularly delivered by 
Monſieur ZFamee, in his Account of the Wars of Zurgary. 
N-ar the Town of Deva or Devas, was found great ſtore of Treaſure; 


by the Peaſants of the Country, under an Ancient Caſtle or Palace, all 


ruined and decayed. The Rain continuing a long time, and the Wa- 
ter running with a forcible current, there was diſcovered an infinite 
company of Golden Medals : upon one fide of which was Coined the 
Image of Ly/imachas, on the other ſidea Viftory ; every one weighing 
two or three Crowns. The-Storm and rage of water being paſt, and 
the Sun ſhining on theſe, made a marvellous glittering ; which pers 
ceived by the Peaſants , they-remained raviſhed with joy; and raking 
them up, they alſo found a Goldex Serpent : which afterwards Gene- 
ral Caſtalde ſent unto Ferdinand, with 'a part of theſe Ancient Medals. 
This being an ancient Cuſtom with theſe who buried their Treaſure; 
to place Serpents there, in token of a Faithful keeper. After the Pea- 
fants had taken, no man knew what , others took from thence more 
than Twenty thouſand Ducats. - And the report was, that they might 
have taken an hundred Thouſand. For that had ſometimes been the 
abode of King Ly/imachus. . Whereof Ferdinand had a Thouſand, and 
Caſtald? three Hundred. 'Which Coin remained in this place from 
Lyſimachus's time. Among other notable Antiquities, there were alſo 
found two Medals of Gold, the one of Ninus , the other of Semirams, 
which were ſent to the Emperor Charles the Fifth, And there 
was not any Man in all that Province, of what Authority or repu- 
tation ſoever, who had not ſome of theſe Medals : fo infinite was 
found this Sum to be. | 

In the Old Roman Towns, through which I paſſed, the Peoplz, 
upon notice given, would bring what Coins they had , called by 
them Heathen-money. Tn the Countries of Servia and Boſna, the 
Armenians and Fews make Collections , and ſend them-to Ragyft ; 
from whence the"{greateſt part is carried into. /zaly. I muſt not omit 
one Copper Coin. of the Emperor Julzus Philippus, which I found 
common in thoſe Parts, and very rare in others; it*hath on the 
Obverſe, the Head of Philippas, with this Inſcription, 7 M P. C. I.

AVING paſfed the Winter in the Imperial City of 
VIENNA, I took a Journey into ZTungary , to view 
the Copper , Silver , and Gold Mines in thoſe Parts. 
And not long after, although I had already had a fair 
ſight of /raly,T made a Journey unto YENJCE, paſſing 

through 4uftria,Styria; Carinthia, Carmtota;and Frial: g - 

and ſoon after my return to Yiemna, I met with an opportunity, which £ 
carried me unto the O:toman Court, which then , and a long time be- 

fore, refided at the famous Old City of LARISSA in Theſſaly. You 

are not to expeCt the Names of all Places, which I paſſed ; yet divers 

you will find mentioned, which are not to be found in Mapps; except 

you have ſome more exaCt, than any I have met with. 

Between Yienna and Presburg , above the confluence of the River 
Marck with the Danube, I could not but'take notice of the Town of 
Petronell,and Haymburg Hill and Caſtle. Perrone# is conceived to have 
been Old Carnantum , a ſtrong Hold of the Pannonians, in vain art- 
t:mpted by the Rowavs,an Hundred and ſeventy years before the Incar- 
nation ; but was afterwards ſubdued, in the time of Augy/tus, made 2 
Roman Colony ; and the Station of the Legio decima quarta geming, 
and the claſs Iftrica; and in proceſs of time fo enlarged , that it be- 
came the chief City of Pannonia Superior , and comprehended that 
trat on the South Bank of the Danube, wherein now ſiand Zaymburg, 
Dutch Altenburg, and St. Petrone/. 

I had been formerly at Perrexel/, to inform my ſelf in the noble 
Ruines and Antiquities thereof ; where I met with variety of Medals, 
Inſcriptions, remainders of a noble Aquezduit , and the Remains of a 
goodly Fabrick, which I thought might be the ruine of a Temple. 
ot Janus, but it is conceived to have been a Triumphal Arch, ere&ed : 
in Memory of a great Victory over the Pannonians, and Dalmatians, ET 
by 7iberias, in the Ninth year of our Lord. My noble'Friend, Perrus 3 


Lambecins, hath fer forth the Figure of one ſide thereof (in the Second 
part 
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part of his Deſcription of the Imperial Library,) and. of the back part 
I took a Draught my ſelf. This, and other Carnuntine Antiquities 
may be ſeen in the fame Author; and more \may be expected, 
when that Worthy Perſon ſhall pleaſe to Publiſh his Carmmium re- 


divivum. 
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In this place, the Emperor Antoninus Philoſophus , in order to his 
Wars with the 'Marcomanni, now Moravians, reſided the ſpace of Three 
years, and died at Yindobona , now Yienna : and here Severus was 
eleted Emperor by the German Legions. But this Noble and Ancient 
City was ruined, in after-times, by Attila the ZZunne, in his Incur- 
ſions into theſe Parts : Yet there are ſtill remaining many marks of 
its Ancient Greatneſs. And though Graſs now grows where Old 
Carnantum ſtood ; yet by an — Eye, the Foundations: of: their 
Houſes, and their Streets are {till diſcoverable : and ſuch great quan- 
tities of Roman Coins have been of a long time , and' are flill found 
there, that the Boors are commonly well furniſhed with them ; of 
whom I purchaſed a great number : and Mr. Done//an, - an Iriſh Gen- 
tleman, who then travelled with me, and was walking in my Com- 

pany, 
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pany, Yiewing theſa QId Remains of farmer Greatneſs, by chance ſtrook 
with bis faot a Si/ver Coin gut af the Earth, 

Prezburg, Poſonium, Piſenium, and by ſome thought to be Flexum, 
is 4 pleaſant City ſeated on the North fide of the Danube, ren German 
miles Eaſtward trom Yienna , the chicf City of ZFungaria in the Impe- 
perial Dominions thereof ; ſince the loſs of Buda, the place of Conven- 
tion for the E/ates ; and ſince the loſs of Srrigonium , the Hetropoli- 
tan City, The City is pleaſant , the Caſtle is ſtately , beautiful , and 
well fituated on the top of a Hill, and built of White Stone ; herein is 
kept the ſo highly eſteemed Crown of Zangary, commonly believed 
ro have been brought by an Angel from Heaven, unto Sr. Stephen their 
King ; and is of a different figure from other Crowns. The Gardes 
of the Arch-Biſhop is very fair; the Walks , the Grotte's, the figure of 
Feronimo, the Labirynth, Fiſh-ponds, and Fountains are Noble. In the 
Dome, or Cathedral Church, -lieth the Body of St. Johannes Eleemoſyna- 
rius, Biſhop of Alexandria. The Jeſuits have a part of the ſame Church, 
and a noble Apothecaries Shop, tull of Rarities. The Lutherans have 
alſo a fair Church here. 

Rab, or Favrinum, a City ſeated at the confluence of the Rivers Rab, 
Rabnitz, and the Danube : and a ſtrong Frontier Bulwark againſt the 
Turk, Tt hath two Bridges, one over a double Ditch, leading towards 
Auftria; and another. towards Aba Regalis , or Stullweiſſenburg. Ir 
hath ſeven large Baſtions, and four Cavalliers, or high Mounts, which 
over-look them. The firſt is the Caſtle Ba/#zoz, upon which ſtands 
the Caſtle or Palace of the Governour. The ſecond is the Water Ba- 
/tion, lying towards the Danube, The third is the Baſtion of the holy 
Hill, under which when the 7urks ſprang a Mine, a Horſeman was 
blown off from the top of, it into the Danube, without any hurt to him- 
ſelt or his Horle.. The foprth is the middle Baſtion, towards the Land 
Ealtward. The fifth' is the new Baſtion. The fixth is the Imperial, or 
Empreſs Baſtion. And the ſeventh is the Hungarian Baſtion, lying next 
the River Rab, where the Zurkiſh Governor was killed when the 'Cown 
was ſurpriſed in the Night by the Chriſtians. The Country is all plain 
about, and there is nothing which ſeems to command it, but a imall 
Hill at ſome diſtance, which is andermined, and may be blown up 
upon any occaſion ; beyond which there is alſo a Tower or Spy in tte 
open Fields, to diſcover the approach of the Enemy. It was Beſieged 
by Sinaz Baſſa, in the Reign of Sultan Amurah the Third ; where he 
loſt many Men, and at one afſault Twelve thouſand ; but at laſt was 
Surrendred , by the Treachery of Count Hardect , the Governar ; 
which coſt him his: Head. at Yiewa:; where, upon. a. Scaftold cavered 
with black Velvet , kneeling by the ſide of a Table: covered. with a 
black, Velvet Carpet, he laid his Handupon the Table, and the Execu- 
tioners at: the ſame inſtant ſtruck off both his Head and his Hand. In 
a few years after , it: was recovered., by a notable ſurpriſe, a&ed by 
Caynt Swartzeuburg , and Count Palf, with a great Nlaughter of the 
Turks. Tiſaw a part. of. the Gate, which was. then broken by a. Petard, 
the ſame being fill kept for a Memorial, ina. part of the Cathedral 
Church, While this place. was. in.the Zarks Poſſeſſion , they made a 
Duogean. for Chriſtian Priſoners, wherein there 1s no ligkt , but whar 
enters.by a Grate upon the ground in the Market-place. Burt this is 
now ſeldom empty of 7arks,begging the Charity of Paſlers.by,and(elling 
neat Whips which they make 1n this their fad reſtraint. He 
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| He that would take a view of warlike Engines and Inſtruments, is 


not like to have better fatisfaction any where, than at Rab and Koma- 
ra, Where he may take notice of: one, called a morning Star, nſed by 
the Sentinels,. ahd at an aſſault, defence.of a:breach, or! entrance into a 
Town ; of earthen Pots to !throw amongſt the Enemies, filled with 
ſticking and burning materials. There he-may alſo fee a Lehn Bradcr, 
or plank ſet with hooks , to be placed on the out-ſide of the works, 
covered lightly with earth ; whereby thoſe, who ſtorin are wounded, 
and_intangled, -A werf Kugel, or inſtrument filled with wild fire, and 
combuſtible matter, to be thrown by the hand, it ſticketh faſt and 
burneth.

General Montecycul; was.the Governour , of Raab, whoſe: Paſs I: had 
the advantage oh &o former year, to.,travel by theſe parts unto the 
Mine:Towns. * "The Ermperour being weatted' with Chiauſes, and orgi- 
' nary Envoys, which ſo often came to Yiewa from the Viſter of Bu, 
and expected preſents at their return; hath taken order, that, without 
eſpecial Licence, they ſhall come no further than Raab, but there re- 
ceive their diſpatches. 
Komora, Gomota, Crumenum or Comaroninm, a large and ſtrong Town 
at the Eaſt-end of 'the Iſland of Schut, looking over the' Davubz and 
Waag, ſtrongly fortified, and well mann'd. Colonel Zaffkircher was 
then Governour: the ſtrongeſt place is the Zorrojſe Fort ; fo called,frons 
ſome reſemblance it hath to a Zortozſe. .'Thys Town, after the taking of 
Raab, was beſieged by Sinan Baſſa, with ſixty Ships, and a.great num- 
ber of Turks and Tartars ; but in vain, and to' the great ſlaughter of the 
Zartars. Although'the Baſſa omitted nothing towards the gaining it, 
but employed treachery as well as force, and under colour of a Parley, 
ſent five Zurks to'the Governour, Baron Brown,who had then received a 
great wound upon his right. Knee, to try if he could by any means be 
wrought upon to deliver up the City. And the Governour gave them. 
the hearing, till they had declared their whole treachery ;. but then pre- 
ſently commanded four of their Heads to be ſtruck off, and to be ſet 
upon long Pikes upon one of the Bulwarks, for the Baſſa to look upon ; 
and ſent the Fifth back to the Baſſa to tell him that although he found 
one in Rab to ſerve his turn hewas much deceived, if in him he thought 
to find Count #ardeckh, and to aſſure him that he would never betray | 
a City committed to his charge, but rather wiſhed to dye the Empe- 
rors true and faithful Servant imbrewed in the Blood ot the Zurks. 
| In the inward Caſtle I obſerved three old Tombs, which had been 
formerly brought thither from Sexe or Sena, a place of Antiquity, not 
farr off. Some' in the Caſtle obſerving me to write out their Inſcrip- 
tions, were very inquiſitive, and obliged me to leave a copy of them ini 
the Caſtle ; and if, upon after-conſideration, I ſhould find them to be 
of importance, required a promiſe of me, to ſend them an account 
thereof ; The Inſcriptions were theſe. 
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" The third Tygab was of the fame Figuze, but without any Inſcrip- 
My Lecyl Ny to ſet down theſe becauſe they are not to be 
met With in that great Volume of Inſcriptions of Grazer. 

Gamara hat been, of late more ſtrongly fortified, and 2 greater com- 
paſs of gropnd is taken in, by a line drawn from the Waag to the Da- 
»#hc, and fortified wigh four new Baſtions—” rr 

_ Of ſame other places, near unto theſe alrezdy named, and whereof 


I took notice.the year before, I ſhall make but ſhort mention ; as parti- 
cularly of Newhew/e#, by, the ZZxngarians called Yymar, ſeated by the 
Riyer Neufra, not far from Nztria, a firong place, and Biſhops See, taken 
by Count de Sexches in the laſt wars. Newhay/lis a ſtrong Hold, re- 


gularly fortified, with fix large Baſtions, which makes it lie inthe form

lodged in thoſe parts, the Maſter of the houſe told us, he was obliged to 
give notice unto the 7arts, who, and how many were in his houſe ; 


whereof we were not unwilling, refplving to be gone, before the ac- 


count thereof could come unto them, If the Yz/er had not ſpent tim 
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about the ſiege of - Newhewſe/, but marched .into A«/?ria, when the 
Emperobr was yet unprovided, the Auxiliary forces farr oft, and Vienna, 
and all the Country about in' great fear, he might have probably left 


fad efies in thoſe parts ; but attempting ſome time after, to break into 
Auſtria by Saint Godard, when the. Imperial forces were in readinefs, - 


and the great bodies of Auxiliaries of Germans 'and French came up, he 


was repulſed with great loſs of his beſt Soldiers, and readily. clapt up a : 


peace, which kept thefe parts in quiet for many years. 


Sene, Sone or Senia, a Village near the Danube; and remarkable place | 
for variety of Antiquities, where, by the help of the Byro or Fudge of 


the Town, I met with divers Coins, and ſome of Gold, ſome Zrtaglia's, 


ps 


and as they called it, a Heathen or R.-man Key. - Whereof Þ preſented. 


ſome unto Petrus Lambecius, who ſhewed them unto. the ;:Emperor. 
This 'place, being in the contribution Country to the 7arks, bath been 


little enquired into ; and therefore the Antiquities thereof were the. 


more welcome. Amongſt all the Inſcriptions of Grazer, I find but one 
or two of Senia. The People tay, this place was formerly called 4po/e- 
ia, but without any good ground. | 

Patling from Raa# to Dotis, St. Martinsberg offers it ſelf to'view ; an 
handlbme Town, and ſtrong Hold, upon the top of a high Hill, over- 
looking all the Country. This is ſtill in the Chriſtians hands, though it 
hath formerly been taken by the Tarts, once in Amurath the third's 
time. 

Dotis, Tata, or Theodata, about twelve Exgliſh miles from Gomora, 
where there is a Caſtle with a Dirch about it, and alſo ſome Natural 
Baths near it. Tt hath been often taken and retaken : Graff Zackz, a 
Noble Hungarian, was then Governor , . whoſe ſingular Civilities I 
muſt always acknowledge ; and indeed in theſe parts,I was at beſt con- 
tent in the company ot Souldiers, for they commanded all, and were 
generous and free hearted Perſons, and could commonly ſpeak either 
Latine, High-Dutch. or Italian ; my company was the more accepta- 


ble to them, becauſe I had ſeen many parts of Europe before, which they 


wou'd much enquire after. 
- * But to return into the road again ; we parted from Comora, being 
towed by a Saick of twenty four oars. The Hungarians : rowing up-. 
on one fide, and the Germans on the other, they faluted the Fortreſs 
with two ſmall Guns, which they carried at the head of the Saick, and 
fo we pafled by Scxe, Neſmil, Rodwar, and came to Motch, the exact 
place of the Frontiers. Here we expected a Zurkiſh Convoy ; which 
coming betimes in the morning, we made ready for them ; their. Offt- 
eers went firſt on ſhoar, then our Yeyda or YVeyuod. with the. Interpre- 
ter, and chiefeit of the company, both parties walking ſlowly, and at 
meeting gave hands to one another, then we delivered our Boat unto 
the 7Zurks, which they faſlned to their Saick, and ſent one tr to our Boat 
to ſteer it: and turning about, ſaluted the Chriſtians with. one Gun, 
and then with cighteen Oars rowed down the Danube, we carrying 
the ZFag/e in our Flag, they the Doutle Sword, Star, and Half 
Moon, | | 
The 7u#kiſh Saick convoyed us to Striganium.or Gran, and ſet our 
Boat on ſhoar in the Town, and fo left us ; the Governor alſo took no 
notice of us, either in hopes of a preſent, or fone private intereſt ; but 
an Aga, Who came with four troops of Horſe from Newhew/el, being, 
| | D 2 come 
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come into the Caſtle, asked the Governor ( as we were informed by a 
Turk, that came unto us Y what he meaned to have fo little care of his 
head, to deal with us after this manner 2 who were not fent to him, 
or to 3 Baſſa, or a Y:ifter, but to the Su/tar, and no doubt had a Pre- 
ſent for him : whereupon we were ſoon diſpatched. 

"This City of Gran, Strigoninm or Oftrogon, is ſeated on the South- 
ſide of the Daxvube near the Confluence with the River Gray, divided 
into the upper and lower, and both walled ; the lower Wal! doth well 
commarid the Danube. St. Thomas Hill, hard by the Town,jis alſo walled, 
becauſe it commandeth the Town : There are in this place Natural 
Baths of a moderate heat. This hath been the Metropolitan City of 
Hungary, where St. Stephes, the firſt Chriſtian King of Znngary, 
was bor}; and King Szephen the third buried. 

Scarce any place has ſuffered more ſtrong and notable Sieges ; be- 
fheged in vain by Fohy, King of Hungary, taken by Selymar, recover- 
ed by Count Marsfelt for Matthias, the Arch-Duke ; beſieged again in 
vain, but taken in the time of Su/tan Achmer, by the mutinous baſe» 
neſs of the Chriſtian Defendants, who ſhutting up Count Dampzer, the. 
Governor, delivered the place unto 4ly-Beg the Zurkiſh General ; but 
after many years it was taken again by the Chriſtians under the Duke 
of Lorraine, in the year 1683. Over againſt S:rigonium licth Barchan 
between theſe two places there is a Bridge of Boats. 

From Strigonium we paſled to Yicegrade or Yizzegrade : The upper 
Caſtle of this place is ſeated upon a very high Rock, where the Crown 
of Hungary hath been formerly kept : the lower Caſtle hath been fair ; 
there is alſo a handſome Fabrick of ſquare Stones, and Arches, the ruines 
whereof do ſtill remain : this place was retaken from the Zurks by the 
Forces of the Arch-Duke Matthzas, in the time of Mahomet the Third, 
but betrayed, and delivered up by the Treachery of the Zeyducks in 
the Reign of Sa/fan Achmet. Charles King of Naples, and ſworn King 
of Hungary, was wounded on the head by Forchatz ; and being carried 
into the Caſtle, under pretence of laying a Plaſter on his head, was 
ſtrangled. This place yielded to the Duke of Lorraine, 1684. 

Over againſt Y7zzegrad* lieth Maroz, where there is a large Church; -_ 
and the place having voluntarily ſubmitted unto the 7arks, the Chri- 
ſtians paying a ſmall Tribute, lived under no great oppreſſion. Be- 
low this Town, the Danube divides, and makes a fair large Iſland, 
called St. Andrews Iſland, ſtill rowing down, by which we paſſed by 
Virovichitz, a noted place for pleaſant Vineyards and good Grapes, and 
an old ruine of Stone,upon the ſhoar of St. Andrews Ile, where the 7arks 
told us, there was formerly a Stone Bridge, we came to Yacza, in for- 
mer times a Biſhop See,which hath now two Moſches,and one Chriſtian 
Church without the Wall. This place was ſeized upon, ſacked and 
burnt by the Zwrks, 1541. but taken by the Emperors Forces, under 
the Command of the Duke of Lorraine, in the Year 1684. after he 
had overthrown the Zarks in Battel near the 'Town, but was quitted 
again at the latter end of the Autumn, there being a ridge of Hills near 
it which over-look the Town, and render it not eafie to be defended. 

Here we changed our Convoy again, and paſkd unto Buda, the 
Capital City, and Royal Seat of tlie Kings of ZZ«»garia, and the reſi- 
dence of a 7Zarkifh Yifier, who hath divers Bafſa's under him. It is a 


large City, and of a pleaſant ſituation ; divided into the upper and 


lower 
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lower Town, wherein are: fome ruines, and reliques. of Magnificent 
Seractures, raisd by the /Zungerian Kings, eſpecially Matthias Corvi- 


266, whoſei Palace the Yifter polieſied. Bat much. abating of its anci- 


ent glory. There are alfo fame: fair _— Carawinſara's, and very 
Magnificent Baths. There is alſo a high Hill called St. Gerard's Mount, 
which hath:#i Fart. on. the: top, and aver-looks the Town and Coun- 


| "The natural Baths of Bude are efteemedthe nobleft of Europe; not: 
only in reſpedt of the large and hot Springs, but the Magnificence of 
chew! Buildings  . For the Zarks bathe very much, and thought litthe cu- 
rious in moſtof their private houſes, yet are they very fumptuaus in 


their publick/ Buildings, as: their Chars. or Caravanſara's, Meſches, 


Bridges, and Baths dechre. W. 

There are eight Baths, whereof I had opportunity to take notice 
during my ſtay at: Buda, ' three toward the Ea/F and South-Eaſt part of 
the City, in the way leading towards Conſtantinople, and five towards 
the-WefF end of the Town, in the way towards old Offen, and Stri- 


gonzum, » LSE 
The firſt is. a large open Bath at the foot of a high rocky Hill, cab 


led Purgatory, whereof the People have ſome odd and fcrupulous Ap- 
prehenſions. | | 

Fhe ſecond isicovered with a Capo/a, and ſtands nigh the fame Hill, 
but more into the Town, and near a place where they uſe Tanning. 

The third 1s called the Batb of the green Pillars, though at preſent 
they be of a red. colour, it: ftands over againſt a Caravanſara. The 
Water is hot but tolerable wirhout the Addition of cold water, it is 
impregnated with a petrefiing Juyce, which diſcovers it felf on the ſides 
of the Bath, upon the Spouts, and other places, and makes a grey 
Stone : The Exhalation from the Bath reverberated by the Cupoia, b 
the Jrons extended from one Column to another, and by the Capita 
_ Pilkrs forms long Stones like Jfcles, which hang to all theſe 

s. 

of The Water is let out at night, when the Women have dons bathing, 
who often ſtay late. The Bath is round, fet about with large Pillars 
ſupporting 2 C#pola, which hath openings to let out the Steam, and 
yet the whole Room continuesto be a hot Stove. | 

The Baths of the Weſt end of the Town are firſt, 7af4ell;, or the 


Bath of the Table, a ſmall Bath covered : the Water white, and of a © 


Sulphureous ſmell ; they drink of this as well as bathe in it; what they 
drink they 'receive from a Spout, bringing the Water into this place. 
I delivered a five-Sols piece to a Zark, who was tathing in it, to gild for 
me, which he did in half a Minute, by rubbing it between his fingers, 
while the hot Water fell from the Spout upon it. | 

The ſecond is Barat Degrimene, or.the Bath. of the Powder-Mill, it

riſes in an open Pond near the High-way, and mixes with the freſh 


Springs, which makes the Pond of a whitiſh colour ia one part, and 


clear in the other ; as alſo cold and hot in ſeveral parts. This convey= 


ed croſs the High-way into a Powder Mill, becomes uſeful in making 


of Gun-powder. 

The third is Cazzoca/ege, the little Bath, or the Bath of the Saint, 
for which name the 7arks. give a ſuperſtitious reaſon : It is kept by 
Turkiſh Monks, The Bath where the Springs aride, is fo hot as ſcarce 
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to be endured:;: but being let out: into another bathing place at ſome 
diſtanice. it becomes tolerable-and fit for-uſe. This Water.hathineither- 
colour; ſmell, nor:taſte diflerent from common: Water, andYepoſeth.no- 
ſediment, only:thefides of the Bath are green, and have aifingous ſub-' 
ſtance all over.  _ 11 460i. t dl's a ord agnls 3 TT) 
::The fourth is Capla,a very noble Bath, butpart of the Buildings was' 
conſumed this year, 1669. by a great Fire that happened in Buda, bur 
is fince repaired by the Zarks::::Fhe Wateris. very hot, inot without a 
petrefying Juyce-1n it. The Building about: is eight; ſquare; with 
noble Bath in the middle, with .a Circle of. a [Trench of:Water about 
it for the better Ornament, to bathe the feet in 3; on. every ſide it 
hath a Niche,wherein is.a Fountain; in the:middle of rhe Anti-Chamberz 
where they leave their Cloths, there is allo. a fair Stone -Baſon-andi'® 
Fountain.  ' | | ; > £101 
.> Fhe fifth- is. the Bath of 7elibey, which hathia ſtrong ſuſphureous 
ſmell; and a petrefying Juyce in it,and is ſo hot, that to: makeit tolerable 
it requires the addition of cold Water ; this isthe'nobleſt of. all, - .The 
Anti-Chamber is ve. y large,the Bath-Room capacious, and high-Arch- 
ed; adorned with” five Cupola's; one a very fair one over the great 
round Bath in the middle z and one leſſer over each of the four corners, 
where are either Baths, or Bath-ſtoves for private uſe : in theſe the 
Turks take off the hair of their Bodies by a P/ilorhram mixt with Soap : 
it being not . their: Cuſtom to have any hair, except rtheir: Beards. 
Twelve Pillars ſupport the great Czpola, between :erght whereof are 
Fountains of hot Water, and between the others are.places:to ſit down, 
where the Barbers and Bath-men attend 5 and. each of theſe places has 
two Cifterns of Free-foxe,into which are let in hot Bath-water, and al- 
ſo cold Water, tobe mixed and tempered asevery one pleaſeth. 

: Men bathe: in the Morning, and Women in the Afternoon. When 
any man intends to bathe, . having entred the firſt Rooms, he : finds 
there divers. Servants attending, who furniſh him with a Cloth and 
Apron. Then he puts oft his Cloths and having put on the Apron, 
he enters the ſecond Room, wherein is the great Bath, and ſits on the 
ſide of the Bath, or between. the Pillars near a Fountain, where the 
Barber ſtrongly rubs him with his hand- opened, ſtretching out his

' Armes, and lifting them up ; after which the Party bathes. Then if 


he be a Subject of the grand Seignior's, or it be the Cuſtom of his 
Country, he hath his head ſhaved, and if a young man, his beard, ex- 
cept the upper Lip ; next the Barber rubs his Breait,Back, Armes, and 
Legs, with an hair Cloth, while he either ſitteth, or lieth with his face 
downward, then waſhes his head with Soap, and aſter throws cold Wa- 
ter upon him, all over his Body, and then he walks in the ſteam of 
the Bath for a time. | 

- TK Germans call this City Ofez, and ſome will have it founded 
by Buda, the Brother of Attila, the Famous King of the HZunnes. 
And to ſpeak the truth among all the numerous Countries, and Places 
Conquered by that Warlike.Nation, they could not chooſe out indeed 
a nobler Seat to build a City in, where, beſides the advantage of their 
natural Baths and Stoves, this being placed upon the Banks of the 
greateſt River in Europe, where it runs in one entire Stream, and the 
"City riſing up by degrees to the top of Hills,1ffording from moſt Streets 
of the Town, a Proſpect of twenty Miles or more, on the other ſide of 
p2 the 
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the Danube; as thr ;a5;ones:eve can reach, withithe view of Pe#7, and 
the long Bridge-oh Boats, and therbeauriful fruitful 'Country-abvut :ir, 
renders it faoſt exquiſitely :pleaſant :and _—_— 2nd 'wasthe Royal 
Seat of the  HunganiamKings:and Queens, ill that Solway the Mags 
nificept, efitered it with )his :Sons Selzmus and Bajazer; onithe Thir» 
teenth of 41ug«#7, inthe Year One Thouſand Five: Hundred Forty 'One; 
and made a Decree that Buda ſhould. be:from that-day kept by a 'Gar- 
rifon of 7imrks,:and the/Kingdom converted:intoa Province of the Zur- 
&j/b Empi.re.:and-the Queen andher young Son, 'be ſent” into the Coun+ 
try .of L.ippa, be end the/River 7:41/cus, uta little diſtance'from Buda 
or Offer : there 15.anather Place:called old 'Offen, conceived to be Sz 
cambria of old,. where the Sicambrian Souldiers quartered, in the 
time ofthe Ramarxs : and ſome Anmtiquities and Inſcriptions have been 
tzken notice of in that place. | | 

Over againſt Buda, upon the Eafern-ſhoar of Danubius, ſtands 
the City Pef, being Quadrangular and ſeated upon a_ Plain : and by 
zceafon of its Wall, and the Towers of the Moſches; makes a handſom 
ſhow from Buda. Tt gives the name unto the County or Com#- 
ratus Peſt hienfis : Zangaria being divided into Counties, like Eng/and ; 
between this place and Buda, the handſom Bridge of Boats, is above 
half a Mile long. | 

The habit of the 7artifhþ Women ſeemed new and ſtrange to me : 
Breeches almoſt to their feet, a kind of Smock over them, and then 
a long Gown with their Head-dreſs, which fetches about, covering 
their face, except. their eyes, and makes them look like Penitents : 
but it was not unpleaſant unto me, as taking away the occaſion of 
Pride and Folly :. though otherwiſeit can have no good grace in a ſtran- 
ger's fancy. [36 oh 

During our Stay at Buda, we went into a Zurki/h Convent, where 
the Prior or Superior called 7«/papa, or Father of the Roſe, with ſome 
of his Brethren brought us-into a large Room like a Chappel, and en- 
tertained us with Melons and Fruit: at parting, we gratified them 
with ſome pieces of Silver, which were kindly accepted. The Julpapa 
had his Girdle or Ceinture emboſſed before with a whitiſh Stone, big- 
ger than the palm of my hand, which was Galattites or Milk-/tone ; 
whereof they have a great opinion, becauſe in their belief, Mahomer 
turned a whole River in 4ra47a into this kind of S7oxe. | 

We lodged at an old Raſcians houſe, where we were well accom- 
modated ; having from it a fair Proſpe&t over the Danube, the long, 
Bridge and Pet, and a good part of the Country. Divers Zurks me. 
ſome Chiauſes reſorted unto us, where. they were treated to their con-= 


tent. The Maſter of the Houſe was thought to hold ſecret corre- 


ſpondenee with a Franciſcan Friar of Peſt, and to give intelligence of 
Occurrences unto the Miniſters of State:at Gomora, Rab,and Vienna ; he 
prevailed with me to pen a Letter in Latin and /talian; wherein I 
was not unwilling to gratifte him, becauſe it contained nothing, be- 
fides an account of ſome Priſoners, and the encroachment of the A4r- 
wcnian Merehants upon the Trade. 

As we were riding, in the City, divers of the common 7arks murmu- 
red; that we ſhould ride, where they went on foot. But I was pleaſed 
tÞ ſeemany Zarks to ſalute Seiginor Gabrzel, the Emperors Courrier, in 
our Company, and to take his hand, and put it to their forcheads,

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24 A Journey. from Vienna to Larifſa, = 
but was mich-moredelighted with the courteous efitertainment of Meor- 
tizan Ephendia perſon of note, and who had been an Envoy extraordi- 
nary at Yienna.He received us in an handſom large Room,and treated us 
with great kindneſs ; faying, that he deſired our company, not to any 
Feaſt, but to a Treat of Afﬀection and Reſpe ; ſuch as might declare, 
that we had converſed like friends, arid eat and drunk together ; he 
called for a ſtool, that 1 might ſit down, it being then uneafie to me 
to fit croſs-legged , and asked me, whether I would learn the Zurki/þ 
' Language, or whether I would go to the Port , and how I liked Buda, 
and among other queſtions, asked, what was the King of Poland's 
name 2 and when I told him, Michael Wiſnewirskz ; his reply was 
ſ-mewhat ſtrange unto- me; faying, Mzchael, that's a good name, 
that's the name of the greateſt Saint in Heaven, except Mary ; and fo 
having entertained us,he diſmiſſed us with good wiſhes. At our return 
to this place, after two days ſtay, the Governor ſent us with four and 
twenty Horſe Souldiers into Chriſtendom again, theſe guarded us with 
great care, a day and a night, till they faw us ſafe at” Dozzs. 

But now leaving Buda, we travelled by Land Eaſtward; and 
paſling by the ruines of the King of Zungary's Mint-houſe, by Ham 
Zabbi Palanka, and by Erzin, we came to Adom, in Turkiſh, Tzan 
Kurteran, or azima liberata, fo named by Solyman the Magnificent ; 
becauſe, in his haſty retreat from Yienna, he firſt made a quiet ſtop 
at this place, and there could think himſelf ſecure from any purſuit of 
the imperial Forces. Thus place was afterwards taken by Graff Palf,, 
from thence we came to Pentole or Pentolen Palanka. This or Adom 
15 conceived to be the old Potentiana,where the Hunnes, invading thoſe 
parts, fought a bloody Battel with the Romars, under the conduct of 
Macrrinus and 7etricus, but were overthrown. 

From hence to Fodwar, in ſight. of Colocza, ſeated on the other 
ſide of the Danube, in the road to Temeſwar, formerly an Arch-Biſhops 
See ; whereof 7Tomoreus was Biſhop, whoſe raſhneſs conferred much 
unto the loſs of ZZungary, at the Battel of Mohatz, Then by Pax or 
Paxi unto Tolna, formerly Altinum or Altinium, where the Zunnes 
being recruited, fought a ſecond Battel , obtained the Victory, and 
expulſed the Romans, though not without the loſs of forty thouſand 
of their own men. This hath been a very great place, but burnt by 
the Chriſtians. The Znrgarians and Raſcians, who inhabit here, li- 
ving in no good agreement. | 

Thence to Fen; Palayka,where we paſſed the River Sarvizza,formers« 
ly @rpanus, a handſom River, ariſing near Yeſprinium, and paſling 
Alba Regalis, or Stullweifſenbarg, the ancient place of Sepulture of the 
Hungarian Kings, which makes a triangle with Buda and Strigonium, 
and running into the Danube below. From thence by Sefzwar to Bo- 
roſeck, where we travelled by night, and had a Horſe-guard of Spahzes, 
till we came to Sezz, a large Town ; where I obſerved the ruines of an 
old Caſtle, and a round Palefado upon the Hill. 

. Here isalſoa new Chan or Caravanſara ; then to Mohatz. Before 
we came to this place, we paſſed by a ſmall Bridge over the Brook Cu- 
raſſe ; which, upon great rains, over-flows the Neighbour parts ; 
near which Zudovicus the unfortunate King of Hungary periſhed, be- 
ing ſtifled in a muddy-place, where his Horſe plunged, after the Battel 
fought with the Forces of Solymar, on the other ſide of the Town. 
| We 
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We went to ſee the place, where ſo noble a Prince loſt his life, and an 
inconſiderate Battel loſt the Crown of Z7ungary. This Battel was 
fought the 29th day of Oftober, in the Year 1526. Cotrriſcus, wha 
was near the King's Perſon when he was drowned, related the manner 
of it to the /7ungarians, and ſhewed them the place where he fell in, 
from whence the King's Body was afterwards taken up entire, and 
carried to .4/ba Regalis, where with great Solemnity it was buried 
_—/ the Sepulchres of the other Kings of Zungary, his Prede- 
ceſlors. 

Hereab: uts we met with a Caravan of two or three hundred Per- 
ſons, ſome going to a place of Devotion, and having Janizaries with 
rhem, to guard them : others intending, by permiſſion, to ſeat them- 
ſelves in other parts of Huzgary. And in divers places I met with 
numerous droves of Oxen, driven towards Yiexna, upon the account 
of the Eaſtern Company. of that City, who furniſh that place and 


' Country about,and are permitted to paſs free by the Grand Seignior.This 


day we left Quingue Ecclefz, and Zigeth on the right- hand, this laſt 
is a ſtrong place ſeated by the fide of a Fenn, in which there is an 
Iſland, and beyond that a Caſtle. Count Serex; defended this Place 
againſt the Zurks, with unparalleled Bravery, and when he had loſt 


the Town, retired into the Ifland, and laſt of all into the Caſtle, and 


when there were but four and twenty of them left alive, they all Sallied 
out together,chooſing rather to die every man,than to give So/yman the 
Magnificent, who. befieged them, any pretence to the Town, by their 
Surrender ; and Solyman himſelf died likewiſe in the Camp, and hath 
a Sword hanging by his Tomb in Conſtantinople, as a peculiar honour 
to him, in regard that he did rot only ſpend a great part of! his life, 
but alſo diced in War. | | 

From hence by Barizowar Darda or Draza unto Eſſeck or Ofſeck, 
conceived to be old Murſa, or not far from it. It is ſeated low, and 
the Streets are planked with Trees. Upon one ſide of the Gate 
is part of a Roman Inſcription. M. ALIAN, &cc. on the other fide, a 
Maids head in a Stone ; there is alſo a Dyal, which is not ordinary, 
brought from Serinwar ; and the greateſt piece of Ordnance, which 
I faw in all thoſe parts, not lying upon a Carriage, but upori Bodies of 
Trees. But that which is moſt remarkable here, is the well contrived 
Bridge of Wood, made. partly over the River Dravss, and partly over 
the Fenns adjoyning, being five Miles long : being rayled, and having 
Towers at every quarter of a Mile : that part over the River Dravas, 
was burnt down by Count Nicolas Serinz, in the laſt Wars, and ano- 
ther built ſince. He that beholds this Bridge, the Towers of Wood 
upon it, the ſtrong rayles and floar, and the numerous ſupporters of it; 
cannot but wonder, how they ſhould be ſupplied with Wood to build 


- It, or maintain it. But hereof I ſpeak elſewhere, this 1s the greateſt 


Paſſage in ZZungary, from Servia, and the. Zurkzſh Dominions. Had 
this been well detended, 'when So/yman invaded Hungary, he had not 
probably obtained ſo eaſfie a March unto Buda. , And to hinder the 
Supply of the Grand Yifers Army from other parts of 7arky, Count 
S-rini burne. down that'part, which was built over' the Dravus ; and 


in his return burnt Q4i#que Eccleſje or the City of five Churches, 


which licth Weſtward from E£ſeck. * 
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From thence we came to Yalcovar, where there is a handſom wood- 
en Bride over the River Walpo or Yalpanus, plentiful of Fiſh ; and upon 
which, to the Weſtward, ſtands the Town of Walpo, taken by the 
Turks in the Year 1545. by the Treachery of the Dependants, after 
that it held out three M-nths under the Command of Perennus's Lady 
and Friends, and the Garriſon was notwithſtanding put to the Sword. 
Then by Sorzin Palaska, and Towarnick or Tabornick, to Metronitza a 
large Town, and a great place for a Fair, ſtrengthned by the adjacent 
Lake. So to Simonovetz, leaving at a good diſtance on the right hand 
the famous old Sirmiam, now an inconſiderable place, whereof I have 
alſo ſaid ſomewhat elſewhere. They call this Country Schremnia ; and 
that, more near the Dravas, Boſſega. 

In this Country many Families, and the Inhabitants of divers little 
Towns, live all under ground. I had formerly read of 7Troglodytes and 
ſubterraneous Nations, about Egypt ; but | was much ſurprized to {ce 
the like in this place, and could not but fay unto my ſelf : 


Now T believe the Troglodytes of old, 
Whereof Herodotus and Strabo told ; 

Since every where, about theſe parts, in holes, 
Cnnicular men I find, and humane Moles. 


Near theſe Habitations are Wells, to ſupply them with Water ; which 
they draw up, like Dyers and Brewers: and Dogs come out upon 
Strangers. As we travelled by them, the poor Chriſtians would be- 
take themſelves to their holes, like Conies. So that to fatisfie our cvri- 
oſities, we were fain to alight, and enter their houſes, which we found 
better than we expected, divided into partitions, with Wooden Chim- 
neys, and a Window at the farther end , a little above the ground : 
and all things as neatly diſpoſed, as in other poor houſes above ground ; 
although but mean;y, .after the faſhion of thoſe parts. Their Speech 
is a Dialect of the Schlavoxian, Then travelling on between the Danu- 
bius and the Savus,we came to Zemlin upon the Darule ; from whence 
we had a fair Proſpe& of Belgrade, into the Caſtle of Zemlin, Ste- 
phen, the uſurping King, retired, and died. From'hence we paſſed by 
Water unto Belgrade. Belgrade,Taurunum, Alba Greca,Greek-Weiſſenburg, 
or Naudor 41ba, as the Hungarians call it, it is a large, ſtrong, popu- 
lous, and great Trading City, in Servia, or Mefta Superior, ſeated at 
the Confluence of the River Sawv#s, and Danubzius : having the firſt 
'on the Weſt, the other on the North. The Daya4zus 1s here very 
broad, runs furiouſly, and ſeems to cut off the Savus, as the Rhoſue 
doth the Soaxe, by Lyon in France. 

The Water of the Danube ſeems more White and yellow, troubled, 
and more confuſed.

That of the Saves, darker, greeniſh and clear ; at the entrance of the. 
Savus, there is an Iſland, on which there is now much Wood, although 
it be not older than five and thirty years ; about which time, ſince the 
ſilt of both ſtreams ſo ſettled, as to appear firſt above Water.

Ih > where the greateſt Trade is drive | d ith 
7 Streets, where the greateſt Trade is driven, are covered over with 


i Wood, as in divers other Trading Places; fo that they are not offended 
Py with the Sun, or Rain. They conſiſt commonly. .of Shops, which 
io jre but ſmall ; and no other, than a Taylors Shop-board, placed low ; 
bad upon which, after the fame manner, the Shop-keeper ſits, and ſellerh 
bf” his wares to his Chapman without, few or none entring'in. I faw alſo 
| rwo large places built of ſtone, like unto the Exchange. with two 
rows of Pillars over one another ; but they were ſo full of Merchants. : 
Gobds, that'they loft much of their beauty. There are allo two large 
Bezeſtens, orplaces, where the richeſt Commodities are fold. They: 
are built in the form of a Cathedral Church, and within are like to 
the old Exchange, above ſtairs. The Grand Yifter hath built a noble. 
Caravanyſara'in this City, with a Fountain in the Court, and-near unto 
it a Meoſchea,” with a Fountain before it : which was the firſt Moſchea, 
which I had the opportunity to ſee within-ſide. He hath alſo built: a 
Metreſeck or College for Students, I ſaw a Stuent habited in green, 
and wearing a Turbant with four Corners, different from others; 
which is a peculiar diſtintion. Although near to moſt Towns there 
be Sepulchres to be ſeen, yet I obſerved them to be moſt numerous at 
Belgrade as being very populous,and the Plague having been lately in it. 
' - We lodged at an Armenian Merchant's houſe, where we were hand 
ſomly accommodated. And we viſited divers others, who had- built 
them fair houſes ; one, in which there was a Fountain. and handſoni 
Bath, and Stoves, where we wanted not Coffee, Sherbet,. and excellent 
Wines ; fuch as the Neighbour Country affords. Theſe Armenians 
arediſperſed into all Trading Places,and havea Church here at Belgrade, 
and--ſeem to-be more plain dealing, and reaſonable men to buy any 
thing of than either Fews or Greets, .. | 

' The Countriesabout have a great Tradeunto this place : the Ragsſes 
ars Trade here, and the Eaſtern Merchants of Vienna have a Factory in 
rhis City. And ſurely Belgrade isas well ſeated for Trade, asany in-land 
place in Exrope,for being ſituated upon the Confluence of the Daxubins, 
*: + and the Saves, having the great River 7:4i/cas running into the Danule 
wa \ near it ; the Dravus not very far from it, and the River Morava not far 
Feb. y below it ; the Danube alſo flowing forward unto the Euxine Sea,it may 

| hold no uneafie Commerce with many remote parts. And Servia being 
ef 2 fruitful and pleaſant Country conſiſting of Plains, Woods, and Hills, 
1% which might afford good Metals, not without ſtout Men, good Horſes, 
[+ Wines and Rivers,if it were in the Chriſtians hands ofthe temper of thoſe 
in the Weſtern part of Erope,it might make a very flouriſhing Country. 

This place hath formerly been the Bulwark of Z7angary, in vain be- 

ſieged by Amurath the ſecond, and again by Mahomet the Great, who 
was repulſed by the valour of Hunnades, and the Auxiliaries, raiſed by 
Friar Capiftranus : when Zunsiades ifſuing forth, and encamping out of 
the City, beat away the 7urkiſh Forces with great ſlaughter : where 
? Mahomet himſelf was wounded in the breaſt, loſt his Ordnance, and 
oo two hundred Ships were overthrown, by a Fleet, which came from 
E Buda ; but, being unprovided, it was finice taken by Selyman the Mag- 
nificent, in the ſecond Year of his Reign,in the Year of our Lord x52. 
and in no likelihood to be recovered. F 
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A: Journey from Vienna to ] Lariſſa, 


Leaving Belgrade, we proceeded in Servia, and pa fled by a very 
high Hill, called Zavi/eck, on the South or right hand, where are ſtill 
the ruines of an old Monaſtery, and came unto Zifſargich, nigh the 
Danube; which, in Maps, is commonly plated too far from it. Here 
we took leave of that noble River, which by this time hath run a long 
courſe ; and from Zlme, in Schwabenland?t, where it begins to be navi- 
gable, about nine hundred Miles: but more from its firſt ſource and 
orignal ; and hath a long ſpace yet to run, before it enters the Zux+ 
ine. Next to Collar, not far from Samandria, an old habitation and Ro+ 
man Colony, but now a place of no great remark. It fell into the hands 
of the Zwrks in the time of Amurath the firſt, and was given to the 
Chriſtians again by his Son S«/tan Bajazet, for Lazarus Deſpot of Ser- 
via being ſlain in Battel, left a mournful Widow. Stephen his Ekdeſt 
Son, and a fair Daughter, and their Family being then-in great diſtreſs, 
they ſent Ambaſſadors to Sultan Bajaztr, with rich - Preſents and 
great Offers which pleaſed him well, but above all he was marvelloyſly 
taken with the incomparable beauty of the fair Deſpoins, at the'ſame 
time preſented to him by her Mother the De/porzn, whp had formerly 
promiſed her to him, upon which he not only granted them peace: for 
the preſent, but in return thereof beſtowed upon them the plegſant 
City of Semandria. 'The beautiful Deſpoina after this when Bajazet 
was overthrown, and ſhut up in an Iron Cage, was fuddenly taken 
Priſoner in the City of Pruſa in Afa Minor by 4xalla, one' of the Gone- 
rals to Tamer/aze, and carried far away, into the Eaftern- Parts of the 
World, but however it came to paſs She was afterwards brought back 
again, and now lies buried by the Tomb of Sultan Bajazet at Brufia; 
From hence to Haſſan Baſfa Palanka, about forty Engi;/h miles from 
Belgrade : perhaps ſo called from Z7afſax Baſſa a famous Turkiſh Genes 
ral. Here I could not but take notice of an: handſome. Antiquity .1a 
Stone, of a Lyon worrying a Wolf. Irs f ofa 

From thence to Baditzxa, where the Womens dreſs began to change, 
and was ſoraewhat odd unto me. They wear a kind of Canopy on 
their heads; which is ſet about, as alſo their foreheads, with all ſoxts of 
mony, which they can get of Strangers. We left ſome ſmall pieces a- 
mong them, to add unto that curioſity : in this kind of Ornament I 
have feen ſome Grecian Women very rich,and ſomewhat after this faſhi- 
on, but their head-dreſs not raiſed © high, having their forcheads co- 
yered with Ducats of Gold, and Pearl. 7 
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- We jaſſed on; to Jagodve, pleaſantly feated, and in a fair Codntry,

: not far from thence, . belonging toa rich Wine-Merchant of Belgrade. 
From hence we travelled. by Night to the noted River Morava or Moſ- _ 
chius, the chief River of His Country - which ariſing above in the 
Mountains in two ſtreams, the one named Morava di Bulgaria, the 0- 
ther Morava di. Servia, after uniting, rats ito the Danabe, at Zexe 
derin, or Singidunzmn, oppoſite to the Raſcian ſhoar : we paſſed this 
Riyer. at a place which was broad, ſomewhat deep, and rapid, arid 
therefore not without ſome fear, and the continued foud prayer of the 
Chiaus in Turkiſh, and of the Couriers Ora pro nobis. This paſſage put

[This called to my, mind the 
Ruver Zaro.in #aly, which, parting fromthe Dowinidgs of Playa, 1 
pokes forty; times, before.I came ta Fernowe. |. 
| The next day we' trayellad over the Mountaih, clus: one of the 
/" ap or Excurſions of Mount ' Zemus.”. We were much' ſurpriſed at 
allavf. appearance thereof, for the Rocks and Stohits of this Moun- 
tain ne Tam like Silver,and by the light of Sun and Mooh,(for I dit 
once by day and another time by night) afforded a a pleaſant g| Itrering 
ſhow, as conſiſting of M/covia glaſs, whereof T brought ſome home 
with me. This Mountain furely cannotbe much unlike that mention- 
ed by Olearius in his Travels into Perfia, between. Permeras arid” Sta- 
machia, where he relates that he faw a Mountain of Lapis Specularis, 
which when the Sun ſhined upon it, looked like a heap of Diamonds.We 
deſcended in a narrow rocky way by the ſtrong Caſtle of Xlomþore, 
or Gelobotz, and came unto ©rania, ſeated at the bottom of the Moun- 
tain Cliſſura, this is a ſtrong Paſs, which the Caſtle commands, and 
locks up the paſlage. 
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A Journey from Vienna 70 Lariſſa. 
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The Hills between Sera and Macedonia, are a part of Mount H#z- 
mus ; Which, under ſeveral names,is thought to extend from the 4dria- 
tick to the Euxine Sea ; admitting of ſeveral pallages, which Ph:1ip, 
King of Macedon took a ſpecial care to ſhut up againft the Neighbour- 
ing Nations. Which when he had done, he thought himſelt ſecure : 
and that from thence no Enemies could come at him, except they drop- 
ped out of the Clouds. Some have thought, that from the midcle 
Peaks of Zzmvs a man might ſee both the Euxine and Adriatick Seas; 
and King Phz:lip made tryal of it : but we find not, that he fatisfied 
his curioſity therein ; nor do I think any hath done it. Being upon 
high Mountains, and more inclining to the 4driatict Sea, T viewed all 
about ; but found, that the high 4/bazian Hills did cut oft all long 
Proſpect. | | 

From ©rania we paſſed to Comonata,near which there is {till a Greek 
Monaſtery, upon the. fide of the Hills. From thence to Xaplaniih or 
Zigres Town ; but why lo called, I could not learn. 'Then to XAupra- 
lih or Bridge-Town, where there is a conſiderable River named P/nia, 
and a good Bridge built over it. This Town: was caſually fer on fire, 
while we were 1n it, and a great part of it burnt down ; the-fire-encrea- 
ſing much before we got out of it. Here we met with many perſons, 
who brought the Tribute, and a Preſent of Hawks out of Wa//achia unto 
the Grand Sezgazor,then reſiding at Lariſſa. 

From hence, by. //4ar, we came to Pyrlipe, firſt paſſing the high 
Mountains of Pyrlt e in Macedonia, which ſhine like Silver, as-thoſe; of 
Cliſfura ; and, bef'de Meſcovia Glaſs, may contain good Minerals in 
their bowels. The Rocks of this Mountain are the molt craggy that [ 
have ſeen ; and malſly Stones lye upon ſtones, without-any Earth about 
them, and upon a ridge of a Mountain, many Steeples high, ſtands 
the ſtrong Caſtle of ' MarcoCro/owitz, a man formerly famous'in theſe 
Parts. FR | 

Then through a Plain Country we-came to Honafter or Zoli, a great 
Place, well peopled, and pleaſantly Seated. Here the. S«/tana, who was 


great with Child at.Larifa, was deſigned tobe delivered; and lye in. 


All accommodations being ordered to that purpoſe, where I afterwards 
heard ſhe was delivered of a Daughter, who lived not long atter. The 
Zurks, who have a high opinion'of, A/zxander the Great, would have 
been glad to have had a Son of the Empire borw in Macedonts, 

From :heneeeo F/ixrina, and Eccifſo Verbeni,' where there'are 4ci- 
dulz of good eſteem, the Springs large, and'plentiful. Before we de- 
ſcended the Hill;, which leads: to this Town, we had a fight beforerus 
of the famous Mount 0Ampus, about Seventy miles off ; and on the left 
hand we-faw the Lakes of Petris&i, and O/trove ; they have a Traditicny 
that one of theſe Lakes was made, 'by' taking great ftones out of the ſide 
of the Hills, whereby the Subterraneous water, finding-venr, over-flowed

We came afterwards to Egribugia, where we again left the Plains, 
and travelled over high. rocky Hills. to Sariggiwe.'” Whenee paſſing 
through the River Zzjecora, we came'to Sarvirza, a noted: Place, butlr 
partly upon an Hill and partly in-the.Plain. 'The Chriſtians live: moſt 
in the upper part,: the:: Zurks in the lower ; there is #lſo a Caſtle upon 
a very high Rock : not far from hence we went through a paſlage, cur 
through the Rocks, like. to a great Gate, and a' ſmall River paſting allo 

through: 
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A Journey from Vienna zo Lariſſa, 
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through it , which makes a faſt Paſs, and commands the paſſage 
of this Country,which put me in mind of /a Chzzſa,in the Jatian Alpes, 
between Yenſone and Ponteva; which paſſage the Yeretians ſhut up 
every night, we took notice alſo in our Journey. of the firſt 7urki/h 
Moſchea, which was built in theſe parts, upon that place where the 
Turks firſt reſted, after they had taken the ſtrong Caſtle and Paſſage of 


 Sarvitza, Here we alſo paſſed by. a Hill of a fine red Earth, whereof 


they make Pots and Veſſels, like thoſe of Portugal Earth, which are of 
eſteem all about theſe Parts. We proceeded over dangerous Rocks, in 
narrow hanging ways ſtill on Horſe-back ; although we had little 
pleaſure to look down the Precipices on one hand, and ſee the Carkaſ- 
ſes of Horſes in fome places, which had fallen down and broke their 
necks. Afterwards we had the Mount Olympus on our left hand, till 
we came to Aleſſoue or Aleſwwn, a conſiderable place ; where there is 
a Greek Monaſtery, and Monks of the Order of St. Baji/. The Mo- 
naſtery was of a different kind of building from any I had then ſeen. 
From hence pafling over a River, we entered into a round Plain, of 
about five Miles over; with divers Towns pleaſantly ſeated in- it. 
Then over. an Hill again, which is a Spur of Mount 0/,;mpus ; upon 
the top whereof an old Man ftood beating of a Drum, to give notice 
unto Paſſengers on both ſides, that thoſe parts were free from Thieves. 
From this Hill as we deſcended, we had a good Proſpect of the Plains 
of Theſſaly ; and at the foot of it we turned to the leſt, and paſſed over 
2 River, which runs from under a rocky Mountain, not in ſmall 
Springs, but the whole body of the River together ; and then through 
Vineyards, and Cotten Fields, to 7ormevo, and from thence to Lariſſa, 
where the 0:toman Court refided : of which places we ſhall ſpeak more 

hereafter. 
In our return, we left the road, about Xaplanlih, and turned unto 
Skopia, a City of great Trade, and the largeſt in theſe parts. Scopia 
or Scupi of Ptolomy, named ©ſcopia by the Turks, is ſeated in the re- 
moteſt parts of Me/ia Superior, or the Confines of Macedonza, at the 
foot of Mount Orbelus, upon the River Yardar, or Axius, in a plea- 
fant and plentiful Country, ſeated partly on Hills, and partly on Plains. 
It was firſt a Biſhops, afterwards an Arch: Biſhops See ; ſtill a pleaſant 
and populous place. There are feven-hundred Tanners in it, and they 
Tann in great long Troughs of Stone, and make excellent Leather, 
wherewith they furniſh other parts.There are ſome handſom Sepulchral 
Monuments,and many tatr Houſes, as that of the Cadih,and that belong- 
ing to the Emir, or one of Mahomets Kindred, whoſe Father was of 
great eſteem in theſe parts. In the Court-yard of the Emir's Houſe, 
ſtands a remarkable and peculia:ly contrived Fountain, in manner of a 
Caſtle, ſet round with many Towers, out of the tops whereof the 
Water ſprings forth. Their beſt Houſes are furniſhed with rich Car- 
pets to tread upon : and the Roofs divided into Triangles, Quadrangles, 
and other Figures fairly. gilded, and painted with ſeveral Colours, but 
without any Imagery. or Repreſentation, either of Animal or Vegeta- 
ble. Here 1s alſo a fair Beze/tan,covered with Lead ; many Streets co- 
vered over with Wood; and divers. places are fair both within and 
om the Town , being ſet off by Trees and pleafant Hills and 

ales. 

There area great number. of Moſchea's or Turkiſh Churches. The 
| | faireſt 
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faireſt is on a Hill, and hath a large Portico before it, ſupported by four 
Marble Pillars; near which is. 4 Tow&* of Wood with a Clock and a 


Bell in it; from whence I had a good Proſpect of the City. There is 


alſo an Arch, which ſeems.co þe Ancient,. anda ri by PPRgnEpn r 
it. A large Stotie alfo which ſtems t6/be part of ,aPillar;! with this 
Inſcription SHANGC. A little way out tht City, ther 8.2 to- 
ble A4guedud of Stone, with about two hundred Arches, made from one 
Hill to another, over the lower ground or Valley between, which 1s a 
handſome Antiquity, and adds to the honour of this place. When 


Mahomet the Firſt conquered this-City, he plgced a Colony of Afraticks

in it, which makes it the mdte Turks. JGreat Aftions have been 


performed heyeibours, in the time of the RiYmans, pparvicularly by Fe- 


gilianus ; as is teſtified by 7rele/ius Pollioshat h&wort.ſo many Bat- 
tles, and carried on ſuch mighty things at Scapz, that he deſerved a 
Triumph. Hereabouts alſo ſtood Parecepolis, and Vipianum. 

The Sanziack of this Place is under the Beg/erbeg of Rumelia of Gre- 
cia. . A Irade is driven from hence to Belgrade, and to Theſſalonica or 
Salenichi, and many other plicgs. 1 have, Wen more. particular con- 
cerning this City, becatiſe Geqgraphers paſs it dver ih a few words ; and 
I could never meet with any, who had been Atit, 

From hence we travelled to Cazſhaxich,a Fortreſs that commands the 

paſſage b. tween the Hills ; and afterwards advanced fo far, as to enter 
the famous Plains of Cofſoua ih Bulgaria ; 'which ſome take tobe Campus 
Merulz, a Phin not very mich exceediv 'Linch/n £6ath, yer he 
Stage of great Adtions. Here the greateft Olirifitn Nrby; that Was 
ever brought into the Field in Europe, confiſting of Ave Hiifdred thou- 
fand men, under Lazarus Deſpor of Servik, fought with the Porces 
of 4murah the firſt, arid 16ſt Hong Sg Which Battle Tavarms wes 


ſin: and Amurah, viewing the dead'botfes, was flabbed by Wichuel 


'Cobiovitz, a Chriſtian Souldier, teſt for derd in'theField. Anurab 
hath in theſe Plairis' a Methorial Mothifiert Uutito'thisday; and that 
Part is called the Field of the Sepulchre': tm-the firmnie Plains was 
alſo fought that remarkable Battle between Zunniades and Mihorver for 
three days together ; where Etuninates tiavitng Very uneqtiel Forcts)was 
at kit overehiawn! GT RES 

We proceeded forward to Preſ#ina, ;a'good Town, and Where we ew 
pected good accommodation ; bpt hyving entered rito | a- fair Room, 
we found a man lying down in itfiek of the Phgue. So weiconfulted 
our fafety, and ſtayed not long ; and'bavirig-a 6ypfre to our Guide, we 
travelled through a Country thinly inhabited, but fruitful and plezfint 
and were much refreſhed with fair 'Cor#eliovs, 'Whith -grew -plefitifull 
in the ways : we paſſed alſo by an hot Bath, a.little on therilitHang, 
The Bath is an arched Room well built, and very refreſhing unto" Tri- 
vellers. It hatha red Sediment, and is impregnated with-a /ucens pies 
ſecens, and makes a gray Stone, It'is within two hours gotng of-Be/tz- 
chergua or Curſumne, where I obſerved a Convent and -an'6d\Churth 
with two handſom Towers: From whence paffing over the Hill Fafne- 
batz, we came to E/helleck between the two Morava's,and ſo'by a Caſtle 
upon a Hill, near unto which is a noted Convent, wherein is kept the 
body of Xenez Lazarus, and the body of St. Romanus, arid ſo ptroceet- 
ed. But I muſt not forget to ſay ſomething of Lariſ/a. 
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 ARISS 4 is the chief City of Theſdaly, ſeated by the River 

Peneas, the chief River of that Country, Upon the North 

it hath the Famous Mountain O/ympss, and on the South a 

Plain Country. It is now inhabited by Chriſtians, Turks and 
Jews ; hath fair Bezeſtens., divers Turkiſh Moſchea's, and Chriſtian 
Churches in it. It is leafantly ſeated, and upon a riſing ground : on 

- the upper part whereof ſtands the Palace of the Grand Seignior, which 
he hath made uſe of during .his reſidence in this place : it is contrived 
with jetting large Windows,. on four ſides, near which he took his re- 
paſt, and paſs-time,'according as the Wind ſerved, or afforded the beſt 
ventilation. ey Mr | 

It is alſo an Arch-Biſhop's See, having divers Suffragan Biſhops under 
it. The Reverend Father Dzozy//us was then Arch-biſhop. The Church 
of St. Achilleus is the Cathedral, where . I heard Divine Service, the 
Arch-biſhop. being preſent, and ſtanding in his Throne in his Epiſcopal 
habit, and his Croljer in his hand ; when three or four of us Strangers 
came 'into the Church, he ſent one to fume us with Incenſe and :weet 
Odours. - RY X | 

The Grand Seignior kept his Court in this place for ſome years, in or- 
der to his Aﬀairs in Candza, and for the great convenience of Hunting 
and Hawking, wherein he exceedingly delights. When I came away, 
it was faid, that he would go. to Negroponte ; but he remained at Lq- 
riſſa ſome months after, until he removed to Sa/onichi, and afterwards 
to Adrianople. 

In the hot and dry Summer 1669. the Grand Seignior paſſed above 
two months of that Seaſon upon the Neighbouring Mount CUlym;us, 
partly that he might have a large Proſpect over the Plains, and » +1 
of the gan Sea, and partly to enjoy freſh Air, and te removed from 
the choaking heat of the Valleys ; but this humour proved deſtructive 


to ſome hundreds of thoſe, which attended him ; for it became to cold 
upon 
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upon the Hill, that many, who reſorted unto him, being over-heated 
by aſcending the Mountain, and then pierced by tht told Air above; 
fell ſick, and dyed ; and often in ſuch places, where there was ſcarce 
Earth enough to bury them. The Su/ta# himſelt fell alfo ito a diſtem- 
per, but it laſted but three or. four days: of Horſes and Camels not a 
few periſhed. The Sultan, who is a deſperate rider, killed one of his 
beſt Horſes; by forcing him up a noted Peak of the Mountain, called 
Pjthazon or Kiſſagon, where few or none could follow him z he was alſo 
ſo daring, that he would have leaped on Horſeback-ovrr a-Fiſſure or 
Cleft in the Rocks in a bravery ; ar.d was ſcarce with-held from that 
bold attempt, by the prayers and injportunity of his chi f:ſt followers: 
Many alſo periſhed by drinking of a Spring of a whitiſh colour npon 
the Hill, in their Heats and Thirſt, contra&ted by aſcending the Moun- 
tain ; they complaining of a coldneſs and heavineſs at their Stomach for 
three or four days before they dyed. ro] 

The Greeks ( who are forward to magnifie the Concerns of their 
Country, ſpeak highly of Mount Olympus : and Homer would have it 
to be the habitation of J«piter and the Gods, and to be without Clouds ; 
but unto me ſome part of the 4/pes ſeem much higher ; and I have 
ſeen Clouds above-it ; and in September there appeared no Snow upon 
it, which the high Peaks in the 4/pes, Pyrenzan and Carp.:thian Moun- 
tains, beſides many others in Europe, are never without. And Olympus 
alſo was plentifully ſupplied with it upon the firſt Rain that fell in that 
Country ; 1t not being unknown to you, I ſuppoſe, that when 1t rains 
upon the Valleys, at the ſame time it ſaows upo1 high Mountains ; 
and this Hill ] muſt confeſs to be. viſible at a great diſtance ; for I be- 
held it from Eccifſo Verbeni in Macedonia, ſeventy miles front it ; and 
it conſiſts not of one riſing Peak, as it is ſometimes deſcribed, bur is 
alſo extended a great way in length; and makes good the Epithete cf 
Homer, Longum tremere fecit Olympum. If the word be there taken,nor 
onely for high; but long. | 956 | | | 

This Hill chiefly extending from-Faſt to Weſt makes the Inhabitahts, 
at the foot of the North and Southiſides, to have a different remiper of 
Air, asf they lived in Climes much diitant ; which makes the expreſs 
ſion of Lucan very Emphatical : 73, | 


Nec metuens imi Borean habitator Olympi; 
Lucentem totis ignorat nottibus Aron: 


Paulus AEmylius, the Roman Conſul, winding about this Hill, by the 
Sea-ſide, overcame King Perſeus, and: fo conquered Macedonia. When 
King Aztiochus belteged Lariſſa, Appius Claudius raiſed the Siege, by 
gieat fires, made upon part of Mount Olympus ; the King apprehending 
thereby, thar the whole force of the Romans were coming upon him. 
But the Exploit of the Conſul Martins upon this Hill was moſt remark- 
able, and unparallel'd by any ſince ; who being ſent agaitſt Kihg Phi- 
lip, the laft of that Neme,: brought his Souldiers over Olymprs, by paſ- 
ſages unknown, and ſuch difficult ways; that his men were fain to wal- 
low, and make hard ſhift down ; and his Elephants, by ſtrange contri- 
ved Engines, ſomewhat like ——— one under another, were 
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let down into the Plains ; as Sir Water Rawleigh hath more largely 
deſcribed the fame. | 
' And as the Grand Seiguior hath honoured Lariſ$a by 2 long aboad in 
it; ſo King Philip of Macedon, the laſt of that Name, did the like-: for 
we find he paſſed the Summer at Zariffa, the fame Year, wheh Zan 
wibal took Saguntus in Spain. Whether Xerxes were here, when his 
great Army paſſed through Thefialy towards Thermopyiz, Hiſtories do 
not declare. But King Phlip, Father unto Alexander the Great, after 
he had quieted the //yrians,and Parnonians, bent his mind upon Greece 
in order whereto he took the City Lariſſa upon the River Penens, and 
thereby got fo good footing in 7hefſaly, that he made great uſe of rhe 
Theſſalians, in the following Wars with Greece. 
| Before the Battle of Pharſalia, 8s Ceſar delivers, Scipio lay with a 
Legion in this City ; and this was the firſt place, unto which Pompey 
retired, after his Overthrow ; according to that of Zucan.

_ The River Pexeus, which runs by Lariſſa, is the chiefeſt in Zheſ- 
faly, and into which moſt of the other Rivers ran ; ariſing fron: Mount 
Pindas ; and running into the Sinus Thermaicus, | or Gulf of Salowchi; 
pafling by the famous Valley of Zewpe, and running: between Moune 
Olympus and Offa, into the Sea. | 

In that famous Expedition againſt the Greczars,. Xerxes would have 
made his entrance by this way: for: Herodoras: delivers , that he fail- 
ed from 7herme, now Salonichi, wato- the mouth of the River' Peweus + 
to obſerve, if there were any paſſage, or any could be made, to enrer 
into Zhrſſaly ; and finding, upon enquiry, that the River had no other 
paſhge, and that it, could not be-turned : he ſaid, That the 7heſſa 
ljans had done wiſely to yield, and make their peace with him: 5 for, 
by ſtopping of the River Pereus, Theſſaly might have been-drowned: 

I found the Epithete of ZZomer very agreeable unto this River, for it 
hath a clear ſtream and bottom. and. the: Fable of 4y0Jo, and Daphne, 
the Daughter of Peveus, who. was turned into a. Bay-Tree, had a pro- 
per Scene in this place : for on the Banks of the River, Bay-trees grow 
plentifully unto this day.

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The Sultaza was alſo at Lariſſa much beloved by the. S«/ran,by birth 
a Candiot, little of ſtature, ſomewhat marked with the Small Pox ; ſhe 
was then with child, and was to go to Iye-in at Monafter, a great and 
pleaſant Town in Macedonia ; which being a place we were to paſs, 
proved a great convenience unto us ; for, in order to her better Jour- 
ney, the High-ways were plained, Hills made paſſable, with Broad- 
ways and Bridges over Rivers, to the great labour of the Inhabitants ; 
who notwithſtanding were not unready, to make a Bridge for ſuch great 
Ones topaſs out of their Country ; for at the firſt approach of the Gram 
Seignior,a great number of the Greeks forſook their habitations, for fear 
of him and his Attendants, and left them unto the 7arks; but were re- 
called again by his command. | | 

"om Urand Seignior's Son was alſo with him there, about Six years 
old. 

I went with Oſman Chiaus to ſee the Chaymacham's houſe, but eſpecially 
to hear his Muſick, which was accounted the beſt in Zarky. Where I 
heard the loudeſt, yet not unpleafant Muſick, I ever met with; ten men 
at once playing in an open high Room upon Jarge Wind-Inſtruments, 
which they miſs not to do at certain hours of the day. | 

In the Town I alſo heard ſome 7urkiſh Songs, but eſpecially concern- 
ing Sabata Sevi, the famous Jewiſh Impoſtor, who had made a grear 
noiſe in the World, and how Cuſſum Baſha-ſo handled him,that he was 
glad to turn Turk. This Cuſſum Baſha, is a perſon much honoured by 
the Turks, and cryed up for his great Skill and Practice in Phyſick ; an 
Art not much known amongſt them. He is now Yer of: Erzrum in 
Aja; is married to one of the Grand Seignior's Siſters, and lives with 
her; and was formerly Yifier of Buda, and upon that account well 
known to the Germans. Here I met alſo with a French Book, concern- 
ing Michael Cigala, another Impoſtor, who had deceived the  Em- 
perour, and the King of Fraxce, and other Chriſtian Princes. Which, 
the Interpreter to the Reſident to!d me, the 7urks very much laugh- 
edat; and that he was a Grecian born, and not a Wallachian. Of 
Paddr: Ottomanno, Who was thought to be the Grand Seignior's Bro- 
ther, now a Dominican Frier, and whom I had ſeen at 7arino, I could 
hear nothing. - .  : TT | | 

There were many Thouſand Souldiers, and Horſes, in and about the 
City, and. Five thouſand Camels for the Service of the Grand Seignior, 
which being of different magnitudes, ages, and the bunches. on their 
backs of r- -- ll ſhapes, and in ſome variety of colours, and treading 
ſoft, and with little noiſe, afforded me a pleafant fight, when they were 
led by my lodging, to watering at the River. _ 

When we read, that Mardonius, the Perfian General of the great Ar- 
my of Xerxes, wintered in Theſſaly; It is no ſmall Teſtimony of the 
fruitfulneſs of that Country ; and though the number of men was here 
very great at this time, yet was there no want of proviſion, but all 
very cheap; in a ViQualling houſe, I could Dine with roaſt and boy- 
led, and Sherbet, for the value of Six pence, and at an eaſe rate could. 
oblige 7wrks and Chriſtians with a meal, which they would take very 


kindly. | Ee 
The Place was alſo extraordinary populous : there being at that time 
ſuch a mixed multitude in it. Yet was the City un very good order, 


and 
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and quietneſs. An Officer with a Club in his Hand, accompanied 
with about twenty Perſons, walking about the Streets, and puniſhing 
all Perſons drunk, quarelling, clamorous, or acting any thing againſt 
good Manners. F | 

When I was there in Seprember 1669. it was very hot Weather, and 
many were fick of Fevers and Agues'; 4s they were at that time in 


moſt Parts of £Europe, and at my return into England I found many 


languiſhing under Quartan Agues, who had been taken therewith a- 
bout that time. They were then alſo in their Vintage, and we had 
the opportunity of taſting their Muſt and New Wine ; and the ſtricter 
Turks, who would not be tempted with Wine, would be much deligh- 
ted, to take a little in the Muſt, DNS 
During the hot ſweating Seaſon, we went often to the Barber, who 
would handſomely perform his Work, and much to our refreſhment ; 
trimming every Man according to the Faſhion of his Country. 

The Greeks have a place, of the bredth of a Dollar, leſt bare upon 
the top of 'their Crowns ; and then let the Hair grow round it the 
bredth of two Fingers, more or leſs ; after which they ſhave all the reſt 
of their Head, and wear it bare. | 

The Croatia, hath one ſide of his Head ſhorn, and the other ſide is 
neither ſhorn nor.cut, but the Hair is let to grow. as long as it will. 
The Hungarian ſhaves his whole Head, except his Fore-top. The 
Pilauder , wears his Hair ſhort cut, ſo as it comes down to 
the middle of his Fore-head, and the middle of his Ear. The 7urk 
ſhaves his whole Head, except a Lock upon his Crown. The Francs 
ſhave not their Heads, but wear their Hair long, as with us, only for 
the more amicable converſe, and that nothing about them might be of- 
fenſive. to thoſe, whom they live amongſt, they often tuck it up under 
their Caps. The'Greek Prieſts, alſo neither ſhave nor cut their Hair, 
but wear it as long as it will grow ; and many of them have thick heads 
of Hair ; but thole, that have leaſt, receive moſt refreſhment here. The 
Party to be ſhaved, ſits low; and the Barber has the better advan- 
tage, to ſhave much at one ſtroke, he lays on very much Soap, and 
holds his Raſfor as a Knife, and in a few ſtrokes finiſhes his Work. 
There is-a Veſſel of Water with a Cock hanging over their Heads, 
_— the Barber opens as he pleaſes, and lets fall the: Water on 
them. | | 

In one of theſe Barbers ſhops in the City of Zar;/aT faw an ancient 
large Tomb of ſtone of a Faſpzs green colour, a nobleMonument, but ta- 
ken little notice of there,and the Barber had cauſed a hole to be digged 
thro.gh the top ſtone, and put Water into it, and, made it to ſerve 
him for a Ciſtern. | | 

T was in ſome doubt, how we ſhould be accommodated: for the ex- 
change of our Ducats, Dollars, and other money -we brought 
with us; but we found ready accommodation therein from Money- 
changers, who fit in the Market-place for ſuch purpoſes, to change 
them into Medines, Aſpers, and five fols Pieces, whereof there was 
plenty in thoſe Parts. FR, 

The great trading Streets were covercd, as in other great Turkifþ 
Towns; the Shops are ſmall, but well furniſhed ; wherein hang all 
Commodities, which may be had in a larger manner, if defired. The 
Shop-keeper ſits like a Taylor in his Shop, and ſo'ſells his Commoadi- 
ties

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ries unto his Chapin, who cominonly ſtarids/in the Street. I ot other 
Commodities;a.man riding through the Streets cries them, and givesno- 
tice where, 4nd at whit rate they may be had.” : = 
Though I have been much pleaſed at the ſight of the fine Stables of 
Horſes of many Princes in' Chri/terdom,-as"at that of the Louvre in 
Paris. The Vice-Roy's of Naples. The' Duke of Saxony's noble 
Stable at Dreſder, and Count Wallefteyne's at Prague in the laſt of 
which each Horſe hath a Marble Pillar by him, eats his Provender out 
of a Manger of poliſhed Marble upon a Pedeſtal of the fame, placed in 
a Nicchio, in which hangs alft5 his rack of hammered Steel, and over 
his head on one fide his Pifture as big as the life. - Yet thoſe gal- 


| lant Horſes, I beheld at LZarifa were ſurprizing urito me, choſen from 


all parts of the 74rk;/þ Empire ; which were. ſo richly equipped with 
Bridles and Saddles ſet with precious Stones;and withal fo tender mouth- 
ed and tractable, that it was a great delight to behold them. I faw 
Tome Tartarian Horſes, which are of fingular eſteem, for hardineſs, 
laſting, and ſwiftneſs, but unſightly, and promiſe little; and when Cha 
Gigi Aga, Ambaſſador from the &ham of Tartary, preſented ſome of 
them to the Emperor of Germany, at firſt fight T thought them but a pi- 
tiful preſent. 

The Greek Merchants fome of them learn the 7ralian Tongue, 
in order to their Commerce : which makes that Language of 
'good uſe unto a Traveller in theſe'parts, where Frexch'and Latine are 
in a manner uſeleſs. The Jews fpeak commonly Spaniſh, as they 
do in Macedonia, Servia, atid Bulgaria ; and Figh-Datch in Hun- 

aria. | | | 
o I was in Zheſſaly at a very dry ſeaſon, and ſome conſiderable Rivers 
were low, and ſmall ones dry, yet one T obſerved about ſeven Miles on 
this ſide Torxovo, to 'flow 'iplentifully from under a rocky Mountain ; 
not in ſmall fpritigs 'or ſtreams';; but the whole body of the River 
Ttame'from under 'the Hill. The Country however in general was ve- 

'hot and dry;and T could not but think, what a different face it now 
'Had, from 'thit, in the time of Deacalion, Ring of Theſaly ; when that 
memorable deliige happetied in this Cotintry, which ſome affirm, to 
havelaſted '@ While Witter ; octaſioned'by ſome ſtopping of the River 
'Pexens, and its'Eurrent into the Sea; 'into which ' River moſt of the 
others run, and fo an inundation muſt follow in ſuch a Country as 
Theſaly, which is plain, and ehcompaſſed with Hills. And ſome alſo 
e6nceive, that in the firſt times all this 'Country was under water, tit 
ah Earthquake divided the Mountains of Ofa and Olympus, and made 
2 ſreepaſlage'for Pereus, to paſs by Tempe into the Sea. In Macedo- 
nia, between Comonavaand Filurina, at a place called Ecciſſo Verbeni, 
where ['faw' plentiful Springs of Mineral waters, I had alſo a Proſpect 
of two great Lakes; one whereof the People have a Tradition, that 
it firſt happened by taking'great ſtoncs out of the ſide of a Mountain; 
whereupon there "iſſued out ſuch a flood of water, as to drown the 
"Country about, and to cauſe a Lake. 

AsTI travelled in Macedonia, the Chiaus told me, that within two 
K: ys he would ſhow me Frexch men, whereby he meant the Country 
"People of '7heſſaly, from ſome likeneſs of their Caps with ſmall brims, 
to the little Hats ately in' faſhion. 
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The Theſſalians have been 2 warkike Nation, and ave fill aftout Peo- 


ple I heard the Turks complain of: them, as a ſturdy and deſpe- 


rate People ; and Men, who, if injured, would find opportunity to be 


xevenged : and that divers of the Turks hed been-ſurprized, andhad loft 
their lives by them. ef 

The Country of Theſſaly ſeemed the more conſiderable to me, in re- 

rd that it hath formerly been the Seat of great Adtions, and produ- 
ced many worthy Perſons ; and particularly, becauſe the famous ZHfipe 
pocrates, the Father of Phyſicians lived and practiſed here, as may be 
colleted from the Oration of his Son Thefſa/us,and the Narration of his 
Life by Soranus, annexed to his Works ;-wherein it is delivered That he 
Jved in Theſſaly, and was warned by a'Dream to abide in that Coun- 


try: That the Princes and Rulers of the Barbarous Natiogs about 7/- . 


lyria atid P,zoxia, ſent hither to him; as alſo the King of Macedonia. 
That he dyed in, or about Larifſa. That he was buried between La- 
riſſa and Gyrton, and it may be obſerved in the Epidemies or Beaks 


of Hippocrates : wherein he ſets dawn the Particulars of the Diſeaſes - 


of his Patients, together with their Names and Places of Habitation. 
That a great number of his Patients were of the City of Lariſſa. 
Many famous Battles have been fought in the Plains of 7heſaly; and 
a greater than any there might heve been, if the Greciazs had accep- 
tl of the Challenge of Mardonius, the Perfan General, when he ſent 
unto them, to come out of their faſt Places, and fight with them in 
Theſſaly, where there were Plains and open Places enough, wherein to 
ſhow their Valour. | x 
The 7heſſalians are an handfom race of People, having black Hair, 
black Eyes, and their Faces of a freſh and florid fanguine, much like 
our freſh Complexions in England : ſo thet Strangers much admired 
the Wamen, . and ſpoke often of the el ſangue de Greci, or fair blood 
of the Gracians. The Macedonians, who live in hilly Countries, arc 
of a coarfer Complexion : and the Moreavs or Peloponnefians, who live 
more Soyth-warg, incline unto a ſwarthinefs. 
They have always had the name of goed Horſe-men, and the Coun- 


try ſtill abounds mm good yHorſes. They have alſo great Bufaio's, 


ceemed the Jargeſt in Greece, except thoſe of Sawta Marra in Epy- 
rus. There are alſo large and welk-edloured Tortai/es, of a fine yel- 
low and black ; and eſteemed-very good meat. But the Turks laugh- 
ed at the Chriſtians, for feefing on ſuch Food, where they might kave 
Mutton, Pullets and Partridges. 

' The Country produces very large, fair, and delicious Figs, Water- 
melons, the largeſt and moſt plezſant Thave taſted ; which were very 
refreſhing unto us ; as alſo fair and delicate Pomegranates, Orainges, 
Limons and Citrons, Vines, which are low, like thoſe about Afonr- 


 pellier, and not ſupparted ; but the Branches and Cluſters great, and 


the Grapes as big .as good Damaſens, and of a delicious taſte. The Wine 
of the Country js rich, 'but-much thereof hath a-reſinous taſte or-tangof 
the Borgcho. | 

They plant Tabaco, and eſteem it 'better, than what is brought 
from ather Parts, as being more ftrong and pungent. 'The Fields are 
ſpread with Seſamam and Cotton Trees; but the Trees grow low, yet 
make a fair ſhow. The Country abounds in Almonds and QOtives ; and 
the Greeks delight moſt in the ripe Olive pickled, as wein the greet 
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The Gourdes in the Hedges, with their large yellow Flowers, and 
the many ſorts of green Thorns, and ever-green Oaks, make the ways 
pleaſant. | nt 

The ex coccifera, and Chermes-berry, or the Excretion, ſerving for 
dying, and making the Confeion of 4/chermes grows plentifully in 
theſe Countries ; and with this Agew in old Time tinged the Sails, 
which he preſented to 7heſeus upon his Voyage to Crete ; ordering 
him, if he overcame the Mzzotaure, and returned fortunat<ly, to make 
uſe of theſe Sails beautifully coloured in token of Victory. Upon the 
high Hills grow 4ſc/epias and Ze/leborus ; in the ſtony Plains Carduns 
globoſus, Cyſtas, Lavender, Marjoram , Roſemary, and other ſweet 
ſmelling Plants. The Plataunus or Plain-tree grows, moit fair, large 
and well ſpread in Macedonia, affording a refreſhing ſhade ; ſo that it 
is leſs to be wondred at, that Zippocrates found. Democritus fitting un- 
der a Plain-tree at A&4dera in Macedonia. Some of the ſeeds and tuſts 
brought with me into England. 7 | 

They uſe much Garlick-in moſt of their Diſhes, and their Onions are 
extraordinary, as large as two or three fair .ones with us, and of a far 
better taſte ; being ſharp, quick, and pleaſantly pungent, and without 
any offenſive ſmell. \Though I were no. lover of Onions before, yet 
I found theſe exceeding pleaſant and comfortable ro the Stomach. They

. are uſed at moſt Collations,”and eaten with Bread in good quantity. 


T asked a Chzaus, then with us, who had travelled through molt of the 
Turkiſh Dominions, whether he had any where met with ſo good O- 
nions, as theſe of Zheſſaly ; who anſwered me, that the Onions of 
Egypt were'better, which was the firſt time I ſenſibly underſtood the 
expreſſion in Scripture, and' ceaſed to wonder, why the {ſraelites lingred 
after the Onions of that.Codntry.. | £36 


They have a Fruit which they. call, Patlejan or Melanzan, between 


2 Melon and a Cucumber ;. out of which they make a very pleaſant 
Dyſh, by taking out the middle or ſeeds of it, and filling it up with the 
meat of Sawſages, and then pare it, and boyl it. 

Of the Agents of foreign Countries, there attended on the Grand 
Seignior, the Reſident of the Emperor of Germany ; the Ambaſſador of 
Ragu/i; and another of Wallachia, which are. Ambaſſadors of the Con- 
fines ; the Ambaſſadors 'for Trade, reſiding about Conſtantinople, and 
not obliged to keep cloſe unto the Sultan... . Lariſſa. being full and pe- 
ſtered with People, the Emperor's Reſident deſired of the Su/tas legve 
to abide in ſome Neighbour Town ; who bade him to. make choice of 
any Place, or any Houſe he liked ; which conceſſion moved him to 
caſt his Eye upon 7orzove, a'large and pleaſant City of Theſſaly, about 
ten Miles Weſt-ward from Lariſſa, and. ſeated near the Hills ; 
where moſt of -the Inhabitants are Chriſtians, there being only three 
Meſchea's, but eighteen Churches of the Greeks ; whereof the chiefeft, 
which I obſerved, were theſe : the Cathedral Church of St. Zohn, the 


. Church of St. Demetrius, of Coſmus and Damianas,of the Nativity of the 


bleſſed Virgin ; of St. Z/ias ( this is the Habit of their Monks. ) (where 
there is alſo an adjoyning Monaſtery, ſeated on the fide of the Hill) 
of St. Anaitafins, of the twelve Apoſtles, of St. Nicholas, (with a Con- 
vent alſo, ) and of St. A»theny the Hermite. The Biſhop hereofis under 
the Arch-biſhop of Lariſa. | 6 A 
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And I could not bit take notice how theſe Eaſtern Parts of Europe 
abounded with Chriſtians of the Greek Church beyond my expedtati- 
on, and ſince they are thus to be found in many large Countries. In 
Gracia, and the Greek Iſlands, in the 7urkiſh Parts of Dalmatia atid 
Croatia, iti Raſcia, Boſnia, Servia, Thracia, Sagora, Bulgaria, Sirfia, 
Beſſarabia, Coſſackia, Podolia, Moldavia and WWalachia, and the vaſt 
Dominions of the Emperor of Raſa, they muſt needs migke a notable 
part of Chriſtendom, and put me more ſenſibly in mind of an Expreſ- 
ſiori of a learned Writer. Jf we ſhould collett and piit together all the ua; 
Chriftian Regions in Europe, which are of the Greek Communion, and enquiries. © 
compare them with the Parts profeſſing the Romati Religion in Europe, we 
ſhould find the Greek far to exceed. 

In the Weſtern Parts of Europe, in many Churclies the Fonts are 
> ſtately, raiſed high from the Ground, and to be aſcended unto by di- 
4 vers Steps; ſometimes covered with large Canopies, of with high Pa- 
5 vilions handfomly catved and _ But in the Greek — 
bs the 
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the Font or Baſon is generally made of plain Stone, and placed low 
upon the Floor of the Church ;. and this is more convenient for them, 
in their baptizing of Infants. For they put the Child into the Water, 
and are not contented with a meer ſprinkling upon the Fore-head of it, 
But the Prieſt, after he hath bleſſed the Water, and dipptd a Cruci- 
fix into it three times, he takes the naked Child by one Arm, and ſets 


it into the Font up to the'Waſl, -and with his other Hand laves the . 


Water thrice over its Head'; angithis\-hath been their Way of bapti- 
zing for many hundred Years.” Nor could that otherwiſe have happen- 
ed, which is reported 'of - the Emperor, Conſtantine the ſixth, Conftauti- 
nus ſextus, dittus C opronymus, guod Tnfars dum baptizaretur aquam ja- 
cram ventris ſolutione: maculaſſet.”..'The dipping.of the naked Body in 
Water being apt to move it. -I-aw-fome of their-Children baptized be- 
fore the Navel ſtring was fallen off.” EP: fp 

The Fields about this Place are planted with 77es, Cotton and Se- 
ſamum. The Emperors Reſident 7lu/#riftmo Sigmore di Caſa nova, was 
well accommodated here with a fair Houſe, and had thirty 7«r+s and 
Chriſtians in his Family,” and two Fanizaries attending at the Gate, 
good humored and fair conditioned Men, as could be wiſhed. The Re- 
{ident was a Mzaneſe by birth,.a grave and ſober Perſon, fomewhat 
melancholy, much addicted to his Book and reading, but very civil 
and courteous. He dined and fupped alone by himſelf; his Secreta- 
ry, Interpreters, and others of his Family, had another Place of repaiſt, 
and were always well provided, and ſerved after the 7urkifþ man- 
ner. : | 

The Ambaſſador alſo of Ragaſa made choice of the ſame 'Town ; and 
their followers often met each other, and many courteous ſalutes paſ- 
ſed between them; but they were only by civil Meſſages, for they ne- 
ver met, upon a- punititio, which kept them afunder ; the Rags/a 
Ambaſſador pretending a right to take the firſt place, he being in rhe 
quality of an Ambaſſador, the other but of a Refident ; although he 
were much deſpiſed for it by the Germans, and his Maſters looked up- 
on, but as Gentlemen of the Sette Bandiere, or Perſons that were 
and had been Subjeds and Tributaries under ſeven Maſters, or Sove- 
reign Princes. 

' I muſt not forget Demetrzus, a Greet Merchant of 7oracvo, in whom 
I thought I beheld the Humor. of the old Greeks, we were divers 
times entertained at his Houſe with much generoſity, and hearty free- 
dom. He deſired us to enjoy his Houfe freely, and to be merry after 
the Mode of our own Countries : and, as an eſpecial favour, brought 
his two Daughters to bid us welcome: and we took the liberty, atter 
the Cuſtom of France, Holand and England, to ſalute them ; they 
were handſomly attired, after the manner of their Country ; their 
Hair brayded and hanging down their back ; their Shooes or Slip- 
pers painted, their Nails. coloured of a reddiſh colour with Cxa or 
Alcaiina ; the Leaves of which Plant, powdred and ſteeped in Water 
and Wine, and layed a Night upon their Nails, leaves this Tincture, 
and is much uſed in 7Zarkey ; where ſome delight alſo to colour the 
Mains and Tails of their Horſes. The Grecians of Scio alſo, who 
wear Gloves ( it being a rare thing to ſee agy here ) do colour their 
Gloves alſo upon thoſe'Parts which cover their Nails. Ca is a great

JOURNEY: 


T is no unpleaſant ſight to behold a new Scene of the World, and 
unknown face of things, in Habits, Diet, Manners, Cuſtoms and 
Language. A Man ſeems to take leave of our World, when he 
habe ed a Days journey from Rab or Comerra : and, before he 
comes to Buda, ſeems to enter upon a new Stage of the World, quite 
different from that of theſe Weſtern Countries : for he then bids adieu 
to Hair on the Head, Bands, Cuffs, Hats, Gloves, Beds,'Beer : and en- 
ters upon Habits, Manners and courſe of life ; which with no great va- 
riety, but under ſome conformity, extend unto China, and the utmoſt 


Parts of Aa. 
Though we were pretty well ſecured by Authority for faſe Travel, 


yet we. were not without fear of the Z7uſars, till we came to Eſeck 


Bridge, over the River Dravus : for they are aQive Perſons; and un- 
derſtanding the Language, will boldly range about for Booty, as far 


as that noted Paſs ; and, knowing all By-ways, will rob and ſpoil whom 


they meet, eſpecially the 7urki/h Subjeas. 

Nor were we without fear ao of Gypfies, who are ſtout and bold, 
and ſome of them have been noted Robbers. There are many of them 
in Hungaria, Servia, Bulgaria, Macedonia ; and ſome I faw at Lariſa, 
and other Parts of Theſſaly. They are in moſt Towns, and live by la- 
bour, and handy-craft Trades ; many of them colour their Hands and 
Feet of a reddiſh colour, with Ca, and think thoſe Parts ſuffer leſs 
from the Cold thereby. Some Gyp/y Women colour the ends of their 
Hair alſo. Though they be remotely diſperſed, yet they are thought 
to have had their beginning about Wallachia, and the adjoining Parts, 
many of them are conceived to be Spies unto the 7urk. A little be- 
fore I came to Leopo/d/tad?, by Freiſtad!, a great drove of thera appear- 
ed in thoſe Parts; which the People ſuſpeQted to be Spies of the Yi#ker 
of Buds, to take notice of the State of thoſe Parts, and how that Fort 


procceded.

Travelling from Belgrade into Servia, we were in ſome danger of - 
being robbed : for we perceived three' Horſe-men to ride very faſt af. 
ter us; and, when they had over-taken ' us, they rode about us, wav- 
ing their Lances, and difcharged their Piſtols; but the Chaus perceiv- . 
ing them to be Spahies, ſhowed his Feather, and faid to me, diſcharge . 
one of your Piſtols at random, and let them know, we are not unarm-. 
[i ed ; at which they went off, and we faw them no more. | 
(2 :Caravanfara's, Chan's, or Places of publick Lodging, built by Bene- 
| factors, we liked not ſo well as private Houſes; and therefore, being 
but few in Company, ſeldom lodged in them , for they are wide 
Rooms, and we mult provide for our ſelves therein ; and: ſometimes 
they are dangerouſly ſeated, ſo that it was not fit toadventure our ſelves 
therein, ſor tear of being robted ; for though Robberies 'be ſeverely 
puniſhed, yet are they. frequently committed; and Gyp/tes are well ver- 
ſed in that Trade ; and therefore, in order-to. the fafety of Travellers, 
Drummers are appointed' in dangerous Paſſages; and'in Macedonia, in 
a narrow Paſs, I faw an old Man bcating a*Drum upon the ridge of a 
Hill ; whereby we had notice, that the Paſlage was clear and free from 
Thieves.

; We had the advantage of good Accommodation for Travel, for par- 
ting from Comora, our Boat was towed i by. a Saick of rwenty four 
Oars; Huigarians rowing upon one ſide, and Germans on the other ; 
till we came to 4Z07ch, the Frontier Town, where we had a. 7#rki/ſh 
Convoy; who faſtning our Boat to their Sazc#* with eighteen Oars, 
rowed down the Da»ube, we carrying the:Eagle on' our Flag;. and the 
Turks the double Sword and Half-moon, and paſſed by divers remark-' 
able Places to Buda, from whence we had .good Accommodation: for: 
| Travel to Belgrade, by open' Chariots, with. two, three or four Horſes 
on breaſt ; which with great ſpeed conveyed us through that pleafant 
plain Country, and from thence through Servaa, and other Provinces, 
we were furmihed with very. good Horſes, which would travel at a 
ood rate twenty Miles in a Stage, and were very ſure of foot; where- 
of I had good experience, when.in foe Parts we travelled over great 
Hills, unequal and craggy. Places, and over /the bare Rocks. . They 
are very free, and theretore' the Owners of the Horſes took acceptions 
at- our Spurs, 'which are ſeldom uſed by them, and the. Zzrks had 
none, but what we brought; and gave them. They are very tractable

This perhaps would have-beeh thought an Ornament ts 
an Horſe in Englaxd : but the Baſſa took it as ſuch an affront to his, 
that he never-ceaſed from ſtirring up the Sultay, and other Princes a- 
gainſt him, and never forgave the Injury, but by the help of the 7urk, 
Tartar, Emperor , Pol:s and Ragatzzs own Country-men alſo, he 
wrought at laſt his Ruine.

For their feeding, they make no high Mangers or Racks, to pull 
down thir Food; but, obſerving the Rule of Nature, lay their Hay low 
before them, and almoſt even with the Ground ; which in long neck- 
ed Animals, may be the moſt commodious way, they are lodged hard, 
and often with little covering. At Zariſſa, where the Town was pe- 
ſtered with Horſes and Camels: the Yards of the Houſes were full

In Caravanſara's the Horſes are tyed to a ringle, faſtned unto the 
ſide of a long Place, a little elevated, upan which the Travellers take 
their reſt ; and the Hay was laid a little below our feet, whereon the 
Horſes feed. . 

They plow more with Oxen than Horſes, and eſpecially with Buf- - 
felo's ; and have great variety of Ploughs and Carts ; ſome whereof I 
could not but take notice of in Macedonia, made with Wheels, not 
conſiſting of Spoaks, but of folid Wood, in the whole piece ; whether 
ſo contrived for ſtrength, in thoſe rocky Countries, where they muſt 
ſtrike and force upan ſuch inequalities, 1 cannot tell 

 Wewere furniſhed with ſmell things to oblige the People where we 
paſſed : and in Houſes where. we cntred, many would welcome the 
Emperar's Courier, and ask him what he had brought for them. We 
pleaſed them with Sciflors, Knives; and they would be content, if we 
gave 2 Glove $0:0ne, and. the fellow to another. To the Women we 
cave ſmell pieces of Ezropeas Coines ; and 1 was much thanked by 
a Bulgarian Woman, for a bright cisq ſols piece, which the added to 
the dreſs.of ber Head, over her Fore-head, with other Coins the had 


there befare; ſore of them wearing Duckets of Gold, and Pearl, and 


Stanes af ralue upan that Part, which make no unhandſom ſhow. 
Being anly careful to keep our {elves from Thieves, we expeRed 
no ſuch trouble, as we found from Wolves and Dogs, in our Journey 
about the Mountains in Sera ; and eſpecially in large Woods, we 
were continually alarmed by Wolves, eſpecially in the Night ; whea 
they 'ſeldom.ceaſed to howl in great numbers, and not far from us ; fo 
that we were faroed to be ſqlcitous in cur /Guard, and to keep cloſe 
together. And as the Walves were troubleſome, fo alſo the great 
nuriber of Dogs inthoſe Parts were very offenſive to us. As ſoon as 
we came near any Town, or left it, they came out, running at us, 
barking and biting the Horſes legs, and in Houſes would be barking 
gnd raarling, ro that without a Cudgel it was not ſafe going into the 
Yard. And it ſ6ems impoſſible, that theſe Towns ſhould be furprized 
by he moſt itleat Enemy, without having good notice thereof by 
Dogs: and ſure, they are kept to this intent. For as ſoon as the Sun 
ſets they begin to bark jand ceaſe not 'till the Morning. The Town

Ini Macedania the 
Men and Women would betake thernſelves into theMaods to avoid 
41s; and we took the pains ſometunes to ride 8fter then; to undeceiye 
them of their folky and needleſs Frights. - | 3 2008 - 

But that which moved me moſt, was the pitiful Speftacle of Cap» 
tives and Slaves,. which are often met with-in thoſe Cpyntries ;; $0ge+ 
ther with the variety of their hard Fates and Accounts; how they :4ef 
3nto that Condition ; ſome by Treachery, ſome by-Chance of:War'; 
others by Plagiary and Man-ſtealing 7artars, who plentifully 'futnifh 
the Zurkiſh Dominion ; ſome fixed to one Maſter, otfzers having beor 
fold unto many, and at diſtant Places. But their Condition is. 
deſperate, who are Slaves to the Court, and belong to the Grand Sei+ 
zgnior: for they are never to be redeemed; -Of which kind I met with 
one at Feribugia in Macedonia, attending at the Poſt-houſe ; who 
though he had no hard Office, yet was extremely dejected upon this 
misfortune of Non-rcdemption. - ES [ 
- In Theſſaly alto I met with one Sig7/mund, who had heen a Slave to 
ſeveral Perſons, and in ſeveral Countries: He was an Avgarias, born 
at Gray, and taken at the Battle of Barachay, under Count Ferchatz; 
11 the {aſt Wars; firſt ſerved a Turk, then fold to a Few, who proved a 
hard Maſter, then to an Armenian; under whom he fo well acquitted 
himſelf, that his Maſter gave him his freedom, and he made a 1hift to 
coine to Lariſſa, where the Emperor's Reſident entertained him. I was 
very much pleaſed with his Converſation, being a worthy, honeſt and 
good natured Man ; and had maintained his Chriſtianity in his ſeveral 
Fortunes. He ſpoke /Jun2artan, Sclavonian, Turkiſh, Armenian and Las 
tin: ſhew'd me the Draughts of many Monaſteries, Abbies, Moſchea's, 
and conſiderable Buildings in 4rmenia, Perfia and Tarkey : and Ihope 
by this time.he 1s in his own Country. | 

The Zurks, who are-well acquaintea with the Captives of ſeveral Na- 
tions, make obſervations of them : ſo they ſay, a Ruſſay is beſt for the 
Oar, a Georgian makes a good Courtier, and an Albanian, a good Coun- 
ſellor. A 7urk in our company, obſerving a Georgzan Captive much 
dejected at his Condition, encouragzd him, and bid him be of gaod 
cheer ; telling him he might come to be a great Man, and one of the 
beſt in Zarky. Fig Fog | 

' The firſt time I went to have a fight of the Grand Sejgnior, Oſmund 
Chians made no great haſte forward, and when I asked him the reaſon, 
he replied, T take no great pleaſure to be too near him: and afterwards 
waen he talked of ſome Baſſa's, who had been ſtrangled, and I added, 
that 1n this reſpect he lived more happily than any Baſda : he faid, 
ſuch things muſt be patiently put up, all our Lives are 1n the Sultarn's 
hands: 1n your petty Kingdoms and States, Men are Tryed and hy 
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by, as if they had an army of Wetchmep\to guard them. Some ſuch 
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Qed, but our great Empire cannot be ſo maintained, and if the Sultan 
ſhould now ſend for my Head I muſt be content to lay it e&cwn pati-. 
ently, not asking wherefore: and I remember his Words were that in ' 
this Country we muſt have, patienza fin a perder la teſta, e poi patien- 
za, Patience even to the loſs of our Heads, and patience after 
that. 

We had frequent Memento's of Mortality, by Graves and Sepu!- 
chres, as we paſſed ; eſpecially near Belgrade. For the 7arks are com- 
monly buried by the High-ways : yet their Tombs are not ordinarily 
ſplendid, conſiſting only of a Stone ereted at the Head and at the 
Feet : yet ſome ſet up Stones of two, three or four yards high. Some 
have a Turbant carved upon the Stone, at the Head ; and others 
ſet up two Pillars of Stone; ſome proceed farther , and raiſe 
the Sepulchres, as with us, and afterwards place two Pillars upon” 
them, one at the Head, and another at the Feet. At Scrpia I faw 
fair ones, after this manner, and two Seputchres in. one of them : but 
the beſt way I obſerved in theſe Parts, is by. building a-Pavillion fup- 
ported by four Pillars. As we travelled to the South from Fagodna in 
Servia, I ſaw upon the ſide of a Hill, a large 7«rki/h Tomb, about 
four yards long, and a ſquare place covered by it, which the Chiaus 
told me was the Tomb of one of their Saints, and accordingly perform- 
ed his Devotions at it, and at other Places : on Thurſday Nights and 
Friday's, I obſerved the Women to viſit the Sepulchres, and pay their 

Devotions at the Tombs of their dead Friends. | 
This Gigantick Saint that Jay buried here, was certainly a fit Man 
in his time to wield the holy Club, with which the 7ar# does propo- 
gate his Religion and Dominion, and if he were as long as his Tomb, 
he was as formidable a Perſon as any of the Patagonian Gyants painted 
upon :the Southern Part of divers Maps of 4merica with long Arrows 
in their Throats. I muſt confeſs it ſeems ſtrange to me that the Sta- 
'ture of Man fhould be extended to that height. Mr. Wood, an ingeni- 
ous Perſon, who hath made very fair and accurate Maps of the S?re:ghts 
of Mage/ax, the Ilands therein, and the Coaſt from the River of Pare 
to Baldivia, in the South-ſea, told me that he had ſeen divers Graves 
in the Southern Parts of America near four yards long, which furpri- 
zed him the more, becauſe he had never ſeen any American that was 
two yards high, and therefore he opened one of theſe long Sepulchres 
from one end to the other, and found in it a Man and a Woman, fo 
placed, that the Womans head lay at the Mans feet, and fo might rea- 
ſonably require a Tomb of near that length. | 
But to return into the rode for our diverſion, we ſometimes met 
with Zurkiſh Fairs, which are ordinarily kept in ſome large ground, 
encloſed and divided into Streets and Paſſes, according to the variety 
of Commodities to be fold, where a Man may recreate himſelf with 
multiplicity of Fripperics, and things different from thoſe of our Parts, 
and cannot want variety of Muſick ; which, though but mean, proved 
ſome diverſion unto us. The firſt Fair we met with, was at Leſcoa or 
Leſcovia, upon the River LZiperizza in Servia. 
It was no ſmall comfort to us, to find the Country ſo free from the 
Plague, which we only met with at Pre/tina, a large Town, on part of 
the Plains of Cofſova, when we came into that Place, we were enter- 


tained in a very good Houle, and brought into a large Room, well ac- 
commodated 
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commodated with Carpets and other Ornaments ; where we found 2 
Turk lying ſick of the Plague. The Chiew, after the 7arkifſh Humor, - 


made nothing of it ; but ſome others were not ſo.contented ; and there- 
fore we removed and travelled in the Night, till we came to a Gyp- 
/ie's Houſe amongſt the Hills, where we were well accommoda- 
ted. | = | 
The 7urks were. much pleaſed to fee me write; when I came into a- 
ny Houſe, I pulled out my Paper-book to ſet down what I obſerved ; 
which when they perceived, they would coirie about me, taking no- 
tice of the Paper, and hinding of the Book, wondrirg to fee me write 
ſo faſt, and with ſuch a Pen, which! was made of a Gooſe Quill, they 
ufually writing with a hard Reed,cut like our Pens. Many-carry about 
them an handſome braſs Ink-horn, which they.hang by their fides ; 
their Ink is good, Paper ſmooth and poliſhed ;- whereon they will write 
= fairly, as I have to ſhow in the Sultans Paſs, which T brought home 
with me. | Ih -- 
When I found occaſion, I uſed:to laok upon ſome Maps, which I 
«carried with me: whereat O/war Chiaxs ſmiled, ſaying, there is no de- 
pending upon Maps ; they fet down only great Towns, and ofjen falſe- 
ly. Chiauſes are able to make the beſt Maps, who paſs their Days 
in travelling Countries 5 and take notice of all Places, and know their 
Turkiſh Names; and in many particulars I found ſome truth in his 
Words ; for the Maps of ZHuzzary are not exact ; thoſe of Seruia, Bui 
garia, Macedonia and Theffaly very imperfeft. In upper Zagary, 
many Towns are omitted, many ilt-placed ; in the lower alfo not a 
few. The Danube ſeems to -fetch about too much tothe South-welk, 
[before the Fr4i/cus enters into it. In Servie, Hiffargick is placed too 


-ar from: the Dazuts, which runnes by it. 3 find no mention of Pro- 


cupia of V/rehoop, of Lefcea or Leſcevia, conſiderable Towns; the laſt 
ypon the winding Rives wy 7zzai nor of XKaplarly or Tigres Town, 
in Alacedonia; nor of Xupruly or Bridgg-Town; nor of ©ranie, P *yrlipey 
Comonava, Ecciſſa Verbexr, nor of the Lake Perrivke and Q/reve, not 
far from'it ; nor of Eqr:bugie, Sariggiole, Sarvizze; nor of the River 
Injecora near it ; nor of A4/efſor, nor - Tarnova in Theſſaly, a handſome 
conſiderable City. And he that travels in Macedenta, will never be a- 
ble to reconcile the Poſitions of Rivers and Towns tao their uſual De- 
fcriptions in Maps, although: not log ago there have been large ones 
publiſhed of Greece. | | 
I took” great pleafare to converſe with Chiaufes, ny co = 
ve ſeen 
much of the Workd ; are commonly goxd-Company,” and-able to give 
account of many thitigs. . O/man Chiavy, who travelled with us, was a- 
bout fifty years. of Age, fpake Zurkifh, Sclavonian and: Italian : & ſtout 
and faithful. honeſt Perſon, very cleanly and neat : he told me he hatl 


travelted the greateſt part of Turky, antt growing ald ſeated himlſelf 


in Buda, 2s a Chiaus to the Yiſter $ which: place pleaſed him better 
than any in Zurky: he took a civil farewel of me at Buda, bringing, me 
out of the Gates, and with many 2. Dies wiſhed me a happy return 
into my. Country;and indeed; in allmy Journey I met with fair carriage, 
and civil uſage; when I came into any Room where the 7arks were 
fitting, they, would falute me, and touching, my hand, require me 4

ſit down: with-them, ther offer me” Coffee, 'and ſometimes Zabaco, and + 
at Meals invite me to eat heartily; only in fome places, the Boys, and 
meaner ſort of People would 'call/ me Sa/h:1u gaur,. or haired Infidel. 
And a'Few at Lariſſa, whom I hadiemployed to buy ſome little thmgs 
for me ;' and I faying, they were too dear, gave me fome ill Language, 
which ſo diſpleaſed ſome that were by, that if the Grand Seigazor had 
not been in'perſon in the Town, they: would have taught him other 
mariners. ' | | 

The 7urks took much Tabaco in the Countries which | pafled, and 
many carried little bags thereof by their ſides, which they take in pipes - 
of an ell long, made of'an hard reed; and an earthen head at the end, - 
laying one erid on the ground, and holding, the other in their mouthes. : 
E did ſeldom take any ; but to comply with their kindneſs, EF would nor : 
reſuſe it ; and by reafon of the length of the pipe, it was cool, and leſs: 
diſturbing ; they take -it- alſo often in-ſnuff. Seigezor Gabriel, the Empe-. 
ror's Courier would tell them many ſtories; and while he was ſpeaking,. 
they wonld come about him, and liſten very attentively : and he would 
pull onr his ſmaff-box, and put ſnuff-powder into their noſes,” which s 
they would take very. kindly. They would-be always gazing upon 
the Emperor's Armes cut ina Stone, which he-wore- upon his breaſt ; 
whereupon: he would take occafion to: magnifie the'Emperor, deſcribe 
the multitude of Provinces ſubject unto him; and any thing that might 
confer unto his'/honour, whereof they would take great notice. | 

I hked-well the neatneſs and cleanlineſs of the 7urks, which we con- 
verſed with, and their waſhing of their feet, hands, and faces, though 
they had- ſome purifying conceit: thereof ;+ while. we travelled, the 
Chiaus, at the fight of a Spring, or clear' water, would often. alight, : 
and waſh himſfelt ; and every morning was very curious 4n; winding 
up:his Turbant, and combing; of. his beard ; and would ask me, whe- 
ther it were well done. When they go to the: houſe of office ,- 
they carry a pitcher of water. with them ; they affe&; privacy. 
when they make water.; which they. perform, reſting upon one knee,.. 
and ſtretching out: the other leg. Walking in Lariſa with the-Chiaww, 
the Streets being narrow, and full of people, and remembring the fad 
fate of 'Yincent le Blanc, who loſt his liberty, beſides other misfortunes, 
for piſſing over a Turkiſh Saints head, who lay interred in; a-place, he 
little fuſpeCed ; Tasked him, where I might make water without of- 
fence,who anſwered me grumblingly at firſt,but afterwards direted me 
to a place, and ſtood at a little diſtance, to ſecure me from: any affront. 
And at another time while I travelled in an open Caleſche or Chariot 
by-Moon-light, I made water over one ſide thereof, ro avoid being 
troubleſome'to the reſt in ingaging them to. ſtay for me till I alighted 
and-went aſide or cetard their journey in the night ; but one who layed 
down by my feet took notice of it to me witha great deal of regret, and 
and though out of the reſpect he: profeſſed to bear me, he was:refolved 
not to divulge it. Yet he wondered I would yenture the loſs of my 
credit in fuch a matter. | | 

Some experience we had in ouy return of the'Zurkiſh Juſtice, at -£-' 
gribugia, in Macedonia ; for travelling from Sariggiole over high Rocks, 
we' met with a 7Turkz/þ Aga before our arrival ; who, having a nume- 
rous train, had taken up all'the Horſes at Egribgia ; fo that we could 


not be readily ſupplied ; and therefore intended to ride our Horſes 
another 
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anothtr FT. 6 the way frying now jn'the'Plain; ahd-our Horſes ſtrong 
and able'; e\er forward-bn the fate. Horſes -. but before- we' were 
got out of the Town, we were ſtopped, and carried before the Cadih, 


by the Poſt-maſter ; who alledged paint ns that we were injurious | 


unto him, in that we paſſed by, without, taking Horſes at his Houle ; 
he being allowed by the-Grand Seignior, '\Wwhoſe Servant he is, ſo much 
for every Horſe he proyides ; ns that none was.to provide Horſes in 
that place, but hirhſelf ; {{0 that-he*was damnified and had no profit 
coming unto him. © {! * 4 


The Cadih therefore dnſidering of the buſineſs, and fitting croſs- 


legged upon his Carper;*and leaning his-elbow upon four or five Folio 
Books, which he had by jhim ; commanded his Servants to fill every 
one a dith of Coffee. The Chzaws, in our defence, urged, that we had 
buſineſs of concern ; that we had the Chaymacham's Letters; and were 
employed from the Grand Seignior to the Emperor of Germany; that he 
himſelf was a Chiaus to. the YVi/ter of Buda, whither he was to conduct 
us, ati} that no man couid or ought to ſtop him ; - whereupon the Ca- 
dih faid, the Chiaua muſt not be hindred in his journey, nor the Poſt- 
maſter be unconſidered ; and ſo preſently called for the Poſt-maſters 
Book, and with his pen, made of a reed, fet down a Su/ranize to be al- 
lowed him in his accounts to the 7efterdar, and bade us good morrow, 
and wiſhed us a good journey. ' 

In the European Turkiſh Dominions, which TI paſſed, I could not but 
take notice of the great number of Chriſtians ; for, excepting great Ci- 
ties, or where the Souldiery reſide, they are generally all Chriſtians ; 
whereof the great body is of the Greek Church, who live patiently un- 
der the 7urkiſh toleration. Tf there ſhould happen any conſiderable 
commotion among the 7«rkiſh powers ; it is highly probable, they 
would ſit ſtill, and be little ative; and if any Forces of the Latine 
Church. ſhould attempt the Conqueſts of rheſe parts, in all probability 
they would find very little afliſtance from them, and I fear rhiey would 
rather adhere unto their 7urki/þ Maſters. 

Though Azgy/#us thought it a point of wiſdom, to put ſome limit 


unto the Roman Empire, yet I do not find the 7urks are of his judg-. 


ment, but ſtill endeavour to enlarge their Dominions, and when I con{1- 
der that people, their hardy education, ſober courſe of life, and obe- 
dience to their Superiors ; that no Baſſa can eaſily intend a revolt, but 
ſome others will diſcover him, in hope to obtain his place,or ſome great 
referment ; and that they ſo punCtually obſerve the duty of their 
harges ; I amapt to think, or fear, if he, who puts bounds to the 
Sea, and faith hither thou ſhalt come and no further, doth not, out of 
his great mer-y, put a ſtop to their further incurſions, they may pro- 
bably obtain and conſerve a far larger Empire, and even all Exrope, un- 
to the Weſtern Ocean. 
Certain it 15 that they are unſatisfied with their preſent bounds and 
look beyond ZZ«ngaria, and | have heard them fay, we muſt in due 
time come to Beatch, tor ſo they call Yiexma, and try our fortunes 
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At this day the Star and Half-moon are above the Crofs, upon the

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EING at Fomara, and having fatisfied my curioſity as far that 
way as the Chriſtian Dominions extended. TI purſued my in- 
tention of ſeeing the Copper, Silver and Gold Mines in Zn 

ary ; and being unwilling to return again fo Presburg fo fat 
about to get into the road towards them ; T attempted a nearer paſſage, 
although there be few who go that way. And therefore I travelled 
along the North ſhoar of the Iſland of Schuz, till T came to the Con- 
fluence of the River Waag and Danube, and then paſſed over to a For: 
tification raiſed ſince the laſt War, called Garra ; it lies iri a Mariſh 
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ground between a branch of the Daxube, the Waag, and the Swart, 


within 2 mile of Newheaſel ; which ve plainly faw from the Steeple of 
the Church at Gat7a, and could diſtinguiſh the buildings within it ; as 
the Baſſa's Palace formerly belonging to the Arch Biſhop of Pres4urg; 
The Church in the middle of the Town; the Tower to the Moste,and 
others. But this nearneſs to Newhesſe/ proved not only dingerous, 
but deſtru&tive to it in the beginning of the year 1685. after that the 
Turks had ſent great Recruits from Buea:for the Connt of Zebor having 


* burnt the Suburbs of Newheuſel and taken ſeveral Prifotters ; the 7urks 


to revenge it made an excurſion, and burnt the Town of Gaza, and 
| put 
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put all the Inhabitants to the Sword. Their Boats here are- of one piece 
of wood,in which notwithſtanding they venture themſelves,and paſs the 
greateſt Rivers with them; in gs Fort were 130 men commanded 
by Captain Matthias Fruhwardt. From hence by Forchatz we came 
to Schelq, where there is atfother Fqrr bugit td hinger the Tpris from 
paſſing the River Waag, for hereabowts the Zars.1rs broje ovgr, burned 
and ruined the whole Country about in the late war, in fuch* manner, 
that it remains ſtill deſolate ; at half a miles diſtance from this place is 
a hole in the Earth which burns like So/faterra by Naples. From hence 
we went to Sehinza a large Fort and byilt lang ſince ro commang the 

River and the Copntry about. There js g Tower in the' middle, fapr 
Baſtions and-many good pieces of Cannon. At the Entrance thesc 
hanges a great Rib, a Thigh-bone and a Tooth, which I judged to be 
of an Elephant, having ſeen the Ske/et0n of one : and alſo ſuch bones 
as theſe- hang up, before the Emperor's Houſe at Laxambourg z..thoſe 
bearing the name af the honeg of a great Heathen Viggin ; and theſe 
ofa Gyant. We came afterwards to Leopolftad? ; noble regular For- 
tification with ſixBaſtions, where the Young Count Je Souches com- 
manded, to whom I deliveredLetters, and received many favours from 
him. Afterwards T- paſſed the River and came to Freifrat, a large fair 
Town but lately burned by the 7urt. Count Ferchatz hath a handſome 
Caſtle here, and a large Houſe in the Town, whereof I took the 
draught. | 

- The Lutherans had alſo a School or College here, but ruined with 
the reſt of the Buildings, They are Tribytaries to the 7urk, paying 
yearly eight ZZuzgari/che, almoſt four penee of our money, for every 
head, whether of Man, Woman, Children, Sheep, Oxen, or Horles. 
The Children are educated to hardſhip, and the Women ſeldom marry 
twice. They bathe much, and uſe ſweating naked in Stoves, holding 
their feet in warm water. They uſe Cupping-glafſes alſo very much 
and ſcarifications. . In the Convent of the Fraxciſcans were onely 
twelve Friars left ; and the Roman Chriſtians in theſe parts have few 
other Prieſts but Monks. | N 

Two Hungarian miles from Frieſta? lies Banca, where in a low 
ground near the River are fiſteen Baths ; into three of which the River- 
water is now entred,the River Waag continually wearing out its banks 
by reaſon of its rapid courſe. Twenty years ſince there were alſo hot 
Baths on the other ſide of the River, but are now covered with the 
cold ſtream. Theſe Baths leave a white ſediment in all places, and 
tinge Copper and Silver immediately as black as Ink : Hard by theſe 
Baths is a Quarry of Stone, and ſome Veins of Chalk, which were ve- 
ry pleaſing to behold, the Chalk being of all colours except green, and 
the c_ ſo finely mixed, as a painting or marble Paper doth not 
Equal it. 

We being here upon the x8 of March, and the weather very cold, 
had no thoughts of bathing in ſo open a place; though in tome of 
them we ſaw Women and Children; and the Z«//ar who drove our 
Chariot hither, after we had ſfupped, went out, and in a very hard froſt 
pulled off his clothes in the open Meadow at midnight,and bathed him- 
ſelf in one of thoſe Baths. 
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March the 21. Graff Souches ſent us German Muſqueteers to convoy 
us through the Contribution Country, and defend us in our travels ; we 
paſſed by Ripnich, and a Caſtle at Docatzz, belonging to Baron Berrinz, 
and came at night to 7opo/chan upon the River Nzra, where the Town 
with the Church were burnt in the laſt war, and had not well recover- 
ed it ſelf again. A mile from hence at Be/l:zz are alſo hot Baths. The 
next day by C/eſch, the Tnhabitants of which place were all carried a- 
way Captives in the laſt Wars ; and through a great wood by Zoch- 
wiſe, where the Inhabitants were- moſt Germars. We came to Serxo- 
witz ſeated upon the River Grar, where is a Caſtle upon a Rock, but 
the Town is Tributary to the 7urks, and they often viſit it. March 23. 
We paſſed the River Gran early in the Morning, and came among the 
Hills to Zedrytz, by which Town runs a ſwift ſtream very ſervi- 
ceable to them, which helps to move their Engines employed in the 
pounding, waſhing and melting of the Silver-ore. We travelled over 
2 Mountain called Ze/l, and came to Schemnitz, the greateſt of the 
Mine-towns in ZZ«ngary : and where great quantity of Silver-ore is eve- 
ry day digged. The Town is well built, hath three fair Churches in 
it, the greateſt part of the Inhabitants are Lutherans. There are alſo 
three Caſtles here ; the old Caſtle in the Town, where there is Wind- 
Muſick at fix every morning, and at twelve, and at fix at night. 2: 

The New- Caſtle, built by a Lady, who removed the Gibbet from this 
Hill, and left a fair building in lieu of it. The third is on a high peak, 
where there is a continual watch kept to diſcover the approach of the 
Turks, who immediately give notice of it by the ſhooting oft-a Culve- 
rin. The Streets lie. up and down Hill, the Country hereabouts being 
a wry net N7nDES Wo The: 
There are very many Mines here, and many adventurers are induced 
2o try their fortunes by the good ſucceſs ſo many have had: for if they 
find a Vein of Ore in any reaſonable time, before they have quite ſpent 
their Stocks in digging, they may probably expect great profit. 

Theſe Mines amongſt others -are very remarkable; the Windſchacht- 
Mine, the Trinity, that of St. Benedif, St. Fohn, Matthias, and one 
called the three A7ngs ; but the chiefeſt and moſt wrought are thoſe 
of Windſchacht and Trinity. Trinity-Mine is ſeventy tathoms deep; 
built and kept open with under-work at a great expence, much of this 
Mine being in an earthy ſoil. The Ore of it is much eſteemed, and 
is commonly of a black colour covered with a white Earth or Clay ; 
fo that the ſtreams where they work it, become milky and whitiſh,and 
is that ſubſtance I ſuppoſe which is called Lac Lane, or the Milk of the 
Moon or Silver. Divers Veins in this Mine he North, and other rich 
Veins run to the North-Eaſt. When two Veins croſs one another they 
eſteem it fortunate ; ſo that all Veins of Ore keep not the ſame point 
even in the fame Mine, which would be an help to diſcover them; but . 
they have no certain way to know either which way they run,or where 
they are, till by induſtrious perſeyering in the labour of the Mines they 
are at laſt found out. They uſe not the Yirgula divina, or forked 
Hazeþ-ſtick to direct them, haying no opinian of it (as I obſerved they 
had at the Silver Mine at Fri#«rg in Miſz#ia, whereTalfo learned the uſe 
thereof) but dig alwayes as the Adventurers deſire. They ſhew'd me 
one place, which they had digged ſtreight on fix years, when the Ore 
was but two fathoms diſtant from the place where they firſt began 5

and in. another place they digged twelve years outright, and at laſt 
found a Vein which in 8 ſhort time paid their charges. I was in many 
parts of this Mine, and went fo far, that at length I paſſed quite under a 
Hill, and came out on the other fide. | . 

In Windſchacht-Mine wherein I alſo deſcended as far as the water 
would then permit me, deſcending thrice almoſt perpendicularly about 
three hundred large ſteps or ſtairs of a Ladder. I obſerved a large 
Wheel deep in the Earth, of twelve yards Diameter ; turned about by 
the fall of ſubterrancous Waters. This Wheel moves Engines which 
pump out the water from the bottom of the Mine, up to the cavity 
wherein this Wheel is placed. The water which moves this Wheel 
falls no lower into the Mine, but paſſes away through a Canzculus 
made on purpoſe, through which both this and. the other water pump- 
ed from the deepeſt parts of the Mine, do run out together at the foot 
of an Hill. Beſides this Wheel there is another above ground which 
lies Horizontally, drawn about continually by rwelve horſes, which 
ſerves alſo to pump out much of the water of this Mine ; about all the 
Works whereof, I was informed that there were no leſs than two thou- 
ſand men employed. ; 

In ſome places of the-Mine it is very cold, and in others ſo hot, that 
to refreſh my ſelf I was conſtrained to go with my breaſt naked ; al- 
though I had only linen Cloths on. Where they work it is always 
hot, fo that they labour naked for eight hours it they are abke,and then 
reſt ezght hours more. We 

In this Mine they ſhewed me a place where five men and a Perſon 
of quality were deſtroyed by a Damp, for which reaſon they have now 
placed a Tube there, the like they place over all doors, and over all 
ways Where they dig right on for a great ſpace, and have no paſlage 
through ; whereby the air 1s let in, Jet out, or carried round, and” the 
Miners under-ground ventilated with it. 

The blackiſh Ore is eſteemed the beſt ; much of it hath a mixture 
of a ſhining yellow ſubſtance or Marchaſite, which if it be not in too 
great a quantity 1s not unwelcome, by reaſon that it diſpoſes the Ore 
to fluidity, or renders it more eafic to be melted ; but if it ke in too 
great a proportion, they are of opinion, that it preys upon the Silver in 
the. Mine; and in the Furnace carries it away. while it melts, by 
over-volatilizing it ; and therefore they term it a Robber, as a ſubſtance 
which ſpoyls and takes away the richneſs of the Ore. 

There is often found a red ſubſtance which grows to the Ore called 
Cmmabar of Silver, which being grinded with Oyl makes a Vermilion 
equal toy 1 not ſurpaſſing the Cmnatar made by ſublimation. 

 Therearealfſo found in theſe Mines, Cry/tals, Amethyſts, and Ame- 
thy/tine mnaxtures. in the clefts of the Rocks, and ſometimes. nigh or 
joyned to the Ore; as alſo. Vitriol naturally cryſtallizd in the Earth in 
divers of theſe Mines ;. and particularly in a Mine in Paradiſe Hil; 
which then belonged to Mr. Facobus Sahwiboda, an Apothecary, at 
wok Houſe I lodged, and who preſented me with many curious Mine- 

rals, EE 
.: And as there isgreat variety in the Silver-Ore, as to its mixtures with 
Earth, Stones, Marchafite, Cinuabar, Yitriol, &c.. So, allo in its richneſs; 
ſome holding a great proportian of Kilver in; reſpedt of others. An hun- 
dred pound weight of Or ſometimes yields but half an ounce or an 
Ounce 
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of Silver ; ſometimes two ounces, three, four, five, and unto twenty 
ounces ; 'What 1s richer 1s very rare, yet ſome hath Leen found to hold 
half Silver, and 'T have ſeen of it forich;-as' to be cut'with a knife. 

A Specimen of cach fort of Ore which they dig ut” of the Mines is 
carried up3n its firſt being: diſcovered to an Officer called the Probie- 
rer, who is to Runs judge of its: richneſs; * which he doth in this 
manner. Ofall forts of 'Ores he takes (the ſame: quantity, 'the Ores 
being firſt dryed, burned; and poundeg, he gives anequal proportion 
of lead to all, melts 'and purifies them, 'and then by 'exa& Scales 
takes notice of the proportion between the Ore 'and Metal contained in 
it, and reports it to thoſe employed in the great melting Furnaces; who 
accordingly add or diminiſh the quantities'of thoſe ſubſtances which 
are to be mixed with the Ores to nielt than in the melting Furnate ; 
as for example, to an hundred centen or ten thouſand pound weight of 
Silver-Ore, which - holds above two ounces' and an half of Silver in an 
hundred pounds weight, they add forty' centen of Zezch, - which is Ore 
pounded and waſhed ; two hundred ceften of Iron-Stone, which is not 
Iron-Ore, but a Stone found in thoſe Hills, 'of which- the liver colour- 
ed is the beſt. Aqiantity of Xs, or a ſort of Pyrites, according as the 
Ore is mixed with Marchafite, and of Slacken as much as they pleaſe. 
This laſt is the ſcum or cake taken off from the top of the Pan- into 
which the Met:ls run, and is a ſubſtance made out of the former men- 
tioned, by fuſion. | fo WO Bs Cr B0h 

Whatſoever is melted in the melting Furnace, is let out through an 
hole at the bottom thereof into the pan, which is placed in the Earth 
before it; and thus expoſed, it immediately acquires an hard ſcurn, drols, 
loaf or cake, which being continually taken away, the Metal remain- 
ing becomes purer ; to which is added lead which carrieth all the Sil- 
ver down to the bottom with it, and after ſome time the melted Metal 
is taken out ; then being again melted in the driving turnace, the 
lead or what elſe remains mixt with the Silver is driven off by the 
blowing of two great bellows ; and runs over from the melted Silver 
in form of Zitharge, That which firſt comes over, is the white and 
that which comes laſt, being longer in the fire, is the red, not that it is 
Litharge of Gold, both being drivenoft from the fome Metal. | 

Mot of rhe Schemnitz Silver-Ore holds ſome Gold which they ſepa- 
rate by melting the Silver, then granulating it, and afrerwards by dif- 
ſolving it in Aqua forrzs made out of a peculiar Vitriol prepared at 
Chremnitz, whereby the Gold is left at the bottom and is afterwards 
melted ; the Aqua fortis is diſtilled from the Silver, and ſerves again 
for uſe. But it would be too tedious to deſcribe all the works of thefe 
Mines which do well deferve as accurate Deſcriptions as thaſe of Mz/: 
zia, and other parts, of which Agricola hath written: largely; and very 
well in his Books De re Metallica & de fofiÞibus. Lenys alfo of Mineral 
works is eſteemed, and Lazarus Erker hath handſomely deſcribed the 
principal Ores and Mineral bodies. - But certainly there are few .places 
in the World to be compared with this, where Art and Nature ftrive to 
ſhow their utmoſt force and riches. ' LES 

They work in this Country much after the manner they gid 1 the 
Emperour Rudo/phus his time ; Who” was a great: undertaker-and en- 
courager of Mine-works ; but, many of their Inſtruments and Engines 
are much improved. > CE DSTDSS 38 CLOS $14 30" 10 Con OR CN 
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Notwithſtanding the great quantity -of Silver made every week at 
Schemnitz and carried away in Carts, I found ſome difficulty to pro- 
cure the leaſt piece there, and ſcarce any. one in the Town could fur- 
niſh me with any that was pure, for the-Money of the Country is mix- 
ed with above half Copper; and being deſirous to ſee what alteration 
divers of. thoſe Mineral-waters. in- that Country, would : make upon 
Metals , for want of other-Silver;-I was forced. to make” uſe of {ilver 
Croſles, Crucifixes and Medals, which I borrowed. Dat 
Near unto Schemnitz, where old Schemnitz- ſtood, is an high Perpen- 
dicular Rock, part of which from the bottom to the top, is naturally 
tinured with ſhining fair blue, forme green, and ſpots of yellow 12 it. 
At firſt ſight I was much ſurprized with the beauty of it, and could fan- 
ſy nothing like it, but a whole Rock of poliſhed Lapis Lazuli: and I 
have heard from a Spaniard, who: lived long in the We/t-Irdies, tha 
there is alſo a Rock like this nigh to the Silver Mines in Pere. -. |. 

At Glaſs-Hitten, an Hurgarian mile, or about ſeven Exgli/þ miles 
from Schemnitz, there was formerly a rich Gold Mine, but it is loſt, 
no man knowing where the entrance was ſince the time that Berkhlem 
Gabor Prnice of 7ranſy/vania over-ran that Country, and the-.Inhabt- 
tants fled away. The Owner notwithſtanding left ſome marks arid di- 
re&tions whereby they might diſcover it, with the Figures of hjs In- 
ſtruments upon the Barks of Trees; which Inſtruments they have 
already found by digging in the Earth, and thus much is intimated to 
them, that where they find a Stone, on which' a Face is carved, they 
are at it,and are onely to remove part of a Rock with which the Owner 
{topped up the Mine. 329 Xp Rs 

This place is much frequented by reaſon of its natural hot Baths,. of 
which there are five very convenient , with handſome deſcents into 
them, and covered over with large high Roots. The Springs are ve- 
ry clear, the Sediment is red and green, the wood and ſeats of the Baths 
under water are incruſtated with a ſtony ſubſtance, and Silver -is gil- 
ded by being left in them: But the moſt remarkable of theſe Baths, is 
that which is called the ſweating Bath, whoſe hot Springs drain through 
an Hill, and fall into a Bath built to receive them ; at one end of which 
by aſcending I went into a Cave which is made a noble Stove by the 
heat of theſe Therme, and fo ordered with Seats, that every one who 
ſits in it, either by chooſing an higher or a lower feat, may regulate his 
ſweating, or enjoy what degree of heat he deſires. This Cave, as alfo 
the ſides of the Bath are covered by the continual dropping of thoſe hot 
Springs, with a red, white, and green ſubſtance, very fair and pleaſing to 
the eye. | 

Bathing my ſelf in the largeſt of theſe Baths when there were a great 
many Men and Women in it ; an active man to divert the Company, 
had privately conveyed himſelf to the top of the Houſe which covered 
the Bath, and on a ſuddain caſt himſelf down into. the water, and by 
taking hold upon the bottom of the Seats kept himſelf under water 
for ſome time ; afterwards a Serpent coming into. the Bath through 
a channe! which conveyed the water into it, many of the women 
were afrighted at it. He {till to continue his ſervice and good will 
to the Company, was the firſt that would encounter it, and deliver 
the Damſels ; which he did in a ſhort time, fo. ſuccebfully,- that he 
caught the Serpent in both bis hands, and holding it out of the water, 

put 
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put it into his mouth, and bit the head-off. Being taken with his good 
humour, 1 afterwards ſent for him into the Stove ; and finding 
that he had - been ' employed in the Mines, I asked him among other ; 
things, whether he had ſeen any natural Vitriol, and where, in the 
Mines, cryſtallized: in lumps, pure and ready for uſe, which he ſaid 
had in inany places, but in the greateft quantity, in'a Mine now given 
over ; by reaſon that in-ſome places the Earth was fallen in, which was 
near to Schemnitz : And accordingly two or three days after he came 
to ſee me at Schemnitz, brought me [Lamps and Mine-mens habits for 
my felt, and two Friends more ; and we went with him ander ground, 
ill I came where he ſhew'd me great quantities of it, much to my fatis- 
fation : the Vitriol there ſhooting upon the Stones and Earth, upon 
the floor and ſides of the paſſages, as: it doth by art in the Pans, and 
about the ſticks, not hanging from the top, as in many other places I 
have ſeen it; like to Ice-icles. | En oy ny 

Glaſ5-Hitten belonges to the Count of Lippey, of whoſe Family was 
the Learned Polycarpus Procopius Bocanus,who was ſent ſome time paſt 
by the Arch-Biſhop of Presburg to give an account of the rarities of 
theſe Countries ; but his death hindred the publiſhing of kis obſerva- 
tions. | PE 
Eifenbach about four Engliſh miles from Gla/s-Z7itten, and five or ſix 
from Schemnitz, hath alſo hot Baths ; the Sediment. of which is red, 
and turnes into ſtone ; ſo that I brought away with me pieces of it of 
five or ſix inches diameter : I took ajlo a large piece of this warer petre- 
fied as it fell from a ſpout in which the waves of it are to be ſeen; but 
the ſpout it ſelf, although made of Wood, was not at all changed, as ly- 
ing under it, However, thoſe Trees with-which they built-rhe ſides of 
the Bath were ſo petrefied, that thoſe which lay next above the water, 
were intirely turned into Stone. And it was not unpleafant . to ob- 
ferve how nature did here aſſiſt art; and out of the body of a Firr-Tree 
frame a Column of Stone. Nor isit much to be wondret at, that the 
wood under the water ſhould remain unaltered whilſt that above ſuffer- 
ed fogreat a change. Theſe waters are hot, and part of whatſoever is 
contained in them 1s ſufficiently Volatilized to be:carried up with the 
ſteam of the Bath, and I remember in the Bath of the Green Pillars 
at Buda, I took notice, that the exhalation from the Bath reverbera- 
ted by the high Capo/a built over it, and by the Irons extended from 
one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars was for- 
med into long Stones like 7ce-icles, which hang to all the faid places, 
ſuch as may be obſerved in many ſubterranecus Grotzo's, and particu- 
larly in England in Okey-hole in Somerſet-ſhire, and Pooles-hole in -Dar- 
by-ſhire. Sulphur alſo which is in great quantity in many hot Springs 
flyeth away continually, and is not to be fourid in: them, if you boyl 
or evaporate the Bath water : and therefore to diſcover it , I thought 
it more rational to look out of the water than into. it ; neither was L 
more deceived in my conjecture, than he who looked towards the 
Weſt, rather than towards the Eaſt to ſee the riſing of the Sun. For 
upon many places which were over the Baths, and. received -the 
ſteams of the hot water, I have ſeen Su/phur to ſtick ; and to fatisfie 
' my curioſity further herein,I cauſed once a Pipe to be opened at Baden 
in Auſtria, through which the hot water continually ran, and took witH 


my hand from the upper part of the Pipe,divers Boxes full ofa yo 
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ſcarce to be diſtinguiſhed from Flower of Brimſtone. Walking: about 
alſo one day in the Sewer Bath at Baden, and leaning. over the, Balli- 
ftres to talk with ſome Friends, who were then bathing themſelves, I 
perceived that my Buttons and what elſe I wore of ſilver, were all 
turned yellow of a fair Gold colour, although I were at ſome-diitance 
from the water. Which made me try this experiment alſo,, which 
was to hang money over the Bath at a foot diſtance, or at a greater, 
to ſee what alteration it would make, and how ſoon ; which it co- 
foured in a minutes- time, ang :that which |was nearer in half a mi- 
nute. | I abate tire 9: wi 

But to return to Eiſenbach,there are two convenient Baths much fre- 
quented, and a third which is made by the water'ket out of the. former, 
called the Szakes-bath, from the: number of Snakes coming into, and 
delighting in it when it is filled with theſe warm, waters. .. 

March the thirtieth, I travelled from Schemnitz by Glaſs-Hitten, 
and Apfelsdorff, where there is a-Houſe of the Arch-Biſhop of Pres- 
burg ; and afterwards paſſed. the River Grav and came..in between 
the Hills ; where in-one place they have. thrown up the Earth, and 
made a work from ohe ridge of the Hills go the other, to defend the 
Country ; and hinder the 7arki/þ Excurſions towards Chremnitz : 
Afterwards we proceeded by that Golden River and yellow Stream 
which waſhes all the Ore above till we came to the Town. , 
 Chremnitz is a ſmall Town, but hath large Suburbs, and lies 
high. St. Johns Chuxch at ſome diſtance from it, is thought to ſtand 
upon the higheſt ground in Z«»gary. This is the oldeſt Mine-Town, 
and the richeſt in; Gold of all the ſeven in theſe parts, which are

They have worked in the Gold-Mine at. Chremnitz nine hundred 
and fifty years ; the Mine is abour nine or ten E£rgl:/þ miles 1n length, 
and there is one,, Caniculus or Horizontal paſſage which is eight hun- 
dred fathoms long, called the -Erb5Faf. The depth of it is above 
one hundred and ſeventy fathois; they do not uſe Ladders to 
deſcend into this Mine, but are ket down at the end of a Cable, 
unto which is faſtned a ſling, or feat of Leather ; the Leather being 
broad, and divided ordinarily into two or three, parts, ſo that it is 
to be ſhifted or changed as you find convenience, and : affords no 
uneaſie ſeat, even to ſuch as are not uſed to it. And in this manner, 
whoſcever enters the Mine is let down. | Through one of the Scha- 
chts or perpendicular Pits, of which there are ſix. x. That of Rodo!- 
phus, 2. Queen Anne. 3. Ferdinand. 4. Matthias. 5. Windſchacht, and 
6. Leopold. . 1 went down by the Pit of the Emperour Rodolphus, 
gently deſcending by the turning about of a large wheel to which the 
Cable is faſined, one hundred and eight farhoms deep into the Earth ; 
and after many hours being in the Mine, was drawn .out again by 
Leopoldi Schacht, or Leopolds Pit, or Shaft, ftreight up above one 
hundred and fifty fathoms ; a height ſurpaſſing that of 'the Pyramids 
by a third part.

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ner all theſe Mines are kept open where they have not a Rock on all 
Many Veins of the Ore run to the North, and to the Faſt ; They 
work alſo towards one, two, or three of the clock, as they ſpeak ; for 
the Miners dire& themſelves under-ground by a Compaſs not of thirty 
two points (fuch as is uſed at Sea.) but by one of twenty four, which 
they divide as we do the hours of the day into twice twelve. Of the 
Gold-Ore ſome is white, ſome black, ſome of it red, and ſome-yellow. 
That with black ſpots in white is eſteemed the beſt, as alſo the Ore 
which lieth next to the black Veins. This Ore is not rich enough to 
ſuffer any proof in ſmall parcels, like that of other Mines, whereby to 
know what proportion of Metal is contain'd in it g but they pound a ve- 
ry great quantity thereof, and waſh it in a little River which runs near 
the Town : The whole River being divided and admitted into di- 
vers cuts, runs over the Ore continually, and ſo waſhes away the 
earthy parts from the Meta//in, and from a clear River above the 
Town,by its running through ſo many works,and over ſo much pounded 
Ore,it becomes below the Town a dark yellow Stream, of the colour of 
the Earth of thoſe Hills. Unleſs it be upon ſix days of the year ; two 
at Chriftmas, two at Eaſter, and two at Whitſuntide , when the River 
it ſelf as well as the Mine-men ceateth from working, and is permitted 
to flow clear within its own Banks. - | 

There have been pieces of pure or virgin Gold found in this Mine, 
ſome of which I have ſeen in the Emperour's Treaſury, and in the 
Eledtor of Saxony's Repoſitory, one piece as broad as the palm of 
my hand, and others leſs ; and upot a white Stone many pieces of 
pure Gold ; but theſe are very rare. ': | | 

The common yellow Earth of the Country near  Chremni?z, eſpeci- 
ally of the Hills towards the Weſt, although it be not eſteemed Ore, 
affords ſome Gold. And in one place TI ſaw a great part of an Hill 
digg'd away,. which hath - been caſt into 'the works, waſhed and 
wrought in the ſame manner , as pounded Ore with conſiderable pro-

Matthias Dollinger the chief Officer at Chremnitz for the Mine-work, 
hath alfo lately invented a Mill to pound the Ore. finer than it was 
before; and by this invention hath obtained a conſiderable quantity 
of Gold out of that Ore which otherwiſe would have yielded none ; 
in his Houſe I ſaw many ſorts of Minerals, and was very kindly en- 
tertained by him ; and when I was at the bottom of the Gold-Mine 
he ſent me down a prefent of-excellent Wine to drink the Emperour's

They carry their Ore under groiind from one place to another ; or

Not much unlike this is another inſtrument they have to bring the 
Ore from the mouth of the Mine, or from the Hills down to the 
Buchworke, where they pound it and waſh it ; but inſtead of a tongue 
It hath eight wheels or four rowlers and four wheels, and the way is 
made with Firr in ſuch manner and at ſuch a diſtance that the row- 
lers row] upon the wood of the Firr-trees. And theſe rowlers and 
wheels are ſo contrived, that theſe Cheſts can never overturn nor go 
out of the way, and a child draws them, and ſometimes a dog ſerves 
the turn. To one Buchworke alone, they carry every week three or 
four hundred of theſe Cheſts full, and each Cheſt holds four hundred 
pound weight. | | 

There were two very bad ſtrong damps in this Mine when I was 
there, and divers others that had not the like force to ſuffocate in fo 
ſmall a time. One of theſe Damps was in a Schach? Puteus or Pit, and 
the other in a Stall, or right-on paſſage; no Lamps would burn in either 
of them, yet the Miners would venture into them for ſome ſhort ſpace 
of time : and we let one man down into that Damp which was in the 
Pit five or fix times ; but pulled him up again as foon as ever we faw 
his Lamp go out ; this place is moſt poyſonous when the water is high, 
the vapour then ariſing more ſtrongly,the other Damp in the Cuniculus 
they hope to remedy, by perflation, and making or digging another 
paſſage into it. | Ro” L380 

I was informed that there had been twenty eight men killed at one 
time, by Damps 1n four Canzc«/;, ſeven in each-; and in the ſinking 
of Leopold's Pit, they were much troubled with Damps, which they 
remedied in this manner. w 2 ol | 

They fixed to the ſide of the Schacht or Pit a Tube from the top ' to 
the bottom ; and that not proving ſufficient they forced down a broad 
flat board which covered or ſtopped the Pit, or couched very near 
the ſides of it on all ſides, but where the Tube was : and fo forced 
out all the Air in the Pit through the Tube ; which work they were 
forced often to repeat. And now they having divers other paſlages 
into it, the Air is good and ſufficient, and-I was drawn up through it 
without the leaſt trouble in breathing. | | 
 Altermans Fore-ſtall, a Cuniculus five hundred fathoms.long, was 
burned in the year 1642. by the careleſneſs .of a boy wiping the 
ſauff of a Lamp upon the wood ; and fifty men ſmothered in it ; 
they were all taken out except one, who' was afterwards found to be 
AiNved by the ſharp waters of the Mine, nothing eſcaping; either of 
fleſh or bones, but only ſome of his cloths. | | 

There is Vitriol in this Mine, white,-red, blue and green ; and alſo 
Vitriolat waters. There is a ſubſtance found, which ſticks to a 
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Gold-Ore of ſmall pointed parts like needles, of a purple colour, and 
ſhining, the mother of which is yellow like brimſtone, it is called .by 
them Antimony of Gold. There are Cryſtals found here, and ſome 
tinctured-yellow. - i LN RE as we, 
There is a Vitriol-Mine. in theſe Hills nigh the Gold-Mine,' about 
eighty fathoms. deep.: * The Earth or Ore whereof is reddiſh; apd 
ſometimes greeniſh: This Earth is infuſed in water, and after three 
days the water is poured off, and boyked ſeven days in a leaden Veſlel, 
till & comes to a thick granulated: whitiſh ſubſtance; which is after- 
wards reduced toa Calx-in: an Oven, .and ſerves- in the making of 
Aqua fortis,\or the ſeparating water ufed at Schemnztz. 
_- Where they pound: the Gold- Ore, they lay a: foundation three yards 
deep of wood, upon » which they [place the Ore, over which there 
are four and twenty :Beants armed at the bottom. with Iron, which 
break and grind the Ore, it being covered all the while with water. 
[Theſe Beams are moved:by faur Wheels, one Wheel to ſix Beams, the 
witer which . comes out ffom the pounded Ore, is let.into little Pits 
or Cheſts commonly ſeven or eight one after another; and afterwards 
into a large Pit of almoſt: half an Aker of ground, and then after ſet- 
ling let out. Orme I oe LOS Ss 
The Gold-Ore in powder or potinded 1s called $/ich, of which that 
is the richeſt which is neareſt to the Beams where-1t is firſt pounded. 
They work thus day and night continually. The Candles which they 
make uſe of are of Firr or ſome Reſtnous wood: | . _ 
They take the $/;ch waſhed fo long as perhaps in an hundred pound 
weight, there may be half an ounce or. an ounce of Gold and. Silver, 
the greateſt part ordinarily Gold, two thirds generally, (for the Chrem- 
»itz Gold-Ore is ſeldom without ſore mixrure of Silver, and the beſt 
of the Schemnitz Silver-Ore yields an eighth part of Gold in pro» 
portion to the Silver;) to this $/ic they add Limeſtone and Slacken, 
and melt them together in the melting Furnace. .,, - ws 
This firſt melting produces a ſubſtance called Lech ; this Lech 
they burn with Charcoal to make it lighter, to open its body and 
render it porous, and then it is called Ro/f, | + 
To the Roft they add Sand as they fee occaſion, and melt it again 
in the melting Furnace; then let it out into the Pan, and proceed 
as in the melting of Silver. | Ee, 
They have divers other ways to get the Gold out of the pounded 
Ore, and I cannot omit to ſet down this one, in which they proceed 


without Lead.

They waſh the pounded Ore often, and lay it in powder upon 


Cloths, and by the gentle oblique deſcending of the water over it, 
and their coritinual ſtirring it, the earthy, clayiſh, and lighter parts 
are waſht away, while the heavier and metalline remain in the Cloth: 
not much unlike to this proceeding is that with Sheep-skins and Wooll, 
which tney place either in the water which comes from the works, or 
in rivulets which have their Heads hid in Hil's and Mountains rich in 
Gold ; ſo that while the water and fluid parts paſs through or over 
them, the more ſolid, heavy and metalline are inſnared ; and by this 
way ſome have obtained the Golden Fleece; But to continue the man- 
ner of working with cloths, they waſh the cloths in which the Ore 
doth ſtick in ſeveral Tubs, and the water after ſome ſetling ours 
| K A 
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off from its Sediment ; which Sediment is again waſkt and ſitn'd up 
in feveral Veſſels and Troughs, till at length they ſprinkle Quick: fil 
ver uport it, and knead it well together for an Hour or two;;. and then 
waſhing it again in a wooden Veſſel, after the ſeparatinft:of much of 
it, which the Quick-filver touches not, by ſtriking this Veſſel againſt 
their leg, they bring the Gold and Quick-filver together- tn 8n Amalr 
gama, to one corner of it. From this 4malgama they train as much . of 
the Quick-filver as they can through courſe cloths firſt, and then 
through fine. They pat the Maſs remaining:upon a: perforated Rlate, 
which they ſet over 2 deep Pan placed 1n the Earth ; it the, bottom of 
which Pan they alfo put Quick-filver : This:Pan they cover, and lute 
the cover well, and then make a Charcoal fire, upon it, and griye down 
the Quick-filver yet remaining in the Gold to'the reſt in the bottom of 
the Pan ; and then taking out the Gold, they oaſt it into the fire that 
it-may ſtill become purer. 38: 7 IN 

Aﬀer ſome few days having ſeen rhe moſt remarkable curioſities of 
Chrenmnitz, | werit to Newſo/ ; paſſing thoſe Hills which lie on the 
Eaft-fide of Chremite, upon the top of one of which lies a vaſt Stone 
or Rock alone by it fIf., near the way-ſide';. theſe Hills: afford wood 
for the Service of the Gold-Mine. Paſling on further we were not far 
from La, a Village, where they find Quick-filver ; and after we had 
travelled. over the' Quick-filver Hills, we came again to the River 
Gran, upon which New/o/ ſtands ; ' there . is. 4 Bridge of wood to paſs 
the River at this Town, and an handſom building of Piles ſhoring croſs 
the River to ſtop the wood thrown into this River, ten miles higher, 
where the Country is very fult of wood : and by this Artifice with- 
out labour or charge, it is conveyed to Newſol, to be ufed in the work- 
ing of the Copper-Ore,and in the burning, melting, caſting, hammering 
of the Copper. | q 

Newſol is an handſome Town, and hath a large Pzazza, at the upper 
end whereof ſtands a fair - Tower. The Caſtle alfo is worth the fee- 
ing, in which is the Church covered over with Copper ; within the 
Church there are'many Figures of carved Wood, and ſome Reliques : 
but. being in the poſſeſſion of the Lutherans they are not much re- 
garded, though carefully preſerved. As I alſo obſerved in ſome Z#- 
theran Churches in Germany, as at Nuremberg, and Magdeburg, where 
ſome Reliques had been left; which they have not parted with, but Kill 
keep as rarities, | 

At this Town, and near unto it, are the greateſt Copper-works in 
Hungary, the body of the Copper being very ſtrongly united to its 
Stone, Bed, or the ſeparation of it is effected with great Ja- 
bour and difficulty ; for the Copper-Ore taken out of the Mine is 
burned and melted fourteen times before that it becomes fit for uſe ; 
and firſt it is melted with a Stone which they call Fluſs-ſteir, and its 
own drofs, atid with X7s or a ſort of Pyrites. It is afterwards: carri- 
ed to the Reo/?-hearth, where it 1s laid upon great ſtacks or ' heaps 
of Billets, and thoſe fet on fire under it ; by which means it is bur- 
ned into a ſubſtance» called Re/?, and this is repeated ſeven or eight 


- times; afterwards it is melted again in the melting Furnace, and at 


two Furnaces more at M:/mills, and twice at the Hammer. 
_ Here they alſo melt Xs which is brought hither from Jefna, which 
ſubſtance melted is ſerviceable in the melting of Silver. 

At 
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At Miſmills not far from hence they get Silver out of Copper, 
which they ſeperate thus : 'They add Lead to the ' Copper when it” is 
melted, and take out the Metals melted together-in Spoons or Iron 
Diſhes. When it is cold they give it a ſtrong; fire: again! as it lies 
upon croſs Bars, untill' the: Silver and Lead metts and (falls through. 
When the Copper hath paſſed -its laſt melting and..is fit for: uſe, they 
cut it in pieces, with great Hammers which are ſharp, to move every 
one of which 'there'is: a. Mill on purpoſe, which: with great force lift- 
th up the Hammer.: and to ſhape:and form it/into. Veſſels. or:Plates, 
they have other Hammers, which are flat or round according; as they 
intend to frame the Copper. hunt tf cl JV 9:14 

The Governor of theſe Works at Newſo/ was: highly obliging,' and 
beſides the giving us opportunity of ſeeing every thing we defircd, he 
ſent me a handſom prefent of Wine and Fowls,” and wrote a:Letter to 
the Przfe&t of the Copper-Mine:at Zerrn-gran#t.to ſhew me every 
thing that was curious and obſervable in that Mine.--;:: - IR 

Herrn-Grundt is a little Town ſeated very high between two Hills, 
upon a part of Land of the fame name, an Hungarian mile diſtant from 
Newſol. The-Country about was then all covered with Snow: after we 
came to ſuch a heighth, but in. the Valleys, and in our journey from 
Newſol hither we met with none ; ſo: that we: found the Air very 
piercing as we paſſed towards the entrance of the Mine in Miners ha: 
bits ; which habit conſiſts of a Linen. Coat and Drawers, a ſtiffround 
Cap, like the crown of a Hat, a leather Apron turned behind, and two 
pieces of Leather tyed. to the Knees, to defend thoſe: parts againſt any 
ſudden ſtriking againſt the Rocks; or [the fall of Earth: upon them. ' In 
the Mine we were warm enough. nag, 

I went into this Mine through a Cuniculus called Zachtoly, and con- 
tinued divers hours in the Mine, and viſited many. of. the moſt remar- 
kable places in it. The ſteep deſcents:in this Mine are made:by Lad- 
ders or Trees ſet upright, with deep notches or ſtayers: cut in them to 
ſtay the foot upon : They are not troubled with water, the Mine lying 
high in the Hill, ſo that the water may'drain away ; but they are mos 
lefted with duſt, which is choaking and fretting, and alſo with pernici- 
ous damps.- | | | | | 203 SRQQHHELT 

In one -place of the Mine they ſhewed me the manner how they 
had lately cured a very bad Damp by a great pair of Bellows, which 
were blown continually. for many days'; and in divers other places the 
Damps were ſo ſtrong as to hinder the Work-men very much in their 
labour, and theſe Damps are not only met with in places where the 
Earth is full of Clay or the like ſubſtances, but alſo- where. it is rocky, 
and. one place they. ſhewed me where there: had been. a perciicious 
Damp, and yet the Rock ſo hard, that it could not:be broken: by'their 
Inſtruments ;. but the deſcent was all made by the means of Gun-pow- 
der ramm'd into long holes in the Rock, and fo blown'up. ; 7164 

Much of this Mane lies.in the Rocks where:they: have. no: need of 
Wood-work to keep it open, and ſome paſſages lie between the: Rock 
and the Earth, ſo that they are kept open; upon one: ſide by Firr-Trees, 
and on the other ſide with Stone, the paſſages'alſo are-not ſo regular as 
at Chremnitz, for many here are neither horizontal, nor near to a: per- 
P—_ but moderately inclining: upand down, and there are many 

rge Cavities within, In one pace where we deſcended obliquely to» 
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g0 to a temarkable part of the Mine, we found that the Earth had fal- 


nin and ſtopped ap the paſſage, but one of our Guides unwilling to 
go about, and the Earth being yet looſe, he made a Burrough into it 


and digged his way through, although the Earth. continually fell upon 


him and covered him ; and got at length through and tumbled down 
among the Work-men below, with.a great quantity of: Earth after 
him ; wich which they fo ſpeedily laded their Barrows and Hundts, of 
which I ſpake before, and the Boys ran away with them with ſuch ſwift- 
nets, that in a ſhort time he made the paſſage clear again up to the place 
wherehe had left us. ns 

The 'Veins of this Mine are very large, many of them, ſuch as are 
termed cumuate, and the Ore is very rich, in an hundred pounds of 
Ore they ordinarily find twenty pounds of Copper, ſometimes thirty, 
forty, half Copper, and even to ſixty in the hundred. Much of the 
Ore 1s jayned 1o faſt to the Rock; : that tis ſepatated with great diffi- 
culty, and in many places the 'Ore and the Rock are one continued 
Body or:Stone, onely. with this diflerence that one part of the Rock 
will yield Copper, the other none ; which is known and diſtinguiſhed 
by the colour, and eafily at firſt fight, the Copper-Ore being tor the 
moſt part, eſpecially the beſt of it, either yellow or black : The yellow 
is pure Copper-Ore, the black contains alſo a proportion of Silver. 

There are divers forts of Vitriol found in this Mine, white, green, 
blue, and a red clear tranſparent... There is alſo a green Earth or Sedi- 
ment of a green Water, called Berg-Gran, uſed by the Painters ; there 
are likewiſe Stones found of a beautiful greet: and blue colour, and one 
fort upon which Zurcoiſes have been found, and therefore called the 
Mother of the 7urcozs. Y Bit 3 176 br 

There are alſo two Springs of a Vitriolat Water which-turn Iron in- 
to Copper, called the old and the new Ziment ; theſe Springs lie very 
deep in 'the Mine, and the Iron is ordinarily left in the water fourteen 
days. Theſe Waters are very profitable, ſeeing thac the worſt ſort of 
Iron, and uſeleſs old Tron is hereby turned into the pureſt fort of Cop- 
per, which hath this commendation above other Copper to be more 
duRile; malleable, and eaſily melted ; and T-have melted it without the 
addition of any other ſubſtance, without difficulty. Whilſt the Ore of 
Copper muſt run through many Fires and Furnaces to be brought to 
any thing. Of this fort of Copper I took a good quantity out of the 
old Ziment, and I took allo a piece of Copper of the Figure of a Heart 
which had been layed in it eleven or twelve days before; having the 
fame Figure, but as perfealy Iron then, as it 1s at this day Copper. 
Some will not have this to be a Tranſmutation of one Metal into ano- 
ther, but that this Water of the Zimmer? being faturated with a Y7tris- 
lum Yexcris, and meeting with fuch a body fo ready to receive it as 
Mars, it depoſes Fexus, who immediately inſinuates her felf 1o far 
into Mars, that ſhe doth :dividere & imperare, and at laſt ſhe fubſti- 
tutes her own body, and precipitates that of Mars. | 

In the changing of Iron into. Copper in theſe Springs, many parts 
are ihdeed often ſeparated, and:licat the bottom in powder, but theſe 
parts are not Iron-but Copper; and 1 have taken of this powder out 
of the Spring, and melted atinto excellent Copper ; © that.if the Tron 
be not changed, Þ know not what becomes of it. This m__—_—_ 
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which nature ſo curiouſly performs in the Mine, I have ſince ſeen at- 
tempted to be imitated by Art; and in my judgment ſucceſsfully. _ 

After that I had ſeen many of the moſt remarkable places in the 
Mine, I returned to the Ferwalter of Ferrn-Grund? his Houſe, and put 
my clothes on again in the Stove : - where'we were afterwards very 
kindly entertained, He ſhewed me a Map of that Mine wherein we 
had ſpent moſt part of that day; and the delineations of all thoſe 


places we had been at, with a Scale to meaſure the lengths and diſtan-. 


ces of all Paſſages and Places in the Mine; and it was very ddightful 
fo ſee fo large a Dranght or Pifture'of fo fair a Subterrancous City : nor 
can term it lefs, in which there 1s more building'than in many. The 
extent ſurpaſſes moſt, and the number. of the Inhabitants are conſide- 
rable, their Order admirable, their Warches exact, their Reſt undi- 
ſturbed, grateful after Labour and refreſhing, they: repoſing theinſelyes 
eight hours in the hollow of a Rock after the ſame-time ſpent in labour; 
beſides .this Map, he ſhew'd ime many curious Minerals taken out .of 
that Mine, and by heating the Copper-Ore, and cafting it into water, 
made the water ke fome natural Baths which ariſe near theſe Hills. 
And upon my commending the Zimene water and its ſtrange Opera- 
tion upon Iron, he preſented me with divers fair pieces) and: a chain 
of Copper tranſmuted in thoſe Springs. © They make alſo very hand- 
ſome Cups and Veſlels our of this fort of Copper, and we:drank.out of 
one of them which was gilded over, and had'a rich piece of Silver- 
Ore faſtned in the middle of it ; and this Inſcription graved on the 
outſide : ' pr 7 |

Silber trag ich, Goldt bedeckt mich. i. ce.”

' But when they come to:deal with deeper and richer veins of Ore, and 


that there ſhall be by degrees more of theſe Vitriolate Copper ſprings 
diſcovered, this revenue will then be encrtaſed. And it 15 more than 
probable that time will bring niore-of them to light; for at Zolnock and 
other places near the Carpathian Hills there*are . divers of the ſame 
ſprings already.made uſe of. But if furthermore, conſidering the no- 
bleneſs of theſe ſprings, containing in them the true.mature Salt of Ye- 
24s, ſome Perſons hereafter ſhall be:ſo fartunate, as.moreover.to diſ-

The heat of theſe.is anſwerabke-to that - of the Kings-Bath in Erg- 
land ; there. are.fteven 'in number”: - 'The firſt is' the Noblemans Bath, 
the ſecond the; Gentfemans, the :third the Country-mans, the fourth 
the Country-womans,;the fifth the Beggars Bath, the ſixth for ſuch as 
are infected. with the Znes Yenerca, the ſeventh the Bath of the Gypfes.

I tath'd in one 
of theſe and met good company:..that I was detained too Tong,” and 
received ſome inconvenience fron the heat of the Bath, nor could I 
commend their cuſtom'of eating, drinking, and ſleeping much while

From'S:u#n Bad we went to Boinitz, croſſing the River Nztra and 
leaving  Priviz,,alarge Town on:the'left hand. At Boinztz there are 
alſo five naturat Baths 'of a-moderate gentle heat delightful to bath in, 
being much beautified by Count:iPalf Palatine of Hungary, and all of 
them covered under one large roof., ' The firſt is the Noblemans Bath. 
built of Stone, deſcended into on all ſides by Stone ſtairs; the other 
four are of wood, very handſomely and well built, where it was a plea- 
ſure to us to ſee the Boys and Girls dive ſo finely for any thing that 
we caſt in. About this part of the Country there grows very much 
Safiron. _ 

From Boznitz we went to We/tonitz, two Hungarian miles, and from 
WWeſtonitz the next day, we'arrived at Zrexſchin, which they count four 
Hungarian miles ; but ſuch long ones they are, that we were travelling 
from before Sun-riſing till eight of the Clock at night, before we could 
come. to our jourheys end. 

Trenſchin is a handſome: Town. ſeated upon the River Waag, over 
which there is a Bridge of wood ; the Pazza is fair, the Jeſuites 
Church handſome; the Caſtle ſeated very high, eafily diſcernable at 
twenty Engliſh miles diſtance, and-belonged to the Graff Jelhaſey. 
There are two warm-Baths a mile from the Town, and a great num- 
ber of Springs of Mineral waters in the Country about. Here we met 

with Count Rozhall going from the Emperor to treat with 44afi Prince 
of. Tranſylvania his Commiſſioners at Eperies, where I engaged fome 
of his Attendants to make enquiry into the Salt-Mines of that place, 
or any other, according to the inſtructions I left with them, and after- 
wards.I received an Account to this effect. 

Half an hours going from the City of ZEperzes in upper Hungary, 
there is a Salt-Mine of great note from the firſt place of deſcent unto 
the bottom, it is about one hundred and fourſcore fathoms deep. Into 
this the Miners deſcend firſt by Ropes, and at laſt by Ladders unto the 
lower parts. The Mine is for the moſt part in an Earthy, and not a 
Rocky ground. 5; þ 348 Iva0 | 
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The Veins of Salt are large, and there are pieces to be found of ten 
thouſand pound weight : they commonly hew out the Salt into long 
ſquare pieces of two foot in length, and one in thicknefs, and for uſe it 
is broken and grinded between two Gtind ſtones.” + -- Mee. 

The Mine is cold and moiſt, bur the Salr being « Stone falt, 'is not 
eaſily diſſolved, or atleaſt in any great quantity by dampneſs or mois 
fture ; yet much of the water of the Mine is impregnated with-falt, 
in ſuch fort that being drawn out in large buckets, and afterwards 

yId up, it affords blackiſh Salt, which they give to their Cattle in

There are alſo ſome pieces fo clear and hard, that they carve them into 
divers Figures, as if they were Cryſtal it ſelf. Of all theſe ſorts men- 
tioned I alfo obtained ſome pieces, and brought them with me into 


But it is time to conclude this long diſcourſe of Mines and Minerals, 
which 1may ſeem of little concern unto many ; yet for the fatisfaftion 
of the more curious in ſo conſiderable a piece of Naturals, in places lit- 
tle known unto us; and withal, undeſcribed by any Eng/i/ſh Pen that I 
Know ; I would not omit this parricular account thereof. - 

I continued my journey near to the River Waag, and came to Nove 
Mneſto, and from thence the next day to 7 irzaw, a City ſeated upon a 
Plain, and to be ſeen at a great diſtance ; it hath almoſt recovered ir 
ſelf out of the Aſhes that it was reduced into fix years before : the day 
following we got to the Daxube again, and lodged that night at Pres- 
burg, whereof I have ſpoken elſewhere ; and then paſſing the Daxabe 
in two Ferry-boats, we travelled by 'Zomburg Tower, by Zaimberg 
Hill, by the Town of Zaimberg, by Regelsbrun, Viſchet and Swechet, 
and came to Vienna. | 

A great part of theſe Countries of upper Z7ungaria, through which 
T travelled, had a different face from that of 4«/tria, and from what 
they had formerly been. For ſome places had been burat or plundred 
by the Zartars and Zurks in the late war, and divers pay contribution 
to them, ſo that many live warily and meanly to become leſs noted : 
And in divers places their Houſes are bare and unfurniſhed ; and it is 
well if they have any other Bed than one for the man of the- Houſe 
and his Wife. Even in parts ofthe Country better provided, and un- 
der the Emperor, a great part of 
the reformed Religion, are under ſuch hard meaſure and fears that they 
live in little content, and being of a ſtout and perſevering temper, they 
may 1n time become fo deſperate, that if the 7«rk ſhould break power-

Here we met with very good Company, and all kind of accommo- 
dation at no dear rate.

_ Having bathed in the Baths, and taken a draught of the Town,*I 
-left Baden, and the next conſiderable place was New/tag, one of the 
chiefeſt Cities in Auſtria; it-1s of a ſquare Figure with a F:azza in the 
. middle of it, two {ides whereof are arched and fupport<d with Pillars: 
there are faur Gates, three whereof are to be ſeen from the Pzazze ; St. 
Facoks is the chiefeſt Church,which hath two Steeples in the Front. The 
Emperor hath a Palace here of a ſquare Building with four Towers, 
which are tobe feen a great way off, as is alſo moſt part of the Town, 
as lying in a Mariſh Ground, and in a plain Country ; it is encompaſ-

At Labach 1 happily met-with Mr. Zoſh a Scotch A pothecary 
in that Town, who was very civil unto me, informing me of the places 
about, and ſhewing me many Curiohities, and the ſeveral Minerals of 
thoſe parts. 

This place is conceived to be old Nauportaus famous for the landing - 
of the Argonautes, who ſetting forth from Argos Pelaſgicum in 7 heſſa- 
ly failed unto Co/chos on: the Eaſtſide of the Euxine Sea, but being 
purſued by the King of Co/chos his. Veſſels diſpatched after thcm, they 
declined returning by the ZZelz{pent, but bearing. Northward entred 
the mouth. of fer or : Dazywb;us, and paſſed up the River till they came 
to the concurrence.of the Danuhius and the Satay, and taking; up the 
Savus they came to the River Labach,and went up that River landing 
about this place anciently called -Nauporzus, and then travelled to the 
Aadriatick Sea and returned unto Greece.

From hence we travelled towards the : Zirchnitzer-See, or famous 
ſtrange Lake of Zirchnitz having the Marſhes on our right, hand, and 
the Hills on our left?:till wecame to Brounirza, and then paſſing over 
them we came to Zzirchnitz, a Town of about three hundred Houſes, 
which gives the name unto the Lake, here I applyed my {elt unto A#- 
dreas Wifer the Richter or Judge of the Town who atiorded me di- 
xecionsand accommodations for the viewing of the Lake ; and went 
down to Seedorf,a Village balf a mile.nearer the Lake, and then to Nz- 
derdorffy where I took Boat and ſpent ſome time upon the Lake. 

This Lake is about two German miles long, and one broad, encom- 
paſſed' with Hills at ſome diſtance, and upon the South-ſide lies a 
Foreſt part of Birnbaumer Foreſt, which extends a great way, where- 
11 are many Dear, wild Boars, Foxes, Wolves and Bears. 

Every: year in, ſome part of the Month of Jane, the water of this 
Lake deſcends under-ground . through many great holes at the bot- 
toms ; and in the Month)of September returns again by the fame 
holes ; and with a ſpeedy aſcent, ſpringing and mounting up to the 
heighth of a'Pike; and foon covering that tract of ground again. When 
the water 'is under-ground, the Earth makes a ſpeedy production of 
of Graſs yielding food for Cattel in the Winter, and at the fame time, 
Hares, Deer and Boars reſort to this place out of the Country, and the 
fore-mentioned Foreſt, and are often taken by the people. ot 

The Lake affords plenty of EF iſh, but they fiſh bur by permiſſion, 
for the Prince of Eckenberg is Lord thereof, and a good part of the

The entrance into theſe Mines 1s not high or upon an Hill, but in 
the Town it ſelf, whereby they are ſomewhat the more troubled with 
water, againſt which they are provided. with many excellent Engines 
and Devices, as at other deep Mines ; the deepeſt part of the Mine 
from the entrance is between one hundred and twenty, and one hun» 
dred and thirty fathoms.

Having feen many of the chief Fortifications in Europe, I had the 
greater deſire to take a view of this, becauſe'it carries fo great a fame; 
and 3s faid to have been contrived by Military advice from all parts, 
and as alſo becauſe the Yenetians would have it believed to be the no- 
bleſt Fortification, not onely in Earope, but in the World ; T heartily 
wiſh they may never know a complete 7»rki/h Army before it, efpe- 
cially when ever they are in no good condition to relieye it. - If the 
Emperor, through whole Countries the 7urks muſt paſs to come to this 
place, and the Republick hold' firm; it will be hard for the Turk to 
come unto it, and if the 7ark ſhould be at ſuch a peace with the Yene- 
tiars as may bind up.theip Fleet from aſſiſting the other parts of 7raly, 
he ſhall not need to attempt it or make his way into 7taly by that

From Palma nova 1 went to Maran St. Vito, a Port Town of the Ye- 
netians in Friul;, fo named from St. Yito, who is ſaid to have been bu- 
ried in this place. 

At this Town we took a Fe/uca, and fayling by the ſhoar of Friats 
or Fatria, we paſſed by Porto di Taiamento, and came to Cahorle. In 
this Iſland there is a Church dedicated to the Bleſſed Virgin ſeated np- 
on the Sea-ſhoar nigh the Waves, yet faid never to be overflowed by 
the Sea, being as it were the Z7a/cyon Neſt of its Patronefs, and a 
place of remarkable devotion. On this fhoar we refreſhed onr ſelves 
and were divertiſed at Sea in ſeeing them take Shell-fiſh, and then paſ- 
ſing by Livenza,where the Sea came formerly up as high as Opitergium, 
and afterwards by Porto di Pave, I arrived at PYenice entring by the

Here 1 found the whole City highly concerned for the Hazardous 
State of Candia, which was loſt ſoon after, Dominico Cantarini the 
ſent Duke was ſedulous in that affair.

In order thereto I took Boat at Yerice and landed at Meftre a pret- 
ty Town, and the beſt place for accommodation for ſuch as travel into: 
Germany by 7 rol, or into Auſtria by Friuli ; from hence I travelled 
ten miles through a pleaſant plain Country till I came to 7reviſo or 
Tarvifium, which gives the name unto the Country about, La Marca 
Trevigiana, a handſome City adorned with :good Houſes, Churches, 
Towers and Fountains. The clear River  S$i/e or $40 runs through 
it, and afterwards into the Sea between Me/tre and Murano ; it aboun-' 
ds in good Wines and Fruit, and was a chief Seat of the Lombards in 
theſe parts. This old City, after having run various fortunes and been 
under the ſubjection of the ZHuns, and other conquering Nations, and 
ſometimes obeyed the Signor; della Scala, and the. Carraref was united 
to the State of Yexzce in the year 1388. It was converted to the Chri- 
ſtian Faith by Proſdochimus a follower of St. Peter. Eight miles from 
hence ſtood the Ancient City 4/tinum founded by Antenor, and de- 
ſtroyed by Attzla. | | 

From thence I came to Lovadina, and croſſed the great River Pave, 
Plavis, or Anaſſus, which ariſing in the Mountains, paſſes by the Ci- 
ties of Be/luna and Feltre, then to Concian or Conig/ian, and next to Sa- 
cille or Sacillum, formerly a Biſhops See under the Patriarch of Aquileza, 
a pleafant and well-built place eſteemed the Garden of the Republick, 
and ſeated by the River Zivenza or Liqguentia, which paſſing by Motta 
runs into the Gulf of Pence. 

Here I took a guide to conduct me through the Plains and Mea- 
dows, and came to Spi/zmbergo,where I again took a Guide to croſs the 
ſwift River Zaiamento or 7iiaventum ; this is eſteemed the greateſt Ri- 
ver in Frisli, ariſing above in the J«l;an Alpes, and running down into 
the A4driatick Sea, and often over-flowing a great part of the plain 
Country. This ſwift River put a ſtop to the incurſion of the 7urks 
when Scander Baſſa of /lyria broke into Friul: with twelve thouſand 
Horſe and deſtroyed all before him, in the Reign of Sulran Bajazet the 
Second. : 

Not far from Spilimbergo, I paſſed a neat River or notable Cut call- 
ed La Brentel/la, ſixteen mules long, made by the Yenerians for the bet- 
ter bringing down of wood from the Mountains to be uſed in the 
making of Glaſſes at Mura ; it is all paved with a good Stone, bottom 
and fides, the bottom is round, ſo that it is ſomewhat like a Tube 
opened or ſplit in two.

Not far from hence is a Lake called the Offacter See, from Ofpath 4 
Town upon the ſide thereof, and is one of the moſt conſiderable Lakes 
in Carinthia, there being 'befides.it, theſe which are remarkable, the 
White Lake, the Miliftatter, the Werd;:and the Forchten; this Lake 
doth not onely abound in Fiſh, . but affords great plenty of Offiackee 
Nuts, which the people ear, and ſome make: Bread of;: which notwith- 
ſtanding upon examination I fourid to be no other than very'large Seeds 
of Tribulus Aquaticus, or water Ga/thorps. : it ele we I

From Y/lach I:foon came to the Werd See, and keeping it! contiduab> 
ly on my right hand, I travelled by the ſide of it till I came to Clografi bs 
te, and then paſſed again to St. Feirs, where I met Mr: Doze/tan, from

great Lead Mines in upper Cari#thia at Bleyberg, where they have 
worked eleven hundred years, and the Pits are deep;. Federmes Stoller

From St. Yeite:I. continued my journey by Frieſach, where formerly 
there was a Gold Mine, and then by Newmark, Hundtsmark, Peltſolz,. 
Xnitelfeldt; Liiihmn, Prug, Keimberg, Mehrz-u-Schlag, Schadtwien, News 
kirckel, New/tadt; Soljnaw, Traſkirchel, Newdorff, to Wien. 
This my; return from Yenice to Vienna, about three hundred and fif- 
ty talian.miles, was the moſt quiet journey I ever made, for not meet- 
ing with. good Company I pertormed it alone, and upon one Horſe ; 
add/although there are ſeveral Nations,and no leſs than four Langauges 
ſpoken upon this: road, yet I met-with no diſturbance from any, nor 
did any. one ask from-whence I came, or whither I would go, no trou- 
ble as to Bills of health, and good accommodation in the: Inns at an ea- 
fie rate, they are. for the moſt-part a' plain People, make good Soulgi- 
ers, little mutinous, but. obedient to commands, and hardy, and are of 
g00d-uſe and ſervice unto the Emperor.

The diſtance-which S7rabo makes between Agaileia and Nauportus 
or Labach of four hundred furlongs or fifty miles, though ſomewhat 
too ſhort, may be fairly tolerated, but what he delivers of the ſpace 
between Zerge/tum or Trieſte, and the Danube not to be made out. er 
a Terge/io ad Danubium, Stadiorum circiter mille & ducenta, that the ;;; ,, 
journey from 7rieſte to the Danube was about one thouſand and two 
hundred furlongs, or an hundred and fifty miles, which is too ſhort a 
meaſare unto the neareſt part of the Danube, which. will make about 
two hundred and fifty miles ; but the Ancients might eaſily err here- 
in, ſince ſome of them were miſtaken in the true courſe of the Dazube, 
which they conceived to have one branch to run into the Adriatick 
Sea. 

I went this Journey when the Sun was in Caxcer, in the hotteſt time 
of the year, and the heat was very offenſive to me in the great Plaigs 
of Priuli, and Auſtria ; but in the Alpes it was much more moderate, 
and the Country was all green, and pleaſant ; when on the contrary 
all the Graſs in 4u/?ria was burned up by the Sun, and if there were 
not a continual breeze about the middle of the day upon all great 
Plains, eſpecially in Southern Countries,the heat would be intolerable; 
and I could not but take notice how pleaſantly the poor Peafantsin the 
Alpine Countries divertiſed themſelves in the Fields, and after their la- 
bour would be lively and brisk, ſometimes play at Cards, with Cards 
of a ſpan long, ſuch as they have in thoſe Countries, while the rich 
Country-men in Auſtria were faint and gaſping for breath, nor did ir 
any thing avail them that 4«/?rza was more Northern then Styria or 
Carinthia, for there may be as much difference as to the temperature of 
the Air, and as to heat and cold in one mile, as in ten degrees of Lati- 
tude, and he that would cool and refreſh himſelf in the Summer, had 
better go up to the top of the next Hill, than remove into a far more 
Northern Country. I have been ready to freeze on the top of a Hill, 
and in an hours time after have ſuffered as great inconvenience from 
the heat of the Valley ; at the riſing of the Sun I have been upon a 
Hill with a clear sky, and good weather, and have ſeen a Valley in- 
compaſled with Mountains and covered all over with Clouds much be- 
low us, the Sun ſhining upon the upper part of the Clouds made them 
appear like fine Down or Wooll, and made the ſofteſt ſweeteſt lights 
and ſhadows imaginable ; afterwards when we deſcended into this 
Valley under the Clouds we had no ſuch pleaſant Proſpect, but were 
rained upon the moſt part of the day. In that hot Country of Arab:a 
Travellers complain moſt of the cold they ſuffer in paſſing the Hills. 
The Mountains in 7zaly and Sparn are ſome of them covered with _ 
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and Ice all the Summer long. _ board __ Mount Aras isf0 allo, 
from Dr. Butler who lately travelled in thoſe parts, Bod from 
when in Great Britazu there is nd ſuch t Aft, | Porn We ; ve 
Winters for the moſt part favourable, when Captain James who weat 
to diſcover the North-weſt paſſage, and to ſearch if-thete were any 
communication between the 4:laxtick Qcean and the Squth Kea k 1n the 
Northern part of America, as there is .in the Sonthern, {affered more 
hardſhip in. the fame degree of Latitude then the nine Eng/i/b men 
who were left all the Winter in Green/azd, and Bafhv, on the contrary, 
upon the fame deſign had a pleaſant Voyage in an apen-Sea, and met 
with Inhabitants upon the Shoar, till he came withig..nine- degrees of 
the Pole. But I ſhall wander too far out of the way, and theretgre will 
put an cad to this Diſcourſe.

NORWICH 
:OLEN 
GERMANY. 


N the year 1668. I left the large and pleaſant City of 
Norwich, and went by land to Tarmouth,a Port Town 
in Norfolk, at the mourh of the River Z7ieras or Tare 
large, fairly built and populous, very conſiderable for 
the great Herring fiſhing 'in the Autumn, and the 
commerce it maintains in the Streights ; Baltick, - 
Britiſh and German Seas: With 7talians, French, 

Spaniards, Dutch, Danes, and Swedes. I was here nobly entertained 

by that worthy and obliging perſon, Sir Fames Johnſon, who alſo fur- 

niſht me with Letters of Credit, to Amſterdam, Franckfort, Venice and 

Vienna ; Whereby I was readily and handſomely accommodated in all 

Parts where I had afterwards occaſion to travel. 

Auguſt the 14. about fix a Clock at Night I went aboard the Angel- 
Fetch in Tarmouth Road, a Veſlel of about 55 Tuns, and we imme- 
diately ſet ſay] for Rotterdam ; we left St. Nicholas-Sand on the Lar- 
board, and after that the Nowles, a new Sand, not taken notice of to 
be raiſed above twelve years before. We kept qur courſe all night, 
Eaſt and by South, and Eaſt South-Eait. The Sea burned at the head 
of the Ship at the beginning of rhe night, but the Moon rifing there 
appeared nothing but froth. In the morning we diſcovered Graveſand?e 
Steeple. It is the cuſtom upon all this coaſt to ſend out Pylot-boats 
continually to meet all Ships at Sea, and furniſh them with Pylots to 
i>ring them through the ſands,. and no Ship is to refuſe one: Having 
taken in our Pylot, we ſoon diſcovered Goree Steeple, and then the 
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Briel. We entred the River Moſa, or Maes, a Large and noble Stream, yz. wwe: 


which ariſing in the Mountains of Yauge, or Yogeſus, paſſing by poo 
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Rotterdam. 


dun, Dinant, Namur, Lieze, Maeſtricht, Ruremond, YVenlo, and many 
conſiderable Places, doth here fall inzo the Ocean, we had a very plea- 
fant paſſage up the River,ſayling by*many neat Villages, as Maeſe-ſluys, 
Schedam,_Deifshaven, and handſome rowes_ of Trees upon the ſhore, 
and ame Ref dowlajonn ſix & hight; This ig'ons of the three 
chief paſlags by Sei intd* Zolland,' the other bein by Flu/leys and 
the Zexel. The neareſt cut out of England into Holland is from Lai- 
ſtoffe Point to Graveſand!t, which is 48. Leagues, and the deepeſt part 
of the Sea is about 28 Fathoms. There lay two of the greateſt Ships 
in Zze/land.at that time near Rotterdge, the Crane and the Waſſenacr ; 
this later built in lieu of that in abi Admiral Opafam was blown up, 
fighting againſt bis Royal HighneS the Duke of Zork, now; King of 
Great Britain, France and Treland, &c. who thus early expoſed his life 
t5 theſe extream hazards for the ſafety of Eyg/and and his other King- 
doms. The Heads or Keyes between which we entred the Town by 
water are handſome, and Ships of great burden axe received into the 
middle of divers ſtreets-without difficulty, (their Channels being deep - 
and large) the houſes are well built, and the Town populous, they have 
an Exchange or place for Merchants to meet at, the ſtreets are fo clean 
that the Women go about in white Slippers, they being paved with 
Bricks laid edgewiſe. The Landthaife hath a fair front. In the great 
Chureb the Organs, the Tower and the Monument of De wiz ; upon 
the Bridge the Statue of Eraſmus, as alſo the houſe where he was born, 
and the Pleaſure boats of the States are worth the ſecing. It being 
then the time of their Xermzis or Fair, there were Playes acted and 
many rarities ſhewn, as Zzons, Leopards, &c. and a great noiſe was 


made abour a tall Woman to be ſhewn of feven foot high ; but the 


Boor of :Leckerkir k, not far from this Town, was higher. Parſons and 
Ewans, Porters to King Chares the firſt, did alſo exceed her, 'The 1ri/h 
Youth who hath not yet done growing by divers years, ſhown in ma- 
my places, is already Seven Foot and ſeven Inches high, but I have ſel- 
dom heard of any that was taller than Martix Wierſki a Polander,who 
at the age of forty two. years was preſented to the Emperor Maximi- 
liax the fecond, as 'a rarity of nature, and was full eight foot high, 
whoſe Pictore, as big as the life, I faw, near to the Frarciſcays Convent 
at Vienna ut Auſtria. 

From. Rotterdam I paſted by Overſchee to Delfe, by the Powder- 
houſe, which is a handſome one, built now at ſome diſtance from the 
Fown to prevent the like accident which befel when the former tool: 
fire and blew up part of the Town. The Pazza or market-place is a 
very fair one, having the front of the Town houſe at one end of it, and 
the high Steeple of the new Church at the other. In the old Church, 
Van-Tromps Tomb is very well carved upon the ſide of the Wall, him- 
ſelf lying upon a Canon encompaſſed with Arms and trophies. In the 
middle Iſle of the new Church there is a noble monument, the Tomb 
of William of Naſſaw Prince of Orange, together with his Wife and Son, 
Prince Manrice ;' his Status is n-armour with his Dog at his Feet, and 
four Obelisks are ſupported by ten Marble pillars. In a houſe of this 
Town there were ſhewn me in a Wall the marks of the bullers ſhot at 
Prince William, who was thereby murthered 1584. and in another 

Church which was broad and ſpacious I faw a handſome Tomb for Sir 
Charles Morgans Lady, and the Monument of Peter Hein the. Admiral, 
who took the Spaniſh Silver-fleet. | The

hence to Scheveling, froth whence his [afe. Majeſty King Charles the 
Second returned into England, is very remarkable, it being a ſtreight 
way cut through the Skre-hills, and paved with Brick'for three-miles, 
havivg on each hand four or five row's of Trees, and Scheveling Steeple 
at the end of it.

The Hague and Madrid in Spain art acconnted the greateſt Villa- 
ges, or open unwalled places, .in Europe, and the Holanders have 
thought it more honour t6 be Maſtets of the: gfeateſt Village, than of 
a place which, if it, were walled, would come ſhort of many Cities ; 
but this may prove a dangerons refolution, fot formerly upon this ad- 
vantage, Martin van 'Roffem, Captain to the- Duke of Gze/dres, ſacked 
the Hague ; and it was lately in the like danger when the French 
Forces lay at trecht and Worden; it they had forced a paſſage into 
that part of Z##/and.

ſent one of the neateſt 'Fowns in E470pe ;/ Well built, hath divers large

But a nobfer Antiquity lies under the Sea, than arty above ground ; 
not far ſrom hence'near Catwyck 1s a ſquare fortreſs called A4rx Britay- 
nica, built by Caligaa; 'in the declining of the Roman Empire ruined 
in part by the Normans, and afterwards neglected, and overwhelmed 
by the Sea. Bur in ſome Feirs, and great retire of tlie Sea, the ruines 
have been diſcovercd, and many noble: Antiquities brought from it, 
ſome having this inſeriprion Ex. Ger. Inf. ex Germania. Ifferior?: The 
Sradthaiſe hath a fair front towards the Street. fn the” Anatomy 
Schools are a very great number of Skelerons. ' Two legs of an El:- 
phant. The Skeleton of a young Whale, of i Forſe, Deer, Cow, Cat, 
Fox, and many other Animals ; divers' Skeletons of Men and Women, 
fome bodies preſerved with their Muſcles, and"one'intire, the fleſh; skin 
and all parts defended from corruption. I faw alſo here what Mon- 
fieur de Bils pretended towards the' preſervation of Bodies, but more 
accurately afterwards at Dr. Ruiſch his houſe at 4mferdam. The Phy- 
ſick-garden, although but ſmall, is well filled with' Plants, where are 
alfo many other borh natural, and artificial Curioſities to be ſeen, and 
many forts of Op:ick-g/afſes. Near the garden are the Schools —

Brick with the Oficina Elzeviriana on the top. In the Churches1 faw 
the Monuments of many famous men, in the French Church is the 
Tomb of Foſeph Scaliger, with a large Inſcription upon it, and theſe 
few words which he himſelf deſired might be placed there.

There is a Picture in the Chamber for the Burgermaſters, repre- 
ſenting the day of Judgment, drawn by Lucas van Leyden, ſo 
much eſteemed that, it is faid, the Emperor Rudolphas would have gi- 
ven for it as many Ducats of Gold as would have covered it. The 
Table alſo upon which Fohn of Leyden wrought whilſt he was a Tay- 
lor, is a Curioſity, becauſe he proved afterwards: ſo conſiderable a di- 
ſturber of Germany, and came to be King of the Anabaptiſts. 

This City endured a hard ſiege by the Spaniſh forces, and they were 
reduced unto great — but they faved themſelves by overflow- 
ing the Country, and ſo forcing the enemies to make away with 
great loſs; and aiterwards coyned a memorial-Medal with this in- 
ſcrption.

' From Leyden I came to Haerlem, a neat City, pleaſantly ſeated and 
having a Grove near it. 'The great Church is eſteemed the largeſt in 
Holland, with a very high Lanthorn upon it. Within are many In- 
{criptions and Monuments, moſt of which are tranſcribed and ſet down 
in Gotfr. Hegenitii [tinerarium Hollandicum, In the Prince's houſe are 
all the Earls of Zo/and Painted upon the wall, and in the Garden in 
the Summer-houſe, the Picture of Laurextius Coſterus, who is ſaid to 
have firſt invented the art of Printing in this Town ; but others attri- 
bute it to Johannes Gortenberg, a German. On the other ſide there is a 
Picture of a Ship with Saws, in memory of the manner how 2amzaza 
in Egypt was formerly taken by thoſe of this Town, who, as they re- 
port, accompanied Frederick Barbaroſſa in an expedition againſt the 
Saracens, and when the men of Pelufium or Damiata had chained up

The old Mens houſe, or an Hoſpital for ſixty aged perſons, is large 
and handſome ; having a good Quadrangle and a Garden in it. 'The 
Hoſpital alſo for the ſick is very cleanly kept. | 
_ Here I firſt faw the manner of puniſhing Malefaors by whipping 
them with rods, which is more ſevere than I imagined ; they lead them 
to a Poſt upon a Scaflold, their hands tyed and by a Pully drawn up 
as high as can be extended, and then an Iron faſtned about their waſt 
to keep them ſteady ; in which tretched-out poſture they receive ſome- 
inns fifty or ſixty ſtripes or more, according to the merit of their of- 

ence. 

Not far from this place there is a great Water, or noted Lake called 
ZZaerlem Meere about twenty Miles 1n length, which is frozen aver in 
hard Winters, and men ſwiftly travel over it by ſliding ar in ſleds. 
When ZZaerlem was beſieged there was a Naval fight upon it ; The 
Dutch having about an hundred and fifty Veſſels, and the Spaniards 
not many fewer. The Town was afterwards taken by Compoſition, 
but fuch Cruelty was uſed by tho Spaniards that they have nat yet 


forgot it. Amſterdam, 


From Haerlem I went to AmFfferdam, a City. at preſent for Riches, 
Trade, Shipping, fair Streets, and pleaſant habitations, ſcarce yielding 
to any other of the World. It is ſeated upon the River 7e, and hath 
its name, as 'tis reported, from a Caſtle- appertaining long ſince to the 
Lords of Am#e/, to whom this place alſo belorged : At the begin- 
ning, the ſeat of a few Fiſhermen ; but afterwards increaſing, it re- 
ceived many Priviledges from the Counts of Hollavud, and was made 2 
Town or City by the favour of their Grants and Charters. In the year 
1470.it was walled about with a Brick-wall, to defend it againſt the 
Citizens of Ztrech?, they having been fn great danger to have fallen in- 
to their hands, if thoſe of Ztrecht had purſued their Victories. In 
few Months after alſo, the whole Town was almoſt reduced to Aſhes by 
fire, but by the increaſe of their Traffick they eaſtly.overcame their 
loſles, waded through all difficulties, and rendred good: Services to 
their Counts, and rectived the honour afterwards trom Maximilzan

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Party, and communicated his defign,he reſolved to ſurprize the Town 
by night, at the time of the ſounding of the Bell ; ro which intent 
they were already entred the Market place, had ſet upon the Town- 
houſe: and:cut in pieces thoſe who reſiſted them:'' When by great 
providence the rope/to the great Bell was taken away ; the Magj- 
ſtrates had notice of it, and cauſed all the Streets and Avenues leading 
to the Market-place to be ſtopped up with Wool-facks and Hop-facks, 
whereby they were hindred in their deſign of taking the Town by 
night, and the next morning their number being diſcovered to be in- 
confiderable, they were ſet upon, driven into the Szadthuzs, and de- 
feated. 1 | | 

Of ate years this City is mightily encreaſed and encompaſſed with 
2 new Wall, and fortified after the modern way. The new Streets 
are large and uniform : and the whole Town being in a low Marſhy 
ground, the water is let in through all the conſiderable Streets. The 
River 4m/tel paſſes through the City, being let in under a handſome 
well contrived Bridge of Eleven Arches, which is ſo built as to make 
part of the Wall and Rampart, and is 26 paces broad. The whole 
"Town is built upon Piles, or high Firr-trees, driven down perpendicu- 
larly into the Earth fo thick together, that nothing more can be forced 
in between them : And by this means they build Houſes in the Sea, 
and lay Foundations ſtrong enough to ſupport the geateſt Buildings 
- whatſoever, in places where no ſolid bottom is to be found. But they 
muſt needs be at a great expence and labour before they can lay the 
firſt Stone - And the number of Trees required to each Foundation is 
conſiderable ; ſince for the'Foundation of cae Tower or Steeple alone, 
'over againſt the Church of St. Xatherine, Mr. F. de Parivall, who 
wrote Les Delices de Ia Follande, reckons that there was rammed 
into the ground a Fore/?, as he calls it, of Six thouſand three hundred 
and thirty four great Trees. 'iAbout this manner of work, for the fix- 
ing their Foundations, I faw them employed in divers places, parti- 
cularly at the Eaſ?-India-houſe and at a place where a Lutheran Church 
was then deſigned to be built, So that it was not improbably ſaid, 7hat 
if a man could ſee all under this City, he could hardly behold a greater 
Foreſt.  — | ] 

The Stadrhuis or Town-heuſe, is the nobleſt Building in all theſe 
Countries. A Pile of Freeſtone of an hundred and ten paces in Front, 
being larger than the Magnified Front of the Church of St. Peter's at 
Rome, and eighty one paces deep, or on the ſides. The Chambers in 
it, the Pictures and Statues, are worthy to be ſeen and admired. The 
firſt Room on the right hand, or Jadgment-has, where the Malefators 
-xeceive their Sentence, is adorned with large Statues, hanging down 
their heads in' mournful poſtures, as if concerned or grieving at what 
'was then pronounced. The Floors are of Marble ; the Roofs are rich- 
ly gilt and painted. Upon the top of all ſtands 4:las or Columbus, 
holding a Globe upon his Shoulder made of Copper, of about ten foot 
Diameter, which 1s as large perhaps as any Ball or Globe whatſoever 
employed to this ornamental uſe. That upon St. Peter's at Rome, as 
having been in it, I judge to be leſs ; as likewiſe that at Florence. The 
Turkiſh Ornament to the Tower of their Moſques, is three Balls one 
above another, and an half Moon over. them, but they are leſs by far,

Divers of their Churches are fair « In the new Churoh, the partition 
with Balliſters of Brafs, and the carved Pulpit, are noble. ©. Jo the. old 
Church the Tomb of Ya» Halſe and Heemsbert are remarkable; 
FHeemskerk did his Country great Services in their firft attempts upon 
Tadia : for the King of Spain, having confiſcated ſame of the ..ZAlo/{au- 
ders Ships, who traded to his Dominions, which-were then. the Staple 
for the /adia Trade, It was reſolved by the pernufiion of Prince Mans 
rice and the States, to ſet out a Fleet of eight Slups-for the' Zndes ; four 
of which were to paſs by the way of the 4:/antick Ocean,and the Cape 
of Good-hope :, And the other four were to ſearch a paſſage towards the 
Kingdoms of Cathay and Chiza by the North-eaft, whereby the paſſage 
alſo into thoſe parts might be expe&ed much: ſhorter than that which 
was known to the Spaniards. | 

To this intent theſe four laſt veſſels failed out of the Texel. Fuze 5.

1594. and returned in September, not being able to proceed by reaſon - 


of the Ice. But upon the relation of the Voyage by William Barenſon, 
there were two other Expeditions afterwards to Nove Zembla ; in the 
laſt of which they wintered there, and Barenſoz loſt his life. Aeems» 
kerk was the chief of the twelve which returned from that cold-habita- 
tion, where none but Bears and Foxes could well endure the Winter, 
where he had been twice, and afterwards made two rich Voyages into 
India. Upon whoſe happy returns the Zo/laud Eaft India Company 
was firſt eſtabliſhed, and a prohibiton m-de for any cther of that Coun- 
try to trade thither for the ſpace of One and twenty years. , 

But to proceed to other publick Buildings in this City. "The Tuch- 
thuis or Raſpelhuis, or Houſe of Correction for debauched young men, 
ſach as are incorrigible and diſobedient to Parents or Laws, hath at the 
entrance of the Gate two Lions bridled, a proper Emblem, with this 
Inſcription, Virtutis eſt domare que cuntti pavent, This was formerly 
a Monaſtery belonging to the Nuns of the Order of St. C/are, and con- 
verted to this uſe 1595. They who are put in, are forced to work and 
' gain their Bread with hard labour. I ſaw thoſe who raſped Brazil, 
having a certain task ſet them every day, work ſo hard, that being 
naked and in a fweat, and the duſt of the Brazi/ wo:d flying upon 
them, they were all over painted of a beautiful red colour. Which odd 
ſight made/me. call to mind the Fancy of my Lady Marchioneſs of 
Newcaſtle, of a Nation wherein the People were of Orange-tawny co- 
lour, and the King of Purple. , _ | 

They told us that ſome that were committed to their charge, and 
not to be brought to work by blows, they placed in a large Ciſtern, 
and let the water in upgn'them, placing only a Pump by them for their 
relief, whereby they are forced to labour for their lives, and to free 
themſelves from drowning. One we faw pur intoa narrow Dungeon, 
and kept from meat. Some are put into this Houſe for a longer time, 
ſome for a ſhorter. It hath been 4 puniſhment for ſuch as have drawn 
their Daggers, or offered to ſtab 8 —q And ſome Citizens, though 
| able 
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ableand rich enough, contrive it fo, that when their Sons ate «<xtrava- 
gant and maſterleſs, the Officers ſeize upon rhem, and carry them into 
this Houſe, where they are not forced to any hard labour, but kept in 
till they ſee ſufficient ſigns of amending their life. | 

This way of.Correction may ſeem ſevere to many, yet is not com- 
parable to that which is faid ro have been formerly uſed in Germany. 
Particularly at Coles, in the White Tower, at the North end of the Town, 
near the Rhine ; where it 1s reported, that fuch Youths, who were not 


| otherwiſe to be reclaimed, were in a barbarous manner ſhut up in the 


White Tower. The height and thickneſs of the Walls ſecured them from 
eſcaping, or from their complaints being heard. Near the: top was 
placed out of their reach a loat of bread, the laſt remedy againſt ftar- 
ving,which while their bold neceſſity forced them to reach ar, they exe- 
cuted their laſt ſentence upon themſelves, and miſerably brake their 
own necks. ge: 

Somewhat like the Raſpelhuis is the Spinhurs, or Houſe of Correcti- 
on, for the young women, who live looſely, are taken in the night, or 
can give no account of their living. They are put in for a certain 
time, according as their fault merits, and are bound to make lace, 
ſew, or employ their time perpetually in ſome honeſt labour. 

Thoſe of the better ſort are permitted to have Chambers apart. In 
one large Room I faw about an hundred of them, and ſome very well 
dreſſed and fine, which was an unexpected fight to me,and would ſure 
be more ſtrange to behold in France and England. | 

The Feeſhuis, or Hoſpital for Children, where there are Six hun- 
dred Orphans carefully looked after, and well educated. 

The Dolhuzs, or g Houſe for ſuch as are Delirious, Maniacal, or Me- 
lancholical of both Sexes. 

The Ga/thuis, or Hoſpital for the Sick, being large, and hath a great 
Revenue. 

The Manzenhuis, or Hoſpital for old Men, and ſuch as are no longer 
able to labour towards their own ſupport. 

Beſides all which, there are great Sums of money collected for the 
poor, ſo that there is not a Beggar to be ſeen in the Streets, and upon 
all aſſignations or appointments of meeting at the Tavern, or elſewhere, 
andupon many other occafions, whoſoever fails to come at the exact 
time, forfeits more or leſs to the uſe of the Poor. 

The Ea/t-India-houſes are remarkable, and the great Stores of their 
Commodities, C:mnamon, Green-ginger,Camphire, Pepper, Calecuts, Indi= 
co, &c. The Ships are of a great burden : their Houſe was then en- 
larging, although it was great before; and a perte&t Town for all 
Trades within it ſelf. 

The Admiralteyt, or Admiralty where their Stores for War and 
Shipping are laid up, is encompaſſed with water ; near to it there lay 
then 72 Men of War. In the Houſe we ſaw their Cables, Grapling= 
irons, Fullies, Oars, Charges for Powder, Lanthorns for Ships, Sc. At 
the entrance of the Gate hangs upa Canoe which ſeems to have a | 
man 1N it, dryed up, ſo as to be preſerved from corruption, and a Paddle 
in his hand: encloſed up to the walſt in the Carve, in ſuch fort, as the 
Fiſh-skins, which were the cover to it, being ſo fewed together that 
no water could get in, he might keep the Sea in the greateſt Storms 


without danger. The top of this Houſe, as of divers others alſo'in this 
| City, 
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City, is a Reſervatory for Rain-water, which they have the more need 
of, becauſe they have little good water hereaboutrs. 

The faireſt Streets in the Town are Zarlem-/treet, the Cingel, Prin- 
ces Graft, Kaiſers Graft, and the New Buildings in the Iſland towards 
G-trenburg. And if they continue to build with Freeſtone, they will 
ſill furpaſs theſe, which, T'll aſſure you, are in no ſmall meaſure beau- 
tiful. | 

1 faw a Globe to be ſold, made by Yingbomes, between ſix and ſever 
* foot Diameter, valued at Sixteen thouſand Guldens : The Meridian a- 

lone, being of braſs, coſt a thouſand Guldens. The Globe is made of 
Copper-plates excellently well painted, with all the new Diſcoveries in it, 
as that of Anthony Yan Dimons Land, found out 1642. in 42 degrees of 
Southern Latitude,and 170 of Longitude, thoſe towards the North-weſt 
of Fapan, and rhoſe places both about Nova Zembla, and alfo in the 
Tartarian Sea beyond the Streights of Yoygats, New- Holland, Weſt- 
Frieſland, Cape d' Hyver, Sc. but I have fince met with a Book, which 
doth ſomewhat contradict this ; entituled 4 Yoyag? into the Northern 
Countries by Monſieur Martiniere, who went in one of the three Ships 
belonging to the Northern Company of Copenhagen, in the year 1653. 
and by that means had occaſion to converſe with the Norwegians, 1/[ans 
ders, Laplanders, Kilops, Borandians, Siberi:ns, Zemblians, and Samo- 
jedes, who are Neighbours to the Zartars and 7zygor/es,in his 46 Chap- 
ter he expreſſes himſelf after this manner. There having fallen into 
my hands ſeveral Geographical Charts of ſundry eminent and-. much 
celebrated Authors, I am much amazed to fee how they are miſtaken 
in the poſition of Zembla, which they place much neater the North 
Pole than really it is; they divide it kkewife by the Sea from Green- 
land, and place it far diſtant from it, when as indeed thoſe two Coun- 
tries are Contiguous, the Coaſts of Greenland butting upon the Coaſts 
of Zembla, ſo as did not the great quantity of Snow, and the violence 
of the cold render thoſe Borders uninhabitable, the paſſage would be 
very eaiie by Land from Greenland to Zembla and irom Zeml1la paſſing 
the Pater-noſter Mountains to enter into Samojedia, from thence into 
Tartary or Muſcovy, as one pleaſed : I was amazed likewiſe to ſee they 
had deſcribed the Streight called Yoygaz,not above ten French Leagues 
in length, whereas it contains above five and thirty Dutch Leagues, 
which is ſix times as much. Again, they would :per{wide us that 
through that Streight our ſhips might paſs into the great 7artarian 
Ocean, which is a miſtake. And although they indeed do affirm that 
in the time of Prince Maurice of 'Naſſaw, a Dutch Veſlel paſſed that 
way into that Ocean, yet it is a" manifeſt error, that Streight being 
bounded, as I faid before, by the Pater-noſter Mountains, which are 
halfa League high, and the tops of them covered with perpetual Snow, ' 
which never diſfolves. And of this I can give a'poſttive teſtimony, ha- 
ving been my {elf in that Streight under thoſe Motintains in the Dog- 
days, which is the hotteſt time of the year. | | 
From-the Steeple of the old Cliurch of 4m/erdam, 1 had a good 
Proſpedt of the Town, and the great number of Ships lying upon one 
{ide of it, like a Wood ; and all the Towns about it. The Roofs of the 
Houſes being ſharp,it is a moſt uneven Townto be looked upon down- 
ward,as itis a handſome one to be looked on upward ;and is not fo diver- 
tiſiog or pleaſing to the ſight, as _— Towns in France and 7taly, m—_— 
2 ve 
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have flatter Roofs, or elſe are covered with a fine black Slat or Ardoiſe. 
Upon this, and all other Towers of the Town, a Trumpet is founded 
at Midnight, and in other parts of the City at fix a Clock night and 
morning. At eleven a Clock, the time of going on to the Exchange, 
there is good Muſick at the Stadthwis, given by the Earl of- Leiceſter. 
They make good Harmony alſo every hour in playing upon their 
Chimes and' Bells in moſt Steeples. And there is a Mulick-houſe or 
Entertaining-houſe, where any one is admitted for a Stiver, hears moſt 
forts of Mulick, ſees many good Water-works, and divers motions by 
Clock-work, Pictures, and other Divertiſements. 

During my ſtay at 4m/terdam, I had the opportunity of ſeeing di- 
vers Learned Men, and Perſons of Note. Dr. R«i/þ ſhewed us many . 
Curioſities in Anatomy, as the Skeleroxs of young Children, and Fetus's 
of all Ages, neatly ſet together, and very white ; the Lymphatick weſ- 
ſels o preſerved, as to ſee the valves in them. A Liver excarnated, 
ſhowing the Minute veſſels, all ſhining and clear. The Muſcles of Chil- 
dren diſſected and kept from corruption : entire Bcdies preſerved ; the 
face of one was very remarkable, without the leaſt ſpor or change of 
colour or alteration of the lineaments, from what might be expected 
immediately after death : he had then kepr it two years, and hoped 
it would fo continue. Dr. Swammerdam ſhewed us divers of his Ex- 
periments which he hath ſet down in his Treatiſe De Reſpiratione ; 
and a very fair Colleion of Inſets brought from ſeveral Countries ; a 
Stagg-fly of a very great bigneſs; an rdian Scolopendria, or Forty-foot; 
a fly called Ephemerpn, and many other Curioſities. Old G/awter the 
Chymiſt ſhewed us his Laboratory : And we received much civility 
from Blafius the Phyſick Profeſſour who hath wrote a Comment upon 
FVeſllingius. | | | 

The Jews live more handſomly and ſplendidly here, than in any 
other place : Their chief Synagogue 1s large, adorned with Lamps of 


' Braſs and Silver. We happened to be there at the Feaſt of their New- 


year ; ſo that there blowing of Horns, ſhouting and ſinging was not 
omitted : Some of them underſtand divers Languages. I faw one 
Moſes di. Pas, a Learned young Man, and Orobio, a Phyſician of Note. 
And I was ſorry to ſee divers here to profeſs themſelves publickly Jews, 
who had lived at leaſt reputed Chriſtians, for a long time in other 
places : One who had, been a Franciſcan Friar thirty years ; and ano- 
ther who had beeri Profeſſour ſome years at 7 holoxze, and before that 
Phyſician to the King of Spain. Juda Leo, a Jew, hath taken great 
pains in making a Model of the Temple of So/omoy, of Solomon's Houſe, 
the Fort of the Temple, the Tabernacle, the Ifraclites encamping, and 
other Curioſities. I was preſent at the Circumciſion of a Child ; which 
is performed by thruſting a Probe.in between the G/ans and Preputie 
am, and ſeparating it, or dilating the Prepatium, ſo as the inward Skin 
may be drawn forward as well as the outward ; then by applying an 
Inſtrument joynted like a Carpenters Rule, or a Sector, the Skin is 
held faft beyond the G/azs, and..with a broad Inciſion-knife, or Cir- 
cumcifion-knife, the Foreskin is cut off cloſe-to the Inſtrument ; and 
what remains of Skin -is immediately put back, the blood ſtopped 
with Powders, and a Plaiſter applyed ; the Relations and Acquain- 
tance ſinging all the while, whereby the cries of the Infant are leſs

Leaving Amſterdam, I paſſed by a peculiar Burial-place of the Jews, 
who are not permitted to interr their dead within the Walls, by Overs- 
kerk, Bamburg, and in fix or ſeven hours arrived at tretchr, in a Boat 
drawn with Horſes through artificial Cuts of Water, which is the way 
of Travelling in Holland, Utretcht, and divers other Provinces of the 
Low-Countres. 


Utrecht is an ancient, large, handſome City, and chief of the Pro- wnectr. 


vince of the fame name, called formerly Aztonina, and afterwards ©1- 
zrajeftum. Fong famous for its Epiſcopal See founded by Dagodbert, 
King of France, who endowed it richly with Lands and- Poſſeſſions : 
Willebald, or Willebrede, an Engliſhman, was their firſt Biſhop, who 
converted theſe Countries:unto Chriſtianity ; and the following Bi- 
ſhops grew ſo powerful, that they were able to bring many thouſand 
men into the fteld, and to wage great Wars againſt the Counts of Hol- 
land : Their Succeſſion alſo continued for above Nine hundred years. 
Ir is now an Univerfity, founded by the States in the Year 163g. I ſhall 
not trouble you with the Names of the Profeſſors ; the Learned Mr. 
Ray, whom TI had the honour to meet in divers places abroad, having 
already cauſed to be printed the Series Lettionum of this 'and many 0- 
ther Univerſities in rhe Low-Countries, Germany, and 7taly, in his Ob- 
ſervations Topographical, Moral, Phyſiological, ſet forth 1673. The 
great Church hath a very high Tower, or three Steeples one above ano- 
ther : From the higheſt of which I had not only a good fight of the 
Town it ſelf, which lay under mine Eye'like a Platform, bur of many 
others alſo ; Vtretcht being in a plain flat Country, and ſo well ſeated, 
and encompaſled with ſo populous-a Country, that in a days Journey 
a man may go from hence to any one of fifty walled Towns and Ci- 
ties. The Exg/i/h Church here is an ancient Building ; the Pillar in 
the middle of it, whoſe Foundation could not be laid but upon Bulls- 
hides, is much taken notice of: It was built xo99. and hath the Picture 
of a Bull upon it with this Inſcription ; 


Accipe Poſteritas quod per tua ſcala narres, 
Taurinis tutibus fundo ſolidata columna eſt. 


There is an old Library belonging to this Church, which contains 
divers. old Books and Manuſcripts. A large Bitlz in ſix Volumes; 
painted and gilded after a very ancient manner : Two Idols, taken (irl 
time of War ) long ſince int Germany, and given. to this place by the 
Emperor-Zenry the Fourth, are worth the ſeeing, not ſo much for 
their neatneſs, as their Antiquity and odd ſhape :: As alſo a Horn made 
out of a Tooth, ſaid to-be given at the ſame time. There are alſo three 
Unicorns Horns, little differing in length ; the longeſt being five foot 
and an half: I drank out of one of them, the end being tipp'd with 
Silver, and made hollow to fervg for a Cup. Theſe were of the Sea- 
Pnicory,. or the Horn or long wreathed Tooth of ſome Sea-Animal 
much like it; taken in the Northern Sea ; of which I have ſeen many, 
both in Publick Repoſitories, and in Private Hands. Two fuch as 
theſe, the one Ten foot long, wete preſented not many years ſince to 
the King of Denmark, being taken near to Nova Zembla; and I have 
ſeen ſome full fifteen foot long ; ſome- wreathed very thick, ſome not 
fo much, and: others almoſt plain : Some largeſt and thickeſt at = 
. n 
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End near the head ; others are largeſt at ſome diſtance from the Head: 
Some very ſharp at the end or point, and others blunt. My honoured 
Father Sir Thomas Brown had a very fair piece of one which was for- 
merly among the Duke of Carland's Rarities, but after that he was ta- 
ken Priſoner by Doxg/as in the Wars between Sweden and Poland, it 
came into the hands of my Unckle Colonel Zatcher, of whom my Fa- 
ther had it, he had alſo a piece of this fort of @/xicorns Horn burnt 
black, out of the Emperor of Ruſſta's Repoſtorie, given him by Dr. Ar- 
thur Dee, who was Son to Dr. Johx Dee, and alſo Phyſician to the 
Emperor of Ruſia, when his Chambers were burned, in which he-pre- 
ſerved his Curioſities. I have ſeen a walking Staff, a Scepter, a Scab- 
bard for a Sword, Boxes, and other Curioſities made out of this Horn, 
but was rever fo fortunate as from experience to confirm its Medical 
Efficacy againſt Foiſons, contagious Diſeaſes, or any other evident ef- 
fe&t of it, although I have known it given ſeveral times, and in great 
quantity, Mr. Charlton hath a good ©nicorns Horn, Sir Foſeph William- 
ſon gave one of them to the Royal Society. The Duke of Xlorence hath 
a fair one. The Duke of Saxozy a ſtrange one, and beſides many o- 
thers, I faw eight of them together upon one Table in the Emperors 
treaſure, and I have one at preſent that for the neat wreathing and 
Elegant ſhape gives place to none. But of theſe Znicorns Horns no 
man ſure hath ſo great a Collection as the King of Dezmark ; and his 
Father had ſo many, that he was able to ſpare a great number of them, 
fo build a Magnificent Throne out of Zicorns. Horns. 

I had the honour to ſee divers Perſons of Note in this City ; as D. Cy- 
prianus ab Oeſterga, Dr. Regius, Voetins, the only Member then left 
alive of the Synod of Dorr and others; but miſſed the ſight of the learn- 
ed Anna Maria Skurman, who was. then gone out of Town, and was 
forced to content my ſelf with beholding her Picture, well drawn by 
her own hand, with this Inſcription of hers under it : 


Cernitis hic pitta noſtros in Imagine wultus, 
Sz negat a"s formam eratia veſtra dabit. 


The Painters Hall is conſiderable, wherein are many good pieces to 
be ſeen of ſeveral Maſters: Amongſt which there are good Heads by Yan 


' Colenand Tuart ; Land-skips by Soft-lever ;. and good Drapery, eſpe- 


cially in ſome* Turkiſh Habits, by Yauder Mere. 

This Town is alſo beautified with a fair Piazza or Market-place, di- 
vers long Streets, and a Pa/l-mal] with five rows of Trees on each ſide. 
In the Church of St. Xatherine is the Tomb of my Lord Gorge. 
Though I had ſeen Fraxce and 7zaly, and the Noble Cities thereof, 
which are worthily admired by all, yet I was much ſurprized upon the 
firſt ſight of the ©1ized Provinces, eſpecially of Holland, and the ad- 
joyning places. He that hath obſervgg the caſte accomodation for Tra- 
vel therein, both by Land and Water, their excellent order and regular 
courſe in all things ; the number of Learned Men: the abundance of 
Varieties in all kinds ; the induſtry, frugality and wealth of the Peo- 

le ; their numerous.good Towns ; their extraordinary neatneſsin their 
Buildin s and Houſes ; their proper Laws and adminiſtration of 
Juſtice; -and their incredible number of Shipping and Boats, will think 
it an-omulion to reſt in the fight of other Countries without -a _—_ of 
| EIS. 
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this. A Country of little extent, and ſoon travelled over, but fo re- 
pleniſhed with People, with good Cities, fair Towns and Villages, as 
not to be met with upon fo little a compaſs of ground, except perhaps 
in Chia. | 

From Prrecht, in two hours, T came to Friſwick, and paſſed over the 
River Leck to YVianen, where there*is little remarkable beſides the 
Houſe and Gardens of Count Brederode, one of the Ancient Nobility of 
Hilland, or according to common eſteem, of the moſt Noble Family 
of all ; the Family of the Egmonds being formerly eſteemed the _ 
eſt ; the Waſſenaer's the moſt ancient, and the Brederodes the Nobleſt: 
The Mount in this Garden ſerves for the Rampart to the Town, and 
on a round Bullwark are divers ſma!l braſs Guns planted. The Statua's 
of the twelve Cz/ars, of Ariſtotle, the Pyramids and Partitions, with 
the Paintings upon the' wall , are the reſt of its Ornaments. 

From hence I paſled ſtill by Boat through the Land of 4rke/, ſome 
fay, derived from #7ercules ; belonging formerly to the Lords of Gor- 
chom and Arkeland, till by Mary, daughter to the laſt Lord of Arkeland,; 
it fell to Fob Lerd of Femond, and was afterwatds fold to W:1liam, 
the ſixth Earl of #o/land. I arrived this night at-Gorchom, ia Towri 
well ſeated, near three Rivers, the Ling, the Wael, and the Maes. 
The Market-place is fair ; the Stadthuzs is funk ſomewhat on one ſide, 
The Governour hath a good Houſe, and the Church a very high thick 
Steeple : the Works are of Farth : the Water-gate 'is handſome, and 
over it in Great Letters in this inſcription ; | | 


Civitas in qud maxime Cives legibus parent, & in 
pace beata, & bello invitta. 1642. 


The more remarkable becauſe it made good its Inſcription in the 
year 1672. When Louzs the Fourteenth, King of France, came down . 
with ſo powerful an Army into the Low-Countrzes, that in that Sun 
mers Expedition he took thirty walled Towns and Cities, this Wa- 
tergate being the Limit to his Conqueſts this way , beyond which 
his Forces were not able to attempt any thing. | 

Leaving Gorcum, T paſſed by Worcum,on the other ſide of the River, 
and then by the Caſtle of Zove/tein,ſtrongly ſeated and well fortified + 
and therefore hath been often made uſe of ro ſecure Perſons of Note. 
Sir George Aſcue of late yeers ſuffered his Impriſonment herein, and 
formerly Ba?nevelt ; upon which occaſion this Caſtle hath been much 
ſpoken of, and hath given the name to that whole party who fided 
with him, well known at preſent by the name of the Loveſterr 
Faction. Paſſing on further by the Maes, I left Proye on the left 
hand, and Z/ue/dex on the right, and the next day morning arrived at 
the Boſche. 

Hertogen Beſche, Sylva Ducis, Boſcum Ducis, Boiſleduc, Bolduc , The pop; 
takes its name from a Wood belonging to the Dukes of Brabant. 
Ir is a ſtrong pleaſant City, ſeated upon the River Di/a or Deeſe, which 
enters the Maes, about two Leagues below it; one of the greateſt 
Cities in Brabant ; and for its ſtrength, for which *tis beholden 
both to Nature and to Art, the States of the @nited Provinces 
poſſeſs not any one more conſiderable ,, and is 'a very good 
Frontier againſt all Enemies on this ſide: It is encompaſſed on 
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all ſides with Fens and Marſhy Grounds. The Averres to it are by 
narrow .Cauſeys, made turning and winding, to be commanded in all 
places by one or other of the fix- Sconces or Forts built at ſome di- 
{ſtance without the Town for its greater Security. Beſides which, the 
Hellanders having ſome reaſon to be jealous of the Inhabitants, whoſe 
affections might incline. them towards the neighbouring Princes, of 
whoſe Religion moſt of them are,they have built a Cittadel within the 
Town, a Briel or pair of Spectacles to look more accurately into their 
Aflairs. It is a handfom regular Fort of five Baſtions, each Curtain is 
84 ordinary paces long ; the Faces of each Baſtion 63; and the Flank 
or Neck 24. There is a handſome Houſe of Stone for the Centry at 
the point of each Baſtion, and the middle of each Curtain, every one of 
which coſt Seven, hundred Guldens. Here is alſo a Field Canon of an 
extraordinary length, faid to be able to fling a Bullet almoit as far as

This City was made,an Epiſcopal See, 1559. The Cathedral is De- 
dicated to St. Joby. In the Quire are painted the Arms of many of 
the Knights of the Gojdex Fleece. And over the upper Stalls or Seats, 
an Inſcription in French, which contains the Hiſtory of the firſt Inſti- 
tution, and Model af this Order, by the moſt High and mighty Prince 
Philip the.Good, Nuke of Burgundy, TL orain, and Brabant, in the year 
1429, who then named four and twenty Knights, beſides the head of 
the Order, to whom he gave a Chain of Gold, and a Golden Fleece ; 
for which this Inſcription was thought fit to be placed upcn his Tomb,

Beſides. divers Statua's and Pillars: There are allo ſeveral Monuments 
of the Biſhops of Boſche and others. 

This Town was-taken from the King of Spazn by the Forces of the 
Confederate Eſtates, in the year 1628. after a long and chargeable 
Siege ; in which the httle Sconce, one of the Forts towards the South, 
did excellent Service. 

Divers of the Nuns were {till alive in this Town, but at @zrechz they 
were all dead. 

' From the Boſche we travelled through a plain Country, ſomewhat 
Sandy, to Breda upon the River Merck: A place very conſiderable, 
pleaſantly ſeated, and well-fortified. It hath formerly had more Out- 
works than at preſent - For they have taken away the Crown-works ; 
and left only the Half-moons and Horn-works, and Conſerves or Con- 


tregards about the Half-moons. There is a large Ditch of Water round 


the Counterſcarp, and a fimall Ravelin between each Baſtion, joyned to 
the Rampart within ſide of the Ditch. There is alfo a double Hay or 
Quickſet-hedge almoſt quite round the Town, beſides Palifado's.s The 
Parapet is very thick, and ſtrengthned with a row of Elms, and ſecond- 
ed with another raw at three or four yards diſtance, round the Town ; 


the bodies of the Baſdions are funk down or hollowed away, and filled 


with a thickst of Elms. The Half Moons are the like without the 
Pe | EFT | Town, 
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To wn, and after all, a breſt-work between the Town and the Baſtiors 
and Cavaliers upon ſeveral places of the Rampart. = 
This Town belongs unto the Prince of Oravge, unto whom it hath 
deſcended by the right of the houſe of Naſſaw, by-the Marriage of £x- 
gelbert the ſeventh Earl of that houſe, with Mary daughter and Heir of 
Philip the laſt Lord thereof, about the year rqoo. It was taken by the 
Spaniards in the beginning of the Low Country Wars, and was after- 
wards ſurprized by the Duzch, by a ſtratagem performed” by eighty 
men hid in a Boat covered over with 'Turf,-and let into the Caſtle. * In 
the year 1625. the Spaniards took it again, as: by Inſcriptions and 
Chronograms are to be ſeen in divers places, as thati'over the door of the 
Church.

The Church is fair and hath many good Monuments, as Rexeſſe's 
Tomb ; a Monument for Sir Thomas Aliſburyſet up by the Lord 
Chancellor Hide; an old Tomb erected 1349. for John Lord of Lech 
and Breda; the Tomb of Grave Engleberz Yan Naſſaw and his family 
on the ſide of the Wall ; the Here Yan Horne and his three Waves ; 
but the Principal Monument is that of Grave Hendrick Van Naſſaw, 
whoſe Armour is ſupported by four Warriers upon their Knees ; he 
built the Caſtle of Breda, which is at preſent both ſtrong and beau- 
tiful : I obſerved the place where the Furt-Boat came in,and where the 
Prince came over into the Town. The Gallery, the Garden, the 
Walks, and Dials are worth the ſeeing, the Town is handſomly built, 
populous, and generally hath a great Garriſon in it. | 

Leaving Breda we ſoon came by Land to St. Gertruydenberg, the Gerinydenberg; 
laſt Town on the North of Brabant, where it joyned to the Pro- 
vince of Ho/and, a ſmall place, but a good Town for fiſhing, lying 
upon a Hill near the great broad Water called Je Waert, made by the 
falling of the Maes and many other Rivers into it. This Town is 
fortified and Garrifoned. The Church and Steeple have been Large 
and fair, and the ruines of the Latter are obſervable, in regard that this 
Steeple was ſhot down by a Stratagem of the Prince of Orange, while 
the Governor and chief of the Town were upon it, to obſerve a falſe 
alarm in the Prince's Camp, and ſo loſt themſelves and the Town.

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We paſſed from hence over a large Water which hath overflow d a-great ' 
part of the Country upon one ſide of it, no leſs than ſeventy two Pa- 
riſhes being drowned at-once,the Village of Ram/dur only eſciping,and 
ſo by an old 'Tower-called the houſe of Hurvey,to the Maiden Town of: 
Dort, or. Dsrdrecht... - |

Dordracum, fo called by ſome from Dari or Dureti forum, at preſent 
Dort, being ſeated in;the Waves gf thoſe great Lakes made by the Maes 
and Waal, is: not unaptly from its ſituation compared to a Swans neft, 
it is reckoned the firſt-and chief Town of South Zo/land, in reſpet of 
its antiquity, as having ſerved to ſecure Odocer in his retreat almoſt 
eight hundred years-finde, and alfo in reſpect of; its Privileges in ha- 
ving the Mint here, and being the Staple for Rheniſh wine and Engliſh 
Cloth. | 

In this Town are many fair houſes and pleaſant Gardens. - The great 
Church is large, the Steeple 312 ſteps high ; the top thereof being 
made of four large Dyalls. - There is alſo an Exchange or Place for 
Merchants to meet. The Erg/i/h have two Churches, and the French 
one. The Key or Head to the water fide 15 handſome, and the Coun- 
try aboyt- very pleaſant ; we faw. the Chamber wherein the Synod of 
Dort was aſſembled 161x. a large fair room ; and took a collation in 
the fame houſe, in a high turret overlooking the Town and Country : 
Our-feats Moving round about the Table continually ; ſo as the diver- 
ſity of the proſpect made it more delightful. The great Veſlels round- 
bellied, which trade between Co/» and this City ſeemed ſtrange ; as alſo 
the long Layck or Liege-boats ; and the number of People that conti- 
nually live in them. [At my going away trom hence I embarked in 2 
Veſſel bound for the Iſland af Walcheren, fayling by moſt of the Iſlands 
of Zealand and in ſight of divers good Towns, as Wilkem/tadt, Zirick- 
zee, Tergoes ; obſerving in ſome places where the Sea had overflow'd the 
Land ; and in others where the Induſtry of the Inhabitants ſtill keep 
it out, by keeping up their banks, and thatching the Shoars of the Sea. 
We Landed at Z7er-Fere; where there is a good Haven and Harbour for 
Ships, the Walls were built in the year 1357,towards the Sea are round 
towers. The; Piazza is long. The Scorch have had a Factory here for 
above two hundred years, and the Marguiſs of this Place did formerly 
make one of the three States, by which Zealand was Governed. The 
Abbot of St Nicholas in Middleburg repreſenting the Eccleſiaſtical ju- 
riſdiftion, and the Towns. of Middleburg, Zirickze, Ter-Vere, Fluſſing, 
Toley, Martins-dike ,  Romerſwal and Tergoes , ſupplying the Third : 
over againſt this place where a Town had formerly funk into the Sea, 
the Steeple. only remains to be ſeen. From hence to 3iddleburg the 
way is Paved with Brick ; as it is alſo from Town to Town in moſt pla- 
ces of Holland, | 
Middleburg. Middliebarg is the chief Town in the Iſland Walachria, ſeated almoſt 

in the middle of it, being well built, large rich, and Populous, it is the 
foarth Port for the Za/t-{ndia trade : hath a large, broad Water with- 
in the Town, and a ftreight cut through the Land to carry Veſſels out 
to Sea, the whole is very well Fortified, the Officers here are choſen 
by ſtrangers or Foreigners, the Churches are many and remarkable,the 
new Church is of an eight-fquare figure with a Czpcla, the Tower of 
the old great Church very high, the Sradthuiſe with the old ſtatua's 
about it, the round Pzazza, and many private buildings are Conſidera- 
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ble, and the whole Country about it is fruitful ; either divided into 
Gardens and Orchards, or Planted with Madder, Pompions, of. Grain 
and Fruits. The Zealanders are generally addicted to the intereſt of 
the Prince of Orange, and great Lovers of his Perſon. I found them 
not a little delighted that the Prince had been with them ſome days 
before , and was made Premier Noble, or chief of the States of 
Zealand ; which was chiefly brought: about, as I was informed, by 
Penftoner Hubert, le Sage, Duvelaer and YVriebergen, formerly no 
great friends to the Prince, eſpecially Yriebergen , who was the 
moſt earneſt of any to bring him in, in deſpite to the ZZo/landers, for 
General Werts his fake, who being fet over the Zealand forces by 
thoſe of 4mFerdam lately atironted Yriebergen's Son, who was a Colo- 
nel at the Head of his Regiment. I was entertained at Middleturg very 
courteouſly by Mr. 71] the Miniſter, who alſo ſent his Kinſman with _ 
me to Fluſſing. Fliſſinga or YVluſſrng hath Stone-Walls towards the Sea, Fluſhing. 
and Mudworks towards the Land; a very good Port,and a ſtrong Town; 
the waves of the Sea waſhing it walls ; it was one of the firſt Towns 
which the Low Country men took from the Sparzards in the year 1572, 
and was made Cautionary to Queen Elizabeth together with Rammak# 
7s and the Briel. 1585. The renowned Sir. Philip' Sidney being the firſt 
Governor of it, and ſurrendered by King Fames to the United ſtares, 
1616. The Sea ſhoar here abouts is not only faced with ruſhes, flaggs 
and reeds ſtaked down as high as the Tide uſually arifes, bur it is alſo 
ſtrongly bound over with Ofiers and hurdles and' great Poſts driven 
in to break the force of the Water, and ſecure the Piles which make the 
Harbour or Havens mouth. - The Town-houſe is 'handſomly built , 
ſtanding in the Pazza, having three rows of Pillars in the Front one 
above another ; the Lower Dorick, the fecond 7onick, and the' higheſt 
Corinthian ; and on the top there 1s a Gallery or Balcony to Diſcover 
ſhips at Sea. This is the third Port for the Eaſt-7»dia trade ; Amfer- 
dam and* Rotterdam being; the firſt and ſecond : here lay many great 
ſhips in the middle of the Town, and conſiderable men of War, as the 
Sr. Patrick, and the Admiral of Zealand : we faw them alſo building 
of dis ers ſhips, and when the Prince was here. they lanched one” to Ut- 
vertiſe him, to whichhe gave the name of William Frederick, they alfo 
preſented him with z Golden Bottle ; that being the Arms of the Town : 
the Prince Landed at Armuyden, and went from thente to 7: ergoesand 
thence to Breda; they reported his entertainment:.in Walcheren a- 
mounted to fifty thouſand Gu/dexs. The Women in this Ifſand wear 
moſt of them red Cloth and ſtraw-Hats; ifa Man dies a great bundle of 
Straw islaid at the Door, if a Boy, a little one,if a Woman, the ſtraw lies 
on the left ſide of the Door : when any woman is brought to bed, they 
faſten a piece of Lawne to the ring and rapper of the Door'; and makeit 
upinto a little baby or puppet finely pleated, and in fuch manner, as to 
diſtinguiſh of what ſex the young Child is. WS. | 
Returning to Middleburg by Land T' obſerved there was 4 'row' of 
Trees round the Town between the moat and rampart, where ordina- 
Tily there is only a breaſt-work or a hedge, and embarked at Middle- 
burg again, and paſſed down the River'by the fort Rammakins, and fo 
for the Schelde,Sayling up that noble River till we had paſſed the Fort, 
Frederick Henrick, and came to Lillo ; where we ſtayed fill the yr

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ſel was ſearched. Over againſt Z3llo, lies another Fortification, call- 
ed Lifgens hoek ; the Fort de /a croix is the laſt that belongs to the 
Hollanders, and lies on the North fide of the River ; the Banks are 
cut nigh to it, and the Country drowned for its greater Security. 1he 
Spaniſh Forts hereabouts to defend the Frontiers, are the Phzlip, the 
Pearl, and the Mara. | 
The River Scaldis or Sche/d mentioned by Cz/ar 1s a gallant River, 
affording plenty of Fiſh, and convenience for Navigation and paſlage 
unto ſeveral noted places : It ariſes in the Country of Yermandozs, paſ- 
ſing to Cambray, YValencienne, ſo to Tournay or Dornick,Oudenard, Gaunt, 
Raupelmond and Antwerp, and purſuing its courſe 1s afterwards divided 
into two ſtreams, whereot the Southern is cailed the ZJont ; the other 
runs by Bergen ap Zome, and afterward into the Sea between the Iſles 
of Zealand. 
| The next day morning we went on our Voyage ſtill up the Sca/dis 
Amwerſe or Schelde, and arrived at Autwerp. Where I had the good fortune to 
ſee Mr. Hartop ; one very well known in all thoſe parts, and of high 
eſteem for his perſonal ſtrength and valour. A Gentleman alſo fo 
courteous that he makes it his buſineſs to oblige ftrangers.; he ſhew'd 
me many curioſities in this City, carrying me with him in his Coach. 
The Walls of Antwerp are very large, faced with Brick and Free- 
ſtone, having divers rows of Trees upon them, broad walks, and con- 
veniences for the Coaches, to make their tour upon. "The Baſtions are 
not-ſo large as generally they build now: a dayes, yetafter the modern. 
way. The Ditch is very broad and deep, the Country about it, all 
Gardens. ' The Cizfade/ is a regular Fortification of five Baſtzos, where 
in lies always a Garriſon of Spaniſh 'Souldiers : upon every curtain 
there are two mounts or Cavaliers ; -and between them below, a row 
of building or lodgings for the Souldiers ; the ears of the Baſtzons are 
cut down, and Cajamates made or Caſe matte, ana Palifado's ſet round 
upon the E/planade ; the Walls are lined with excellent Brick and 
Stone, nor is there any where a more regular beautiful Fortification of 
five Baſtions that is finiſhed : ,it commands the City, the River and 
the Country : beſides this Cz#tadel there is another Fort within the 
Town near the Schelde, to command the River, having eight Guns in 
it, called St. Laurence Fort. - | 
The Exchange is-handſome, ſupported by 36 Pillars, every one of a 
different.carving, four ſtreets lead unto it, ſo that ſtanding in the mid- 
dle we.ſce through every one of them. The Acer or Largeſt ſtreet is 
conſiderable for er running under it, and for the. meeting of 
Coaches upon it every evening to make their tour through the ſtreets 
of the City, which are. clean and beautiful ; at one end ofit ſtands a 
large Braſs Crucifix upon a Pedeſtal of Marble. The Jeſaztes Church 
goes far beyond any of that bigneſs that I have feen out of /zaly. The 
Front 15 aoble, with the Statua of /za:7ius Loyala on the top. A great 
pert of the inſide, of the Roof was painted . by Rubens, and ſome of it 
y Yau Dyke : there, be many Excellent peices. of flowers done by Se- 
gers a\Jeſuite the Carving and. gilding of all the works is exquiſite : 
The Labrary of the College is:great, and the Books diſpoſed handſome- 
ly into four Chambers: the Founder hereof was Godfridus ZZoutapped, 
whoſe Monument, together with his Wiſe and Children are work

of the Carmeli tes is a large Silver Statua of our Lady, and models of Ci- 
ties in ſtone. Onſer Lieven YVrowen Kerck, or the Church of our bleſſed 


Lady is the greateſt in the City ; and the Steeple one of the faireſt in 


World, five hundred foot high : one of their feet is eleven of our inches; 


ſoas it is 459 of our feet: In this Church there is much carving; and' 
a great number of PiAures highly efteemed ; among which one piece 


is much taken notice of, drawn by Quintix, at firſt a Smith, who made 


the neat Iron work of the Well before the Welt door ; and afterwards 
to obtain his Miſtreſs, he proved a famous Painter ; his head'is ſet up 
in Stone at the entrance of the Church, with an inſcription and this'

I was at the famous Abby of St. Michael, pleaſantly ſeated upon the. 


Schelde; where,among other curioſities, I ſaw a glaſs,which repreſented 
the Pictures of our Savioxr and and the Virgin Mary, collected from 
the putting, together of divers other heads : One was repreſented from 
2 Picture wherein were thirteen faces, and another from'one of twelve : 
over the bleſſed Virgin was this Inſcription;

The Counteſs of Brabant's Tomb, who was drowned, and her S*a- 
tua, as alſo the Monument of Ortelius, are here ſhewn. Marcarius Si- 
moneus was then Abbot, the Monks 63. Near unto the Whart-gate is 
the Church of St. Walbargzs,an Engliſh Saint,who contributed much to- 
wards the converſion of theſe Countries. . BE 

The Town-houſe is fair, the Houſe built for the Eaſt-country Mer- 


chants is very ſtately and large, but runs now to ruine, in this 


I faw, among other curioſities, divers ſtrange Muſical inſtruments , 
which at prefent are not underftood, or at leaſt not made uſe of : The 
Heſſen houſe hath been alſo formerly conſiderable. The water which 
they make uſe of in Brewing, is brought by an Aqueduct from Feren- 


tall about thirty miles diftant from hence ; and is conveyed into the 


Town by a large Channel, peculiarly walled in by it ſelf where it paſ- 
ſes the Ditch ; in this City are many good collections of Pictures both' 
Ancient and Modern, and excellent Miniature or Liming by Gorſol ; 
one fine piece, which I faw was peculiarly remarkabte,it being. the work 
of 35 ſeveral Mafters. 


From Antwerp, | paſſed to Bruſſels by water changing Boats five Bruſtts: 


times, and going through divers locks, by reafon the Country is fo much 
higher about Bruſſels, and the water above two hundred foot lower at 
Antwerp. At Fontaine 2 keague and'half from Breffels, three Rivers 
croſs one another”: one of them being carried over a bridge.. 'The Pzaz- 
za of Bruſſels is fair, and'oblong in figure ; upon one-of the longeſt ſides

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in Braſs, Count Marfin's houſe formerly bel:nging to the Prince of 
Orange , hath a fair Court, and overlooks a good part of the City, but 
a quarter of it is ruined by Lightning. The Thunderbolt or Stone 
which they affirm to have effected it, is bigger than two Mens heads , 
and hangs up upon the door at the entrance. The Feſuites Church 1s

_ top. | The Carmelites Church hath a noble Altar, and near unto the 


Church is the Statua of a piſſing boy, which is « continual Conduir. 
The Armory was well furniſhed as we were informed, before the Go- 
vernors of the low Countries fold the Arms ; and Caſſel Roderigo, the 
Governor, left it very bare. There remains the Armour of Charles the 
fifth, of Duke 4/bert,of the Prince of Parma, Erneftus, and of the Duke 
4 Alva, and of the Duke A!berts horſe,who being ſhot ſaved his Maſter, 
and died the fame day twelve month ; Spears for the hunting the wild 
Boar, one with two Piſtols ; The Armour of Cardinal 7rfante, and of an 
Indian King; A Poliſh musket which carries fix hundred paces ; Charles 
the Fifth's Sword for the making the Knights of the Gol/dex Fl:ece, and 
Fenry the Fourth's Sword ſent to declare war ; Good Bucklers for De- 
tence,and ſome well wrought; eſpecially one with the Battel of Pyrrhas 
and his Elephants ; and banners taken with Francis King of France, at 
the Battel of Pavia. 

Somewhat like Godfrey of Bouillons ſhooting the three Pigeons 
near the Tower of David, is the ſhot which /xfauta T/abel/a made, 
when with an Arrow ſhe killed a Bird, in memory whereof, a Bird 
pierced with an Arrow 1s ſet upon the top of a Tower in the Courr, 


- Which is large ; and if the New Buildings and Deſign were continued, it 


would be very handſome Before the Court ſtands five braſs Statues. The 
Park is pleafant , with Trees ſet in order, and adorned with Grotto's; 
Fountains, and Water-works, which come very near the 7zalian ; one 
piece ſomewhat imitating Fraſcatz, in which all Muſical Inſtruments 
are imitated, and a perpetual motion attempted : and on the Front of 
the Buildings ſtand the Cz/ars heads. But the Echo is moſt remarka- 
ble ; which may pertealy be diſtinguiſhed to ten or twelve Replies. 
The greateſt Church is that of St. G«dala ; in which 1s her Statua, 
the Devil ſtriving to blow out the Light of her Lanthorn. The two 
Chappels therein are remarkable ; the one built by Leopoldus. very fair 
on the out-ſide : the other towards the No: th, hath been viſited by five 
Kings ; in which is the Hoſt which bled being ſtabbed by the Jews. In 
the Dominican Church is the Monument of the Duke of Cleve and his 
Dutcheſs, in Corixthian braſs. But for a New Church that of the Be- 
genres, or Pious Maids, is very conſiderable ; there being Eight hun- 
dred of them in this City,who have a particular place allotted to them, 
where they have built this milk-white Church. The Plague was much 
in this place at that time, three hundred Houſes being ſhut,up and Gar- 
lands placed on the doors, in the middle of which 


was written I H S. | I faw the Eng/iſh Nunnery, and other conſidera» 
ble Buildings. And after I had refreſhed my ſelf at the Fiſh-Tavern, 
which is worth the ſeeing, eſpecially for two Rooms in it,furniſhed from 
top to bottom with very good Pictures, I returned to Antwerp.

A. Journey from. Norwich to Colen. LIT 
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O04..4. T travelled through an open Country, and lodged at i Holin 
Erufle. The Spaniſh Sauldiers met us upon the Road this day,” ſome of 3/4. 
them well mounted. and armed, and. begged of us, and wete well-ſatisfi- 
ed with a ſmall Benevolence. The next day we entred the Country 
of Liege, and paſſed great Heaths, -and'on the Sixth, in the morning ar- 
rived at Maeſtreicht. 


Trajeitum ad Moſam, or Maeftreicht, is a ſtrong Town, ſeated UPON Maeftreichr 
the Maes, four Leagues below Liege. The Out-works are very con- = 
ſiderable ; the Wall is old. Towards the South-eaſt lies a Hill . 
which ariſes gently, and overlooks part of the Town. Under this 
Hill is one of the nobleſt Quarries of Stone in the World. To ſecure 
the Town from the diſadvantage it might receive from this Hill,there 
was formerly a Fort built upon it, but it hath been Jong ſince ſlighted ; 
and they have made out an Horn-work within Musket-ſhot of it, and 
the Baſtion anſwering to it is made very high, to cover the Town. On 
the other ſide of the River ſtands Wicke, very well fortified alſo, and 
rather ſtroyger than /4e/treicht, into which they might retire if the 
Town ſhould be taken by Storin, it being united to Maeftreicht by a 
handfom Bridge over the Maes, conſiſting of Nirie Arches. All about 
Wicke the Country is flat : there are many Inhabitants in it, and a 
handiom Glaſs-houte. | | 


The private Houſes of Maef7reicht are generally covered with 2 
black Slat, or Ardoife, otherwiſe not very beautiful, The Town- 
houſe is fair, ſeated in one of the P;azzas, built of white Stone ; it 
hath Nine large Windows in a row on each fide , and within is very 
well painted by Zheodorus wan der Schuer , who was Painter to 
the Queen of Sweden, In another Piazza is a Fountain , rows of 
Trees, and the great Charch. This Town was beſieged and taken 
from the King of Spain by the Confederate States in the year 


I632. 


Ofeober the Seventi I dined at Gollop, a ſmall place, and came that 
night to Ahern, 4ix la Chapelle, or Aquiſgrane, an ancient noble City, 
the Inhabitants Courteous, and much frequented by reaſon of its hot 
Baths, of which I ſhall ſpeak more particularly in my Journey from 
Colen to London. Leaving AkenT travelled towards Fulzers or Gu- 
lick, but it being late before we arrived, the Gates were ſhut up, fo 
as we went only under the Walls, leaving it on our right hand. Near 
unto Gr/jzck runs a ſhallow ſwift River, called the Roer. At the 
Mouth of ir, where it falls into the Maes, is ſeated a conſiderable 
Town, called Roermoade, through which I paſſed in the year 1673. 
when Sir Lionel Fenkens and Sir Foſeph Willamſon were ſent Plenipoten- 
tiaries to Co/ogxe, in our Journey from Antwerp to that City. We then 
paſſed the Country of Brabant, by the way of 7hornhaur, Weert, Roer- 
monde, and the next Night paſling by Erkelens, lodged at Caſtro, or 
Caſter, in Gulickland, Where there are ſtill the remains of an old Caſtle, 
formerly built for the Defence of that part of the Country. Roermon- 
de is ſcated upon a riſing Hill, near the River Roer, hath a Colledge 
of Jeſuits in it, a handfom2 Piazza, and an old Abby with divers Mo-

this Town their Excellencies were ſaluted with the Guns from their 


Walls, 
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DO/en, Coly, or Colonia Agrippina, was anciently the Ca- 
Þ pital City of the 7/477, a people who were at firſt poſ- 
ſelſed of the Countries now called Berg and March, 
7 but being over-run' by the Germans next to them, 
SS 4grippa, Lieutenant of Gala, received them- inte 
NS protection, and placed them upon this ſide of the Re- 
| man ſhoar of the Rhine, where they byilt this place, 
and called it Opidum ©biorgm, and the Romans ſeating themſelves here 
for the defence of the Country, in Honour. of 4gripp2za, daughter to 
Germanicus, and Wife to. Claudius, whoſe Birth-place it was, gave it af- 
terwards the Name of Co/onia Agrippina. It is at preſent one of the 
largeſt, if not the greateſt, of any City in Germany, ſecured towards the 
Land by a high Wall, and two deep Trenches, and towards the Water 
by a Wall of Stone. The Rine renders it delightful upon one fide. and 
divers rows of Trees encloſe the Town towards the Land. They have 
ſome Out-works, as Half-moons and, Ravelins, but their beſt ſecurity is 
in the great number of men. which tliey are able to raiſe within them- 
ſelves. Many of the Streets are broad, gnd paved with broad ſtones. 
It received the Chriſtian Faith very early, and Materavs was their 
Biſhop above x 350 years fince, who ſubſcribed, amongſt others, to the 
Council of 4rl-s. They have a great numter of Churches, and well 
endowed, which take up a great part of the Town ; the Prebends and 
Canons Houſes having in many places Vineyards, and Ilarge Gardens 
adjoyning. . Towards the North eng. of the Town, the Church of St. 
Kanibald is conſiderable; The Convent of the Dominicans is fair, and 
newly built; with a Garden 1n the Court, and all the Charabers unt- 
form. "The Jefuites Church is well built and ſtored, with rich Copes, 
Altar-pieces,,and other ' Otnaments-, In the Church of St. Gereaz, a 
Saint of great name here, tnartyred about Coley in the time of Maxz- 
mianus, are about a thouſand Saints heads, and on each, ſide of the Al- 
tar a large Statua, whercof*one is of a Moor ; and under the Quire ang- 
ther Church.

wherein the Treaty of Peace was held with good accommodation in it, 
though with no ſucceſs, in the year 1673. In the Church of St. Vr/ula 
is her Tomb. and the Tombs of divers of the Eleven thouſand Virgins, 
martyred by the /Zs. Upon the Monument of St. r/ala is this In- 


ſcription ; 
Sepulchrum Saufte Urſulz indicio Columbe dereflum. 


Upon many of the Tombs which are old, are Croſſes and Lamps. Ma- 
ny Bones and Heads of the Martyrs are alſo kept in this Church. The 
Cathedral is dedicated to St. Pezer, and is very large, but not Hniſhed. 
The Body of the Church hath four rows of Pillars within 1t. The 
Quire is handſome and very high: behind it are believed to be the 
Tombs of the three Wiſe men which came from the Eaſt to worſhip our 
Saviour, or the Kings of Arabia, of whom it was propheſied that they 
ſhould bring Gifts, commonly 'called the three Kings of Coley : Mel- 
chior, who oftcred Gold, Gaſpar Frankincenſe, and Ba/thaſar Myrrh. 
Their Bodies, as:the account goes, were firſt removed to Con/tantino- 
ple by Helena, the Mother of Con/tantine the Great ; then to Milan by 
Euſtorfius Biſhop thereof ; and they have now reſted at Co/en for above 
five hundred years, being tranſlated from Mas. hither by Rainoldus 
Biſhop of Colex, in the year 1164. There are alſo divers other Monu- 
ments of Biſhops, and Noble Perſons in Braſs and Stone, and one in the 
ſhape ofa Caſtle with ſix Towers. The Canons of this Church are all 
Noblemen ; among whom the Duke of Newbarg, who ordinarily reſides 
at Duſſeldorff, about twenty Engliſh miles below this City, upon the 
Rhine, hath two Sons. In a Church dedicated to all the Apoſtles, they 
ſhew us a Toinb,which being opened by Thieves,intending to plunder 
it, the Woman buried in it aroſe up and went home, and lived with 
her Husband divers years after. In one of the Streets is a Tower, or 
rather one Tower upon another, which ſeems to be ancient, now made 
a Priſon. Upon another Ruine alſo in the Streets lies a Tomb made 
out of one Stone ; of which fort of Tombs there are'many in this City 
and other places; but the greateſt number of them I ever faw was at 
Artes in Provence. | | | 

The Senate Houſe is Noble, having a fair Tower upon it, from 
whence there is a good proſpect over the City. Upon the Front of 
the Senate Houſe is a Man in Baſſo re/zevo, fighting with a Lyon, who, 
as it was related to me, was formerly one of the Confuls, who having 
had a conteſt with ſome Clergy-men about the Government of the Ci- 
ty, on a ſuddain they cauſed a Lyon to be let in upon him : upon 
which occaſion he behaved himſelf fo well, as he delivered himſelf, and 
ſlew the Lyon. 

The Elector or Archbiſhop of Colex hath two Places in the City, 
but by agreement between him and the Town, he is not to ſtay 
here above three days together. Only this preſent Archbiſhop, upon 
the coming down of the Imperial Forces, and his loſs of Bonna, took 
Sanctuary here in the Convent of St. Pantaleon, where he continued 
a great while. 4 |

Bing, or Bingium, was an- old 'Roman Fortreſs upon the Rhixe, where 
the River Navus or Naw enters -into-it ; over Which latter there's a 
handſome Stone-bridge-: In this Town-were matiy/'of the Duke-of Lor- 
rains Army ſick and wounded, who: three weeks before had maintain- 
ed a fight againſt the Forces of the 'EleQtot Palatine, near this place. 
From Big we continued our Journey to Mertz: at Rudeſheim in Rhine- 
gaw, a place ' noted for good Wine, they ſhewed 'us a Boy, whoſe hair 
was thick and woolly, like to the Africa» Moors, bat of a fine white 
colour, which being ſomewhat an odd'fight; I took' away ſome of his 
hair with me.. 1's 1 OZ IV} $53 FI IIEIS Ds; 
Mentz, Moguntia, Moguntiacum, and by the Frenth Mayence; is ſeated 
over againſt the Confluence of the River Mair, with the Rhine, or ra- 
ther a little below it ; in a fertile Country, abounding in all Proviſions 
and good Wine ; it lies at length, and is moſt extended towards the 
River ; and that part excels the other towards the Land, which' is 
not ſo'populous or well-built - It is x firong place, and well guarded ; 
it hath many Churches and Monaſteries, and ſome fair Buildings, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of publick concern, as the Palace of the EleQtor, and others: 
But the narrowneſs of the Streets, and many. old Houſes, take away 
much from the beauty'of the City. It is an Univerfity,, begun about 
the year 1486. or as others will have it 1461. This place-alſo chal- 
lenges the Invention of: Printing, or-at leaſt the firſt promotion or 
perfection thereof: * And: the Territory about-it 1s famous for the de- 
ſtruQtion'of the Roman Legions under Yarws, by the Germans. Guſta- 
vus Adolphus, King of Sweden, was wonderfully pleaſed upon the tak- 
ing of this City, 163r. entring into it in State upon the 14h of De- 
cember, it being his Birth-day, which began the -38zh Fear of his life, 
and kept his Court and Chriſtmas here ; where at one time there were 
with him fix chief Princes of the Empire, twelve Ambaſladors of Kings, 
States, Eletors, and Princes; beſides Dukes and Lords, and the Mar- 
tial men of his own. Army. At the taking of the Town, they found 
great ſtore of Ordnance and Powder ; and the City redeemed it ſelf 
trom Pillage by giving the King a Ranſom of Eighty thouſand Do/ars; 
and the Clergy and Jews gave Two and twenty thouſand more ; of 
which the Jews paid Eighteen thouſand ; Archbiſhop Wam#old faving 
himſelf upon the Rhzne, 'and retiring to Coley. The King cauſed alfo 
two great Bridges to be made, one over the Marr, founded upon fifteen 
great flat bottom'd Boats, the reſt being built upon great Piles of Wood: 
Another over the Rhine ſupported by ſixty one great flat Boats, each 
lying the diftance of an Arch from one another ; and many Families of 
people living ſometimes in the Boats. under the Bridge. The: Bridge 
over the Mais is taken away ; but that over the Rhive is ſtill continu- 
ed : Upon which I faw the preſent Elector paſſing in his Coach ; a Per- 
ſon of great Gravity, of a middle 'Stature, having long grey Hair, and 
was very Princely attended ; his Name is Foaunes Philippus of the No- 
ble Family of Schoenburg,-Elefor and Archbiſhop of Meztz, Biſhop of 
Hurtzburg, and Biſhop of Worms, Arch-Chancellor- of the Empire for 
all Germany ; the firſt of the Eleforal' College; in all publick Con- 
ventions he'ſits at the right hand of the- Emperor, and is a Succeſſor of 
the famous: Boxiface, an" Engliſh man, Biſhop of Hertz, who very much

In the year One -Thouſarid one hundred and fourteen, the Emperor 
Henry the Fourth ſent an Ambaſſador to the King of England, Heury 
the Firſt, requeſting that Maude the Kings daughter whom he had for- 
merly eſpouſed by Proxy, might now, being Marriage-able, be ſent to 
him : to which requeſt the King moſt willingly condeſcended, and the 
Princeſs was preſently conducted by his greateſt Peers into Germany, 
and at Mentz was married to #exry the Fourth, and ' there Crowned 
his Empreſs. RES GE) 
From Mentz I paſſed by water' up the River Main, to Franckfort, a 
free City of the Empire, called 7rajeftum Franconum, a Paſſage or Ford 
of the 'Franks, as ſerving them for a Retreat, when they entred or re- 
turned from Gaul ; at prefent 'Franuckford upon the Main, to difference 
it from Franckford upon the River Ozer, which is an Univerſity : It is 
a large Town, divided into two parts by the River ; the lefler called 
Saxcnhanſen, or Saxon-houſes, united to the other! by a Stone-bridge 
over the Mair, of twelve or thirteen Arches. It is a place of good 
Trade, and well ſeated for it, as having the advantage of the River 
Main, which paſſes by Bamberg, Schweinfurt, Wurtzburg, Guemutid, or 
Gaudia mundi ; and alſo the 7auber,and other Rivers running into it, af 
fords conveniency for Commerce with the remoter parts.ot Franconta; 
and the Main running into the Rhize, makes a large communication 
both up and down that Stream. So 3 

But this place is moſt remarkable for the: Eleftion of the Emperor, 
which, by the Laws of the G /dex Bull, ſhould be in this City, as alſo 
for two great Marts or Fairs kept in Mrch and September ; at which 
times there is an extraordinary concourſe of people from remote parts, 
in order to buying and felling of ſeveral Commodities, eſpecially for 
Books, as well printed here as in other parts, whereof they-afford. two 
Catalogues every year, and have no ſmall dealings that way, by the 
Factors of the Germans, Hollanders, Tralians, French, and Engliſh : al- 
though at orher times their trading in Books ſeems not great ; for 
when I was there out of the time of -the Mart,” the Stationers Shops 
being ſhut up, made but a dull ſhow. Here are alſo a great number 
of good Horſes bought and fold : and on the North-ſide of the City 
there is a ſpacious place' for a Horſe-Fair. The City is ſtrong and well 
fortified ; and molt part of the Town are Lutherans. In the Germas 
Wars, the King of Swedez having taken Z7anaw, fent' a Meſlenger to 
Franckfort to know whether the City would peaceably and ſpeedily 
ſet open their Gates unto him, and accept fairly of a Garriſon, or ſtand 
to the hazard of a Siege: And although they were unwilling to yield, 
yet for fear of the worſt, they conſented, That the Ring ſhould have 
tree paſſage for his Army through the City ; and that for the better af- 
ſurance of it, ſix hundred'of his men ſhould. be received. for 'a Garriſon 


' into Saxonhauſen ; and alſo that the. Magiſtrates and People ſhould take 
an 
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an Oath unto his Majeſty. So that upon the 17h of November, 163z. 
the King's Army paſſed through Saxoxhauſen over the Brigge, quite 
through the Town. ' Colonel Yitzthumb was left Governour in Saxon- 
hauſen; and the King himſelf rode bare headed rhrough the :Streets: 
and by his obliging behaviour did generally win the affections; of the 
beholders ; and three days after returned thither again with the! Zandz- 
grave of Heſſen-Caſſell, 'and the' Landtgrave of Heſſen-Darmfſladt , 
where they met the-Seventeen Earls of the Wetteraw, or Yeteravia,and 
were feaſted in the ſame room where the Emperors at their Coronation 
-uſe to be entertained. | 

In Saxonhauſes there is a Houſe anciently belonging unto the Knights 
of the Teutonick Order, which hath the privilege of a Sanctuary for 
Man-ſlayers and Bankrupts; but it is a ſecurity: but for fourteen days. 


Upon this ſide th: re is the largeſt portion ot Land belonging to Franck- 
fort ; on the other ſide very little. Gs 
This being a trading place, it is no wonder that there are fo many 
Jews in it ; tor a diſtinction they wear great Ruffs, their Sons Bonnets, 
and their Wives a peculiar dreſs of their Head. | 
'The Collegiate Church of St. Bartholomew, where many of the Em- 
perors have been. crowned, is large, hath a high Steeple,and is built of a 
4 re$ ſtone. There are divers handſome Fountains in the Town, and 
| | good Houſes ; in one of the beſt of which ; live Monſieur Perre Neuf- 
i ville, a great Merchant, and' a civil worthy perſon well known in moſt

Damfude, Þ From #ranckfort I continued my Journey through the Berg/traes, 
paſſing by Darm/tad?, which belongs to one of the Brothers of the 
Houſe of Heſſen, commonly known by the name of the Lavdrgrave 
of Heſſen Darmſtadt ; and afterwards through a- fruitful plain: Coun» 
try, in the ſight of Hills, and ſometimes-near them : the whole-Coun- 
try planted with Walnut-trees, Vines, Corn, and - in ſome places with 
Tabaco ; : vill Iarrived at ZZeidel/terg. 2 4 
In- coming into this Town we pailed over the River Neccar, Nicer,or 
Necarws;.upon a Bridge covered over from one end to another, with a 
large Roof of Wood; in the fame manner is the long Bridge covered at 
the entrance of the City of Aleſſandria della paplia we [taly, 
The River Neccar ariſes near the.Sy/va Martiana, now Swartzwald, 
The RiverNec- ox Black Fareſt, and paſling through the Territories of the Duke of Wir- 
wee zenberg, rans into.the Rhine at Manheim : This, though none of the 
greateſt, yet is a conſiderable River of Germany; : and hath divers good 
Towns upon itand near it, as Sa/rz, Tubingen, Wirtingen, Eſfſingen, Stut- 
gard, Canſtat, Lauffen, Hallbrun, Heidelberg. EE"; 
There being Wars at that time when TI was in this Country, between 
the Elector Palatine and the Duke of Lorrain : 'The Elector reſided for 
the moſt part at Frankendale, to be near his Forces. _ 
. Heidelberg is ſeated:on,the South-fide of the River Neccar, between 
it and a ridge of high Hills, ſo as-it cannot well admit of a modern 
Forttfication, or-hope to be extraordinary ſtrong, as being over- looked 
by the adjacent Mountains : Tt lies -moft at lebgth from Eaſt to Weſt: 
It hath been an Univerſity ſince} the year 1345:at Which time it was 
begun by Rupertus, Count Palatire, and at preſent is much frequent- 
ed. In the great Church was kept the famous! Library, which, after 
| that 
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ard addedto the Yatican, where I faw it in the year' 1564. being pla- 
ced upon one ſide of a very long Gallery belonging tothe Patican Li- 
brary ; and the Duke of 2rhz's Library placed on the otherfide; over 
againſt it : both which made a notable additioh to the Papal' Library. 
In this Church and the Church alfo'of Sr. Peer, are divers Monit 
ments of Princes of tlie Palatine Family, and of Learned: and Fattons 
Men. The French have a Church here, and the preſent Flector is of 
the Order of the Z7oly-Ghe/? ; and his Son a Mareſchat of Fravce : and 
good French and High-dutch are both generally. ſpoken here. The 
Lutherans have alſo a Church in this Town, by the favour of the Pre- 
ſent Eleftor ; although he himſelf be a Calvinift : and to' expreſs his 
generous kindneſs che Iigher in this point, the firſt Stone was laid, by 
himſelf and his Son ; and it is called the Church of Providtnte, accot- 
ding to the Eleftor's Motto, Dominus Provider, _ 
Upon-tie Town-houſe 1s a Clock with divers Motions, and when 
the Clock ſtrikes, the figure of an Old man pulls off his hat, a Cock 
crows, and ſhakes his' wings, Souldters fight with bne another, and the 
like. The Prince's Stables for above a hundred Fotfes are ſeated tiport 
the River very conveniently, but were fairer formerly , **bove- half 
thereof having been ruined-by the Tmperaliſts ;"'as alſo. divers of the 
Statues on the out-fide of the Caſtle, which -is ſeated high above the 
Town, - og re 
The preſent Elector 1s Carolus' Ladovicus, Sbn to the King of -Bohe- 
mia, Frederick the Fifth ; he was born in the *year, 1617. ahd paſſed 
his Youth an Exile from his Fathers Kingdom Jhd' EleQtorate': hd'ar 
the pacification, at Prague 1635: he was excluded'from any reſtitution 
to be made to him. Bur at length in the Treaty of Munſfter's 648. he 
was reſtored to the lower Palatinaze,and r657 returned tothe pofteffiont 
of his Fortunes : a highly accompithhed Prince; much honoured and 
beloved by his Subjects. In'the year 1650. he ' married Eharlo?/a, 
Daughter to Wi/liam the Filth! Landgrave, and to- the famous Amelia 
Elizabeth, Landgraveſs of Fiaſſia; by whom'he had the Char Prince, 
or Electoral Prince Charles, and & Daughter, the Princeſs Charlottd Eliv 
zabetha ; but upon ſome diſcontent the Princes Electreſs fince' returned 
to her own Friends and Country.

In his Palace or Caſtl: at Fzejdelberg, are' divers things remarkable ;: 
a very great Tower to be equalled by very few 5 within Which-is 2 
Theatre for Comedies. - This was formerly called 7rutzkaiſar, or the 
Tower thatbad Defiance, or threatned the Emperor ; But” ſince the 
Reſtauration of the EleCtor, there are ſome Works drawn about it in the 
figure of a Star,and the olddiſobliging Name is. by Proclamation forbidden 
to be continued, and it 1s at preſent called Szernſchanz, or the Star- 
fort. By it isa handſom Garden ; in the Diteh whereof thete was 
rhen kept a great Bear, and a very large Wolf, The Grotto's'and Wa- 
ter- works are very handſom : they were alſo* making divers ' others, 
having the advantage of the fade of the HilF ro bring 'dowit the! 
Water, and to make Grots and Caves in the Hock. Amongſt 6ther 
Fountains, that of the Lions head with a Frog in'his Far,” 'i5-rik&r rto< 
tice of, The Cellars are very large 'and cl, Mled with Vellelsof no 
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ordinary ſize ; yet inconſiderable, if compared to the great Tun kept 
in a. great Building joyning to the Cellars ; it was built by this preſent. 
Elector's Orders, 1664. and goes far beyond any made before : It con- 
tains 204 Faiders and odd meaſure, or about two hundred Tuns : in- 
ſtead of Hoops it is built with large knee Timber, like the ribs of a 
Ship, which are painted and carved, and have divers Inſcriptions upon 
them, and ſupported by carved Pedeſtals. Upon one ſide of it is a 
handſom Stair caſe to aſcend to the top of the Vellel ; upon the top of 
which is a Gallery ſet round with Balliſters, three and forty ſteps high 
from the ground. | - 

About an Ergiiſh Mile from Heidelberg, between the Hills, is a ſo- 
litary place, where three large Streams or Springs guſh out of the Moun- 
tain, and preſently fill five Ponds, have three handſom Caſcates or 
Falls, and after run into the Plain, and are ſtrong enough in a ſinall 
ſpace to turn four Mills ; this is called Wolfsbrun, or the Wolfs Foun- 
zain, from a Princeſs who formerly retired into a Cave in this deſert 
place, and was here devoured by a Woff. 

While I was at Heidelberg, two Engliſh men came kindly to me, 
Mr. Yillers, and Timothy Middleton,belonging to Lobensfeldr Cloiſter, a 
Convent formerly of- the Feſuites, but ſince let out to about an hun- 
dred Engliſh, who left their Country 166z. came up the Rhine, and 
by the permiſſion gf the Elector, ſettled themſelves a few Miles from | 
hence, living all together, Men, Women, and Children, in one houſe ; 
and having a Community of many things: They are of a peculiar Re- 
ligion, calling themſelves Chriſtian Jews ; and one Mr. Poole, former- 
ly living.at Norwich,is their Head. They cut not their Beards, and ob- 
ſerve many other Ceremonies and Duties,, which they either think 
themſelves obliged to from ſome Expreſſions in the old Teſtament, or 
from ſome New Expoſition of their Leaders. 

From Heidelburg ] made an excurſion,and had a ſight of Spire,ſeated 
in a Plain, on the Weſt-fide of the Rhine; a place of Antiquity, con- 
ceived to be U/rbs Nemetym of old; a large place and populous. The 
King of Swedex in the German Wars demoliſhed the Works about it, 
not willing to. ſpare ſa great a number of his Souldiers as was re- 
quired to Garriſon it , and make it good. It is an Epiſcopal See 
under the Arch-Biſhop of Mentz: there are many fair Houſes 
in it , divers Churches, and a fair Cathedral , with four large 
Towers. The Romaniſts, the Lutherans and Calviniſts preach in it at 
ſeveral hours. It is the more populous, and filled with people of 
good quality, by reaſon of the concourſe of perſons from other parts 
of Germany, for the deciſion of Law Suits: For here the Imperial 
Chamber is held, and many differences which ariſe in the Empire are 
determined, and the EleCtors and other Princes, in ſome Tryals at 
Law,may be called hither. It 1s a ſettled Court, which Maximilian the 
Firſt, for the better eaſe of all perſons, placed firſt at Worms, and not 
long after it was fixed at Spire, from whence it cannot be now remo- 
ved, but by the conſent of all the Eſtates. Things Cognoſcible in this 
Conrt are determined by an Imperial Judge, and ſealed with the Em- 
perours Arms, ſo that there lies no appeal unto the Emperor. 

Another day 1 went to Manheim, formerly a Village, ſeated at the 
Confluence of the Ahine and Neccar ; but walled about by the Eletor 

Frederick the Fourth, and ſince is much encreaſed ; all the Streets 
bcing

being large and uniform, and a Noble Cittadel built ; withih which, 
over againft the Gate, the EleCtor deſigns a Palace, the Model of which 
I faw : and at prefent,'on the right hand, there are three Pavilions of 
Lodgings : in one of 'which lodges the EleQor Palatine; ih another 
the Prince his Son ; and in the third the Princeſs his Daughter : behind 
theſe there is a handſome Garden and Lodgings for Degen Pelderen, 
the Churfurſts Miſtreſs, Here are ſome good Pictures, as a Head of 
Hans Hothen, and a Landskip with the Story of the Union of the 
Swiſſers, The Bridge over the Moat of the Cittadel into the Town, is 
alſo remarkable, as having ſix Draw-bridges upon it, three grear ones, 
and three ſmall ones on the fide.” There are Paliſado's all along the 
—_ in the middle of the Ditch, and without upon the E/p/a- 
RAde. | 

From ZZeidelberg 1 travelled to Narnberg in the Company of Caps 
tain Wagenſey/, who had been in the Poliſh and Ziungarian Wars, and 
was employed a little before in blowing up the Caſtle of Laun/teyn, be- 
longing to the Eleftor Palatine, to prevent its furpriſal by the Duke of 
Lorrain. He was then employed to raiſe a Company at' Nurnberg, for 
the Service of the Eleftor Palatine. Thad a good advantage in my Jour- 
ney by his Company ; for he travelled with Authority, and was a ges 
nerous, knowing, and courteous perſon. -- By 

The firſt day we travelled near to the Neccar, itt ſtoriy and rocky 
way ; and it being dark before we came to Moſpach, the Peaſants con- 
ducted us from Village to Village with bundles of lighted Striw. 

The next day we came to Poxberg, where there is an old Caſtle,an 
in the afternoon reached Morkenthat, or Mergetheim, the Seat of the 
Grand Maſter of the Zerrhn Deutchern, or the Teutonick Order. The 
Town is well built, hath a fair Piazza, with a large Fountain in it, and 
a Statue of one of the Grand Maſters, with a long Corridore from his 
Palace. This Order hath been of great Fatne, and hath had large Poſ- 
ſeſſions, as may be ſeen in the exact Account of the 7Tearonick Xnights 
of Pruſſia, made out from the beſt Authors, by my worthy honoured 
Friend Mr. 4/hmole, in his Noble Deſcription of the Order of the Gar 
ter ; and as Lewis du May, Counſellor unto the Duke of Wirtenberg, 
hath ſet it down. For the Knights Templers and of St. John, having 
fought proſperouſly againſt the Tnfidels, raiſed an Emulation in ſome Ger- 
man Genti/emen, who waited upon the Emperor Frederick the Firſt, in 
his Expedition to the Holy Land, zo take the Croifado. And becauſe 
they were inſtalled in the Church and Hoſpital of $t. Mary at Jeruſalem, 
they were called ,Marianites. Their Order differed nothing from thoſe 
above-mentioned, but in the form and colcur of their Croſs, an was aps 
proved by Pope Celeſtin the Third. Afterwards when Jeruſaleth was 
zaken by Saladin, thoſe Knights betook themſelves to Ptolemais, from 
whence the Emperor Frederick the Second, ſent them back into Germany, 
. and employed them againſt the Pruſſians and Livonians, who at that time 
were /?;ll Pagans. But by the Valour and Piety of thoſe Knights, their 
Souls were brought into ſubjetion to Chriſt, and their Bodies to the Or- 
der which began that War in the year 1210. a little while after theſe 
Knights found themſelves Maſters of a Country of very large Extent, 
which obeyed the Order, till the year 1525. at which time' Sigiſmond, 
King of Poland, gave the inveſtiture of Pruſſia unto Albert Marqueſs of 
Brandenburg. 4: the year 1563. the Great Maſter became Secular a= 
R 2 gain, 
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gain, and took a part of the Lands ſubjett to the Order, with the name of 
D:ke of .Curland. And Livonia having been the Sabject and Theatre of 
mazy Wars between the Polanders, Muſcovites, .aud Swedes ; theſe laſt 
did at. Jength become Maſters of it, and have it 3n poſſeſſion ſtill. So that 
tiere is no more remaining..of the 'Tentonick Order, but ſome Comman- 
deries ſcattered hire and there in Germany.

Germany ; the Houſes 
moſt.of them of Free-ſtone, very high ; and divers of them painted on 
the oytiide, and adorned with gilded Balls on the top ; many are of ſix 
or ſeven Stories high. - Der. Herr Peller hath one of the faireſt. The 
City is very populous and. full'of Trade, although it ſtands in a barren 
Country, and wants a Navigable'River. The three beſt Churches are 
the, Zoſpital Church, lately built very; fair ; St. Laurence, which is very 
large, with two high Steeples in the-Front ; and St. Sebald the beſt of 
the three. The Body of St, Seha/d being laid upon a Cart drawn with 
Oxen, in that place, where the Oxen ſtocd ſtill, they buried the Body, 
and erected this Church in his Memory. In this Church is a Crucifix 
of Wood, very well carved, and eſteemed at a high rate. The Crucifix 
without the Church. is very great, and of a black colour : and ſome 
fancy that the Raht ZHerrn, or Magiſtrates of the Town, have repoſited 
a Treaſure within it. The Pulpit is well carved and gilded, and the 
whole Church ſo ſtately, that it may paſs in the firſt rank of Lazherax 
Churches ; that Religion being here practiſed in its ſplendour. The 
Prieſt every morning reads the Scripture to the people tor half an hour, 
or preaches a Sermon. The Town-houſe is well worth the ſeeing : 
In it the Hall is ſpacious, as alſo the Chambers, and furniſhed with good 
Pictures, and Stoves well gilded and painted with white and gold,green 
and gold, dark coloured and gold, and the like. "There is one Picture 
of moſt of the Great Perſons in Germany entertained in the Great Hall; 
another of the three Brothers of Saxoxy ; one of an Elephant as big as 
the life ; a piece of St. Fohn and St. Hark, and another of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, both by Albert Darer : but the moſt rare piece is that of 4dam 
and Eve, by the fame Maſter, with this Inſcription. | 
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Albertus Durer Almang facicbat poſt Virginis partum, 1507+ 
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Another excellent one is that of St. Luke drawing the: Picture of our 
Saviour and the blefſed Virgin: - Over-the Gate at. the entrance of the 
Shambles is a large Oxe carved in Wood, and+painted over, with this 
Inſcription 2 O09. 5.120 It DPE RN: Poor my il 
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The Caſtle- ſtand- upori 4 high Hill, from-:vhence the Town makes 
a handſome ſhow : In it are obſervable a very deep well, the Empe- 
rors Chappel;-his Picture, and the Pictiraxof the Elecidrs; good Night 
Pieces ; and one of a main behind a" white Curtain: travſparent,- very 
well expreſſed. 'Fhe Armour'of Zebbete van Gailinghen'the great Sor- 
cerer is here ſhown ; and'in the Wall-of the Caſtle the: marks of his 
Horſes feet, when he Teaped' from thence over the Town ditch. 

The new-Founitath wa8ifot then finiſhed; but the: Statua's in Braſs 
mate for it were exceflent ; the: Sea: Horſes: large, the Sea-Nymphs 
much bigger than'the'life and N-ptume,who was to ſtand on the- top, 
is above three ya:ds anda thalthighWiray't came firft into this place, I 
was not a little furprized* behold::the::fairnefs-of the Hcuſes, hand- 
ſome Streets, different Habits;:induſtrieus People, and neatnefs in all 
things, more than I had obſerved in Ge: man Cities before ; and no 
place hath greater number of curious Artificers in Steel, Braſs, Tvory, 
Wood, wherein they work at an extraordinary cheap rate ; and there 
are Officers to inſpe& and enquire into the works of Artificers, that 
they be true, perfect and without fraud :. they make ſtrong and hand- 
ſome Clock-work. The King of Po/and preſented the Grand Seignior 
with a very noble Clock, who took ſo much delight in it, that when it 
required ſome mending (the Zurks being ignorant in Clock-work ) 
he ſent it from A«drzinople as far as Nurenturg to beet: in order a- 

an. | 
, Guſtavus Adolphus, King, of Swedn,was more magnificently received 
and entertained in this City, than” in any other 'of Germany ; which ſo 
incenſed Wa/enſteyn, that he afterwards encamped before theit Town, 
and did great ſpoil upon their. Territories : But the King: of Swedex, 
marched thither towards their Relief, and from thence towards, Latze-, 
where in a bloody Battel he loſt his lite. | - b 

The River Pe:nirz runnes through Nurnbrrg, and hathhdivers Stone 
Bridges over it ; and below the Town, joyning with the River Ked- 
itz , runs into the River Man at Bamberg ; and the Main:iryns 
at laſt into the Rhive. The -Reduitz ariſes at WeiſSenberg, and}; is nok 
far from the River A/:tmal, which runs into the Danub?, towards 
Regenſturz. Upon this convenience, Charles the great deſigned to 
make a Communication of paſſage between the Danube and the Rhine 3 
and made a Cenal: thirty paces abroad between the Rednitz and: the 
Altmul, to joyn thoſe Streams for the commodity of Paſſage by Boat z 
but after he had prooceeded two German miles in this work, Boggs, 
Rains, and his warlike Diverſions made him give over that noble De- 
ſign, whereby there might have been a Commerce by water, irom the 
Low-C:un' ries to Vienna, and even unto the Euxiue Sea. mW 

The: Roman Lieutenant'in Nero's time, had a deſire to unite the Ri- 
ver Seavc-and the: Moſe//a; and to make a paſſage between the Meds. 
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terraneas and the German Ocean ; having been at the mouth of the 
Moſella by Coblentz, and paſſed from Chaalzn upon. the 1oit 
and noble River Araris or Soaxe unto Lyon, -] cannot but think 
theſe very goodly Streams, and fit for ſuch a purpoſe. The preſent 
King of France hath a deſign to unite the River Aude with the Ga- 
r0nne, and fo to have a paſſage by Boat from the Mediterranean Sea by 
Tholouſe and Bourdeaux, into the Ocean. -When I travelled in thoſe 
parts, viewing the Country well, I thought it would be a difficult 
work, and ſo it proves: but the King hath proceeded already very far 
therein. þ a | 

About four Leagues from Narnberg lies Altdorff, belonging unto 
it, made an Univerſity in the year 1623. containing when I was there, 
about 150 Scholars. The Phyſick Garden is handſome, and well 
ſtocked with Plants, to the number of two thouſand. Dr Zoffman 
the Botanick and Anatomick Profeſſour, ſhew'd me many of the moſt 
rare of them ; :and preſented me . divers. The Anatomy School 
is not large ; yet the only one in thoſe parts of Germany : And they 
have divers curioſities preſerved in it, as the Skeleton of a Hart, of a 
Horſe, of a Man, of a Bear bigger than a Horſe : And ſome: Pictures, 
as one of a Ninivite, and another of Moſes, which they take to 
be Ancient.- Dr. Z/ageyſeyl, Profeſlour of Law and Hiſtory, brother 
to Captain Wagesfeyl, who travelled with me from Z7eidelterg, invited 
us to lodge at his Houſe, and ſhew'd me his Library, and all his Rareties 
and Coyns, whereof he hath a good Collection, having lived.in moſt 
places of Europe, and ſpeaks many Languages well ; he gave me a piecs: 
of the firſt money that was coined in Germany, In the Univerſity i i. 


brary I faw a fair Zortus Ey/tetenſis, and Toungerman's Colleticn 


Plants by his own hand. | 

At Nurnberg I met with the Son and the Secretary to the F707 :::.7 
Ambaſſador in Zerky, who had travelled hither over-land irom C-:-. 
ftantinople in their return into the Low-Countrzes, travelling in Greet 
Habits. 

From hence I went to Newmark, a good Town in the upper Palari- 
ate belonging to the Duke of Bavaria, and the next day through 
Ecinmaw, ſubject to the Duke of Newberg, to Regensburg, | 

Ratiſbona, Regenſburg, Auguſta Tiberii , Colonia uaitanorum, the 
chief place of the Ramars in this limit of the Empire, where the fourth 
Ttalick Legion had a conſtant ſtation ; was made a Colony by 73ber;- 
zis in the year, as ſome conceive, of the Paſſion of our Saviour. It was 
much augmented and adorned by the Emperour Arnulphus, who had 
a great affection for this place, fo pleaſantly ſeated, and in a good Coun- 
try. Here the River Regen runs into the Danube ; from whence it 
was called Regenſturg. There are two Bridges,one of wood below the 
Town, and another Bridge of ſtone of about fifteen Arches ; which is 
the faireſt ſtone Bridge over the Danube. It is an Imperial City, but 
not without ſome acknowledgement to the Duke of Bavaria: And al- 
though it be ſtrongly fortified, yet it was taken by the Swedes in the 
German wars. There are many tair buildings in 1t, both private and 
publick ; and though I am not able to confirm what ſome report, that 
there asaremany Churches andChappels in this City,as there are days in 
the year ; yet are there many fair Churches and Convents : As the Ca- 

thedral of St.Peter,on the South-ſide of which is the Piture of St. Peter 
in 
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i 2 ſhip ; andon the North another of the Apoſtles firſt Miſſion.” In 
the Piazza ſtands a neat little Church, the Convent of St. Paul, 
founded by Sr. Wolfgargas,Biſhop of this place,the Convent of St. Eme- 
rammus Biſhop of Ratisboxe, a Saint of great Veneration here, though Raticbore, 
but of little .mention or name in other parts. The name of A4/bertus 
Magnus Biſhop of this place,hath alſo added unto the Fame of Regenſburg. 

But that which chiefly promotes its luſtre, is the General Diet or 
Parliament, which 15 often held in this City, and is not to be called in 
any part out of Germany ; and the place is not nnfit for the accomma- 
dation of ſuch a noble Convention, as are the Eſtates of Germany. The 
Vice-Marſhal takes care to provide Lodgings reſpe&ively to their 
perſons, and ſees that all things be brought hither, and at a juſt price ; 
that the Hall or Place of Aſſembly be furniſhed and adorned ſuitably to 
the dignity of the Perſons convened, and hath an eſpecial eye and re- 
gard towards the Publick fafety. By this Convention the great Con- 
cerns of Germany are much ſecured, and their peace and quiet Eſtabliſh- 
ed. Wherein Germany ſeems to have a better advantage than 7zaly ; 
| For /taly being likewiſe divided into many Dominions and Principalities 
hath no Common Diet or Great Council, whereby to proceed for their 
Publick ſafety : Which makes them often fo divided in their commort 
Concerns in times of Danger,and when they moſt need a joynt Corh- 
bination. | 

I entred the notable River Danubias at this place, which hath al- 
ready run a good courſe, and paſſed by. many fair Towns or Cities ; 
as the large City of 7//me in Swabenland, where it - begihs to be Na- 
vigable ; as alſo Donawert, Neuburg, and [ngoi/tadt, and hath already 
received the conſiderable River of Licus or Leck whereby the Com- 
modities of that great trading City of Augſberg, are brought into it. 

When I firſt embarked at Rege»/burg,l thought I might have taken leave 
of the Danube not far below Yienna,but an opportunity made me ſee this 
great Stream beyond Belgrade,as I have declared in another Account of 
my Travels, ; TY 

The firſt day we paſſed by 7honawſteyn, where there is a Caſtle 
ſeated upon a high Rock, and came to Pfetcr or Yetera Caſtra of old, 
now but an ordinary place. The Boats upon the Danube are generally 
painted black and white, are flat bottom'd, and broad dt the Head and 
Stern ; there is a Chamber built in the middle ; and the Rudder is ve- 
ry large, to be able to command the Boat where the River is rapid, and 
of a Swift Courſe. 

The next day we came to Straubing, a handſome walled Town, be- 
longing to the Duke of Bavarza ; the Streets are ſtreight ; and there 
15 2 Tower in the Market-place, painted all over with green and gold 
colour : There is alſo a Bridge of wood over the fo We paſſed 
by Swartz in the Aftetnoon, where the Church is ſeated upon a Hill, 
and is frequented by Pilgrims, and lodged at Deckendorf, where there 
is another Bridge. Near this Town comes into the Danube, that con- 
ſiderable River 7ſer, or Tara, having paſſed by divers conſiderable 
Towns; as Landſhut, Frifing, and Miinchen, the Seat of Ferdinandus 
Maria, Ele&or of Bavaria, Great Steward of the Empire, and at pre- 
ſent the firſt of the Secular Electors, and he is to take place immedi- 
ately after the King of Bohemia, it being to concluded on at the

. Thurſday, Noyember the fifteenth, we came by Wil/bover to Paſſaw, 
Patavia, or Boioduram, a long and noble. City in the lower Bavarza, 
or Bayern, made up of three Towns, /!t2/tadt Paſſew, and Innſtadt,at 
the concurrence of the River 7", the Danu/e, and the j/tz. As 
Towns are commonly of great Antiquity which are built at the Con- 
flvence of great Rivers, ſor the Strength of the Situation and conveni- 
ence of Commerce ; ſo is this accounted ancient, as being a R:iman Co» 
lony, and the place of the Ca/tra Batava in old time. . 

The Church of St. Stephey is ftately, beſides other fair Churches. 
The Biſhop, who is Lord of the City, hath a ſtrong Palace upon a Hill ; 
his Revenues are large, and beſides what he poſſeſſes hereabouts, he 
hath the tenth part of the notable great Lead-Mine at Blezberg in Ca- 
rinthia, "This place had lately ſfuftered much;by fire; but a good part 
was rebuilt, = very fairly after the /ra/zan manner : So that this may 
well be reckoned as one of the ten conſiderable Cities, which are upon 
the Daxabe, accounting from 7lme unto Belzrade, as Vime, Inzolſtadt, 
Rat izbone, Paſſaw, Lintz, Viesna, Presburg, Sirigonium, Buda, Belgrade; 
all which from Katz5bone T had: the opportunity te ſee before the end of 
my.Journey. .. Near to a Wall over againſt the great Church at Paſſaw, 
which was then repairing, I ſaw. .a vaſt Head cut in ſtone, the Mouth 
whereof was two ſpans wide, and the reſt proportionable. The River 
7tz, which runs 1n here from the North, is conſiderable for the Pearls 
which are found 1n it; -and the noble River Ze or Oenus, from the 
South, is the | nes River which hath yet entred rhe Dan«be ; having 
paſſed by /nſbrug, and taken in. the River Saltz, upon which ſtands 
Sal:zba'g ; and ariſing in the A4lp-s in ſuch a high Country as 7irolis, 
it runs. in here with a great force, 'and adds much unto the ſwiftneſs 
of the Danube. | 

. Upon the Sixteenth we came to Zizz, the chief City in the higher 
AuStrea, not very great; but as neat and handſome a City as molt in 
Germany. .: There. 1s in it a very great Market-place, with never a bad 
Houſe,in it, the whole Town built of a very white Free-ſtone ; - and the 
Caſtle upon the Hill is of Mordern Building, and very large. There is 
alſo a Bridge: over the Danube. The Imperial Forces rendezyouſed here 
when Sclymay.came to Vieuna. This was alſo beſieged by-the Peaſants 
of Auſtria, in the time of Ferdinand the Second; they having got a Bo- 
dy together of Forty thouſand men, and many pieces of Ordnance, but 
were ſtoutly repulſed after.many Afſaults, and at laſt overcome by Pa- 
penbeim. Not. far below Lintz the River Draun enters the Danube ; this 
comes. from the Gemundver Sea, or Lacus Felicis,, paſſing by Lampack, 
Weltz, and other Towns, and hath a noted Cataract or Fall of Waters. 
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eo Whirl: = poole in the Danvbe, I. 0h. 


The next day we paſſed by Ens, Anifia, upon the River Aniſus, or 
Onaſus, which taking its original in the Borders of Sa/tzbargland runs 
into the Danube, and divides the higher from the lower Au/tria,having 


received into it ſelf the River Sa/tza, upon which ſtands. Cell, or 


Maria Cell, a place of the greateſt Pilgrimage in Au//ria. Near this 
Town are tnany Roman Coyns and Antiquities found, and Lawriacum 
ſtood of old, a Roman Garriſon, and afterwards a Biſhop's See: we came 
to a Village on the North ſhoar of the Danube, called Greim, where 
therGraff von Leichtenffeyn hath a Houſe. A little below this are two 
dangerous paſſages in the River ; the one called the S:rudelwhere the 
River running amongſt vaſt Rocks,ſome under water, and ſome above, 
the waves are broken with great force, and the-Current is rapid, 
foaming, and troubleſome ; and ſome skill is required to paſs between 
the Ledges of Rocks which are under water, and when the water is 
low

low the paſſage is very difficult. - The other is the Wurbel, or a kind 
of Whirlpool, where the water turns about with great force, being 
hindred in its dire& Courſe by a great Rock. Upon the top of a high 
craggy Rock ſtands a large Croſs, and at_the foot a little Church 
dedicated to St. Nicholas, who is Patron of this dangerous place, and 
is believed to take peculiar care of fuch as paſs this way, and therefore 
a little Boat comes to you as ſoon as you are out of danger, and re- 
cieves what Acknowledgment you pleaſe, or what perhaps you may 
have promiſed to give, when you were in ſome fear. This night 
we lodged at 7ps, 7p/ium, or 7bifſa, a Town on the South-ſide of the 
Dannabe : over againſt it lies Beſenbeug, or V/bium Ptclomei. Two 
German miles below 7ps ſtands Pechlarn, conceived to be Arlape in 
former times ; and here the River Erl/aph enters the Danube : A mile 
and a half below this lies- Melcke, Nomale, or Mea dialeta, in former 
days the Seat of the Marqueſles of 4»/tria, until St. Leopold removed 
to Kalenberg, and his Succeſſours to Yiema. The Town lies at 
tength upon the South-ſide of the River ; but the noble Cloiſter of 
Benediftines, which takes place of any other in A«/trza, ſtands upon 
a Hill which over-looks the 'Town, the River, and the Country about ; 
1s richly endowed, and remarkable for the Monuments of many great 
Perſons, and the Tomb of St. Colman, much honoured in theſe parts. 
We dined at Steyz, where there is a Bridge over the Danube. Near to 
this lies Crembs, another walled Town ; and over the water Mautery ; 
and not far from it the rich Convent of Xetwein ; After this the River 
Traiſn, or Tragiſama, comes in from the South. Having paſſed by - 
the noted Town St. Pold, or St. ZHippolitus, we lodged this Night at 
Sr. Eldorff, and the next day paſſed by Thuln, Srockeran, and Cloiftor 
Neuturg,to Vienna. | |

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It is ſeated on the South-ſide of the Danube, on the ripa Romana, 
that ſide neareſt to Rome, and many Roman Colonies, according to the 
uſual poſition of Rowan Stations, both upon this River and the Rhine, 
as may be exemplified in Colex, Bonna, Andarnach, Coblentz, Ments, 
Wormes, Spier, and Straſpurg, ' And in like manner ii the old Roman 
Stations, on the Soath or Romay fide of the Danube, which were in no 
ſmall number in or near the Arian ſhoar, as Carnuntum, or Petronel, 
Viſchmund, or ' Aquineftium, Eberſdorff, or Ala Nova, Melck, or Ne- 
male, Arlape, or Pechlarne, Lentia, or Lintz ; for hereby they better 
ſecured their Conqueſts, and' hindred the igcurfions of the Barbarians 
before them. | ; 

It is not ſeated upon the main ſtream of rhe. Daxubebut by a branch 
thereof ; for the River running through a low Country ; it is divided 
into ſeveral Streams, and makes many Iſlands. A ſmall River named 
Wien runs by the Eaſt part of this City, and enters the Danube, below 
it, which upon floods doth often much hurt, yet ſometimes low and 
very ſhallow, fo as I have ſtepped over it ; ſome will have it to give 
the Name unto this City : it divides part of the Suburbs from it, and 
hath divers Bridges over it. For that we may have a diſtin& appre- 
henſion of Yiema, we muſt conſider the City and Suburbs thereof ; 
the Suburbs are very great, and not without fair Houſes, Gardens, 


' Walks, and all Accommodations at large. 


The City it ſelf is that walled and fortified part, deſigned not only 
for convenience of Habitation, but alfo to ſuſtain a Siege, or any At- 
tack from the 7urk, and is now ſeparated from the Suburbs by a fair 
Eſplanade, or open Ground, above a Musket thot over. The Houſes 
near the wall were pulled down fince the laſt Fortification in the 7urki/h 
war, when:they were in ſome fear that the 7urki/h Forces about Gran 
and New-hu/e!, would move towards them. It is fortified a /a moder- 
ya, with ten Baſtions towards the Land, and a very deep Ditch, into 
which they can let the Dayube: and with two other Baſtions towards 
the water, on that part of the River which lies on the North-ſide of 
the Town. Theſe two latter are called the Works of Gonzaga, The 
Baſtions are large ; upon one of them I ſaw Count Souches muſter a 
good part of the Militia of the City. The Ditch is large and very deep, 
into which although they can let in the River, yet it is commonly kept 
dry, leſt they might incommode their deep Cellars. There are two 
walls, the one old and inward, little conſiderable at preſent, built at 
firſt with the ranſom of our King Richard the Firſt, who in his return 
from the Holy War, was detained Priſoner by the Duke of 4#/tria 
upon the 207h of December, 1192. The 4u/trians pretending they had 
received ſome afiront from the King at Joppa, and that he had taken 
down the Eniign and Banner of Duke Zeopo/d in a contemptuous way. 
The other outward of a great breadth, made of Earth, and faced with 
Brick, edged with Free-ſtone, ſo well built, as to render this.City one 
of the moſt confiderable fortified places in Europe. The E/planade 
gently deſcends from the Town for three hundred Paces ; there are 
very few Outworks. - DI bs 
 Itis very uncertain who was the firſt Builder of Y7exna, and after it 
had been long built it ran to decay again for Four. hundred years: toge- 
ther, till Zexry the Firſt, Duke of 4#/tra, in the year 1158. did. much 
repairit ; and the ranſom afterwards of Kang Richard beautificd it. 

| The 
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ceuit, but 'the City it ſelf, which is walled in, may be about three miles 
in Circumference, and is exceeding populous, as full of People, for the 
bigneſs of the place, as moſt of the great Cities. And I could not but 
. take delight to behold ſo many.Nations in it, as Turks, Tartars, Gras 
cians, TranſyFvanians, Sclavontans, Hungarians, Croatians, Spaniards, 
Ttaltans, French, Germans, Polanders, Gc. all in their proper Habits. 

| The chief Gates are fix : x. St4bnthor, or the Stubey Gate towards 
the Eaſt. - 2. Farntertbor, or the Gare of Carinthia towards the South. 
3. Burg hor, we Town Gate, or Caſtle Gate. 4. Schottenthor, or the 
Scotch Gate. $5. Newthor, or the Neagate ; theſe two laſt towards the 
| Welt: And 6. the Gate of . the red Tower towards the North, which 
leads. unto the Bridge. over the Danxbe : and towards the water-ſide 
there is alſo a Port by. the Emperor's palace,and a Cloyſter or Nunne- 
ry in the Town hath the Name of a Port called Zimmel port, or the 
Gate of Heaven. The five firſt of theſe Gates are.vaulted and arched 
with long paſſages through the Town-wall, and have good Bridges of 
Wood, with Draw-bridges to. paſs over the 'Town ditch : The fixth is 
under a Tower, and leads to the Bridges of the Danube : For that River 
runs. bere in a flat low Country,divides its ſtteams,.ſo that to paſs .it 
quite'over, there are at. preſent ſeven:long Bridges [made up of -many 
thouſand Trees laid one by. another, after tlieir way of making Bridges. 
There 1s alſo a Bridge within. the City of Y7zenna, called the Aochbrag, 
or High-bridge, which is made by the croſſing] of two Streets at equal 
Angles; the ' ground of one ſtreet being as high i'as the tops: of 
the Houſes of the ather,.ſo tht to.continueit,they, were forced tobui'd 
a Bridge or Arch inithe: Lower reet, to Jet the upper*to paſs over 
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The City is fairly [built of flone, and, wel paved ; many Houſes are 
.of ſix ſtories high ; they are ſomewhat flat roafed after the /raizar? 
way ; the Streets are not narrow, but the compaſs of ground will not 
admit them to be very broad ; and their Buildings aretemarkable bath 
above and below ground ; their Cellars are very deep. To fatisfie my 
curioſity, | went into ſome of them, and found four Cellars orie under 
another ; they were arched, and had two pair of Stairs to deſcend into 
them. Some have an open ſpace in the middle of each roof, td let the 
Air out'of one Cellar into another, and from the loweſt an ad or t#- 
be unto the top,to let the Air in and out from the ſtreer, ſomewhat af- 
ter the manner of the Mines. 

Anzas Sylvius, about two hundred years ſince, commending the 
City of Nurnbarg, among other expreſſions lets fall this : Cuperent Sco? 
torum Reges tam egregie quam mediocres Cives Norinbergenſes habitare. 
Tie Kings of the Scors would be content to dwell fo well as the mid- 
dle ſorts of Cirizens of Nurnturz. - I muſt confeſs, when I firſt -entred 
Nurnburg, 1 was much ſurprized to ſee ſuch a noble, large, ſpruce,rich, 
and well built City : but Yienna doth alſo deſerve the commendation 


' which he affords it: 7/4; Palatia digna Regibus, & Templa que mira« 


ri Italia poſit, Where there are Palaces fit for Kings, and Churches 
which /zaly may admire. And this being ſpoken ſo long ago, is now 
better verified of it. 

The Imperial Palace is very Noble, Subſtantial,and Princely furniſh- 


ed, conſiſting chiefly of two Courts ; the one very large, the other = 
| , r, 


The whole compaſs, taking in the Suburbs, makes a very large Cir= 
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ſer, wherein the Emperor lodges. At the Entrance over the Gate, are 
fet in Capitals Letters the” five Vowels, 4, ZE, 7, O, 7 ; whereof [the 
Phancies of men make various mterpretations. -- That which was told 
me, was this, 4aſtrice ef# imperare Orti Univerſo ; or, Ales Erllteich 
It Ofterreich Uuterthan ; 3. e. All the World: is ſubje& to Auſtria. Ale 
though I could hardly believe this was the firſt intended meaning. Be- 
ſides theſe. two Courts is another ſamall one, where ſome of the 'Pages 
lodge. I took notice of a large rough Fa/pis ſtone-lying upon the 
ground, little regarded or obſerved : it 1s abour nine foot Diameter ; it 
was preſented unto the Emperor by the Archbiſhop « f Sa/rz4urg,whoſe 
Country atfords notable Quarries, and tones of many ſorts; a little 
piece of it poliſhed, affords fine yellow, red, black, and white Veins. 
The Palace of the Count Ye Drawn, and that which Count Rotha/ hath 
lately built and nobly furniſhed, are very conſiderable ; with many 
others. . © ES, |; = | | = 00. 
There are alſo many. fair Churches, rich .Convents, and Conventual 
Churches ; as that of the Carmelites, of: the Fravicifcans, of the Bere- 
didines, of St. Nicholas; In this Church I could not tut take notice 
of the late Sepulchral Monumengs of Count $7rezzi and Cardinal Ha- 
rach, | The Deminican Convent is 'very fair: The. Avguſtines have a 
large Church, in the middle whereof they have built a Chappel after 
the manger of the Holy Houſe at: Lorezro ; upon. 'the top of which 
hang the.Colours'taken from the Zurks and' 74rtars, many of which 
Enfigns. are not (quare hke ours; tut made (Efcucheon-wiſe, Tome: filled: 
with; Circles, whereid are cxprefied half Moons: i The Jeſaires Colleges 
tre large, who Jeider tail of noble Corvents,efpecally in places where 
they have @good: ooting ak mithis. "The Front offone of their Colleges 
opens into a fair Piazza, in the middle whereof ſtands a large and 
high compoſite Goſumn:of Copperupon a Pedeſtal of white ſtone, with 
four Angels with Efoucheons, mdion'the top the bleſſed Virgin';. In- 
fcriptions alſo, in which the Emperor. dedicates 4ai7r7a unto her Patro- 
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In another Market-place, where the Town-houſe is, there is a handſome 
Statua of Juſtice in Copper. 9) 9 

I could not but obſerve the Sc:ech Church and Cloiſter, which gave 
alſo the name unto the Scorch Gate of the City, becauſe I ſomewhat 
wondred how - the Scots in old: time ſhould be ſo conſiderable in this 
place ; but I found by Information, andthe Account of Zazius and Mat- 
theus Merian in High-dutch, that this Convent was in former times 2 


great Receptacle for the Sco7s in their long Pilgrimage unto Jernfa/em, 
| founded 
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founded and endowed by Duke ZZexry the Firſt, in memory of St. Gre- 
gory : and it may ſeem lefs ſtrange that the Scots ſhould have a Con- 
vent here, and be numerous in theſe parts in former Apes, if we conſider 
that St.Colman,one of the Saints of the greateſt Veneration in this Coun- 
try,was a Scotchman, and faid to be of the Royal Blood of Scozl/and,who, 
in his paſſage to Jeruſalem was murdered by the Baurs or Country 
people at Szockerau, four German miles from Yana, and hanged on a 
Tree, where, as the Story goes, his Body remained uncorrupted for a 
year and a half, and divers Miracles being affirmed of it, it was taken 
down, and honourably interred near Szockerau; but by Meginhard 
Biſhop of AichFad? it was tranſlated unto Melk, and afterwards fent 
into Zangary, and his Head kept a long time at Szu4weiſſenburg, or 
Alba Regalis, according to the Account which is here given of this 
Saint. 

The Church of St. Peter is alſo conſiderable, not for its Splendor but 
Antiquity, as being accounted the oldeſt in the City, ſtanding in a place 
where in old time there ſtood an Altar in honour of Domzzax, called 
Ara Flaviana. In this Church lies the Body of that famous and learn- 
&d Perſon Wolfgangas Lazius, with this Epitaph or Inſcription -

In the Church of the Capuczzes Convent, are interred the Emperor 
Matthias and his Empreſs, and-the Empreſs Maria, wife to Ferdinand 
the Fhird, who out of their Devotion and Humility, choſe to be buri- 
ed in'a Church of this poor Order. And the Copucines not admitting 
of Magnificent Monuments in their Churches, as in the Churches of 
other Orders, no Tombs are erected worthy ſo great an Emperor, and 
ſuch Empreſles. + | | BY 

But the Cathedral Church of St. -Szephen, contains divers Monu- 
ments:of many Princes and GreatPerſons, and-is-a large ſtately Build- 
ing, but ſomewhat dark by reafon of the thick painted Glaſs : not co- 
vered with Lead, but: with Tiles of wood, which is the only blemiſh 
thereof, yet makes'a good ſhow. The Steeple and Spire are: very re- 
markable, as being high, large, ſtrong, and handſome. On the top or 
Weather-cock-place'of the Spire ſtands a Croſs *under a Star and half 
Moon, according.te-the Figure I have elſewhere ſet dawn, which the 
People think to be of Gold, or at leaſt very well gilded Y and in the 
time of Thunder and Lightning it looked pale and whitiſh. oth og 

They have this Account: haw theſe came firſt to be ſet "up-in this- 
place : That when So/yman the Magnificent: beſieged Viewna,. percei-- 
ving-the: Forces, in-the City; ta, he-obſtinate, he had an intent to- bat- 
ter. down the.Steepie about their- ears : But ſome of the.

This Spire hath the largeſt Crockets T have obſerved in any, they 
being above a yard long, and adorned with foliage work. The Spire 
of Landſhute in Bavaria, is accounted the higheſt in Germany ; that of 
Strasburg, the neateſt and faireſt ; and this of Yiema the largeſt and 
ſtrongeſt. And therefore it is no wonder,that when the Ambaſſadors 
of Boſna formerly came unto Yrenna, they fo often viewed and admired 
this Fabrick, and plainly faid, That all the mony in their Country was 
not ſufficient to have built it. | 

This Steeple is accounted about four hundred ſixty and five foot 
high, being about half way up three hundred and thirty eight ſteps. 
Beſides other Hills, I could ſee Zaimburger Hill within two miles of 
Presbarg, and a great part of Auſtria, which the long Courſe of the 
Danube rendred very pleafant and delightful into the eye. In the 


Chamber or Room from whence I had this proſpe&, there is a Clock, - 


whoſe Caſe being of wood, was in part burnt down by Lightning, and 
therefore there is water always kept in this place to extinguiſh the fire 

and a man continually watches in - the place where the Bells hang, 
There is alſo an Inſtrument of wood, or wooden Bells or Hammers , 
which they make uſe of from Good- Friday till Eaſter-ſunday, all the 
time that our Saviour was in the Grave, during which time they permit 
no Bells to ring. VEN RE 
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,, Atone of the doors of the Church there is a ſtone placed in the 
wall, which is generally conceived to be one of the ſtones wherewith 
St. Stephen was ſtoned. Ir ſeemed to me ſome kind of pebble, and 
is worn and poliſhed by the hands of the people, who when they enter 
at that door, do touch it with their fingers. I was alſo ſhewed one 
of the ſtones which killed St. Stephen at St. Sernine, or St. Saturnine's 
Church in 7holouſe ia France, which is a Church abounding with Re- 
lique-Rareties, and where they alſo think they have the Bodies of fe-

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ven of the Apoſtles, of St. George, of our King St. Edmand, and of for: 


ty Saints; : ID 

In this Church of St. Sephen, beſides many Monuments of great 
Princes ahd farhous Perſons, divers learned men have Sepulchral in- 
ſcriptions ; as Johannes Faber,Biſhop of Viemia ; Fohannes Cuſpinianus, 
and Sebaſtianus Tengnagelius, formerly Library-keeper, Hiſtoriogra- 
pher, and Councellor to the Emperour, an extraordinary learned man, 
and skilful in fifteen Languages, as the Inſcription delivers; as Zebrew, 
Syrzack, Chaldee, Perfian, Arabick, Turkiſh, Athiopick, Greek, Latin, 
Ttalian, French, Spaniſh, German, Belgick, and Emaliſh. 

The Univerfity of Y7enna is alfo remarkable, if we conſider. the An- 
tiquity thereof, the number of Scholars their courſe bf Studies, their 
accommodations, . priviſeges and advancements. This is ſaid to have 
| been begun by AlZertus the Third, above three hundred years paſt ; 
and their Rules, Orders; and Statutes to have been borrowed from the 
Univerſity of Paris, and tlte Students were diſtinguithed into four 
Diviſions or Nations ; who, beſides the General, have their particular 
Rules and Officers, and were compreſfended under the C/afs of 4u- 
ſtrians, Nations of the Rhine, Hungarians, arid Saxons. 

In the Auſtrian Diviſion were contained the F?:ulians, all of the Dio- 
ceſe of Trext, all 7aly, with the other Provinces beyond the Moun- 
tains: | = 

In the Caffs of the Rhine were comprehended Suevians, Alſatians, 
Franconians, Haſſians ; alſo all the Provinces to” the South-weſt, as 
France, Spain, Navarre, Hand, Brabant. | = | 

In the third C/affs, or Natio Hngiri&, were contained Hungarians, 
Bohemians, Polonians, Maratians,Sclavonaiis,all that fpeak the Sclave- 
ian Tongue, and alſo Germans, ' - 

To the Claſs or Natio Saxonum,, were reduced Saxons, Weſtphaliaus, 
Friſlanders, Turingians, Miſnians, Brandenbirgers, Pruſſians, Livonians 
Luſatians, Pomeranians, with the ZlItramarixe Kingdoms of E "gland, 
Scotland, Freland, Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. SE | 

Theſe Diviſions take up all the Nations of Europe; and indeed 
there are Students here of many Nations: and upon Contentions and 
Differences the ſeveral C/afes will hold unto their own, and take parts, 
and bandy againſt each other, but will all unite and' hold together in 
differences with Towns-men or Jews, which happen ſometimes 
unto an high degree. | | | 

They follow here the old beaten way of Knowledge : and I met 
with few who had any good inſight in new Philoſophy ; but there are 
many good Philologers, and are well verſed in Languages, Hiſtory and 
Antiquity : ant there are many Learned Men either educated here, 
or come from other parts. Some who had taken notice of the Roya/ 
Society in Loxton, were very inquiſitive after it ; and when I had fa- 
tisfied them in all particulars, were very muctr pleaſed therewith. Tf 
they ſhould fall into the way of Experimental Philoſophy, Being very 
induſtrious, *tis very probable they may domuch therein,and they were 
fure to have the countenance of the Emperor. 1 found them alfo 
much affected with the Engli/h Society in other parts of Germany. At 
the Univerſity of A4/torff | was much enquired of concerning it : and 
a Magiſtrate of Nurxburg, who had got a 7i/cſcope from Loxdoy, invi- 
ted me to bis Houſe, to practice the way of ufing it, Der /Rrr vor

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Alderſhelm? of Leipfick, a Perſon of great Curioſity, was very inquiſi- 
tive aſter the ſame Srciety. And of late years the Curiofi of Germany 
have held Learned Conventions and Correſpondence,and printed their 
Obſervations at Leipfick. And ſince my Return into England, I have 
been ſollicited from Cafſovia in Vpper Hungary, to ſend the 7ranſadtions 
into thoſe Parts. Y \% | 

During my ſtay at YVieuna,Þ went unto 4 publick Anatomy of a 
Woman that.was beheaded : the Leture /af7ed fo long, that the Body 
was Nineteen days unburied. It was performed by.a Learned Phylſt- 
cian, Dr. Wolfftregel, who read in Latzy to the fatisfaCtion of all pers 
ſons. What I moſt particularly obſerved therein. was this, The Py ra- 
midal Muſcles very plain and large ; the Zterus.Jarger than is uſually 
obſerved ; the Cartilago Enſiformis double ; the. Lungs. very black ; 
the Eye was very well ſhown ; he produced an artificial Eye of Ivory, 
and another large one of Paſtbcard and Paper,.contrived and made by 
himſelf; the Muſcles of the Pharynx, Larynx, Os. Zyoides, and the 
Tongue, after their diſſe&tion, he reduced: very handſomly into their 
proper places again to ſhew their natural ſituation and poſition. The 
Ana'omy-Theatre was of capacity to receive above an hundred perſons ; 
but of - Anatomy-Theatres, until of Jate, there haye been few in Ger- 
any, or none. And when 1 was 1n the. 4zatomy-School at Altorff,near 
Nurenburg, that learned civil Profeſſor, Dr. Mauritius Hoffmannus,told 
me that.the ſame was the Firſt in Germany. _ | | | 

Paulus de Sorbait, Prime Profeſſor, Phyſician unto Eleonora the Em+> 
preſs Dowager, and Knight of Z7ungary, was the Rector Magnificas. 
Zwelfer, who writ Animadverſions upon the Diſpenſatory of Ausbarg, 
was in great repute in Y7enma,and had, built for.himſfelf a Noble Houſe 
in the City, but he died ſome time before my coming thither. 

In fine, the Univerſity is noble, their Advancements conſiderable, 
their Privileges great, .and they have the power . of life and death, 
from Ancient and later Conceſſions of their Dukes and Empe- 
rors. | 

But. the greateſt luſtre unto Yzenna,is the Reſidence of the preſent 
Emperor Leopoldus ; he was born in the year 1638. he was Son unto 
tie Emperor Ferdinand the Third ; . he was baptized by the Names of 

' 'opoldus, Ignatius, Franciſcus, Balthazar, Foſephas,” Felicianus. His 
leſt Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans, died of the Small Pox 
his Fathers time. His Brother Carolus Joſephus, Maſter of the 

"utoxick, Order, dyed 1662. He married Margareta Infanta of Spain, 

wghter unto King Phzip the Fourth, whoſe Children died Infants + 
. vertuous, aftable, grave and worthy Prince, and ſeemed to me to 

ve very. happily here, in the love and honour of his People, Soul- 
..lers, and Clergy. - > + 

His Perſon is grave and graceful ; he hath the Auſtrian Lip re- 
markably, his Chin long, which is taken for a Good Phyſiognomical 
mark, and a-fign of a conſtant, placid, and little troubled mind. 'He is 
conceived to carry 1n, his Face the lincaments of four of his Predeceſ- 
fours, that. is of Rydo/phas the Firſt, of. Ma.c:milian the Firſt, of Charles 
the Fifth, and Ferdinand the Firſt, He was very affectionate unto his 
Empreſs, who, though but young, was. a modeſt, grave Princeſs, 
had a good aſpect, was zealous in her Religion, and ' an Enemy unto 
the Jews. . He ſhewed alſo great reſpect and.obſervance unto the 

EI ; | Empreſs 
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Empreſs Dowager E/conora, who was a ſober and prudent Princeſs, 
well skilled 1n all kindgof -curious Works, and delighted ſomet'ty-s to 
ſhoot at Deer from a Stand, or at other Game, ont of her - Coach: 
He was alto very loving unto his Siſters, beautiful and [good Princeſſes ; 
whereof one, the eldeſt, was ſince married unto that Noble Prince 
Michael Wiſnowitzski, King of Polaud. And afterwards to: Charles 
Drike of Lorain. | . 
He ſpeaks four Languages, German, 1talian, Spaniſh, and Latin. He 
is 4 great Countepancer of L-arned Men, and delights to read, -and 
when occaſion permits, will paſs ſome hours at it. 'The worthy Pe- 
trus Lambecius,his Library Keeper, and who is in great eſteem with 
him, will uſuaily find out ſome Books for him which he conceives 
may be acceptable. While I was there h& recommended a Tranſla- 
tion of Religio Med:ci unto him, wherewith the Emperor was exceed- 
ingly pleaſed, and ſpake very much of it unto Lambecius, mſomuch 
that Lambecius asked me whether I knew the Author, he being of my 
own name, and whether:the: were living : And when he underſtood 
my near Relation to him, he became more kind. and courteous than 
ever, and defired me to fend him that Book in the ' Original E»e/i/h, 
which he would put into the Emperors Library' : and preſented 
me with a neat little Za! Book, called Princeps in Compendio, Writ- 
ten by the Emperors Father, Ferdinandas the Third. _ | | 
He is alio' skiiful in Muſick, : compoſes well, and delighted much in 
it, both-at his Palace and «the @hurch, which makes ſo many Muſici- 
ans in /7enna ; for no place abounds more with then ; :and in the E- 
vening we feldom failed-of Muſick in'the Streets, and at onr Windows: 
And the Emperor's. delight: herein makes the .Church-men take the 
oreater' care ito ſet off their Church-Muſick , . for he goes of- 
ten to-Church, and not to one, but divers, eſpecially the beſt Conven- 
tual Churches : and in his own'Chappel ſome of his own Compoſiti- 
ons are often play's. He hathialſo excellent Muſick in his Palace, 
both Vocal and Inſtrumental';. and his private Chappel is well. ſerved, 
where beſides the excellent Muſick, there are always eight or ten. 
Counts, Pages to the Emperor, who'ferve at the Altar with white wax 
Torches itt their hands ;: and after the manner of the 7:alian Princes, 
divers Eunachs to 1ing, wr, to; 
For his Recreations abroad, he delights much in Hunting, efpecially 
of the wild Boar in. due :feafons;;. I have: known him bring; home ſix 
Boars in a-morning. Some. ſtout perſons, particularly count Nicholes 
Serini, would encounter 2:wild Boar. alone, but atlaft he uffortu- 
nately periſhed by one, which hath made others more wary \ince 
and therefore whitn the Boar 15 at a Bay, the Huntſmen ſo ſtand about 
him, that the Emperor, or'other great: perfons, may more fafely make 
uſe: of their Boar-ſpears-upon him. ; :: -/ + RLE 
Surely there are great. numbers of them about the Country, for 
they are nd. unuſual or extraordinary Diſli in the City, though of a de- 
licious and pleaſing taſte. "Fhey feed: upon Acorns, Beetk-maſt,' and. 
Cheſnuts, upon. the ſpring. et -ſpront\of Broom, Juniper, and Shrubs, 
and upon the roots of #2r:;and will range into Corn-fields, and come 
out of Foreſts,into Vineyands:: The Hantſmen are notably verſed and 
Skilful in that Game ; for thaugh.they ſee it not,. they. will diſtinguiſh 
a wild from a common Swine, and gueſs whether that which they m—_ 
- 
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be Male or Fetnale, old or young, large or ſmall; fat or lean ; and this 
they chiefly cotjecture from theſr tread or foot, and the caſting their 
hindfeet out of the track of their forefeer. 
The Emperor being ſo good a Huntſman,it is the leſs wonder that he 
ts eſteemed a good Horſeman. Certain it is, that he hath a very noble 
Stable of Horſes, procured trom all parts, T#rk ſh, Tartarian, Polonian; 
Tranſylvanian,Saxon, Rohemian, Hungarian,Naples, Gc. and they are well 
managed ; and they ride them to the ſatisfaction of the Beholders. 
Having ſeen the Arſenal at Yenice, the Stores 2t Chatham, and the 
Naval Proviſions at Amſterdam, I am not like ro admire any 
other, eſpecially ſo far from the Sea, and looked for nothing. of that 


- nature in this place Notwithſtanding I found an A4rferal, and place 


for Naval Veſſels to be ſet 6ut upon occaſion, and ſome thereof were 
employed in the laſt 7Turk:/> war, when they attempted to deſtroy the 
Bridge of Boats which the Z«urkts had made over the Danube, a little a- 
bove Gran and Barchan. They are built ſomewhat like Ga/eys, carry 
great Guns,and a good numter of Souldiers;and will make a fight upon 
the broad deep ſtream of the Danube, and may be handfomly broughe 
into the Town behind one of the Baſtions,when the Rrver is hizh: and 
hereof there are ſome at Rab and XKomora as [ have deClared elfewhere. 
The Emperor hath many Counſellors, great Souldiers and Courti- 
ers about him ; among which theſe ſeeemed.of greateſt Note. 
Euſebius Wenceſlaus Duke de Sagan, Prince Lob: owitz, Prime Coun- 
ſellor, Hoff-meiſier, of the Order of the Golden Fleece, a perſon of a 
grave and ſober Aſpect, ſomewhat blunt in converſation, but of a 
generous temper, and free from all covetouſneſs, who ſpent his Reve- 
nues nobly, and-unto his great reputation : He was chief favorite un- 
to the Emperor ; and though ſome had no great opinion of his Abilities, 
yet he was the firſt that diſcovered the laſt HZurgarian defeQtion and 
revolt, whereby thoſe Noble Perſons, Count Peter Serini and Nadaſt: 


(whom I faw at YVicmna, were brought unto their ends. 


Henricus Gulielmus, Count of Stahrenberg, Ober-hoff- Mareſchal, or 
Lord Marſhal of the Court. 

Johannes Maximilianus, Count of Lamburg, Oberſt Kammer-FHerr, or 
Chief of the Cham#er, a Perſon of great eſteem. The Gentlemen of 
the Bed-chamber are numerous, and many are in extraordinary ; there 
may be an hundred of them, all Barons and Counts. Every one of 
them wears a Golden Key before his Breſt; and the Grooms of the bed- 
chamber wear one of Steel : Two .of each attend every Night. | 

 Gundakerus, Count Dietrichſtein, Ober-Stal/-Meiſter, or Chief Maſter 
of the Horſe. 

Theſe are the Chief. Theſe following are alſo conſiderable. 

Count Sinzendorff, Oberſte-Fag- Meiſter, Grand YVeneur, or Hunts- 
Maſter, a Perſon in good favour with the Emperor, who very much de- 
lights in Hunting, as have moſt of his Predeceſlors.

He wis a Native of Roche/e : he firſt 
ferved the Swedes in the German wars, and was a Colonel, but upori 
ſome diſguſt he forſook the Swedes, and ſerved the Imperzialifts, and 
was made Governor of Brix, the ſecond Town in Moravia. Afﬀter the 
taking of Crembs in Auſtria, General Zorſtenſon, beſieged Brin, and 
fent word uhro the Governor de Soxuches, That if he retuſed to deliver 
up the Town, he would give him no quarter. Who anſwered him, 
That he would not ask any, and alſo give none: and defended the 
place with ſuch reſolution, that after many Afaults,Underminings,and 
Attempts by. Granado's, Torſtenſon was forced to iſe, aſter a Siege of 
four months, which was fo advantageous unto 4uftria and the /npes 
71a! affairs, that the Emperor took elpecial notice of him, made him 
a Garon, and of his Privy-Council. He commanded alſo all the For- 
ces in Vienna, and did notable Service in the laſt Turkiſh wars, - He 
took the City of Nitra, or Nizria, not far from Strigonium or Gran ; 
and took and flew fix thoufand Zurks which were ſent by the 717zi- 
er of Buda 2gainft him : a worthy Perſon, and of 4 good Aſpect. 
Count Soches the younger, his Son, an Heroick Commander, is Go- 
vernor, of the ſtrong fortified place LeopoldFadt by Freiſta1t;a Perſon 
of great Civility, unto whom I was much obliged. | | 
Count Zefly, Nephew unto Count Lefly, who was ſent Ambaſſador 
to Conflantinople to ' the Sultan from the Emperor, is a Commander 
. worthy. of that eſteem he hath with the Emperor ; a Perſon of great 
Courage, Civility afid Humanity, which I muft ever acknows- 
ledge. | | | 
The Courts of the Empreſs, and of the Empreſs Dowager, are filled 
with Perſons of Note; and there are a great number of Souldiers in 
this place of great Fame, as the Marquifs Pzo, Spork, Copr, and many 
more. . Many of the Clergy and Men of Learning,are in good eſfeem 
with the Emperor ;: but- the Jeſattes Moelner and B: ccabella, are his 
near Favorites. ' Many Strangers both Souldiers and Scholars, have 
built their Fortunes here. And ſurely Strangers of parts and induftry, 
ſo they .be of the Romai'(Church, are not like to raiſe their Fortunes any

«1 Though rhe Emperor goes not to wat in Perſon, yet hdth' he been 
ſucceſsful if his wars, eſpecially in the Battel with the Zurks at St. Go-

But his later wars have been ſtill more fortunate, wherein he hath 
not only relieved Yen, ajid taken divers cities from the 7urks ; but 


remains ſtill Maſter of the Field in Zunza'y. Among the many no- 


table things in Y:enna, the Iwperial Library is very retnarkable. He 
who hath ſeen the Bodlezan Library at Oxford, and the Yatzcan, at 
Rome, would be much furprized to find ſuch a notable one here,as may 
compare with them ; eſpecially upon the extreme Borders of the Learn- 
ed part of Europ-. 

The number and nobleneſs of the Books doth much exceed the re- 
ceptacle or place which contains them,as making rio fair ſhew at the en- 
trance,and ſomewhat wanting light. But as for the number and value of 
the Books, they are of opinion here that it yields unto none, but rather 
excels any other Library in Europe. There was a place defigned for 
the building of a fit receptacle for them; but, I. know not how, a Thea- 
tre for Comedies is now built in that place. 

It is divided into eight Chambers or Rooms,which are fo well filled, 
that many Books are fain to lie upon the Floor ; and the Shelves ſtand 
ſo cloſe, that there is but juſt room to paſs between them. The Ma- 
nuſcripts, ſtand diſtinct from the printed Books,according top their Lan- 
guages, being divided into fix Claſſes, Theological, Furidical, Medical , 
Philoſophical, Hiſtorical, Philolegical. "There can ſcarce be a more ad- 
mirable Collection than the Manuſcripts in part of the firſt Chamber, 
of Hebr-w, Syriack, Arabick, Turkiſh, Armenian, Athiopick, and Chis 
zeſe Books. 

It was begun, at leaſt the Books began to be placed in this recepta- 
cle, by Maximilian the Firſt, but hath been much encreaſed by ſuc- 
ceeJing Emperors, moſt of them, ſince Rodo{phus the Firſt, being much 
addicted unto Learning, there having been large acceſſions from many 
noble Libraries, and moſt upon the coſt of the Emperors. The choi- 
ceſt Books in the famous Library of Buda, of King Matthias Corvinus, 
Son unto Huniades, are now in it. The notable Library of Wolfgan- 
gus Lazius, who was Library-Keeper, was brought hither, and 
Three thouſand Books of Fohaunes Sambucus are now in this Repoſt 
tory. 

Sd Busbequius, ſometime Library-Keeper hereof, added much 
unto it ; and in his two Zurkiſh Embaſſies procured a great number of 
noble Greek Manuſcripts at Conſtantinople, which are inſcribed with 
his own hand, Aug. de Buſbeck. emit Conſtantinopoli. A great many 
were added from the Library of the Learned Johannes Cuſpinianus, 
Library Keeper, and Councellor unto the Emperor. The notable Li- 
braries and Mathematical Inſtruments of Zycho Brake, Kepler, and 
Gaſſendus, were purchaſed for it. But the largeſt acceſſion was made 
by the noble Library of Count Fagger, which conſiſting of ſixteen 
thouſand Volumes,was purchaſed by Ferdinand the Third. Many were 
prong, ſome few years paſt, from the 4mbrgfian Library by T»ſpruck, 
by. the Learned Petrus Lambecins, Library-keeper , Hiſtoriogra- 
pher, and Councellor unto the preſent Emperor ; who hath alſo an ex- 
cellent Library which is like ta he adged unto the imperial, he then 

reckoned 
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reckoned the Volumes in this great Library to amount at Jeaſt*to 
Fourſcore thouſard ; and by this time that number may be increafed, 
for he adds ſome yearly. And the number might almoſt be, exid- 
leſs, if they would make uſe of their privilege; for the” Emperor” 1th 
a right to have two Books of all that, are printed. in Germany. IN 

They have alſo a great advantage at Yjiema to acquire good Mayu- 
feriprs from the Turkiſh Dominions, for the Emperor is obliged to have 
a Reſident with the Grand Se7:nior whereſoever he' moves or ' orders 
him to be; even 'at the laſt fight of 'St. Gedar?, the Emperot's Re- 
ſident was in the Zarkiſþ Carp. Ard: when I wes at Lariſſa, in Thef- 
faly, the Refident Signor de Caſa Nowa, was inquiſitive after Books to 
be found among the Greets in Monaſteries and other places. And this 
Emperer, like his Father, will ſpare no coſt toward ſuch Acquiries. |

About two Eng/i/h miles Eaſtward from Yienna, there is a very no- 
ble Garden-place belonging to the Emperor, built by Rodo/phm the Se- 
cond, which hath been formerly well furniſhed, and provided . with 
Plants, but now feems to be neglected, and ſomewhat ruinons. It 

conſiſts of an inward and an outward ſquare Garden : The inward 
is two hundred ordinary paces ſquare, about the ſame bigneſs with the 
Place Royal at Pars: It hath a Portico or CloyFfer, ſupported by Forty 
Pillars of white Stone on each ſide, and is covered with Copper ; as are 
alſo the Pavilions which the common people think to be Gold. Beſides 
this, there is an handſom row of Buildings well ſeated,called New-gabaz, 
. in which at preſent are many wild Beaſts kept. Lions and" Tigres breed 
here, and have young ones. Some fay this was the place of Solymar 
."the Magnificent's Tent when he beſieged Yienna. But it is rather the 

Figure of his Pavilion which was placed on the other ſide of the City. 

There is alſo, about two or three miles from Yiexna, a noted place 
of Devotion, called Arno/s, much frequented, efpecially in Lezt, divers 
carrying Croſſes very heavy all the way upon their ſhoulders. There 
is here a little Houſe built exactly after that of the Sepulchre at Feru- 
falem ; and alſo a handſom Copy of the Picture of our Saviour and the 
Virgin Mary, with their exa& heights. That of our Saviour is about 
two yards high ; that of the bleſſed Virgin three or four fingers breadth 
lower : Theſe are taken from the Original in St. Fohn de Lateran at 
Rome. Hither the Empreſs defired to go one morning from her own 
Palace on Foot, out of Devotion, which ſhe performed, though with a 
great deal of difficulty, ſhe being not uſed to walk, and the way was 
duſty. The Emperor accompanied her and all the Court followed on 
foot, which made a handſome ſhew. 

Nearer unto /7era there 1s alſo a remarkable place for Devotion, 
called /zing : and in the way from YV;exxa unto it, the twelve Stati- 
ons of the Croſs are marked out in imitation of what is obſerved near 
Feruſalem, in the Yia Crucis, or Doloroſa, in our Saviour's proceeding 
from the City unto Mount Catvary ; the the Figures thereof are print- 
ed, and the ſeveral paces between every Station ſet down. -'The Empe- 
ror. hath a handfom Park near Yienza, called the Brater, wherein 1 
beheld the effeAts of the great Lightning and Thunder which happen- 
ed three days before, upon many great. Trees which were torn, ſplit, or 
twiſted. There is a Houſe of Pleafure in it, where among other things, 
I could not but take notice.of a Muſical Inſtrument which I had not 
ſeen before, a Sear or Che/tdrum ; it hath a Cord like that of a Sea-trum- 
pet, but ſounds like a Fett/e-dram. | _ 
| Twent alſo unto Laxamburg, whither the Emperor often retires ; 
he hath a Houſe in this place, bur it is old; and not large. . There is 
alſo a Houſe of Pleaſure in the Mote, into which-there is no: other paſ- 
fage but through a high Corr;zJore. Tae Caſtle is commodiouſly ſeat- 
< for the Emperors recreation ; and there is an eight-ſquare Houſe in 
the Marſh, from which the Nobility and the Empreſs Dowager ſome- 
times uſed to ſhoot, ſhe being very expert therein. Over the Gate of 
the Emperors Houſe hangs a great Rib and Jaw-bone, whereof I 
could get no better account, than they were the Rib and Jaw-bone of

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2 heathen maid. They feemed 'ro me'to be Bones of an E/epbanr. But 
many things that are old-or obſcure, ithey call, in:this Country; 'Hea- 
then : as Koman Coyns, they call Heathen money. And the Peaſants 
brought me, in a-place which had been formerly an-old Romar Station, 
part of the bit ofa Bridle digged up, which they concluded to be a 
Heathen Key. TASTY, to. 

From hence T went unto Mrmer/zorf ſeated not far from the River 

Leyta, where there is a natural her Barh, called the Wildebath ; it ari- 
ſes. under -a Church, the Church being 'built over the Spring-head. 
The water of it is 'but Luke-warm,and therefore when they defire it 
hotter, they boyl it, and ſo bathe 1a Pubs 1n a large room. ' From 
that Subſtance which ſticks to the ſides 'of the: Coppers'in rhe boyl- . 
ing of it, they judge at to be impregnated wirl Sklphur, Salt-perer, and 
Chalk, The water colours the ftones,and makes/rhem look, when wer, 
like fine Zwurguozſ.s. And the vapour of the Bath hanging upon the 
Moſs on tiie ſides, gives it an Amber or Gold colonr. The thy ficians 
of Vienna have given 2 good agcount concerning the uſe of rhefe Barks 
in #i54-wutch, Not tar from hence 1s a noted Quarry of Stone, out of 
which a great part:of /7eana is built. The Stones are large and they 
cat, and ſquare them at the Quarry. ' ' . 
From henceI proceeded to rhe Newfdler fea or Late, fo called from 
Newfidle, which is a Town feared npon the. Northern patt of it, con- 
fiſting of one ſtreet and ſome back-houfes, and a fmall, {quare, old Caſtle 
upon a Hill, from whence I had agood profpe& over thei Lake. | It is 
about three German miles broad, and feven miles long. The faireſt 
Lake in theſe parts affording plenty 6f Fiſh ; encompaſled and thickly 
fet about with ſmall Towns and Villages ; and hath no River, at leaſt 
not conſiderable, running into or out of it. A little way from the Gate 
. of Newyjtale they dig out a black earth, out of which they make Salr- 
peter. In this Journey, not ſar trom Z//mburg, we paſled by a place 
called Raxckward, which, though it ſeems .not high, books over a great 
part of Aufria,and as far'as Brin;the fecond City.of Moravia, a part allo 
of rhe Kingdom of Bohemra,and a part of the Kingdom of /Zan '\ar:a. 1 
went afterwards four E»gyi/h miles up the Stream of the Vamybe, to ſee 
a noted Quarry of Stone in a Hill called A4!/tea#urg. The beds, rows, 
.or-caſes of the Stones lie not horizontally, but rather elevated North- 
ward, about the height of the Angle forty, yet are not always fo fe- 
gularly placed, but rather follow the ſhape of the Hill, and according 
to that are differently ſituated. Here [ alſo.obſerved a Subſtance be- 
tween a Clay and a ſtone called Leher/tein, or. Liverſtone; and upon 
many of theſe Stones 1 found the figures of Trees and Leaves, though 
not ſo deep or neat as upon the Stones. by Florence ; 'yer very prettily 
marked, and often with broader Leaves,than I had elſewhere obſerved, 
I paſſed forward to Clo/ter-Neuburi, a Town moit of it belonging to 
that notable rich Monaſtery ſeated here, tourided by St. Leopo/dus 
Marqueſs of A4»/tria, and fince much enriched by fucceeding Dona- 
.ti10ns. 

Matthens Merian hath a good cut of the Proſpect of the Danube 
hereabouts, and in what manner it paſſes downwards between the 
two great Hills of Xalexberg and Biſnberg. Upon one: Peak of X4/en- 
breg live divers Camaldulenſes, of an Order the nioft ſevere of any,li- 
ving moſt upon Roots and. Herbs, in the manner of Zermites. _

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their. Cells they had paved the ground with thoſe Stones T mentioned, 
which | were . naturally. marked with the 'Shapes 'of Trees 'and 
Plants !

Aſter an open Autumn there followed a ſharp Winter. at Viera, in 
the months of December. and Fanvary. The branches of the Oaxube 
were ſoon frozen over. The main Stream, by reaſon of its ſwift Cur- 
rent, held out longer,: but was: afterwards alfo' frozen. Some have 
thought that this River is more ' apt. to frezz than others. And: we 
read of, Battels: which! have been. fought upon this River frozen ; 
but T could not make any regular Obſervation: thereof. This hard 
weather, the ground being covered with Snow, afforded handſom Re- 

_ creatiohs unto men, and ſome unto the Ladies, in running Courſes in 
handſom Sleds and Devices upon the Snow. : Their Sleds were well 
contrived in the ſhape of Grifizs, Tigers, Swans, Scallop Shells, Dol- 
phins, Peacocks, and the like Curioſities, carved, painted, and gilded. 
The Lady fits in one of theſe, richly habited in Velvet,lined with rich 
Furrs, ſet off with Lace and Jewels, in a Velvet Cap lined with Sables. 
The Sled is drawn by.a Horſe, dreſſed up with Feathers ofall-colours, 
and Bells hanging about him, a pair of Stags horns behind his head, 
Ribbons and other Ornaments : one or more Pages ride by on Horſe- 
back with Torches in their hands.” And after this manner they per- 
form their Courſe upon' the frozen Snow about the ſtreets of Y7enna, 
in the night, with good ſpeed one after another. A Gentleman fits 
behind the Lady and guides the Horſe. But the Froſt breaking up 
put an cnd to theſe Recreations. . .The Froſt began and ended here the 
ſame day that it began and ended in Eng/avd. | p 

The Feſtivity of Chriſtmas was obſerved much aſter the ſame Man- 
ner, Ceremonies, and Solemnities, as-in 7raly. On Chrifmas-day the 
Emperor dined publickly, attended with many Nobles and great Per- 
ſons, and. three remarkable low Dwarſs. Upon St. Stephen's day he 
went to the Cathedral of St. Szephex,and went up to the Altar,kneeled, 
and kiſſed the Plate whereon the Z/oFia had lain. At the Epiphany 
or 7welfth-tide, the old cuſtom of chooſing King and Queen was ob- 
ſerved at Court. Count Leſly happened to be King, the Emperor laid 
the Cloth, and the-Empreſs filled out Wine, together with other old 
Cuſtoms, Fetched perhaps in part from ancienter times, Saturnalinm 
diebus, mos Romanis, preebere ſervis convivium fic ut ipſt officia ſerv'rum 
obirent. | [ 

- Before Chriſtmas there was'extraordinary mirth and jollity at the 
Court upon occaſion of a Marriage : For "Count Seraz, Governor of 
Gratz 1n Styria, married a natural Daughter of Phz/ip the Fourth, King 
of Spain, which was obſerved with :many noble Sojemnities and. Bra- 
veries. And the Nobility and Ladies were ſo ſubſtantially ſp'endid,that 
I was much ſurprized thereat. 

This was followed by a Funeral Solemnity for the Count of Drans, 
who was Colonel of the Forces in Y7enna, and. who had one of the no- 
bleſt Houſes in the City ; his Corps was brought out of 7taly, and iri- 
tcrred in the Dominican Church, where the formerly built a very fair 
Altar ; there was raiſed for him a Caſtram Doloris, handſomly contrived 
and ſet round with white Wax Torches and Candles. SE 1060 

While I was in Yiew'a, the Empreſs Margaritaiwas delivered of 2 
Daughter; which was Chriſtned by. the'name of Maria, Antovina, Foſe-

A Deſcription of Vienna. 


Foſepha, Benedifla, Roſalia, Petrone//a, but ſhe lived not many months. 
When the Empreſs came abroad, ſhe brought the Child to the Augu- 
ſtines Church, where Cardinal Carlo Caraffa, the Pope's Nuneio, recei- 
ved it, bleſſed it, and Jaid it upon the Altar. | | 

During my ſtay here, the Eleftion was in readineſs for a King of Po- 
land, after the voluntary reſignation of that Crown by King C afmir ; 
and Couriers often pafled between that Country and this. There were 
Competitors the Czar of Muſcevy's Son, the Duke of Newlarg, and the 
Prince of Lorraix. The Fr-nch moved actively for the Duke of New- 
turg, the Emperor for the Prince of Lorrain, who was then at Yi nna, 
in great favour with the Emperor, who greatly promoted his intereſt ; 
a Perſon of great eſteem, and who if General Lnubemirski had been li- 
ving, who was his intimate Friend, in all probability might have ob- 
tained the Crown ; and thereupon it was conceived that he ſhould 
have married the Emperor's Siſter.But the Poles made choice of one of 
their own Country, who was no Competitor, Michael Wiſnowitski de- 
ceaſed, who alſo married the Siſter of the Emperor. 

When I was here, there were many Ambaſladours of Note, Dez Bal- 
thaſar de la Cueve, Marquiſs of Malagon, and Brother to the Viceroy 
of Naples, was Ambaſſador for Spain. Cardinal Carlo Caraffa was the 
Pope's Nuncio. The Yeretia» Ambaſſador Extraordinary, follicited for 
aſſiſtance for Candia, and he obtained the Regiment of Porcia under 
Marquis Pio. Count Soxches the younger, who was Governor of Leo= 
p ldjtadr, and many noble and valiant Souldiers were preparing for 
that Expedition. The 7arks gave aſſurance of the Grand S2igntor's intentis 
on to maintain the Peace inviolably ; ard requeſted the Einperor not 
to aſſiſt the Yeretians, or Tranſyl[vanians, nor to promote, but rather 
hinder, the Election of the Emperor of M»ſccvy's Son to the Crown of 
Poland. The Biſhop of Bezzers, ſent by the King of France to the E- 
leion of the King of Poland, came not hither, but paſſed through N#- 
revburg, where [ lodged at the fame Inn: They were generally here a- 

ainſt the Frexch Intereſt, and ſo were a great part of the P#/i/h No- 
bility. An Ambaſſador came alſo from the Cham of 7artary, to con- 
firm a Peace, and afford mutal Afſliſtance upon occaſion. Cha Gog? 
Ara was the Ambaſlador,who brought a Preſent of the beſt 7artarian 
Horſes, which are of high eſteem tor ſwiftneſs, hardineſs, boldneſs in 
paiting frozen Rivers, and taking and ſwimming over great Streams. 
He was dilmifled with noble Preſents of Plate. The Emperor preſent- 
ed the Chaw of Tartary with a fair Silver Bafon and Ewer, and a curi- 
os Watch ; ard fent' Preſents unto the Chammine his Wite ; and alſo 
to his Siſter and four Brothers. His Followers were ſtout men, of 
good ſtature, coarſ: Complexions, wearing Jong furr'd Veſts and Cal- 
packs, or furrd Caps. Some of them had ſilver Rings with the fame 
Signatures of the Turkiſh Seals. They rook much Tabaco in very long 
Pipes.Their Tabacois not in Rolls,but 1n Leaves,& dry.They went about 
wandring and gazing at moſt things, as Churches, Houſes, Shops : And 
took much delight ro . be in the Fair, where they would take muctr 
notice of ſmall trifles. . Yet theſe are the men rhat make fuch ſad In- 
curſions into the Eaſtern parts of E:rope,and carrying away fo many 
thouſands, ſell them to the 7Turks,and ſo repair the detet of People in 
Turty. And now after the Confurnption of men in Conſtantinople, 
and the Country about by the Plague, are like to te active in that 
X Trace, 
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Trade, hoping to find better Markets tor their Plagiaries and Depreda- 
tions. 
There are divers Greets, who trade to Yienna, and many live in the 
Town, among which I met with three conſiderable perſons. One a 
grave Abbot, who was torcec trom his Convent by the Zark, upon 1uſ- 
picion that he correſponded with thoſe of Candia. Another, who went 
by the name of Con/tantinus Catacuzenos, and was of the Blood Royal 
of the Caracuzeni. The third was Feremzas a Greek Prieſt, who had 
travelled through 7:aly and Praxce into England, and from thence 
through the Low-Countries and Germany to / jenna, and intended tor 
Conſtantinople. He came into England to enquire after a young man 
who was in a Ship which was firſt taken by an A/zerine, and after- 
wards by an Ee/i/þ man of war in the Levaut. He was very kindly 
uſed in Eze/and, and particularly at Cambridge. He did a great deal 
of honour at Yzenna, unto the Erg/i/h Nation, declaring that they were 
the molt civil, generous, and learned p:ople he had met with in all his 
Travels, and that he no where found ſo many who could ſpeak or un- 
derſtand Greek, or who gave him ſo good fatisfaftion in all parts of 
Knowledge : And as a teſtimony of his reſpect and gratitude, requelt- 
ed me to encloſe a Greek Letter unto Dr. Pierſc, now Lord Biſhop of 
Chefter, and Dr. Barrow Maſter of 7rinity College in Cambridge. 
 M. | men live here plentifully, there being abundance of all provi- 
ſon. They have great quantity of Corn, which upon Scarcity, by 
the help of the Danube, might be brought to them irom remoter parts. 
The Country affords ſuch plenty of wine, that they ſend a conſidera- 
ble quantity up the River. They have alſo rich wines out of Z/unzary 
and /:aly, and ſuch variety, that there are more than thirty ſeveral 
forts of Wine to be fold in Yiewna. They are not alfo without good 
Beer. ZZalfadr in Auſtria affords them Salt, where they make it 
by letting in water into the hollow parts of a Mountain, where it drinks 
in the Salt of the Earth, and is atterwards let out and boiled up. This 
affords great profit to the Emperor, and therefore the Zun- 
garian Salt is not permitted to be brought higher than - Preſburg. 
They have alfo plenty of Sheep and Oxen ; but for Oxen at preſent 
they are alſo ſupplied from Zxgary, nor only from the Countries in 
the Emperors Dominions, but from the Turkiſh parts, by permiſſion 
of the Grand Seignior ; and they are brought hither by the Eaſtern Com- 
pany of YViemua., They eat much wild Boar, whereof the Fat is deli- 
cious, like that of Venſion with us. They want not Hares, Rabbets, 
Partridges, Pheaſants. A Foul called Zaſerhendal, or Gallina Corylo- 
ru, is much eſteemed by them, which made me the more wonder 
to meet with ſome odd diſhes at their Tables ; as Guizy-Pigs, divers 
forts of $xails, and 7ortoiſes. | 
The Danube, and many Rivers, which run into it, afford them plen- 
ty of Fiſh, extraordinary Carps, Trouts, Tenches, Pites, Eels, Teveral 
forts of Lampreys, and many fiſhes finely coloured ; the white Fiſh, 
Creviſſes very large ; the beſt come out of the River Sweche?, not far 
from Y7emna. They have alſo that Subſtantial large fiſh, called . Schei- 
aen, or Silaurus Geſneri, larger than Pike, Salmon, or any of our River 
Fiſhes ; but the great Fiſhes called ZZau/ons, or Zuſores, in Fohnſtonus, 
tor largeneſs exceed all others ; ſome being twenty toot long. Some 
think this to be the ſame Fiſh which #/ian names Antacetus, and 
ſpeaks 
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ſpeaks largely of the fiſhing for them in 7Fer. I was at the fiſhing 
places for Zaſons in Schiit Iland,: between Preſburg and Komard, 
tor they come not uſually higher, eſpecially in ſhoals ; and it-is much 
that they come fo high, for they are conceived - to come out of the 
Euxine-ſea, and ſo up the ſtream. They eat them both freſh and falt- 
ed ; they taſte moſt like Sturgeon. It is a Cartilagineous Fiſh, conſiſt 
ing of griſtles, and they have a hollow nervous chord all down 
the back, which being dried ſerves: for a whip. : When they fiſh fot 
them they blow a Horn or Trumpet.and know where they go by the 
moving of the water, From Yenice they are ſupplied with Oyſters, with 
falt Sturgeon, and ſometimes with red Herrings, and great variety of 
other Fiſhes pickled up : as alſo with Oranges, Limons, and other Fruits. 
Obſerving much freedom, muſick, and jollity in the City. I won- 
dered how they could content themſelves without Plays, for there were 
few while I was there, till the Players came hither out of Saxony,and a- 
ted here for a time. The Jeſuites would ſometimes entertain the 
Emperor and Empreſs with a Comedy at their College ; and I had 
once the favour to be at one when they were preſent. 

But they have Dancing and Fencing often, and every Holy-day af 
ter dinner, the .people flock to ſome Inns where there is Dancing in 
the inward Rooms, and Fencing and Playing of Prizes upon a Stage ift 
the Yard ; and at the Windows, or from the Galleries, they behold the 
Fencers playing at ſeveral Weapons ; and commonty paſs the reſt of the 
day in delights and merry Company. 

In Treaſon and high Crimes they cut off the right Hand of the Ma- 
lefactor, and his Head immediately after. I faw a Woman beheaded 
ſitting in a Chair, the Executioner ſtriking off her Head with a Fore- 
blow, ſhe behaved her ſelf well, and was accompanied unto the Mar- 
ket place by the Confraternity of the Dead, who have a charitable 
care of ſuch Perſons, and are not of any Religious Order, but Lay-mes ; 
among whom allo in this place there are many Fraternities and Orders , 
as of the Holy Virgin, of the Holy Croſs, and others. Another perſon 
alſo executed after the fame manner ;. as ſoon as his head fell to the 
ground, while the Body was 1n the Chair, a man run ſpeedily with a 
Pot in his hand, and filling it with the Blood, yet ſpouting out of his 
Neck, he preſently drank it off, and ran away ; and this he did as a 
Remedy againſt the Fa4ing-Sickneſs. IT have read of ſome who have 
approved the ſame Medicine ; and heard of others who have done the 
like in Germany. And Celſus takes notice, that in his time ſome 
Epileptical perſons did drink the Blood of the G/adiatours. But many 
Phyſicians have, in all times, abominated that Medicine. Nor did I 


ſtay afterwards fo long as to know the effe&t thereof,as to the intended 


cure. But moſt men looked upon it as of great uncertainty : and of 
all men the Jews, who ſuffer no Blood to come into their Lips, muft 
moſt diſlike it. | 
At Preſburg they have a ſtrange way of Execution, {till uſed at 
Metz, and ſome other places, by a Maid, or Engine like a Maid finely 
dreſſed up with her hands before her. The MalefaCtor falutes her 
firſt, and then retires. But at his ſecond falute ſhe opens her hands 
and cuts his Heart in ſunder. | 
Though the Winter was ſharp, yet the advantage of Stoves. and ly- 
ing between two Feather-beds _— it tolerable : For they ule _— 
2 ere 
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here as in other parts of Germany, where they lodge and eatin Stoves ; 
and great Perſons have Stoves in the Church, or ſuch as look into the 
Church... There are Stoves alſo in the publick Schools where Lectures 
are read. And this way of lying between two Feather-beds, with a 
neat laced ſheet ſpread over, is more convenient in a cold Country, 
than moſt others they make uſe of. For in the common Inns in Ger- 
many they generally ſleep upon Straw, and alſo in Fungary almoſt eve- 
ry where ; and more Eaſterly upon the ground, ſpreading a Carpet or 
Saddle-cloth under them : and more Northerly they content them- 
ſelves with the Skins of Beaſts, Bears, Elks, or the like ; upon which 
they ſleep in the night. Thoſe that ſleep loweſt are cooleſt in a Stove ; 
thoſe that lie upon Tables, Benches, or higher, are more expoſed to 
the heat.TheCitizens of Yienna are well attired,and uſe Furs very much 
The Women wear a high Velvet Bonnet, lined or faced therewith. 
The Place ſeemed to be healthful ; but they ſpeak much of the Colica 
AuFtriaca,as an Endemical and Local Diſcaſe,very hardly yielding unto 
good Medicines. They ſpeak good German at the Court and in the Ci- 
ty ; but theComman 6 Country people ſeemed to ſpeak grumblingly, 
and teſides their accent, have divers words different from other parts. 

They have a Cuſtom upon St.Nicholas-day to putſome ſmall Gift into 
the Childrens ſhooes ; among other things they put in Medals and Dol- 
lars made of paper and flour,gilded and filvered over, yet fearce worth 
a penny. They ſell 7rochies or Tatlets in the markets, made of the 
pulp of the Fruit of Zip-briar, made 'ſharp with Spirit of Sulphnr, 
very refreſhing. Some carry about them a 7hunder-Hone as a defence 
againſt Thunder : and they rub their Childrens Gums with a Wolff's 
tcoth inſtead of Coral. 

When I was at Yexzce, in thg time of the Carnival, T obſerved many 
Recreations and Shews, as Rope-dancing, flying down the Rope, cut- 
ing off Bulls-necks with Swords,and many other. But at Y:enza a nota- 
ble trick which I ſaw there, pleaſed me much: A man of a middle Sta- 
ture laid down upon his back, and a heavy Anvil was placed upon his 
Breaſt, as much as two men could well lift, then two other men 
with great Hammers laid on, until they had given almoſt an hun- 
dred blows, and cut in fund a great Horſhooe of iron, about half an 
inch thick. 

Here is no Chriſtian Religion publickly permitted but the Ro- 
man, and therefore thoſe of the Proteftan', and Reformed Religionare 
fain to reſort to Preſburg, Forty miles off, for which they have ſome 
convenience by the Daxube , and a Coach which goes every day. 
In the time. of Maximilian the Second, they were permitted the Ex- 
erciſe of their Religion in the Church of the Zoly Croſs, in the Ci- 
ty of Y:zenna, But afterwards were prohibited by Rodolphus the Se- 
cond. The Emperor Matthias gave them permiſſion to meet at Zer- 
zals, a little more than an Engliſh mile from Yienna ; and gave leave 
to their 7ins/ters to come into the City, and there to chriſten, mar- 
ry,baptizeand viſit the ſick. From which time they encreaſed very much, 
till Ferdinand the Second, returning from the Battel of Prague, ba- 
niſhed their Miniffer from Vienna, and Arnolds, ; ſent the Freyberr 
Forger, to whom the Caſtle of Arno/ds belonged, Pritoner unto Lintz ; 
and never gave over till he had taken away their Privileges and Free- 
dom of meeting publickly in any part of /ower Auſtria. 

| But 
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But here are no ſmall 'number of Jews, who have's diſtin& Habita- 
tion aſſigned them over the Water. They have'alfo-a Street allowed 
them in the City for the day time, but:they mult all-depart at night be- 
yond the River into the Suburbs. ' + 1 * HOT gt2112 VAST, es 

They are much diſtaſted by the Citizens and, Tradeſmen, atid the 
Scholars agree but ill with them. While I was at Yea there was a 
quarrel between them to an high degree. For the'Scholars allaulted 
the Fews Town, beat, wounded, and threw divers'of them into the Ris 
ver. Divers Scho/ars were wounded, ſome killed; and alſo ſome Soul- 
diers, who were commanded out to compoſe the" Fray : 'and the Jews 


Town was guarded many days by the. Souldiers of the City. ' This 


begot ſuch ill Blood, and Complaints, that' a good number bf the 
Jews were to be baniſhed at a certain day. The Fews, to ingratiate 
with the Empreſs, then with Child, preſented her with a noble S:7ver 
Cradle,but ſhe would not receive it; and there was great danger of the 
general baniſhment of them when T left that City,which was afterwards 
effected, they being ſeverely prohibited from living, not only at Yieu- 
za, but in any part of Au/tr:a, where there were formerly whole Vil- 
lages of them, ſo as they were forced to betake themſelves into the Do- 
minions of the 7ar&;unto Yenice,into Poland and Bohemia. They being 
not permitted to dwell in the Neighbour Countries of Zungary, ſubject 
to the Emperor, Styria, or Carinthia. But many of thern went to Bud 
and were beſiegedthere in the year x684.and becoming obſtinate haters 
' of the Germans,they aſſiſted the 7urks with their Purſes and with what 
elſe they were abte to maintain the Town againſt the Imperial Forces. 

I muſt confeſs they ſeemed uſeful to Vienna for ready accommodtiati- 
on of any thing, either by ſale or exchange, but 'the- people looked 
with an ill eye upon them, as taking away-much of their Trade and 
Employment. They alſo looked upon' them as uſeleſs to them in war 
for the defence of the place as Souldiers ; and were not without ſome 
ealouſie that they held Correſpondence with” flle' Turks, and gave 
them Intelligence of their Afﬀairs. Yet rhe Souldiery dealt much 
with them, and Captains for the ſfuddain habiting; furniſhing, and ac- 
commodating of their Companies. And dining one day with a 
Commander at a Jew's Houſe,among(t other Diſcourſe, I asked the Few 
concerning the tex Tribes, and where they were 2 He faid they were 
far off in Aſia, b youd a great Lake which was continually ſtormy, an1 
ſcarce paſſable, but upon their Sabbath-day, upon which days the Fews 
do not willingly travel. | 


I have ſeen their Circamcifion at Rome, Padua, and other parts. 


Their Phyficians, ordinarily profeſs great skill in @rizes ; and the com- 
mon people reſort unto them rather than unto Chri#7ians, and are fo 
credulous, and have ſuch an opinion of them, that they might be made 
to believe they have ſome old Receipts of King Solomon. | 

There are many Jews in /taly, yet they ſeem to me to be in greater 
numbers in Germany. In AmFfferdam they are alſo grown very nu» 
merous. At Franckfurt they told me there were ſeven thouſand of 
them, which ſeemed ſcarce credible. At Colen they are in great num- 
bers: at Zamburg not a few. But the greateſt number ſurely is in 
Prague. | 

Though they be permitted in many Countries, yet divers Chri/tzar 
Princes and States have aſſigned them ſome mark in their ZZabits, 
to 
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to diſtinguiſh them. . In Avignon their Zats are yellow. In Jtaly their 
Eats are covered over with Zaffate: In Germany they wear Ruffs and 
Gowns with great' Capes. In Holland T obſerved no diſtintion. But 
the 7ews there, moſt of them having come out of Portuzal, there may 
be ſome ſuſpicion of them from their complexion. | WE . 

Laſtly, when I conſider the'old ſtrength of Yieuna, conſiſting in 
an old wall and a: deep Ditch, I cannot much wonder that Matthzas 
Corvinus, King, of. Zuygary, took this City. And I muſt aſcribe 1t, 
under God, unto, the ſinguſar valour and reſolution of the Defendants, 
that Solyman the. Magnificent, with two hundred thouſand men, was 
not able to take-it, and though. he made large breaches, could never 
enter it," but loſt ſome thouſands at an Aſſault, and departed at Jaſt 
with the loſs of a great part of his Army. But this place is now 1n a 
far better condition ſtrongly fortified , and able to reſiſt the greateſt 
Forces of Zurky... .The houſes are cleared from the wall ; and yet for 
better ſecurity, when I was there, Count Souches adviſed the Emperor 
to pull down part of the S4urbs upon the other ſide of the neareſt 
branch of the Danu#e, leſt the Tarks might take advantage to play up- 
on the two Ba/tions on that fide., 

It would be a fad loſs for Chriftendom, if this place were in the 
hands of the Zark; and no man knows where he would reſt. If he 
ſhould begin with. this-place, and take it, the ſtrong holds of Rab, Mo- 
mara;and Leopoldjta1t would want their ſupport,and ſoon fall into his 
Poſſeſſion; and if he were'Lord of 4y/?ria,a great part of Germany would 
lie, bare unto him : and probably: it would not be long before he viſt- 
ted 7zaly, into which Country he would then find many ways. Yet 
this hath ſince been attempted, with great force, and violence ; when 
in the year one thouſand ſix hundred and eighty three.The Grand Seig- 
nior ſent Fara Muſtapha Baſſa, with an army of an hundred and fours 
ſcore thouſand men into 4u/tria, who beſieged, aſſaulted, and ſtor- 
med this place for two months together, till fuch time as the Chriſti- 
an Army came down and relieved- it. For the Garri/oy under the 
Command of Count Stahremberg having behaved themſelves moſt cou- 
rageouſly, and dayly ſhown much - valour and Bravery, in ſuch fort, 
that before the Seventh of September they had deſtroyed fiſty thou- 
land of the Zarks; The King of Poland, the Eleftor of Saxeny, the 
EleCtor of B.varza, came five days after, all at the head of their own 
forces. The Duke of Lorain, the Duke of Saven- Lawenburg, the two 
Marquiſles of Bader, the Prince de Croy, and the Emperors Generals, 
and Colonels, Caprara, Leflye, Rabbata, Dunwald, Pa'fy, Baron Mercy, 
Fabweit, Diepenthal, and others. And thus united, totally routed the 
Turkiſh army,and made the Grand Yizier, Kara Muſtapha, fly before 
them and leave all his proviſion, Ammunition and Riches behind him, 
having nothing left him, but a: ſad repentance for his raſh attempt, 
and time to conſider how little he was like to be beho!den to thoſe who 
employed him, wiſhing to himſelf, no doubt, by this time, that the 
Cttoman family had never come to this greatneſs as to be able to com- 
mand him, and ſo many thouſand more to run their heads, to no 
purpoſe, againſt the ſtrong walls of Beatch. And would then have been 
well fatisfied, that old Er/cgral, and Dun/er had all along continued 
Shepherds in the Eaſt. Like many of their tamily before them ra- 
ther than ever to have attempted to march Weſt-ward, or that Baja- 
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2et's hawk had never flown croſs the ZZelle/poxt,to diſcover Countries 
that muſt thus prove burial places to the* Muſulmay. However to 
Belgrade he was forced to fly, and there, for all his pains and labour, 
dye by the loſs of his head, ,which he yielded quietly to an 4gg of 
the FJani/aries, ſent on purpoſe to receive it. Only with this intima- 
tion, That the Sultan had promited him otherwiſe: Thoſe at Yieuna, 
in the mean time, giving God thanks, rejoycing, triumphing, and 
coyning Medals in memory of their deliverance, two of which, of 
Gold, 1 have here inſerted. 


The firſt hath on the obverſe the head of the preſent Emperor Leo- 
poldus encompatled and ſupported with arms,and Trophies ; with this 
Inſcription ;

The Turkiſh pride which Sreightned Vienna, from the fourteenth of 


July, to the twelfth of September, x683, was that day totally deſtroy«' 


ed by the hand of the Lord.

Ferdinand the ſecond. Theſe are all delineated bigger than they real- 


ty are, that they might appear the more plainly ; yet this laſt weighs

x Aking a farewel of the Imperial City of Vienna, I or- 


dered my F urney for Prague in Bohemia, which is 

2 uſually ſix days Journey by Coach in the Summer 

By and eight in the Winter. I went over the great 

© Bridge of Vieu#4d,upon the large Stream of the Danube, 

- ye paſſing by th: Chappel of St. Bridget, of an eight- 
ESASTEASPY {quarc Figure. This Bridge is a-very great and maſly 
work, fupported by many high 7rees and 7imber, and hath between 
two and three thouſand 7rezs laid upon it croſs,or fide by fide,from one 
ſide of the Bridge to the other, for the paſſage over it after the German 
manner of making Bridg?zs. At Ratisbone there is a handſome Stoxe- 


* bridge over the Danube, ind between that place and Yienra, divers of 


TWood;but from Yieana to Belgrade I oblerved none but what were made 
with Boats. | 
Having paſſed the Rzver, I entred into the Tranſ- Dazubian 4uſtria, 
or that part of Au/tria which lies between the Danube and the Ri- 
ver Theya, and eame unto Corneuburg, a pretty Town, about which 
place the Emperor often hunts ; it 1s near the' Hill Biſneberg, which 
1s oppoſite unto Falenherg. The Swedes advanced far when they 
took this place in the laſt wars, and held it ſo well, that they were oot 
eaſily forced out of it. From thence I came to Szockerau, near the 
mouth of the River Mida, where it runs into the Da»ube. A place 
much noted for the death of Str. Colman, a Scotch Saint, highly honours 
ed in theſe parts. From thence to Gunter/dorff, ſo to Colnedorff or Hol- 
dorff, which although it be on the South of the River 7heya, is ac- 
counted the firſt Yi//age of Moravia, and then came unto Znaim.

In all this part of Aria, which extends a great length on the 
North fide of the Dazube, conceived to-have been anciently inhabited 
by the Marcomanni and Quadi,there are few or no 7owns of antiquity, 
[8 largeneſs, or note ; for the Romans made their Stations and- Colonies 
| upon the South-ſide of rhe Danzbe ; but the Country is full of Vil- 
I lages, and populous. One of the chiefeſt Towns is Crembs, which 
I ſome call Cremona Arſtriz, which I ſaw as T came down the Danube. 
A great part of this Country was notably harraſſed and plundered by 
the Swedes. The Soy! is light and eafie to be ploughed. 
Zanim 1s a handſome place, with many Painted Houfes in it, and ac- Znaim. 
counted the fourth chief Zoun in Mabren, or Moravia ; ( Oimiitz, Briin, 
and /glaw being the other three) this place is famous for the death 
of the Emperor Sigi//mund, It is ſeated by the River 7heya, which 
divides Moravia from Aſtria and running at laſt into the River Marek, , 
affords accommodation of paſſage into the Danube, EE 
From thence we paſled by Zlvers&zrten, Paulits, and Moravian 
Budweiſſe, to Zimmaw, and by Byrnitz came to 7z/a,or /z/au, upon the 
River gf, which at laſt runs into the great River March, a-very plea- 
fant place, ſeated upon a Hill, on the - Frontiers of Bohemza... It is 
well fortified 4 /a moderna, upon one ſide, and hath one of the largeſt 
Piazza's that I have ſeen. "ot: 11 - 7 one. 
Moravia, is a pleaſant and fruitful Country affording plenty of nes 
ceſfaries for life ; the people are plain dealing, ſtout, and make, good 
Souldiers. It is commodiouſly furniſhed - with , Rivers, the greateſt 
whereof-is the Mora or Mgrck, which ariſing in the Northern part 
thereof, runs quite through the Country, and enters the. Dowaw by 
Teben not far from Preſburg.. 'The other conſiderable Streams are the 
Theya or Thaiſa, the Swarta, the Schwitta, which. run into.the Marck. 
In the laſt Zar4i/h wars the 7artars having paſled the Wag in Fungas 
ria, made incurſions into Moravia, and carried away ſome: thouſands 
of the, Inhabitants. 4-5; 6 "i! 7 o 67 
Leaving /z/a, wee ſoon came into Bohemza;firſt coming; intd Steak- 
en, then to 7entchin Broda by.'the River Sacaua,formerly aftronp place 
taken by Ziſca, the famous: Bob+mian General, who then forced the

feld,and ſix or ſeven Colonels. -; The ſucceſs: hereof gave the' Swedes 
advantage to proceed further, and. into Silefe:and: AuS77ia. In 
this Town meeting with a Gentleman ' who: game: from .Schaclitz, 
; which is not far from the Ri/geburg,.ar Mountain: of, Cys its, about the 
It Head of the River E1be, I enquired of him concerning, the ſpirit R:-

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Mines of Brunſwick : and another to be in the 7:inu M ine of Slackehts 
walde in this Country of Bohemza, and to walk in the ſhape of a Moxk, 
who ſtrikes the Miners, ſings and plays on the Bag-pipes, and doth 
many ſuch Tricks. And Agrico/a in the latter end of his Sixth Book 
De re M tallica, gives this for one reaſon why Mines, or paſſages in 
Mines, are given over. 

From Fanikaw I rravelled to Czaſſaw, a good Town, and the chiefeſt 
in the £zaſlawer Circle : In this place they fay that Ziſca was buried, 
that famous Bohemian General ; he loſt one Eye by an Arrow, and was 
at length blind of both, yet gave not over the war, and proved ſucceſs- 
ful in it. He wiſhed his Friends to make a Drum of his Skin, which 
ſhould ſerve to fright away their Enemies. * And though he cared not 
for any Sepulchral Monument, yet he had one in this place. 

From Czaſlaw we came to Guttenberg, or Cottenberg, about eight 
Bohemian miles from Prague, every mile being five or ſix Engliſh 
miles, A large Town, and much frequented, not far from the River 
Albi or Elbe, of eſpecial note for the Sifver Mines about it : The 
H'lls near - it are not high, and conſequently the Mines are not fo 
deep as thoſe of Hungary, and ſome others in Germany; yet ſome are 
above ſeventy or eighty Fathoms. They have wrought at theſe Mires 
ſeven hundred years, and there are about thirty of them. TI went 
down into that which was firſt digged, but afterwards left for a long 
time, but they work there, now again, it is called the Cota, or Auf- 
der Cotten, upon the Cotter, or Coat-hill ; and as the Story goes a 
Monk walking over this Hill found a kind of a Si/ver Tree ſticking to 
his Garment, which was the occaſion that they afterwards digged and - 
built theſe Hzres, and the place retains the name of Co?tenberg. 

- The Mize into which I deſcended near the Town, is but nineteen 
Fathoms deep ; the chief Yein of the Ore runs South, and is about 
a foot-in breadth : the Ore holds or contains in it ,Si/ver and Cope 
per, ſo that out of an hundred pound weight of Ore, they ordinarily 
get an Ounce of S:/ver, and eight, nine, or ten ounces or more of 
Copper, even to pounds, but it is not well known, for the Copper-works 
are the Emperors. - /The Zzdertaters get out what Silver they can, 
and afterwards ſell the Ore, unto the Emperors Officers ; but ſome Ore 
is ſo rich as to contain eight or nine ounces of Si/zer. A blew Earth 
which they meet with in digging, affords the beſt hopes of Ore. T'wo 
men lately periſhed in this 22:#e,. having made a fire in it, being either 
choaked with the ſmoak, or, as they thought, :by the poyſonous ex- 
halations forced out of the Minerals by the fire. I have read that 
Libuſſa the Princeſs, and reputed Sorcerefs of Bohemia, foretold many 
things concerning theſe Mines ; but certain it is, that for the advan- 
tage and profit theſe bring, the Town hath ſuffered much in many 
wars. The Emperor Sig;/mund rnade haſt out of it upon the ap- 
proach of Zifca, and ſeeing he could not hold it,burnt the Town ; but 
it was ſoon rebuilt and poſſeſſed by Ziſca, whoſe party called it the 
Purſe of Antichriſt. 

Leaving Cortenberg, 1 came to Co//ine and to Bohemian Broda, fo 
named to diſtirguiſh it from Duzch or Teutonick Broda before menti- 
oried, a conſiderable good Town, and from thence came to Prag, or 
Prague, the Capital and Royal City of the Kingdom of Bohemia. The 
Halls of this City ſeem to encloſe the greateſt Circuit of ground of 
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any [ have ſeen in Germany but the Hills and void fpaces within if 
take up a large Tra&,and therein it 1s like the City of Lyoz in Fraxce ; 
it is ſeated upon the River Muldau, by the Bohemians named Ulraue, a 
large rapid River, ariſing in the South part of Bohemia, and before it 
arrives at Prague, receives the River Sarſua and the Watza into it ; 
and Northward of Pra:ue the River Fgra, and joyns - with the 
Elbe. | 

This great place conſiſts of three Towns, named the 0d, the New, 
and the Xleine Seitten, or leſſer Town, The old 7own lies upon the 
Eaſt of the River Mu 7a, is very populous, full of Buildings, private 
and publick. Very conſiderable in this part is alſo the Univerſity, where- 
in are great numbers of Students and Scholars, there being but one 
Univerſity in Bohemia ; many perſons alſo reſorting thither from 0- 
ther Countries. It is ſcarce credible what 1s reported of the num- 
ber of Scholars in Prague in former Ages, as hath been delivered by 
divers Authors. And Zewis da May, Councellor unto the Duke 
of Wirtenburg, affirms, That there are at preſent ſcarce ſo many 
Students in all Germany, as there were at Prague in the year 1409. 
when they reckoned above Forty thouſand under the Reforſhip of 
John Huſs. Charles the Fourth. Emperor, and King of Bohemia, 
founded the Univerſity of Prague, giving equal privileges to the 
Bohemians, Polanders, and Germans : and when he would retrench 
his favours towards Strangers, there went out of the Town in a 
weeks time twenty four thouſand Scholars, and a little after, ſixteen 
thouſand, whereby we may judge there were more Scholars in Pra- 
gre than other perſons in ſome great Citi s. There are alſo in this 
old Town divers Colleges and Cloyſters. The Feſuites have a fair hand - 
ſom College, near unto the Bridge, but the Buildings of the old Town 
are inferiour to thoſe of the /efſer 7 own. 

The new Town 1s large, and together with the River, encompaſſes 
the o/d, and is divided trom it by a large Trench or Ditch, into which 
they can let in the River. The 7ri/þ have a Cly/ter of Franciſcans 
near unto an old 7ower in the Wall of the old Town. The Feſuites 
bave alfo begun a large Cloy/ter, which, if finiſhed according to its. 
beginning and deſign, will be very ſpacious and noble. They are 
now making PRa#7 ions about the 7own at one end thereof ; there is al- 
ſo a Citadel, but not finiſhed, at Wiſſeraht, or Wiſſegrate, formerly The Princeſs 
the Seat of the Princes of Bohemia, and alſo of the tamous Princeſs © 
Libufſa, the Daughter of Crocus, and Wife unto Primiſlazs. 

The Xleine Seitten, or leſſer Prague, far exceeds the other for plea- 
fantneſs and beauty of Buildings and fair Palaces. This part lies 
Weſtward of the River Muldau, which between this and the o/d Town, 
is paſſable by a ſtrong Stone-br-dge, conſiſting of ſixteen great Arches, - 
being about Seventeen hundred 1oot long, and "Thirty five foot broad, 
and two open Gates under two high Towers of Stone at each end. 
A great part of this Town lies high, and upon the Hill ſtands Zraz- 
ſehin, or Upper Prague, and a Summer Houſe of the Emperors, beſides 
a Magnificent Palace of the Emperors, as King of Bohemia ; and by 
it a fair Cathedral Church dedicated to St. Yeit, firſt built by St. Wen- 
ceſlaus, Duke of Bohemra, 923. from whence the Town and River is 
beſt viewed. In this Church are divers o/d Monuments for great Per- 


ſons ; as for Prgiebrachivs, a Bohemian King, Wenc-ſlaus Rodo!/phus the 
K & Second, 
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Second, Charles the Fourth, Ladiſluus, Maximilian the Second, and 
other Arch- Dukes and Emperors, There are alſo many Houles of the 
Nobility in this part of the City. The Palace ard Garden of Colarc- 
do is exceeding neat, though ſmall. But I was moſt pleaſed with the 
Palace of Count Wallen/teyn, Duke of Friedl/and, General unto the Em- 
peror Ferdizand the Second, who being ſuſpected to Uſurp that King- 
dom, was afterwards killed at Egra. This Palace was built upon the 
Ruins of an hundred Houſes, purpoſely plucked down to make room 
for it ; wherein the Hall is large, the Garden handſom ; upon one ſide 
whereof there is a place to manage Horſes,and near unto it a Fiſh-pond : 
in another part there is a noble 4v/ary with a Garden and Trees in it, 
aſter the manner of the 4vzary of Prince Dora at Genoa,whieh is eight- 
paces long,and eig'teen broad. The Stable 1s large, and worth the 
iceing, wiierein there is a Mar#le Pillar between each Horle, and for e- 
very Horſe there is placed in a niche of the Wall a Rack of Steel, and 
Manger of Marble, and over his Head hangs a Picture of the Horſe, 
as big as the Life, with hisName under it. Among the reſt, I obſerved 
that a Bay-horſe had for his Name Monte. d OroaiMare,Bel a donna,ano« 
ther Eſpagnoletta,and his moſt beloved Horſe was named Mas Querid:, 

Some have thought that the beſt high German is ſpoken in this part 
of Prague ; and there living ſo many of the Nobility and great Per- 
ſons,it 15 not to be wondred at,that their Language is better. than ordina-» 
ry. But the common Language of Bohemia is a Dialect of the Scla- 
wonian, though very meny ſpeak alfo Z7igh dutch, as we found in all 
our paſſage through that Country. Foningſmark being with his Fors- 
ces on the Frontiers of Bohemza, a diſcontented Colonel of the Impes- 
rialiſts, came unto him, making it probable that he might ſurprize 
Hratſchin, and the leller ſide of Prague,which he ſuddainly attempted, 
and fo ſucceſsſully, that he ſurprized many Officers, and old Cola- 
redo in his Bed, getting fo great a Booty, that he could ſcarce carry it 
away. 

A Part of Prague is inhabited by Jews, and called the Jews Town ; 
there are no ſmall number of them, and many rich, as trading in all 
Commodities, and have good skill in Jewels, and ſeveral ſorts of Stones 
digged out of the Mines in Bohemia : I bought ſome Boh mian Topazes 
-of them, neatly cut and well-figured, and ſome which were very large 
and clear, were at the rate of ſeven or eight Dollars. During my 
{tay here, I had a great defire to have faluted Johannes Marcus Marci, 
a famous Phyſician and Philoſopher of Prague, and alſo to have indu- 
ced him to a Correſpondence with the Roya/ Society, but I underſtood 
that he had left this World, to the great grief of Learried Men in theſe 
and other parts. 

Many here do ſpeak ſtill of 70h» 77uſs, and Jerome of Prague, and 1 
have ſeen Silver Medals of them. They were ſurely very notable 
men ; and I ſhall only ſet down what /#»eas Sylvius, or Pope Pius the 
Second faid of them. Johannes @tate major & authoritate, dotrini, 
& facundia ſuperior Hierorymus, pertulerunt ambo conftanti animo ne- 
cem, & quaſi ad Epalum invitati,ad incendium properarunt, nullam emit- 
tentes vocem que miſeri animi poſſet ferre ind.cium: ubi ardere cepe- 
runt, hym-uum cecinere quem vix flamma & fragor ignis intercipere po- 
tit, nemo Philoſophoram tam forti animo mo. tem pertuliſſe traditar 
quam i/ti incendium. In Hiſt. Bohemica, John was of greater years 
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and authority, Ferome of more Eloquence and Learning : both of them 
endured their Death with great conſtancy, and went unto the fire as 
though invited to a Banquet : when they began to burn, they ſung an 
Hymn, which the flame and fire could ſcarce intercept. None ot the 
old Philoſophers endured their death with ſuch a courageous mind as 
theſe the fire. | | 

The fame Author compares Prague unto the City of , Florence in 
Tuſcany,wherefore having 'ſcen both places, I cannot omit to fay ſome- 
thing, I had a view of the City of Florence from the top of the Do- 


mo, or Cathedral, and'of Prague from the Church of St Yezz, upon 


the Hill in the leſſer Town : Pragae ſeemed to my eye to contain 
a far greater Circuit than Florence ; it ſeemed alſo more populous,and 
to exceed it very much in the number of People, the Streets larger, 
and the Windows of Palaces and fair Houſes being of Glaſs, looked 
not ſo tatter'dly as the ragged Paper Windows of Zlorexce. 'The Ri- 
ver A4rno, which runs through Florence,is not to be compared' with the 
Maldau at Prague, having run about an hundred miles from its Head. 
The large, maſly, long Stone-Bridge exceeds any of, if not all, the four 
Bricges of Florence. The Emperors Palace alfo upon the Hill is very 
ſtately : But as for the well-paved Streets of Florence, the Domo, or 
Cathedral with black and white Marble, with a Cxpola, ſecond only to 
that of St. Peters of Rome, for the incomparable Chappe / of St. Lau- 
rence, and the Dukes Gallery and Rareties, I muſt conteſs I faw not any 
thing in Pragze which anſwered them. At Wiſſenberg, or the White 
Hill near Prague, that deciding Battel was fought Novemb. 8. 1620. 
between Frederick, Prince Palatine of the Rhine, elected King of 
Bohemia,' and the Forces of the Emperor Ferd:nand the Second , 
which fuch a deep blow unto the Proteſtant Party, wherein ſo many 
of Frederick's Forces were ſlain and drowned in the River in their 
fight, wherein alſo that famous Commander Papenheim was found 
lying among the dead, who notwitſtanding died not of his wounds, 
but was referved to end his days with the King of Sweden in the me- 
morable Battel of Latzey. | 

From Prege I deſigned to paſs by water down the Mu/daz, which 
unites with tie EiZe about Melnick, and ſo down the E/le unto Zam- 
burz. But the Winter advancing, and the Weather proving cold, the 
Boats did not go as in Summer, and therefore I took my Journey by 
Land, and leaving Pragze and the Maldau on the -right hand I paſſed 
the firſt day to Zagethal, the next to Weluerne, and fo to Budin 
and Labafirz upon the Elle. Having paſſed over the Fgra, 
a conſiderable River, ariſing not far from the City of Egra, and at laſt 
running into the E/e ; the next by the Caſtle of A7:egs7ein, or Warre- 
Fone, ſeated upon a high ſteep Rock, I came toAv/re, a ſmall City nor. 
far from the E/be,having little remarkable in it, like many other ſmall 
Cities ofBohemia,and fo torward to Neludorff, where we lodged upon 
Mount X»i/»/berz,the day after we entred into Miſn/a,paſling by Peter- 
ſwald and Hellendorff the firſt Village in Miſnia, and 47/ibel,where are 
tron Mines about eighteen Fathornsdeep, and Jron works. 

We now underſtood that Bohemia was larger Country than we 
expected ; it lies round, and ſome fay it 1s three days poſtage over ; 
others that the Diameter extends two hundred miles: From 7g/a upon 
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vember by Coach, not reckoning the time I ſtaid at Prague. In many 
places there are very ill Paſſages, and ſo rudely mended with great 
Trees, laid ſide by fide, that they are often very troubleſome to 
als. 
: We travelled afterwards towards Dreſdes, in a fruitful Country, 
wherein were many Deer in moſt parts of the way, in ſight of the 
Caſtle of Pilnitz, a ſtrong place, and ſeated high. I could not but 
caſt an eye on the Rocks behind us in the Foreſt of Bohemia, which 
looked like the Ruines of a Wall which formerly encloſed Bohemia, 
which Country is deſcribed with a Foreſt or Woods round about it. 
"But I confeſs I did not really perceive that there was fuch a Wood 
round about it as 15 commonly ſet forth in Mapps ; only both within, 
and alſo in many parts of the Borders, there are great Woods which 
are conceived to have been part of the Hercinian Foreſt. 
The Bohemians are a ſtrong, ſtout, and hardy People, make good 
Souldiers, and havemade wars both at home and abroad ; and Z/tc- 
ries are full of their warlike Exploits. The chief Magazine of the 


King is at Fgra. a ſtrong City, accounted the Second of Bohemia. 


The Country affords. allo luſty and ſtrong Horſes. The common 
ſort of People are boyſterous, rough, and quarrelſome, eſpecially in 
drink, whereto they are too much addicted. The Nobility and Gen- 
try are civil and kind unto Strangers. There are many great Fami- 
lies of ti.e Nobility, among which that of Roſenberg and Popel is an- 
cient, and of high eſteem. Since the unhappy accepting of the Crown 
by Frederick Count Palatine, and the 1ll ſucceſs upon it, there hath 
been a great alteration in this Country, both as to People and their 
Manners ; for thereupon many thouſands left the Kingdom, and many 
who remained, turned their Religion. And the Emperors have uſed 
the like ſeverity upon others in their Hereditary Dominions. 

The next conſiderable place we came unto was Dreſden in Miſnia, 
as well worth the ſeeing as almoſt any- Town in Germany. Dreſdes is 
the Seat and Reſidence of the Eleftor of Saxony, ſeated upon the River 
Elbe, over which there 15 a very noble Stone-bridge of Seventeen Ar- 
ches. The City 1s very well fortified after the Modern way, the 
Baltions covered or lincd with Brick, and in each Ba##ion a Cavallier : 
It hath alſo a large 7rench or D:zch about it, in ſome places double ; 
and the River F/be adds unto its ſtrength. The Walls are very 
ſtrong : and they fay, that when the firſt Stone was laid to build 
them, there was placed in the Earth a Silver Cup gilded, a Bork of 
the Laws, and another of Coyxs, and three Glaſſes filled with Wine. It 
hath alſo three Gates. 'The places moſt worth the ſeeing are theſe : 
The /zalianu Garden in the Suburbs ; the Zunters Houſe in the old 
Town beyond the River ; the Elettors Palace ; his Houſe for wild 
Beaſts ; his Stable-heuſe and Arſexal, of which I ſhall ſet down ſome 
things obſervable in their kind. In the Flettors Palace, the Hall is 
very large, and handſomly painted with Cities, Gyants, and the Ha- 
bits of ſeveral Nations, and ſet out with feven large branched Can- 
dleſticks: But that which affords the greateſt delight is his Kunſtham= 
mer. Art-Chamber, or Colleftion of Rareties, both of Art and Nature. 
In the firſt Partition are to be ſeen all manner of well made 1»#7ru-

Dr. Luther's Holiday was kept when I was there. The chief Church 
is very fair : They preach every morning at ſeven a Clock. The La- 
theran women mourn in whzte, as others do in Black ; and the woman 
of the Houſe doth ordinarily fay Grace inſtead of the man. The beſt 
Hizh-dutch is ſpoken in this place, and other parts of Mſnia, which 
is a very pleaſant fruitful Country , and full of good Towns and 
Villages. 
Leaving this noble place, I took not the neareſt Road,but turned out 
of the way unto Freiberg, a place noted for Si/ver Mines ; whereof I Freiberg. 
had read ſomething in Agrico/a, and heard very much in theſe parts. 
About an Erg/iſh mile or two from Freiberg, there are many remarka- 
ble Mines. 1 took notice of three of them : One called 4uff den hohen 
berg, or apon the high Hill, which is the deepeſt in theſe parts, as being 
ſeventy ſeven of their Fathoms deep ; each of their Fathems contains 
twelve of their E//s, and three of their £//s makes one of our Fa- 
zhoms. So that the depth of this Mine exceeds any of thoſe wherein 
I was in Hungary. There is another Mine called Zimmelfarſt, or the 
Prince of Heaven, wherein not long ſince there was Ore found fo rich, 
as in an hundred pounds: weight to contain an hundred and thirty 
Marks of Sitver, or ſixty five pounds in the hundred, but there was 
not much of it - And where the Yezns are richeſt, they are obſerved to 
be thinneſt, about two fingers broad ; but the ordinary Ore is but 
poor, holding an ounce, or an ounce and half, in an handred pounds 
weight ; and if it holds but half an ounce they work it. Nor is this 
much to be wondered at, for in the vaſt rich Mines of Peru and Chilz, 
they will work the S:z{ver Ore which contains four or five ounces iti a Sitver Jines; 
hundred pound weight ; and ten or twelve ounces is the ordinary rate 
of the common Ore of that rich Mountain of Potofr, out of which 
Hill alone, if we believe 4/Zero 4lonſo Barba, Curate of the Pariſh of St. 
Bernard in that City, there hath been more Sz/ver taken than would 
cover all Miſnia over and over : For thus he faith, Potoſt hath already 
yielded between four and five hundred Millions of pieces of Eight. A 
quantity ſufficient to make ſuch another Hill of $7#ver-: It is hard to 
form a conception equal unto ſo exorbitant a heap of Riches ; but the 
better to help our imagination herein,] know, that if the Ground were 
covered with ſo many pieces of Eight, laid as cloſe to one another 
as is pollible, they would take up the ſpace of ſixty Leagues ſquare. 
Here at Freiberg they have many ways to open the Ore whereby it 
may be melted; as by Lead and a fort of Silver Ore which holds 
Lead in it. They have alſo Su/phar Ore found here, which after it is 
Z burned, 
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burned, doth help much towards the fuſion of Metals : And beſides 
theſe, $/ich, or pounded and waſhed Ore; and Slackey, which is the 
Droſs or Cake, or Skum taken out of the Yortiegel, or Pan which re- 
ceives the melted Minerals, let out at the bottom of the melting Furnace. 
Their 7reibſhearth,or driving Furnace,where the Litharge is driven off, 
agrees better with the Figure of it in Agrico/a, than thoſe of 
Hungary : Some of the Litharge is green : Their Buck-work and their 
Engines which pound the Ore, the Coal, and Clay, are alfo very near. 
Much of their Ore is waſhed, eſpecially the pooreſt, and that which is 
mixed with /oxes, quarts, or ſparrs. 

This is peculiar in their working, that they burn the pounded and 
waſhed Ore in the Roaſthearth, before they melt it in the Sme/tzover,or 
melting Furnace. 

At thoſe Mines of Hungary where I was, they uſed not the Yiraula 
diviza, or forked Hazel,to find out Silver Ore or hidden Treaſure in the 
Earth ; and I ſhould little depend thereon : but here they have an e- 
ſteem of it. And I obſerved the uſe thereof, and the manner how they 
did it. But I ſhall omit the Deſcription of it, becauſe it is ſet down 
in divers Books, and it cannot be fo well deſcribed as ſhown to the 
Eye. | | 
fr ſaw alſo another Mine, called Auff der Halſbrucker, about eighty 
ofour Fathoms deep,and much worked : They have divers ſorts of Ore ; 
but they contain either Si/ver and Copper, Silver and Lead, or all 
three ; but they work them only for Si/ver. They have divers Jamps 
in theſe Mines, where it is deep. The Mines are cyld where the out- 
ward Air comes in ; but where not, warm. The greateſt trouble they 
have is by duſt, which ſpoils their Zurgs and Stomachs, and frets .their 
Skins. But they are not ſo much troubled with water ; and have ves 
ry good Ergines to draw the water out. ; 

The Sulphur or Brimſtone Ore which is found here, is alſo rich; it is 
hard and ſteny, as other Ores are; that which hath red ſpers is ac- 
counted the beſt. They uſe a peculiar Furnace to melt the Brim/tone 
from the Ore ; ſeme whereof yields three pounds of S/phar, out of an 
hundred weight of Ore, which as it melts,runs out of the Furnace into 
water, or the Exhalations from the Ore near or in the Fire, are con- 
denſed into Brim/tone by the Surface of the Water placed to receive it ; 
this is once again melted and purified. Some of the Brimfone Ore 


. contains Sifver , ſome Copper, and ſome both in a ſmall proporti- 


ON. 

After the Sa/phar is melted from the Ore, the remainder ſerves for 
two uſes; that is, either for the melting of $:/ver, or for the ma- 
king of Y:rr:0l : To the former only thus; A proportion is caſt into 
the melting Furnace of the Silver, to this end, to uſe the Miners ex- 
preſſion to make the S:z/ver which 1s hard,fluid.

; have fair - Monuments; eſpecialls /Duke . Mauritius Eletor of 'Saxozy, 
-whoſe Motiument in back Hartle is raiſed three piles high, adorned 
with many fair-Szatia's in Al:bafter and whize Maile, and eſteemed 
one of the” nobleſt,: if -not the "beſt, in Germany. And when' this 
Town was ſurrendered 'unto Z7o/c#' and Gallas,” Ofleb, 5, 16 JZ the 
-Duke of Saxony 'paid 85000 Deltirs: ro fave the Monuments of his 
Predeceſfours from being ranſackedZand* defaced; it being the faſhion 
of divers German Princes to; be buried in their Robes,with their Enfigns 
.of Honour,: Rings, Fewels,and the like, which would have been booty, 
and probably have run'the'ſame fortune as the C/o/fer of Faibromgwith- 
-in twelve” Eagli/h miles of Nurenberg 'where ſome of the Marquiſſes of 
-Onſpach, who are of the Eleftoral Houſe off Brandenburg, The entomb- 
ed, where Tilly's Souldiers brake open the Vault, *nd robbed the dead 
Corpſes of the Marquiſles, George Frederick, and feachim Erneſt, of the 
Fewels, Rings and other rich Ornaments with which they were entom- 


There are ſome Vaults and Subtcrranecus Cavitiesin the,City, by 
which there are paſſages into- the Mines. This place was formerly 
ſtreightly beſieged by the Emperor 4z0/pha3, for the ſpice of 'a year 
and «a month, and at laft betrayed by a Pugztive, who let in a 
party of the Emperors into'the Town by a Subtertaneotis Paſſage near 
Sr. Donats Gate, and upon the coritinuaf Batteries made at , the Town, 
a1d concuſlion of the Earth about it, the Earth ſunk down 'jn many 
places,and ſwallowed great numbers of the Emperors Army. 546 

Theſe Mines aftord great benefit unto the City, and alſo unto the 
Eleftor ; They are faid to have been found out' in the year x180., But 
there have been other Silver Mines diſcovered fince ; as at Sebnoeberg, « 
at Anneberg and -at Foachims Dale, I 526. . . | 

Having paſling ſome time at Friberg,l ordered my Journey for Leip- 
fick, and travelling by Walthe:m and Coldick, came unto it. ad 

Leipfick is ſeated upon the River. E/fer, which arifing in Yoytland, epuck, 
or Zerra Advocatorum, paſles by it, and afterwards runs into the River 
Sala. It is'# rich and great: trading City ; hath three Warts in the 
year, and great reſort unto it from many parts : Ir is well built, and 
divers Zcuſes are ſeven ſtories high. [The Caf7le is ſtritly guarded, 
and hath in it a ſtrong white Tower. But the Works about the 
Town are not very conſiderable , although they might be made 
flrong. 

Ti Church of St.Nichelas is well adorned,and hath the name to be 
the faireſt within fide of any Lutheran Church in Germany ; they have 
alſo a remarkable Burial-place or Godtſaker, walled about, and- cloy- 
tered near the Wall, wherein the better ſort are buried, as the reſt 
in the middle and open part.. Which put me in mind of that noble 
Burtial-place,which I ſaw at Piſa in Tuſcany, called 1! campo Santo, be- 


cauſe the Earth which-the Emperor Fredrick Barbaroſſa brought

Leipfick is famous for two great Battels fought near upto it, in the 
laſt Swediſh wars ; one betwcen Guſ/tavas Adolphus, King::of Sweder, 
and Count 7:/ly,General of the /mperialifts, 1631. wherein the Swedes 
obtained a great Victory. Tilly was wounged, fled and lived not-long 
after. . Another ſome years aſter in the ſame place, wherein Leonard 
Torſtenſon the Swede, overcame  Arch-duke :Leope/dus Galielmus, and 
Oftavio Piccolomini, Generals of the mperiat, Army, And 'about a 


mile and a half from hence, at Lu#zen,another great Battel was taught, 


1632. between the King of Swedex.and the {mperial Army; command- 
ed'by Albert Wallenſteyn Duke of Fried/and, wherein the Swedes. ob- 
tained the Vidtory, but the King of Swedex was ſlain ; and'on the 7n- 
perial ſide that famous Commander, Godfrey Count of Pappenbeim. 
There is alſo an 2/n4ver/ity ar Leipjich, tirit occaſioned by the Ger- 
man Scholars of Prague, who in the troubles of the Z/uſfites came hi- 
ther, to the number of Two thouſand in. one day ; and is flitl gneiof 
the Three Univerſities in the Eledtor's Dominions ; the'other;being Fe- 


- 2a by the River Sala, and Wittenberg upon the Elbe. Jn this Verver- 


fity they are much addicted to the ſtudy of the Law, but there are alſo 
Learned men in other Faculties. | 

The Magiſtrates of Leip/ick are alſo confilergble. Der berr ou 4d- 
terfhelme was the Burgomaſter, a courteous Learned Perſon, and 'great 
Virtuoſo, who had - collected and obſerved many things: -He hath had 
five fair Daughters brought up in all commendable ways of working, 
Drawing, Painting, 1ulaying with Flowers,with Mother of Pearl, Stones, 
and other pretty Works. And they ſpake divers Languages, which 
they learned at a School in Z7o/{and: So that his houte hatha great 
decal of excellent Furniture of his Childrens work, and is one of the moſt 
conſiderable Curioſities to be feen in Leipfck. His Summer-houſe is 
handſom), painted both within and without : And in the Water abour, 
are Muſcovy Ducks, , Indian Geeſe, and divers rare Fowls. In his Cham- 
ber of Rareties there, are many things conſiderable : But having ſeen 
divers of them in other places, and lately ſet down ſome Yarieries of 
the EleCtor of Saxony, I ſhall mention but a few. 

An Elephant's Head with the dentes molares in it. An Animal like 
an Armadillo, but the Scales are much larger, and the Tojl broader. 
Very large flying Fiſhes. A Sea-horſe. Bread of Mount Libanus. A

A Green/aud Boat, The 
Skins ot white Bears, 7igres, Wolves, and other Beo/ts. And I muſt 
not. omit the Garzer of an Eng/iſh Bride, with the ſtory of it ; of the 
Faſhion in E»g/and for the Braderncn to take it off, and wear it in their

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Hat, which ſeemed 1o ſtrange to the .Germars, that I was abliged to 
confirmiitito.them,by. aſſuring:them that 1 had divers.times wore fuch a 
Garter my elf. * i 

Leaving this buſy and trading City of Zeipfick, I diredted my Jour- 
ney unto Magdeburg, and travelled through a plain.Country, between 
the River Sa/a and the Eve, by Land{berg,mgh:to Peterſdorff, where 
there is a ſmall Hill which overlooks all the Country,next to Koehten,the 
Reſidence of the Prince. of 4xhalt, then to Caly, and over the River $4- 
[a,before it runs into the Elbe, which ariſing at Mount Fichtelberg,now 
haſtens towards it. Fichtelberg is a confiderable Mountain, near which 
are divers Mines, Baths, and Mineral-waters, of which Gaſpar B-uſchi- 
us hath written a Deſcription. And fromat ariſe four Rivers, running to 
the four quarters of the World. The: Maine or zu, towards the 
Weſt ; the Nab or Nabus, towards the South z the ;#ger ttowards the 
Eaſt ; and the forementioned Sa/attawards the North. Theſe four af- 
terwards fall into the three greateſt Rivers of Germany, the Danube, the 
Rhixe, andthe Elbe. "Then to Sals or Sa/tz, a place noted for' Salt- 
Jprings, and that oight to Magdeburg. Ht 

Parthenopolis, or Mazdeburg, is ſeated by the River E/le, formerly 1aza:burg, 
the Metropolitan City of G-rmany, 'now under the Marquils of Braz- 
enburg, of very great Circuit, -but Jittle, more than half buik again, 
ſince it was ſacked and burnt by 7/ly, and Thirty ſix thouſand perfons' 
put to the Sword and deftroyed..: .I could not but obſerve the ruinous 
and deſtructive effects of the late. wars in :many parts of Germany, but 
not in any fo great and flouriſhing. a place as this : And a:man might 
think, that after this great deſtruction of Houſes and Peopk, this 
place ſhould nat be abl- to ſtand a Siege ; yet a few years after,it was 
beſieged by General Z/a7zjfe/d, unto whom ( Pannier the Swede not 
being able to relieve it):it was yielded. The Cathedral Church is ve- 
ry fair, and built like an Eze/:/h one, by the Emperor C:ho. the Firſt, 
and his Empreſs Editha, an Engliſh Woman, Daughter unto King Ed+ 
mund, whoſe Effigies in Stone I faw in the Church, with nineteen T'uns 
of Gold by her, which the gave thereto. And to fay the truth, Eng- 
l{;ſþ money hath done great things in Germany, for hereby, ar with a 
good part thereof, this Church was built or endowed. Leopoldus, 
Duke of 4«/ria, built the old Walls of Yiewna with the ranſom of 
King Richard the Firſt, whom he detained in his rerurn-chrough 4«- 
feria from the Holy Land. King Edward the Firſt ſent a great Sum 
of Money unto the Emperor Adolphus, for the raiſing of Souldiers in 
Germany, which the Emperor employed in purchaſing a great part of 
Miſuia for himſelt. 

The Lutheran Churches are handſom, and their Pulpits are extra- 
ordinary noble, and richly 1et off, as I obſerved, through all Saxoxy, 
Norimberg, and where they are Maſters of the Places, and have not 
their Churches only by permiſſion ; here they ſhewed me in the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Maurice, the Statua's of theytve wiſe Virgins ſmil- 
ing, and of the fue fooliſh Virgins lamenting, which are very well ex- 
preſſed : They ſhewed me allo two odd Reliques, which they {till 
kept as Rarezzes ; that is, the Baſou wherein P/afe Waſhed his hands, 
when he declared himſelf free from- the Blood of our Saviour ; and 
the Zadder whereon the Cock ſtood when he crowed after St. Peter's 


denying of Chriſt. 
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In the Raines of the Cloifter of: the Augu/tines, there is ſtill to be 
ſeen Luther's Chamber, his Bedlteal, and Table, and upon the Door 
are theſe Germas Verles. |

Luther did lodge within this little Room;

I lodged at Magdeburg, in an old man's Houſe, who would tell me 
many ſtories of the 4ura/ng of the Town, the cracttier and 4loody uſage 
of the people, who were deſtroyed without exception : The.Nuzxs, ma- 
ny of them being drowned in the River E/4e.- Aiter which ſome ob» 
ſerved that Count 7illy never proſpered in his Wars. He told me al- 
ſo that Durewus lodged with him, who was employed by King Charles 
the Firſt, to endeavour a reconcihetion between the Lutherans and 
Calviniſts in Germany, and to unite them if poſſible. We. were now 
in the Territory of the. Eleftor of Brandenburg. Fridericus Wilhelmuc, 
Grear Chamberlain of the Empire, who is in effect poſleſied of Mag- 
deburg, and next unto the Auſtrian Family, is the moſt potent Prince 
in Germany, being able to raiſe great Armzes, .and his Dominions fo 
large, that they are reckoned to extend two hundred German miles in 
length, trom the further part of P-«ffa unto Cleve, but they lay not 
rogether, but interſperſed with many other Princes Countries : How- 
ſoever, a Horſe-man may ſo order his Journey, as to lie every night in 
one ot the Electors Towns, in travelling from one end ot his Territo- 
ries to another. 

I had now left the pure German Language behind me, for at 1:gme- 


burg comes in another kind of German, called P/at-Dentch, Lroad-. 


Dutch, Niderſachfiſche, or the La' guage of lower Saxony ; a great Lan= 
guage, {poken in the North part of Germazy : They ſyeak it-at /Yam- 
burg, Dantzich, Ll ubeck, and many great Cities: But they can con- 
verſe with the other #igh-datch, and with ſome difficulty alſo with 
the Netherlanders ; the one ſpeaking in his Zanguage, and the other 
replying in his. | | | 

At this City of Magdelarg was performed the firſt 7urnament that 
was in Germany, Which was opened in the ye.r 635. by the Emperor 
Henry, Surnam<d the Forler, who coming from the War of ZHurgary, 
exceedingly fatished with the No/iity, would oblige them to exerciſe 
themſelves in handling their 4rms, and managt g their Horſes, and 
therefore inftituted thele Sperts, whereby the Nob147:y was powerfully 
attracted to Yaleur and Gallantry, and induced. to periedt and accom- 
phith themſelves in all kind of Chevalry. No new Nobility, ro Baſtard, 
no Vſ#rp2r, none guilty of ZZ:7h 7 reaſon, no Oppreſſer of Widows and 
Crphan:, none born of Parents whereof one was of Zafe Extraition and 
Ienoble, 
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tenoble, no Heretique, Murderer, Traytor, no Coward that had run a- 
way from the Bartel, nor indiſcreet Perſon that had given uffexce to 
Ladies by word or deed, were admitted to this ZZooar, nor above Gne 


of the ſame Famly at a time. Privces came into the Lif#s with four - 


Squries a piece, Counts and Barens with three, a Knight with two, and a 
Gentleman with one. | | on 
The hour and place for the 7urramen!, being appointed, he that 
had a deſire to break a Lance there, came to the Prefdent's Lodgings 
to have his Name written down, which was done in the preſence of 
three Heralds, to whom the Champion delivered his Helmet and 
Sword, and after he had been at confeſſion, preſented himſelf in the 
Liſts with one or more Squires, according to his quality, The #7or- 
ſes of the Combatants were to be without fault or exception ; the Ca- 
pariſons and Furnitare ſuch as gave no offence ; their Sadales without 
any extraordinary riſing before and behind, and-all things equal. Af- 
ter which they performed all kind of Exerciſes on Horſe back :. and 
after the Jouſts were ended, every man repaired to the Prefident of 
his Nation, to wait for the Sentence of the Judg-s ; and: he that beſt 
deſerved the Prize, received it either from the hand: of ſome Zady, or 
from the Prince that 'gave it. : 

Theſe Paſtimes were afterwards difuſed, upon the Emulation it cau- 
ſed between the Princes and No#:/ity, who ſtrove to outvy one ano- 
ther ; or upon wars, in which there was no leiſurefor ſuch Exerci/*s ; 
or perhaps upon conſideration that divers 4rave men loſt their /ives in 
theſe Encounters: and no leſs a Prince than Zzxry the Second,King of 
France, negieQting to wear his Beaver down, was ſlain in a, ZTurnament. 
And at Darmſtadt allo, in the year 1493. at the Three and twentieth 
Turnament Which was held in Germany, the Gentlemen of Franconia 
and thoſe of Heſſe, drew ſo much blood upon one another, that there 
remained dead upon the place ſeventeen of the former,and nine of the 
latter. 

The Winter growing on called rye to make haſte to Zamburg, from 
whence I intended to paſs by Sea*into England, and therefor. I took 
the advantage of the Stage-Coaches at Magdeburg, and in four days 
came to #amburg. I travelled through a Country for the moſt part 
barren, of little accommodation, or ſcarce any thing very remarkable, 
through part of the Ele&tor of Brandenburg, and' then through the 
Dake of Lunenbarg's Country, paſling by the City of ZLanenburg,a hand- 
ſom walled City, beautified with divers fair Churches, with high Spires. 
The Church of St. Lambert, the Town-houſe, and the Duke's Palace, are 
fair. Here are /al:-/prings in the 7.wn, very beneficial to the place, 
and ſupplying the ne:ghbour Countries. The Town is commanded by 
a ill near to it, called Xalkherg, which lies on the North-fide: | 

In this Road through./ower Saxony, I could not bur take hotice of 
many Barrows or Mounrs of. Earth, the burial Monuments of great and 
famous Mer,'to be often-obſerved alſo in epett Countries in Eng- 
land, and ſhmetimes rows of great Srones, like thoſe in Wormzius his Da- 
iſh Antiquities: And 'in one place I-took more particular notice of 
them, where. three maſly Szoxes in the middle, were encompaſtcd in a 
large ſquare by other large Stones ſet up on end. Pa 

Hamburg is a fair City, and one of the great ones in Germany ; 1t is 


ſeated in a #/ain, being populous, rich and remarkably ſtrong : It 1s 
| fortified 
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fortified according to the modern manner, much after the way of 
Holland, with works of earth, but in no place yet covered or faced with 
brick or ſtone : The Territory belonging, to it 1s but ſmall ; it 1s divi- 
ded into the xew and the o/d Town. There are five Gates : The Ftoxe 
gate, leading towards Lubeck ; the Dome-gate ; the Alten-gate, or 
which leads unto A/tenaw, 2 place near the 7ows, belonging to the 
King of Denmark, where the Romaniſfs and Calvinis7s have their 
Cburches ; the Bridge-gate ; and the Dike-gate. The Buildings of this 
City are handfom, and commonly have a fair entrance into 
them. The Sexate-houſe is noble, adorned with carved Statua's of the 
Nine Worthies. The Exchange or place of meeting for Merchants, was 
then enlarging, it being too ſmall to receive thoſe Numbers which tre- 
quented it. Many of their Chxrches are very fair, with high Szeep/es, 
covered with Copper. The Front of St. Xarherines is beautiful. The 
Steeple of St. Nicholas is ſupported with great gilded G/obes. The 0- 
ther great Churches, are the Dome-Church, St. Peters, St. Jacob, the 
greater and leſs, St. Michael, the New-Charch, in the New town. The 
leſſer Charches, are St. Gertrude, St. Mary Magdalen, ard the Z{c- 
ly Ghoſt, They have a Sermon every day, as in other Lutheran Ci- 
ries. 

The River Alfer runs through it into 'the Ebe, and turns many 
Mills : and the 7ide comes up into divers Streets through Channels, 
although it be diſtant eighteen German miles from the Sea, or Mouth 
of the Elbe. This place abounds with ſhipping, and many of go:d 


' Burden, and is well ſeated for 7rade, as having an open paſſage into 


the Ocean,and being but a days Journey from ZLubeck on the Balzick Sea, 
and being ſeated upon the long River E1ze, the third great River of 
Germany, whereby it may have Commerce with a great part of that 
Country, and as far as Bohemza. | 

Hamburg is full of Strangers and. Merchants of ſeveral, Countries. 
The Engliſh Company have good Privileges and a rich 7rade,and Ships 
come laden thither with C/oth to the value of an hundred thoufand 
pounds /terling ; and they live here in good Reputation,and to the ho- 
nour ot their Country : they are Perſons of worth,courtefie and civility ; 
and I heartily wiſh them all ſucceſs in their 4fairs. I muſt not 0- 
mit the acknowledgment of my particular Obligation to that learned 
and worthy Perſon, Mr. Grifin, Preacher unto the Company, Mr. Free, 
the Treaſurer, Mr. Ba»ks, who hath been in many places-of Natolza, 
and the Holy Land, Mr. Jenkinſon, and my very obliging Friends Mr. 
Catelin and Mr. 7Townly. | | 

This place hath the happineſs to be quiet when the great Princes of 
Europe are at war ; for it deſires to hold a ſtrict Amity with Princes, 
and declines all Diſſention with them. a\cj | | 

I found a Ship at Zambarg bound for Londen, and while it was fit- 
ting for Sail, I made a ſhort excur//os into part of the King of Dex- 
marks Country ; and returning to ZZamburg again, I ordered my af- 
fairs for Eg/and upon the firit wind, and hoped the next 7ide to get 
over the Aitenaw-ſand, and to paſs the Blanckneſs, but. a croſs wind 
prevented, ſo that I left not ZZamburg till the tenth of December, and 
then I had the good company of Mr. #oy/e, who came from Narva, 
and ſet Sail in a new Ship ; but the days being at the ſhorteſt, and 
the nights dark in the New-oor, the Tide falling alfo in the day time, 
we 
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we were able to get no further the firſt day thanSzad?, or Sroade, upon 
the River Zwingha ſtrong 7: own,belonging to the King of Sweden, where 
the Ships that come up the River-pay-Cuftom,and where the Engli/þ Mer- 
chants had formerly their Refidence, when they left Hamburg upon a 
Diſcontent. | | 

December the 11th. we catne by Gluckffadr. belonging to the King of 
Deumark, where the Caſtle, the King's Palace, and the Charch are 
handſom, and Anchored that night betore the Mouth of the River Oa/f, 
which arifes in Bremer/and, and falls into the Elbe a mile from Brunf- 
biittel, on the other Ho!ſa?ian ſhoar. 

December the 12th. we loſt ſight of the Northern ſhoar,and pafled 
Cook's Haven, in full hopes to put out to Sea that night ; but about 
Three in the Afternoon we were becalmed a League and a half below 
it, where we were forced to come to an Anchor again,left the ſtrong E2- 
be ſhould ſet us on ground among the Saxds : we lay that night 
between 7hickſand on the North, and Newark on the South, right over 
againſt a Light houſe. 

December the 13h. the wind turning Weſlerly, and blowing hard, 
we returned to Cook's Haven, and came to Anchor. Here I came a= 
ſhoar, and went up the Land ro the Fort in this place belonging to the 
Ciry of /ambarg : It is a high ſquare Work, with a double Ditch, and 
and ſome Yeſels come up to the Fort ; but the Dizch or Channel which 
comes thither out of the E/þe, is dry at low water. The Town is cal- 
led Reut/biittel,not far from the Lands end. Two or three days after, 
with a cold North-Faſt-wind, we ſet fail for Emg/avd. Coming out of

the Elbe, we were all the Afternoon in ſight of an Iſland, called Hez- Heil & land; Wh I" 


lige-landt, or Holy-land, belonging to the Duke of Ho!jteix, which 
being very high Land, is to be ſeen at a good diſtance, and is of excel- 
lent uſe to direct and guide Ships into he Mouth of the £1he, with- 
out which they would be at a great loſs, the Country about that Ri- 
vers Mouth being all very low Land. ES 
Heiligeland 1s a ſmall 1fand, having about two thouſand T»habi- 
tants, and fix or ſeven ſmall Yeſſels belonging to it, which are imploy- 
ed a great part of the year in bringing Lo//ters and other Fi/h to Lon- 
don or (uinborough, the Inhabitants living moſt uponi Fiſh. We bore 
out to Sea all night, and the next day made towards the Land again, 
and failed in ſight of Schiemoniekeoghe, Amelandt, and Schelling : in 
the Evening we faw the Lights at the Yly and Texe!; when we were 
near the Land, we were much troubled with the Froſt and cold Wea- 
_ ther,and leſs when we wereoff at Sea.The next day we had a fair wind, 
and made ſuch way,that in the Evening we took down our Sails, and 
let the Yeſel drive, not being willing to deal with the ſhoar in the 
night. The next morning we ſoon diſcovered the No#th fore/and covered 
with Snow.and came to an Anchor in Margaret-Road, where the wind 
growing very high, we rode it out for two days and two nights,and 
*came fafe on ſhoar (praiſed be God) upon Chriſtmas-day morning. 
Now having made ſo long a walk in Germany, I muſt confefs I re- 
turned with a better opinion of the Country, than I had before of it ; 
and cannot but think it very conſiderable in many things. The Ri- 
vers thereof are noble, and ſeem to exceed thoſe of France and 1taly. 
Ot the Rivers of 7zaly, the Padus or Po, is the moſt conſiderable,which 
hotwithſtanding, bath no very long courſe, before it runs into the 
Aa Adlriatick 
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Adriatick Sea. And 7taly being divided by the Appennine-t;/s, ran- 
ing from Weſt to Eaſt, the Rivers which ariſe from either ſide, cannot 
be long, neither on the South-ſide, before they run into the Mediter- 
ranean, as the Arno, Garigliano, and others : Nor on the Noth ſide; 
before they run into the Adrzatick, or the Po. ET, | 

The chief Rivers of France, as the Loyre, the Seine, the Rhoſze, and 
the Garonne, I cannot but highly commend, having paſſed upon them 
for divers days. There are alſo four great Rivers in Germany ; the 
Danube, the Rhine, the Elbe, and the Oder, but none of France ſeem 
comparable unto the Rhine and Danube. France having the Sea upon 
the North, the Weſt, and the two large Provinces of Languedoc, and 
Province upon the Mediterranean Sea, hath the opportunity of Noble 
Cities and Seaports : But ſome doubt may be made, Whether any 
thereof do exceed Hamburg, Lubeck, and Dantzich. 

The-great number of populous, large, and handſome Cities, doth 
afford great content unto a Traveler in Germany ; for beſides about 
Sixty fix free Imperial Cities, there are many more of good note be- 
longing to particular Princes, and divers highly priviledged. And fure- 
ly a true Eſtimation of the Cities and Towns of theſe days, cannot be 
duly made from the Accounts and Deſcriptions thereof lett an hundred 
years ſince or more, for ſince .thoſe times, Buildings have been better 
modelled and ordered ; Fortifications and Out-works more regularly 
contrived ; Convents and Publick Houſes more neatly and commodi- 
ouſly built ; and the fair Colleges and Churches of the Je/aizes,which 
are now to be ſeen in moſt, do much ſet oft the Beauty of great Places. 
Every where we meet with great and populeus 7owns YVillages,CaFtles, 
S-ats of the Nobility, Plains, Foreſts, and pleaſant Woods. And be- 
ſides the fatisfaction we may have from Objects above ground, we 
may find no ſmall content in the wonders thereof under it,in Mines, Mis 
erals almoſt of all ſorts,of Go!d,Silver,Copper, Iron,T inn, Lead,Nuickſiltver, 
Antimony, Coal, Salt, Sulphur, Cadmia, and others, where there are alſo 
ſingular Artificers and Workmey, in the ſeveral Artifices thereof. Con- 
veriation with the People is eaſic, they behaving themſelves withour 
much Formality, and are plain dealing and truſty, fo that a Traveller 
needs got to be {o follicitous and heedful of what he hath, as in ſome 
other Countries, which are eſteemed of greater Civility. The Women 
are generally well-complexioned, ſober, and grave, and they have not 
yet learned the cuſtom of their Neighbours of France and Holand, to 
admit. of being falutEd by Men : faithtul to their Husbands, and careful 
in the affairs of their Houſes. 7” | 

They make good provifton againſt the cold of their Country, by 
flceping between two Feather-beds and Stoves. 

The common Szoves in /zns, wherein there are for the moſt part 
ſeveral Companies eating, drinking, and in the night ſleeping, are con- 
venient, conſidering the great cold, or at leaſt tolerable ; but they be= 
ing rooms cloſe ſhut up, the ſmell of the meat, and eſpecially of Ca#- * 
bage, an uſual Diſh amongſt them, makes them unpleafant, ſo that 
fometimes I preferred the courſe of hot Gountries, while I called to 
mind, that in Province,and 7raly we drank frozen Julebs, which we 
diſſolved with the heat of our hands ; ſlept upon a ſheet, on the outſide 
of the Bed, with all the Windows of the Chamber open ; and as we 
fate at dinner, there was a Fann in thegniddle of the Room, hanging. 
over 
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over our Heads, about two yards broad, which with a ſtring was pull- 
ed backward and forward- to cool us, and divers had Pans filled with 
Snow, to cool the ſheets when they went into their Beds. 

Germany is 4 great Zve.of men, and the mighty deſtruction of meni 
made by/the laſt German wars, and by the Plague is ſo. repaired, that ir 
is ſcarce/diſcernible. They are fruitful, and full of Children : They 
are not exhauſted by Sea, Colonies ſent forth, or by peopling 4merica# 
Countries z but they have ſome conſumption by wars abroad, when 
they be at peace at home : few wars being made in other parts of Eu- 
rope, Wherein there are not ſome Regiments of Germans ; the People 
being naturally Martial, and perſons well deſcended, very averſe from a 
Trading courſe of Life. | | | 

While I read in Zacitus of-the old barbarous and rude State of Ger- 
many, how poorly they lived, that they had their Houſes at a diſtance 
from one another ; how ignorant they were. in Arts ; and it was 
doubted whether their Country afforded Mines ; that they lived by ex- 
change of things, making little of no uſe of money, and the like, I may 
juſtly wonder to behold the preſent advance and improvement in all 
commendable Arts, Learning, Civility, ſplendid and handſome Cities 
and Habitations, and the general face of things incredibly altered ſince 
thoſe ancient times ; and cannot but approve the expreſſion . of a 
Learned Man, though long fince,. That if Arioviſtas, Civilis, and thoſe 
old famous men of Germany, ſhould revive in their Country again, and 
. look up to Heaven, beholding the Conſtellations of the Bears, aud other 
Stars, they mizht probably acknowledge that theſe were the ſame Stars 
which they were wont to Lehold ; but if they ſhould look downward, and 
well view the face of all things, they would imagine themſelves to be in 
a new World, and n:ver acknowledge this to have been their Country;

SD Uring the Treaty of Peace at Colex in the year 1673; 
RERNLS between the Vnired States of the Netherlands, the 
ie) BY King of Great Britain, and the French King ; many 
& Eng/iſþ Gentlemen having accompanied their Excel- 
] lencies,the Lords Ambaſſadors and Plenipotentiaries in 
their Journey, had a deſire alſo to view ſome of the 
| Neighbouring Territories,and to divertiſe themſelves 
during the heat of the Summer,at the Spaa,the Baths of Aken,and other 
places. Having therefore, in order to our Journey, obtained a Paſport 
for our Saſety from Count Blonde, one of the Spaniſh Plenipotentia- 
ries, and from their Excel/lencies Sir Foſeph Williamſon, and Sir Leoline 
Jenkins, we left Colen on Monday the Fourth of Faly,and upon the Road 
overtook my Lord of Peterborough, who had been at Duſſeldorp at the 
Duke of New4«rg's Court, and went afterwards into /taly to Modena, 
and brought over the preſent Queen of Eng/aud. We dined at a ſmall 
walled Zown called Berckem, which ſome think to be a name cor- 
rupted from 7:beriacum, where we i{tayeda great part of the Afternoon, 
to accommodate an unlucky Accident which happened : A Servant of 
one of the Engliſh Gentlemen having caſually ſhot a Zorſe, which be- 
longed to a Commander under the Duke of Newbarg, lying at that time 
with a party of Z7orſe at this Town, ſo that we travelled in the Even- 
ing through the Woods, and came late to a place called Steinſtrafſe, and 
the next day morning we went to Juliers. 

Gulick, or Fuliers, 1s a ſmall Zown by the River Roer, but very anci- 
efit, and called by the Romans, Juliacum, conceived to have been foun- 
ded by Julius Czſar ; the Seat ſometimes of the Dukes of Gulick, be- 
fore the uniting hereof with Cleve ; and fince the diſſolution 'of that 


Eſtate, poſleſſed by the 2/nired Provinces ; and then again by the Spa- 


wards ; 
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ing agreed at the concluſion of Peace between the Spaniards and the 
Hollanders, That the Marqueſs of Brandenbarg ſhould have Marck and 
Cleve, and the Duke of Newbarg, Gulick and Berg. This is a hand- 
ſome well fortified Town, the Streets ſtreight, and the Z7ouſes of Brick. 
The Citadel conſiſts of four Baſtions, of a regular Fortification ; with- 
in which is the Princes Palace. The Piazza in the Zown is handſome ; 
and the whole conſiderable for its beauty and ſtrength. 

,» Fuly the 5th. we came to Aken, or Aquiſgranum, five Leagues diſtant 
from Gulick ; the Frexch call it 4ix la Chapelle, from a Chappel in the 
great Church, much viſited by Pilgrims from many parts; and famous 
tor the great number of Reliqaes preſerved therein. - When the Romans 
made War upon the Germazs, they polleſſed themſelves of divers places 
between the Rhine and Maes. And Granus, a noble Roman, being ſent 
into theſe parts of Ga/lia Belgica, about the year of our Lord Fifty 
three, diſcovered among the Woods and Fills theſe hot Springs, which 
to this day are highly celebrated in many parts of Europe ; who after- 
wards made uſe of them, and adorned them after the manner of the 
Roman Baths, and built a noble Zabztation near them ; part of which 
the Zzhatitants would have till to be ſtanding, retaining the name of 
Taurris Grani, an old Tower at the Eaſt-end' of the 7own-houſe ; a noble 
Antiquity: But the manner of its #«i/4ing gives ſuſpicion it cannot be 
ſoold. Hence theſe Zherme from their Diſcoverer have been named 
Aquz Granie, and came to be frequented ; and the 7own of 4quiſgrane 
built and flouriſhed, till 4:z:la, the King of the ZZuns, or Zungariars, 
deſtroyed it. | 
About four hundred years after, Charles the great riding'out a hunt- 
7g in theſe parts,as he paſſed through tlie Woods, his Horſes Foot ſtrook 
into one of theſe ZZo7-ſprings, near which he allo took notice of the 
Ruines of ancient Palaces and Buildings long before foriaken ; and be» 
ing ſtill more and more delighted with the pleaſant Situation of the 
place, and conveniency of theſe hot Rivolets, he renewed and adorned 
the Baths, built his Royal Palace near them : and appointed that the 
King of the Rowans ſhould be crowned with an 7ro Crown here as with 
a Silver one at Milan, and a Gold one at Rome. . He alſo built a noble 
Collegiate Church, dedicated to the bleſſed Virgin, in the preſence of 
many Princes and Biſhops, in the year 804, and endowed it with Res 
veuves for the maintainance of Canons, who lived together in a Colege 
at firſt, but at preſent ſeparately in the manner of Prebenrds. He built 
alſo the o/d or inward Wall. of the City, fo that it flouriſhed rill the 
year 88z, at which time it was again ruined by the Fury of the Nor- 
aus, and the Emperors Palace burnt to the ground: - This C:ty,beſides 
theſe Devaſtations from the Irruptions of the Zuns and Normans, hath 
been divers times fince deſtroyed by Fire ; as in the year 1146. which 
loſs it overcame in ſuch manner, that Twenty fix years after, it reco- 
vered not only its former greatneſs, but was ſo much increaſed, that the 
large o«zward:Wall was built by the command of the Emperor Frederick 
the Firſt. PE CTIDERES | 4 Wet: ; 132 

In the year 12.2.4. happened another great Fire, in which, not only. 
the Buildings, but many of the I»habitants periſhed. And the Roof of 


the Charch-was burnt is another Fzre 1236. And now of late, for it is' 


not long ſince, it hath recovered its lofles by the Fire in the year 608 
wan 


x:ards ; but at preſent is in the hands of the Duke of Newburg. It be- -

when twenty Churches and Chappels, and about five thouſand private 
Flouſes were deſtroyed. | $4 

The Town-houſe, or Senate-honſe, was built 1353. being all of Free- 
fone, handſomly adorned with the Statues of the Emperors. The 
firft and ſecond Story of this Building is divided into Chambers ; but 
the higheſt is all one entire Room or ZZall, 162 Foot long, and 60 Foot 
broad. It is well painted in divers parts by A4miſaga, : Two Pieces 
of whoſe drawing are much eſteemed here ; one of the Reſarretzon, and 
another of Charles the Great, giving the Charter to the City of Aker. 
Here the Emperors, at the time of their Corozation, uſed to keep their 
Feaſts,together with the Flectours & other Princes. The Roof is ſuppor- 
ted by four Pillars ; through the middle of which, the /moak of all the 
Chimneys of this Building, is by a handſom contrivance conveyed away. 

Over againſt this Zox/e, in the middle of the Pzazza, is a Fountain, 
conſiderable both for /argeneſs and neat /truitare, contrived by a great 
Artiſt, Gerard Coris : where four Springs perpetually empty themſelves 
from above into a-large Baſon of Copper,of thirty Foot Dzameter ; from 
whence again it deſcends by fix Pzpes into a Ciftern of Stone, hand- 
ſomly engraved, and paſſes to many other Foantains in the Town. On 
the top of this Feantain ſlands a large Statue of Charles the Great, Pa- 
tron of this City, made of 4raſs, and gilded over. He is in Armoar, and 
looks towards Germany. About the edges of the great braſs Baſor is this 
Tuſcription. | |

The Church of our Lady, built by Charles the Great, is of an odd 
Figure. At the Weſt-end is a Szeeple adorned with divers Pyramids ; 
and on the top a large G/obe and Croſs. From hence, . higher much 
than the Church, paſles a Gallery, ſupported by. a large Arch, to a Cupola 
near the middle of the. Church. At the Eaſt-end is alſo a ſmall Turre:r 
or Lanthorn. The inſide ofthe whole is adorned with Marle Pillars 
of divers forts, Pars of braſs,” gilded with Statues, braſs Doors and 
Partitions, and much Moſaick work. ths fl 

In the middle of the Church, where Charles the Great, was buried, 
hangs a very large Crow», given to this Church by the Emperor Fre- | 
derick the Firſt. This Crown is made of f/ver. and: braſs gilt, adorned 
with fixteen little Towers, and eight and forty Szatues of filver, of a- 
bout a Foot high, and thirty two which are: leſſer. Between theſe 
ſtand eight and forty Candle/ticks to receive-the Zights burnt here upon

Of theſe large Crowns I have ſeen at Coley, and other :parts; and it 
hath bcen an ancient Ornament in Charches. The Greeks have a 
Crown, or large Circ/e much like this, in the middle of moſt of: their 
beſt Chu:ches ; on which they hang many Ce#f7rich Eggs, and the P- 
tures of the 4poſtles and Saints. The Zurks do likewile imiate this in 


Frederick 
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Frederick the Firſt took up the Body of Charles the Great. out of its 
Sepulchre 1n the middle of the Charch, and afterwards buried it again ; 
partly. in a /fver Cofin under the Altar of the Quire, and partly near 
the Wall of the o/d Building, covering it with the fame 7 omb-ſtone, as 
before ; which is here reported to have been firſt taken from the TamZ

þina upon it. Out of this Tomb of Charles the Great, were taken up 
a great number of Religues and conſiderable Rareties, which he had 
got together in his life time ; ſome of them given him by Aaron King 
of Perſia, by the Patriarch of Conſtantinople,. and others ; divers of 
which are {till preſerved here : and theſe following we had the oppor- 
runity to ſee. Some of the bleſſed Yirgins hair. One ring or link of 
the Chain with which St. Peter was chained in Priſon. The Head of 
Charles the Great. The 4oxes of his Arm. His Sword which the Em- 
perors wear at the time of their Corozation. The Pifure of the YVir- 
gin Mary, with our Saviour in her Arms, emboſſed upon a Jaſpis, done 
by St. Leke, hanged about the Neck of Charles the Great,and fo found 
in his Tomb. A Noble M:nuſcript of the Goſpels found in the ſame Toms. 
Charles the Great s Zorn which he uſed when he went ahunting.His Cru- 
cifrx made out of the wcod of the Croſs. Our Saviour's Girdle of Leather, 
with the Seal of Conſtantine,the Great at cach end. A piece of the true 
Manna.Some of the Boxes and Bloo1 of St. Stephen richly enchaſed,upon 
which the Emperors are ſworn at their /za»g+r ation. A piece of one of the 
Nails of the Croſs. An Aznus Dei ſent from the Pope to Charles the Great : 
& many other Reliques. Here 1s alfo the Tomb of the Emperor 0tho the 
Third,in 4/ack Marble,who 1n the year x000, firſt conſtituted the Electors 
of Germany. | |

. Near to this City are many ſorts of Minerals found ;' as Lead-ore, the 4 — 
Sulphar, and Vitriol-Ftone, Iron, Coal, and Cadmia, or Lapis Calamina- Braſs, 


ris: With this latter we faw them make Braſs or multiply Copper, in 
this manner. They take calcined Cadwmza, or Calmey, as they call it, 
Copper from Swe den,and the melted drofs of both ; to twenty eight pounds 
of Copper they put an hundred pound of Calmey : They put firſt into ve- 
ry large Cracibles,ſome old pieces of Zraſs and /acten,cr the drofs,and af- 
terwards the Calmey and Copper,and let them ſtand in the Furnace twelve 
' hours; after which,they put eight Cruczb/es full into one, and let what 
will run over,the beſt ſinking always to the bottom ; and then caſt it 
into a Frame made of ſtone, bordered with bars of Iron ; and run it into 
braſs Plates,rwhich are afterwards cut in pieces with large Czſſors. . - 
"The hot Baths, are very much frequented at preſent. Within the Abs 
inward Walls are three convenient ones : The Emperors Bath, the Lit- 
tle Bath; and the Bath of St. Quirinus. The Emperors Bath is in the 
ſame place, and fed with the ſame Springs with that in. which formerly 
Charles the Great took much delight, and frequently uſed to ſwim 
therein; in which exerciſe few were more expert than himſelf; and 
ſpent the latter end of his days here, and would often invite to the 
Bath, not only his Sous, but his Nobles, his Friends and Guards ; fo as 
it was cuſtomary to Bath a hundred together in thoſe days. But now 
they are divided into leſter Partitions. The Emperors Bath having five 
Bathing Rooms ; and the Little Bath which comes out of it, three. 
Theſe are reckoned to be Nitro-Sulphureous ; and ariſe fo hot, that they 
let them cool twelve hours before they uſe them. From under a 

| great 
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great round Stone which covered a Well, in which there were ſome of 
theſe Z/ot Springs, I faw Brimſto-e, hard, above an inch thick, and 
Salt-peter, and a petrefied Subſtance finely variegated, taken out. 
Beſides theſe, ncar unto the inward Wall of the City,there are Baths 
which are not ſo hot as the former, eſteemed to be Saphureo-nitrous : 
The ſmell of them is ſome-what offenſive, and the water in the Ci/terns 
not tranſparent. The firſt is the Bath of St. Cornelius, which hath two 
Receptacles. The fecond the Roſe Bath, 1o called from Mr. Roſe, a 
re bo: Fans Citizen of Aker, who built it. The third Compus Bad?, or the Poor 
rai man's Bath. Of this fort of warm Water there is alſo a Fountain,much 
reſorted to and drank of every morning in the Sammer for many Chros 
nd wat of Pt Diſeaſes. About a Furlong out of the South-gate of Akey, is a 
torſer, Village called Porcetum, or Bore, from the great number of wild 
frogs, which formerly frequented that place ; in which are many ZZot 
Springs upon both ſides of a little Kiwo/er, and let into ZZouſes, where 
they are diſtributed into ſeveral Baths of Stone. There are fourteen of 
theſe Z/ouſes, and twenty eight Baths ; the Baths holding ordinarily 
about fifty Tuns of Water, each of them : the Water 1s clear and plea- 
fant, without any offenſive ſmell ; exceſfive hot when it comes firft 
out of the Ground, hotter than the hotteſt of Aker, and is left to 
cool about eighteen hours before they ule it. ' They uſe alſo an Inſtru- 
ment of Wood, pierced with many holes,to help to cool them fooner,or 
to ſtir the Water when any one goes in, whereby he is not fo ſenfible 
of the heat. There are many cold Springs riſe near theſe hot ones, 
whereby they might be tempered ; and ſurely the quantity of the hot 
Water being ſo great, no place might be made more delightful, nor no 
I Baths more Noble. The 7arks in our times, do moſt of any Nation 
Wi) beautifie their Barhs, anc render them ſerviceable to their Health and 
" pleaſure. 

In 4»/ria at Baden, the Sawer Bath is built after the 7urki/h matiner, 
with a Cupola over it: and if any one hereafter ſhall build or beautify 
theſe, they will yield to very few in Europe. At preſent moſt of them 
are of a f{quare Figure, of abour five or ſix yards over ; and the Houles 
"jt in which they are, very near one another. The firit Houſe hath the 
(of ; name of the Ladies Bath; the ſecond is the Snake ; the third and

WE 1s Calamina= Within two Leagues of A#ez, 1n the Country of Limboarg,is a Mine 
| 266 of Lapis Calaminaris, which we went to ſee having a Corpora! and 
Þ eight Muſquetiers for our Security to. paſs the Wood. This Mine lies 
pl over againſt the Caſtle of Finenberg. As ſoon as IT had delivered a 
At Letter to Mr. Jon Franck, Comptroller of the Mine for his Catholick 
"ſt Majeſty, he went along with us, to ſhew us the manner how the Cad- 

f mia grows in the Earth, and other Curioſities. This Mine having been 
wrought Three hundred years, and being one of the moſt _ 
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of that. kind, it ray not be impertinent to ſet down ſome particulars 
concerning it. It is about eighteen or nineteen Fathoms deep,lying all 
open like a Chalk Mine, of an Oval Figure ; they digg at preſent in ſe- 
veral places, and the beſt Ca/mey lies between the Kocks,in the deepeſt 
part of the Mine : They have now found an excellent Yein fo placed, 
of eleven or twelve Foot thick, which they digg out with Pick-axes, 
with ſome difficulty, by reaſon that the Lapis Calaminaris is very hard: 
The colour of this Stoxe is of a dark ye/low and red, and hath Yeins of 
vatural Brimftone mixed thinly in it. The Yeins of the Lapis Calas 
minaris, being fo large, they follow them not only in one place, but 
digg over one ariothers heads,and frame their work into the ſhape of 
large S*ayrs, and one throws up what another diggs, and ſo upward 
till they lade the Carts with it. Soine of the Cadmza is blackiſh and 
dark brown ; and there are F/uores between the Cavities of the Sroxe 
handſumly figured, but moſt of a 4/acki/þ colour. The works about 


the Mine the moſt remarkable, are theſe : x. An Over/het-wheel in the 


Earth, which moves the Pumps to pump out the water ; and this not 
placed in the Me but on one fide of it, and a paſſage cut out of the 
Mine to the bottom of it, by which the Mixe is drained ; and another 
paſſage or cunicu{us, out of the place where the whetl is turned, which 
lets out the water which turns the wheel, and alſo the water which 
comes out of the Mint into the Neighbouring YaZey. 2. The waſhing 
of the Ire or Stone, which they perform, as at other works, by letting 
the water over it, and flirring it ; and this they do whereſoever they 
begin to work near the Superficies of the Earth, for there the Calmey is 
leſs, and more mixed wirh Clay and Earth : but the moſt remarkable 
work is the calcining of the Ore (for all our Lapis Calaminaris of the 
Shops is the calcined Calmey) and it is worth the ſeeing ; for they place 
Fagzots in a handfoime order firſt, and cover a large round Area with 
them, of about Forty or Fifty yards Þiameter, upon which they place 
os in as good an order, till all be covered and filled up a yard 
rom the ground ; then they place ranks of the largeſt $70xes of Calmey, 
and after them ſmaller,till they have laid all on ; and then by ſetting fre 
to the 4ottom, the fire comes to each fore, and all is handſomly calci- 
xed. They make Calmey alſo about two Engii/s miles from Ble) berg 
in Cariethia, They make it after this manner, They take the Ore our 
of the Mive, ſometimes they waſh it, and ſometimes not, they burn it as 
they do Roſt. Then they take it, and beat it in pieces with a mallet ; 
They chooſe the beſt of it, and throw away the drofs, the whitelt is 
commonly the beſt. From hence we went to Limburg, meeting with 
divers Souldiers upon the Road,who deſired money of us, but did not at- 
tempt any thing againſt us, we being many of us together in Compa- 
ny. 


try,.and alittle River runs almoſt round it at the 4o:z2om. The Avexue 
to the 7own on the North-ſide is. difficult all alo7g upon the edge ofthe 
Rock ; -and the Gate of the 7own, over which is the Governor's Houſe, 
ſpreads it ſelf from one ſide of the Rock to the other, and locks up the 
paſſage. Here we:ſhew our Paſſports.from. the Spaniſh Plenipotentia- 
ries; and in the Afternoon had.a pleaſant Journey tothe Spa In the 
way we ſaw where the French Army-had paſſed the Country towards

Limburg is ſeated upon a high Rock, which overlooks all the Cnun- Limburg, 
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Metz, having lain about a Fortnight at Yichet, after the taking of Mac- 
FFreicht. 

Spa is a neat Yilage in the Foref? of Ardenna, ſeated in a bottom, 
encompaſſed on all ſides with Z7il/s, and 6n the North with ſteep 
Mountains. So that it happening to rain while we were there, the 
place was, in ſome hours time filled with water, the Zay waſhed out 
of the Meadows, the falls in the River made even, and Pohuxt, one 
of the Mineral Fountains, was drowned. There was not much Com- 
pany when we were there, although it were in the hotteſt time of 
the year, which is moſt ſeaſonable for drinking the waters ; by reaſon 
of the wars, and the danger of coming through the Country to them. 
But in Spa it ſelf all people are free from danger, all the Neighbouring 
Princes protecting it, and would count it very diſhonourable to diſturb 


_ 2 place, which by the virtue of its Mineral Springs, 1s fo beneficial to 


Mankind. Theſe Waters are not only drunk upon the place, but are 
alſo ſealed up in Bozzles, and ſent into many parts of Europe. And Mr. 
Coquelet, at whoſe Houſe we lodged, told me that he ſent it as far as 
Saragoſſa in Spain: and that he had at ihat- time Thirty thouſand Boz- 
zles empty, and waited for a good ſeaſon to fill them, which is the 
hotteſt, dryeſt time of the Summer, and the hardeſt Froſt in Winter ; at 
which times the water is tronge/?, ſparkling, and brisk, The chiefeſt 
of theſe Mineral Fountains are theſe, Gero1/ter, Saviniere, Tonnelet, and 
Pohunt. © 

Geronſter is in the middle ofa thick Wood, about an Engiifh mile 
and a half Southward of the Spa ; it is the ſtrongeſt of any, and the 
beſt adorned, being built up with 5Zoze, and a Pavilion over it, ſup- 
ported with four handſom fZoxe Pillars. There is a green place clear- 
ed in the Wood near to it, and a little Zou/e for the Patients to warm 
themſelves in, early 1n the morning, or in cold weather. The Arms of 
Sr. Conrade Bourgstorff, who adorned this Fountair, are placed over, 
on two ſides: and on the other two this /:ſcription in French, an 
High-dutch, ina handſom Oval.

© This Fountain ſmells very ſtrong of Brim{tone, and cauſes vomiting 
in a great many, yet paſles chiefly by ©rine, as they do all ; and 
ſtrikes a purple with Nut-galls more inclining to red, than the waters 
of Tunbridge. "The Sediment is of a light blew in the Fountain, but of 
'a dark, dirty red every where elſe. Not far from this is another 
large Spring in the Wood much like it,but not as yet built and beautifi- 
ed. 

Saviniere is another Fountain, almoſt as far from the Spa Eaitward, 
and built after the manner of a Zower:: the Acidulz are not fo ſtrong 
as the former. There is another Fountain hard by this, almoſt the 
fame, held to be particularly good for the Stove and Gravel. . 

The 
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The third is Zonnelet, ariſing in the Meadow, and built up. with Tinncter. 
fone : But being there are no Trees nor Shades about it, it is not ſo de- 
lightful as the others. And Henricus ab, Feers in his.Spadacrene faith 
that this is more »77r045 than the reſt, and cauſes ſuch a coldneſs in the 
mouth and Fom-:ch, that few can drink of it. + {fo 
The fourth is Pohunt, in the middle of the Zows, from whence moſt p,,.. 
of the wazer is drawn which is ſent abroad,if no particular one be ſent 
for. This was beautified with hardſome Szoxe-work, by the Biſhop of 
Liege, to whom this place belongs, and this 7-ſcription ſet over it, Sa- 
nitati Sacrum. It 1s allo called the Fountain of St. Remaclus, to whom 
it was dedicated ; and theſe Yerſes are likewiſe engraven upon it : 
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. Being at the Spa, we - viſited Franthimont one Afternoon ; paſſing | 
through a thick cod, there is an old Caſtle, and:good Brimftore and 1c mating of 
Vitriol works, the ſame. Stone affording both ; and I preſume may alſo Brin/tone. p 
make the Spa-water under ground, or at leaſt be a principal 7ugrediext 
init. We ſaw the manner here how they melted, and.caſt their Brim- 
ſtone firſt into great Pails, the florid and clear parts remaining at the 
top and middle, the thick and more obſcure ſubſiding and adhering to 
the bottom and ſides, and is that which is ſold for Su/phur Vivum. We 
faw alſo the manner of caſting the Brimftoxe inth Ros,or Magdalzons : 
And near unto this place a ſmoaking, burning,little Z77/, which is thus 
cauſed : They ,throw out the burnt Pyrzzes, out of. which Brim#one 
hath been diſtilled, and the Y7trio/ drawn out by infuſion, upon this 
Hill ; which conſiſts all of the ſame matter, and ferments in time, 
grows hot, ſmoaks and burns perpetually, and withal drinks in a new 
Vitriol into its ſelf. = ws 3 Fg. - 
From the Spa we croſſed over to Frajont, a Village ſeated upon the 
pleafant River Za, or Oarte, where we took Boat and went down a 
rapid Stream, yet one of the pleafanteſt T ever ſaw,winding and turning 
between many green Hills, in part of the Foreſt of Arduenna. We  de- 
ſcended afterwards thirty or forty ſmall Falls in a long Boat made on 
purpoſe. The Oar or Pa-'dle being only a ſquare ptece of Board fix- 
ed to the end of a Pole,the Pole ſtanding perpendicularly in the middle 
of it. The delightſul River Yeſa, or the Weſdre?, ſoon met us, and joyr- 
ing together,we fell down with them into the Maes near Lzege.Upon 
the Banks of theſe Rivers all the 4rms, Guns, and other ukruments are 
made,for which the Country of Lzege is remarkable. W. | 
. Liege, Luick, Leodium, or Auguſta Eburonam ; Learned Men think Zizze 
this City to be ſeated near that Yally, wherein two Legions of Julius 
Ceſar, under Sabinus and Cotta, were. deſtroy ed by Amliorix, chief 
Commander of the Eburones. It is ſeated upon the River Moſa, which 
entring with two Streams, makes ſome pretty ſands. Three other 
ſmall Rivers ariſing in the Fore#7, of Ardenna, are alſo here received 
into the Maes, whereby they have plenty of Fiſh and other Convenien- 
cies. The City is very popyſlous, and fo it hath been in former 
Ages,when as Charles Duke of Burgundy facked it,and deſtroyed an hun- 
dred thouſand of the people. 
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It abounds with fair Churches, ſtately Convents, and Religious Foun- 
dations, richly endowed, fo that it hath been called the Paradiſe of 
Prieſts, and is in that kind the moſt notable in all theſe parts. The 
Palace of the Biſhop is a noble Fabrick, built by Cardinal Erardus, 
Biſhop of Liege. The Cathedral bears the Name of St. Zambert, who 
being Biſhop of Maeftreicht was murdered by Dodo and others, about 
the year 622. The Sea was afterwards tranſlated unto Liegs by Hu- 
bertus, as it had been formerly from 7Tongres to Maeftreicht,and the Bo- 
dy of St. Lambert.removed unto this Church, which is at prefent very 
noble, being builr of a reddiſh Stone, very much carved without, and 
handſomly adorned within. Between the Quzire and Sacri/ty, is this 
Tuſcription in very large Letters :

The Canons here are of great riches and power,and have the EleCi- 
on of the Biſhop and Prince, who-hath alſo had the Titles of Duke of 
Bouillon,Marquits of Franchimont,and Count of Loetz and Haſbania. In 
the Coin of Maximilian, the preſent Eleftor of Colex and Biſhop of 
Lieze, I find this Inſcription.

Speutus the Biſhop of Liege,bought the Principality of Liege of God- 
frey of Boaillon, when he went to the Holy Land: And in the Treaty 
of Cambray, 1559. the poſleſſion of Bouz/on, and precedency of Ti le, 
was granted to the Biſhop of Liege, although at this time alſo the 
Houles of La Tour and Mark do bear the ſame. 

Of the Pariſh Churches that of St. Fohn, ard of St. Servaſins are 
fair. Of the Abbeys that of St. Facob within the Town, and of St. 
Lawrence, built by Biſhop Ragizardus upon an Hill out of the Town, 
are noble. There is allo a College of Exgliſh Jeſuites, well-ſeated upcn 
a Hill, where the Garden 1s handſom, and the Dyals, made by Franciſ- 
cus Linus, are worth the ſeeing: And an Engliſh Nunnery handſom- 
ly built. In the Church of the G#/:e/mites, out of the Town,lies the 
Body of our famous Country-man Sir Fohn Mandeville, who, after he 
had travelled through many parts, took an affeftion unto this. place, 
and here paſſed the remainder of his life, and wlioſe Epitaph, and ſome 
Rareties of his, are {till to be ſeen. | 

Biſhop Nozger, who was conſecrated by St. Gereon, Arch-biſhop of 
Coelen, and died in the year 1907. built the walls of this City, and be- 
10g Tutor to 0tho the third, he found means very much to beautifie it, 
to repair and build divers Churches, and endow them with rich Reye- 
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nues, and let the River Maes into the Town, which before ran upon 
one {ide of it. + os | 

As their Churches are fair and numerous, ſoo are their Bells and 
Chimes remarkable. In the Cathedral of St. Lamtert there are eight 
large Bells, and twelve leſſer ; and there is one fo great, as it is faid to 
require Twenty four men to ring it. In the Chutch of St. Paul the 
Bells and Chimes are conſiderable ; as alſo at St. Lawrence and the 
croſſed Friars. It is alſo an Univerſity, and was fo famous in former 
Apes,that they ſtill take notice that at one time there have teen Nine 
Sons of Kings, Twenty four Dukes Sons, Twenty nine of Counts, be- 
ſides many of great Barons Students therein. | 

Their Speech here, as alſo at Spaw, is called Romay, and is a kind of 
old French, or Dialect of that Languag”, a great part of which is made 
up of Latin, or Roman words : and they call the Neighbouring Lan- 
guage of the Datch, Tuiſcon, But many ſpeak very good Freaxch. 
They have ſome Vineyards affording a ſmall Wine. Tie .Hills about 
furniſh them with Quarries of good Stone, and of ſeveral kinds They 
have alſo divers Mines and Minerals, and great quantity of Pit-coal for 
Fire, in ſome places fetched deep out of the Earth, in others nearer the 
Surface : and in ore place I ſaw them beginning to dig where they im- 
mediately found Coal. Their Pumps and. Engines to draw out the 
water, are very conſiderable at theſe Mines ; in ſome places moved by 
Wheels, at above a Furlongs diſtance, to which they are continued by 
ſtrong Wood-work, which moves backwards .and forwards continu- 
ally. | 
The Cittadel ſtands upon a Hill, and is of great Strength ; It was 
built to keep the City of Liege under Subjetion. For 1649. there 
being ſome difturbances in the City, Ferdinand, the Eleftor of Colen, 
offering to come into the Town to appeaſe it, was oppoſed by the Con- 
ſul, Facobus Hennet, who was ſoon aſter ſurprized and beheaded. toge- 
ther with Bartholomeus Relandus ; the Conſul having ſworn the E- 
leor ſhould never come in whilſt he were alive. And the Citrade!l 
ſoon after was ordered to be built. The Bridges are handfom : that 
over the great Stream of the Maes is very broad and fair, and hath 
large Arches. From hence we could read the Ele&tor's name upon the 
Cittadel, Maximzlianus, although it were at a very great diſtance, the 
Letters were fo large. | 

From Liege we had a pleaſant paſſage down the Water to Mae- 
ftreicht, paſſing by 4rgentan, a Caſtle ſeated upon a high Rock on the 
right ſide of the River, belonging then to the King of Spazy, afterwards 
by YVichet in the half way, and then by Navagze, a ſtrong Fort in the 
Maes, which cormmands the River, and at that time did the Spa- 
ntard ſervice ; then by pleaſant Rocks on our left hand, wherein many 
Cuts and paſſages have been digged titl we came in fight of Mae/treiche. 

This Town having been a little before taken from the 2nited States 
by a ſharp Siege, was full of French, and had a Garriſon in it of about 
ten Thouſand men ; and in the Marker-place ſtood about Two hun- 
dred large Fieldpieces. We ſaw the places where they made their 
Batteries and their Mines, the Out-works were very numerous, and 
many of. them undermined. Colonel Storf ſhew'd us a handfom 
Draught of all the Works, Approaches and Manner of taking of the 
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A noble Qzar- About a quarter of a Mile out of the Town we went into the great

Quarry of Stone, which is one of the nobleſt ſure in the World. Be- 
tween Padoa and Yicenza I had formerly ſeen the famous Cave of Cu- 
ſtoza, or Cubola, ſaid to be above Five hundred Fathoms in breadth, and 
Seven hundred in length, but this doth. far ſurpaſs it : the. Roof is very 
high and ſtately in moſt places; the Pillars not to be numbred, all very 
large ; we paſſed two miles under ground amongſt them : No LaZy- 
rizth can be contrived more intricate, and yet all parts are uniform. 
The Floor all.in a level, and the Roof in moſt places of the ſame height, 
and ſo-much hath that uniform rule, which I ſuppoſe was ſet to thoſe 
who firſt digged, and fo hath ſucceſſively been obſerved, added to the 
beauty of this place, that there is ſcarce any thing more noble. It put 
me in mind of the h»ndred Chambers of Nero, which he cauſed to te 
made under Ground in the Rocks at Baiz. And the Water which we 
met with in one place, made me think of Nero's admirable Fi/t-poyd, 
built in the like manner within the Zarzh. We came out again near 
to a Convent upon the Banks of the River, and returned by water to 
Maeſtreicht. | 

The next day, we parted Company. Mr. Newton, Mr. Ertrick, Mr, 


Grove, Mr. Carlton, and Mr. Newcomb went for Aken and Colen ; Mr. 


Bates and Mr. Daſton went up the Rzwer again to Lzege,. at which 
place; ſtaying a day or two to find a convenience to pals to Bruſſels, 
we were nobly entertained at a Dinner with Yeniſon, Wild-boar, and 
other Diſhes, by that worthy Perſon and Learned Mathematician 
Franciſcus Sluſrus, one of the great Canons of Liege, who alſo continued 
his high Civz/7tes to us to the laſt Minute we {tayed in Town. 

| Leaving Liege we ſoon came in ſight of 7ongres, or Tangrorum 0+ 
pidum, the moſt ancient place in all theſe Countries. Orze/zus would 
have it to be called of old 4:#azuca : It was a ſtrong hold before the 
'coming of Jalixs Ceſar into Gaul, and was afterwards made a Roman 
Station, and in proceſs of time became ſo great, that Ar7z/a the Fun de- 
ftroyed an handred Churches in it, it being at that time a Biſhops See, 
which in the year 498 St. Servaſus removed unto Maeſtreicht. Many 
old Coins and Antiquities are {till found here ; and part of an old Chap- 
pel, faid to be built by St. Materins, Diſciple to St. Peter, is ſtill re- 
mairſing. When the King of Fraxce made his great inroad into the 
Low-Countries, 1672. he borrowed this Town of the Eleftor of Cologne; 
and then paſſed on to Maſeick, where croſſing the Country to the 
Rhine, by the ſides of theſe great Rivers, Rhine and Maes, he made 
that notable /ncur/ron, and quitted not Zorgres till he had taken Mae- 
fſtreicht the year following. We dined this day at Borchloe, and lodg- 
ed at St. 7ruyn, or St. Truden, a handſome little 7cws, ſo called from a 
Charch and Abbey herein dedicated to that Saznr. 

The next day we dined at 7jenen, or 7ilmont, on the little River 
Geet, once one of the chief Towns in Brabant, but long ſince decay- 
ed. In theſe Plain Countries, in many places we ſaw ſmall 7z//s, or 
Sepulchral Eminences of the Ground : And near unto the Walls of 7e- 
en, are three very remarkable ones, ſaid to be the Tombs of great Com 
manders. In the Evening we came to Lovain. oy 
 Lowainis the chief C:zy of that quarter of Brabant, which compre- 
hendeth Ar/chot, Halen, and Judeigne ; an ancient and large City, 
pleaſantly ſeated upon the River De/e ; it is of great Circai?, and the 
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compaſs of the wall accounted above four miles about : but there are ma: 
ny void Spaces, Hills, Fields, and Gardens within it, which makes it 
very pleafant and delightful. There are herein divers gocd Buildings, 
Convents, and Churches : the chief whereof is the ſtately Church of St. 
Peter, the Convent of the Carthufrans, the Hoſpital. The publick Pa: 
lace or Senate-houſe 1s alſo Noble. 

It is the great 7niver/tty of theſe parts, faid to have had its beginning 
about 926. but endowed by John the Fourth, Duke of Brabant, and 
confirmed by Pope Martin the Fifth, 1425. There are forty three Cot 
leges 'in it ; whe: eof the four chief are Z.ilium, Fa'co, Caltrum, Porcas, 
Goropius Becanus, a Learned Man, and Native of Bruſſels , affirms, 
That no niverfity in Italy, France, Germany, or Spain, is to be compa- 
red unto it for its elegant and pleaſant Situation. The Znziwerfity isun- 
der the Government of a Reftor,who is in great eſteem and honour a- 
mong them. This @z7verfity hath produced many Learned Men - 
But neither the Bu:/dings of the Colleges, nor their Endowments do e> 
qual thoſe of our Zniverftties, and the Situation thereof ſeems not to 
exceed that of Oxford. | 

We travelled from henc2 to Brsſſe/s, being moſt part of the way in 
the ſight of the very high Tower of the Church of St. Rombald at Mach» 
lin. -; | 
Count Monterez was then Governour of the Low-Coun'ries, and re- 
ſided at Bruſels, the ordinary Seat of the Governours of the Spani/Þ 
Netherlands ; which City he had taken care to fortifie, and to make it 
more tenable, if it ſhould be attempted by the Frexch. —_ 

From Bruſſels we paſſed to Antwerp, where we were handſomely 
treated by Mr. Wauters and Mr. Hartop, and having viſited ſome of our 
Friends, the next day we paſſed the River Sche/de, and took Coach in 
the morning, travelling through a fruitful, plain, flat Country, ſet with 
rows of 7rees in moſt places, and arrived in the evening at Ghez. 


Gaunt, Gandavam, or Ghent, is eſteemed to be. the greateſt City, not Ghenr: 


only of Flanders, but of all the Low-Countrzes, and challenges a place 
amoneſt the greateſt in Exrope ; but at preſent ir decreaſes and de- 
cays rather than encreaſes. And if Charles the Fifth were now alive, 
he could not put Paris into his Gay?, a greater Glove would not fit that 
City, which is ſo much increaſed ſince his time. In Gheus are many 
noble Converts, among, which the Feſaztes is one of the faireſt : There 
is a C/ojfter alſo of Engliſh Nuns. The Cathedral is ſtately, and the 
Tower belonging to it being very high, gives a proſpect of a pleaſant 
and fruitful Country round about it. There are divers Pzazza's, large 
and fair ; in one of which ſtands a large gilded $:atua of Charles the 
Fifth, Emperor and King of Spain, who was born in this City. The 
whole 7own is generally well built, and the Szreets are fair and clean, 
The 7zhabitants hereof have been taken notice of to be extreatmly gi- 
ven to Sedition, and for their fakes a- great: many other Cztzes in Eu- 
rope are puniſhed, and have in a manner totally loſt their Zberties : 


For the Sparzards, to curb the Seditious humour of the People of Ghent, 


were put upon the Invention of building C:ttadels in Cities, whereby a 
few Souldiers are able to ſuppreſs any Commetion, or beat down the- 
Zown, © that here I ſaw the firſt Cirtadel that was built in Europe by 


Charles the Fifth : It is not large, andthe BaF7ons little, and though of

a Regular Figure, yet not ſo convenient as thoſe of latter days, fince 
that Art hath been improved. | : | 

From Ghent we paſſed by water about Twenty E»g/i/h miles to 
Bruges, a very elegant large City, and formerly a place of very great 
Trade, being within three Leagues of the Sea ; ſo that from the toys of 
their higheſt Bui/dings, the Ships under Sail are viſible, and at the 


fame time a Fleet of Ships, and a large Territory of a fruitful, pleaſant 


Country, comes under your eye. It is fortified with Works of Earth 


- and deep Ditches. The Convents are numerous : The artificial Cuts 


of Water from this Town to all places, makes it of eaſie acceſs ; and 
though it hath no Porz, the Paſſage from hence to Offend by water is 
ſhort: And they are at preſent upon a Deſign of bringing Ships up to 
this City. | | 

Oftend is about Ten E-gliſh miles from Bruges, ſeated upon the 
waves of the German Ocean, which waſh it continually cn one ſide : 
And they have now contrived it fo, as to let the Sea in almoſt round 
the Town for a great ſpace, whereby it is become much more ſtrong 
and defenſible than before. For when I looked upon it, and confidered 
what it was when it was beſieged by Arch-duke 41bertus, and taken by 
Marquiſs Ambrofius Spinola, x604. with an honourable Surrender at- 
ter three years Siege, I cannot but aſcribe very much unto their Sup- 
plies from England and the obſtinate Valour of the Defendants, eſpe- 
cially the Eng/i/h under Sir Fraxcis Vere. Sluys being in the hands of 
the States of the Znited Provinces, and Dunkirk under the French. 
The Spaniards poſſeſs no other Port in Flanders but thisand Newport z 
'and this being the moſt conſiderable they are now making the Zaver 
large, and are upon a conſiderable Work in order to the cartying of 
their Ships over into that Cut which goes from Offend to Bruges, out 
of their Harbour, by the means of a very great Lock or Receptacle of 
Water, which is to communicate with both ; which, when it is finiſh- 
ed, may be very advantageous to the 7rafick, of the Spaniſh Nether- 
Linds, This Town ſtands very low, but the Szreets are ſtraight, large, 
and uniform 

From hence I weat all along upon the Sea-ſhoar to Newport, a hand- 
ſom 7own, with large fair Streets, but low built, There were then' a 
great number of ſmall Ships in the Zarbour. This place is famous for 
the Battel of Newporz, fought here by A/bertus, and Count Maurice, 
wherein the Spaniſh Forces loſt the day, and much of the honour of 
the Field was due unto the Erg/i/h under Sir Francis Yere ; ſince which 
time,although there hath been much bloud ſhed in theſe Quarters, yet 
there hath not been ſo conſiderable a Battel ever ſince, although the 
Engliſh had alſo the fortune to do great Service hereabout at a fight 
called the Battel of the Sandhil;, when a part of the Army of Freach 
and Evg/iſh, which beſieged Dunkirk, fought with the Spani/b Forces 
by Newport, and overthrew them. | 

From Newport we put to Sea, failing out of the Harbour, and inten- 
ding for Exgland ; but the wind being very high and contrary, after 
having been at Sea all the night, and had leiſure to take notice of the 
great rumber of Saxds upon that Coail, in the morning we put into 
Mardike, where at preſent there is only a Fort of Wood juſt above the 
High-water mark, with ſome few Guns mounted. The other Fort, 
more into the Land, being demoliſhed,

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Dunkirk, is much increaſed of late, and the King of France hath not Punk: = 
ſpared money, to render it conſiderably ſtrong. He hath very near

From Grav?ling 1 came to Calais, from whence ſetting Sail jn the 
morning, we came to Dover, and the ſame'day to Loudon. 
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QA DTVS: Travelled ſome years ſince, between Yeniceand Genod, 
[N= through ,many : Countries of early Civility, ſeated in 
<a. the middle of the temperate Zone, in a fruitful and 
happy Climate ;.aftording- plentifully all Neceſfaries 
for Life ; and through Countries which have not only 
SER been conſiderable for their copious production of Corn, 
Fruit, Silk, , Wine and Oy],. but alſo for having been 
very fortunate in all Ages, for bringing into the World Perſons of great 
Fame and Renown, who have rendred this Tract of Earth more than 
ordinarily remarkable for great Actions in all times. The memory of 
; which is ſtill preſerved not only in their Writings, but allo in their 
ſplendid Buildings, and Antiquities ; though no parts have taſted more 
deeply of the dangerous variety of fortune, theſe having ſuffered the 
frequent Incurſions of many fierce and warlike Nations. Having 
therefore formerly enjoyed ſuch variety of obſervable Objects, I could 
not remember this Journey without ſome conſiderable ſatisfaction, eſ- 
pecially having at the ſame time had the good luck to travel a great 
part of it with my worthy friends, Sir William Trambull, Mr. Soames, 
Dr. Palmas, Dr. Fames, and Mr. Daſhwood, which makes me bold, 
upon the opportunity of this ſecond Impreſſion, to add further this 

Jhort Account. 7 da 
- We paſled from Yenice to Padoa by water up the ſtream of the 
pleaſant River Bresz, having all day long Houſes of Pleaſure, and well 
built Palaces on each hand of us. We entered this River near Lizafu- 
fina, five Miles from Yenice ; where formerly a Wheel, or Engine was 
placed, to convey the Veſlels into the River. The Yenetians having 
long fince ſtopped-up the entrance of the-Brexza, leſt that by the con- 
tinual Deſcent of the Water, the Stream, and Channel might be di- 
miniſhed, loſt, or altered ; and the paſſ:ges for their Veſſels rendred 
dangerous, or inconvenient ; but this is otherwiſe contrived at preſent, 
and tour large Locks or SofZegni are made uſe of, both to keep up the 
water, and to facilitate the paſſage of the Vellels. Theſe are placed at 
Stra, 
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Stra, Dolo, Mira, and Moranzan, and are very remarkable, conſidering 
that the River in theſe places is locked up, and the Vellels which are 
to paſs are brought in between great Gates; and the water let in or our, 
as they have occafion to paſs up or down the River. | 

The landing-place at Padoa is handſorly ſet off with ſtone ſteps, Pau, 
continued for a long ſpace, along the ſide of the River, after tlic 
manner of the landing-place at Gher?, and ſome other elegant Cities of 


| the Low Countries. The outward Wall is ſtrong, being well fortified 


according to the Modern Rules of Fortification. .in the time of Leonar- 
do Loredaro, Duke of Yenice ; and to render it more ſtrong, the Ri- 
vers of Brenta and Bacchizlione are let into the Town Ditch. The in« 
ward Wall is now moſt conſiderable for its Antiquity, and for retain- 


ing the name <{F its Founder ; it being ſtill called 4ztenor's Wall : Tt 


contains a far leſs ſpace of ground than the former, Padoa being builr 
in this reſpe& like to the City of Aix /a Chapelle, or Aken, having 
own Town within another. wy 

That Patavium, or Padoa is one of the oldeſt Cities of Europe, built 
preſently after the Trojan War, is confeſſed by Ancient Writers; and 
ſo generally believed of old, that Zzvy lays it down for the Ground- 
work of his Hiſtory ; beginning in this manner, Fam' primum omnium 
ſatis conſtat, Troja capta, &Cc. i. C. 

In the firſt place it is ſufficiently manifeſt that 7roy being taken, the 
Grecians executed the utmoſt of their rage upon the Trojans, Axeas 
and Antenor only excepted, by reaſon of their ancient friendſhip with 
the Greeks ; and-in reſpect that they had always endeavoured to make 
Peace, and reſtore He/ena. After various fortunes, Antexor brought 
a great Number of the Zeneti, who having loſt their King, Pylemon 


at the Wars of Zroy, and being driven out of Faphlagonia, by 'a Fa- 


tion, were now ſeeking new Seats and a Captain to lead them ; and 
came along with them to the bottom of the 4driarzck Gulf, drove out 
the Eugenians who inhabited between the Sea and Apes, and eſtabliſh- 
ed the 7rojans and the Zeneti in thoſe Countries. | 

Martial alſo faluting Flaccas, a Padoan Poet, calls him, 


Flacce, Antenorei ſpes & Alumine Laris.. 


And that you may more firmly give credit to it, you may further 
alſo have the authority of a Goddeſs for it ; for YVexws is introduced 
expoſtulating in theſe terms with 7«pzzer, in the behalf of Areas. *

In thoſe days when the art-of Navigation was but in its infancy,and 
the Mariners very unwillingly parted with the fight of land, Antenor 
was forced to keep cloſe, and creep along the Coaſt of Pelopenneſus, 
and Epirus, and then fail by the 7yrian, and Liburnian Shoars, which 
are very uneve: and troublefom to deal with, being full of Creeks, un« 
fate Bays, and. Rocks ; beſides very many Iſlands of various ſhapes : 
Whereas if he had croſſed over to the /zal:an coaſt,he had had a nearer 
vOYaBe, and fayled with pleaſure all alorg an even, bold, brave 

oar. = 
The people of Padea,are well pleaſed with the thoughts of their An- 
cient founders and Progenitors, and they {till preſerve the tomb of 4»- 
tenor, near to which at preſerit ſtands the Church of Saint Lawrence; 
and in their publick ſhows they will ſtill be repreſenting ſomething of 
Troy,and the old 7rojans, and in one place T faw a horſe of wood, a- 
bout twenty foot high, in imitation of the old 7rojan horſe ; but, I 
fuppole,nothing near.-ſo big-as the firſt original : Yet:when I conſider 
that above eleven hundred yeafs after the deſtruction of 7roy, when 
Towns and Buildings were very much amplified and improved, Pome 
pey coming, in Triumph, could- not enter even the great 'Triumphal 
gates of Rome it felt in a chariot drawn by Elephants, an Animal that 
ſeldom or never comes.-to be ſo high as this Horſe, it may well be ſup- 
poſed that they could not have received, even this poor model of the 
firſt great one into the old rown of 7roy without pulling down their

The City of Padeca was always a friend-to the Romans, and did them 
great ſervice in their wars againſt the Ga/lz, Senones, the Umbrians, 
Boians, Inſubres, Cimbrians and Carthaginians,'and ſtuck-cloſe to their 
Intereſt till the time of the declination of the” Roman Empire ; When 
Attila the powerful King of the ZZuns with fire and ſword deſtroyed 
it ; and when after divers years jt was rebuilt by the favour of Nar/es, 
the Eunuch, General to the Emperor Ja{tinia», it was again lamenta- 
bly ruined by the Loygohbardzan Princes, who by ſhooting arrows, with 
firebrands fixed to them, ſet the City on fire, and took it.. But under 
the Empire of Charles the great, .and his ſucceſfors, it aroſe cut of its 
aſhes again, and flouriſhed for a long time ; being governed firſt by 
Conſuls, and then by a Podeſta, untill the time of their dreadful Ty- 
rant Ezze/lin, who harraſſed, baniſhed, tormented, and maſlacred the 
Inhabitants, cramming their own Wells within the City,full with their 
mangled 
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mangled bodies, and amongſt other feverities, upon 'an angry diſtaſt, 
againſt them, flew ten thouſand of them in one tay at Yerona. But 
notwithſtanding theſe cruelties, they recovered their liberty again after 
the death of Ezze//in, and by degrees became very powerful, having 
under their juriſdiction, Vicenza; Verona, Trent, Treviſo, Feltre, Bellu- 
10, Ceneda, Seravalla, Ch oza, Baſſano, with 1ts territories, all the Pole- 
fine or Peninſula,and the greateſt part of Frialj, with other important 
Places ; when in the end, Marfiizo di Carrara made himſelf Capitanio 
or Governor of-the City. "This noble Family of the Carraref, very 
powerful in theſe parts, came from their Caſtle of Bafſazo,and lived in 
Padoa, where they became very conſiderable and ſiding with tle Pope 
againſt the Emperor Frederick the ſecond, they were driven out by 
Ez2ellin, but when upon the ſucceſsful attempts of the Roman Legate, 
Anſedin, a commander under Ezze/liz, was overthrown, they were 
again reſtored, dignified, and eſtabliſhed in the government of Padea ; 
which they poſſeſſed, with ſorne variety- of Fortune, from cone to ano- 
ther in their own Family, for about an hundred Years, in the conclu-.- 
ſion of which, they were ſeized on by the Yenetians, who thought fit 
to put Franciſco Novello, and his Sons to death in the year 1405. And 
after this manner, by having totally extinguiſhed the noble Family of 
the Carrarefi, without fear of any further claim,ot diſpute,they poſieſſ- 
ed themſelves of the City of Padoa, and hold it in their hands to this 
The Buildings-at Pa#oa; both publick; and private, are very conſide- 
rable ; for molt of the: City 4s built upon Arches, making handſom 
Portico's or cloyſters on-each1ide of the ftreet ; aſter the manner of the 
houſes in 'the: Piazza of ' Convent Garden, which - at all times afford 
2 good defence againſt the Sun, and Rain,and many of the *houſes are 
painted onthe outſide,with very good Hiſtory-Painting in Freſco ; their 
Churches are fair,and divers well aderned ; The Doimo, or Cathedral 
Church is large, ſeated near the middle of the City ; endowed, and 
mightily enriched by. the'Ernperor Henry the fourth ; whoſe Empreſs 
Berta lies buried here. - The Revenues of this Church at prefent are 
reckoned: to arnount to a hundred thouſand Crowns a Year ; and be- 
ſides the Monuments of many eminent perſonis, they preſerve here 
the body of St.: Danze, of Cardinal Pileo da Pratta, and of Cardinal 
Franceſco Zabarella. © BT ach TY |

and' rich Ornaments make it- worth the ſeeing. The top of the Church © 
i3 made up bf Thx Cypola's covered with Tead ; theUhappel of St. A4nto- 
iv is nobly fet'out with tweivemarble pillars,and a-rich roof. Between 
the Pillars are carved the miracles of this Saint, who lies interred un- 
der the Altar, upon which ſtand ſeven Figures made by 7itian 4ſpetti, 
x tvbd ftatuary of Padoa, and behind-the Altar there is a moſt excel- 
kent. Baſſo teliewn'done by Sarſovinus, ' Tallius Lomburdus, 2nd Cams 
pagna Veronenufis. Over againit the Chappel of St. Antonio ſtands the 
Odappel of Saint 27x ; avd his tomb nobly wrought, with coloured 
- eitble; and thewhole-fplendidly adorned, with the paintings of the 
hiphly' celebrated Grorto. - The chief Reliques in this Church are, the 
Tonpue /atid>Chin of St ' Antonro, a Cloth dipped in the blood of our 
Saviour, 'Thfree thorns of his Crown, and: a piece of the wood ” = 
53, Jro1S; 
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Croſs, ſome of the hair and milk of the bleſſed Virgin,and ſome of the 
blood of the marks of St. Francis. Before the Front of rhe Church 
there is a handſom braſs Statue on Horſe-back, repreſenting the great 
Penetian General Gattemela. St. Antn'o, lived fix and thirty years, dy- 
ed upon the thirteenth of Fu»*, 1231, and was canonized by Pope 
Gregory the ninth in the City of Spolero, 1237. 

The convent of the black Monks of St. Bezedi& may compare with 
moſt in 7raly ; and their Church dedicated to Santa Giz/tina, built by 
Palladio, is one of the faireſt in Europe. Saint Griuſtina was a Virgin, 
and Martyr, daughter to Yitaliano of this City ; ſhe ſuffered Martyr- 
dom in the time of Maximianss the Emperor. In this Church there are 
{till preſerved, as they ſay, the body of St. Lake, the Evangeliſt, of St. 
Matthias, the Apoſtle, of two of the Innocent Children,of. Proſdochimus, 
the converter of theſe Countries to the Chriſtian Faith,and firſt Biſhop, 
of Padoa ; of Maximus their ſecond Biſhop, and of- Santa Giuſtina. 
The Front of this Church looks into a ſpacious place called Prato del- 
la Valle, where the Gentlemen meet in their Coaches 11 the Evening, 
for their pleaſure. In a handſom roonrt or burying place on the South- 
ſide of this Church is a round old. red marble ſtone, upon which the 
heads of many Martyrs were cut off ; and near to it a fine white mar- 
ble Well, called Pozzo 4 Martiro, or the Martyr's Well, a place of great 
Devotion. 05 | 

Where the Temple of Juno ſtood in old time, there is now built a 
handſom Church, dedicated to St. 4ugu/tiv, wherein are divers Mo- 
numents of the Family of Carrara, the Tomb-of Charlotta, daughter 
to Fames King of. Cyprus, and of Petrus Aponenfis, a great Philoſopher. 

1] Ponte Milino, where there are thirty Water-Mills together, and 
the Caſtelo delle munitioni, both built by Ezzelliz, are worth the ſee- 
ing. La Corte del Capitanio 1s ſplendid, and was the Palace of / the 
Carrareſi. The Palazzo della Ragione, where the Courts of Juſtice are 
held, is very large, beautiful, and highly conſiderable, both without, 
and within ; being built of Marble with rows of Pillars without, and 
within there are Heads and Inſcriptions for divers eminent Perſons of 
this City ; the length hereof is 256 Foot, and the breadth .86 without 
any Pillar or ſupport in the middle. T PIITETS, 

The Univerſity. of Padoa, was founded in, the Year 1220. by the 
Emperor Frederick the Second ; and the Schools are fair, and large, 
containing one Quadrangle, with rows of Pillars above and below ; 
and beſides handſom Schools. on every ſide, there is a very convenient 
Anatomical Theates,, The Phyſick Garden is large, of a round Figure, 
walled about, and well ſtored with Plants. The Prefects hereof have 
been Men of Note, as Aloyſius Mundella, Al:yfius Anguillara, Melchior 
Guilandinus, Jacobus Antonius Cortuſus, Proſper Alpinus, and Joannes Yeſ- 
lingius. | =o | 

The Arena, or old Amphitheater at Padoa, is an ;Antiquity very 
remarkable ; and the remains of ſome of the Arches are to be ſeen 
fill in the Gardens backward ; but the A4rexa it ſelf, and the whole 
Podium, are preſerved intire, free, and empty : And at one. end thereof, 
there is built a handſom Palace, the Front of which looks directly into 
the open Amphitheater, and is a portion of an Oval Figure, and the 
whole area, or Arena of the Amphitheater ſerves for the:cvurt to it, in 
{uch manner, that the entrance being now at the end, direRly oppo 
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fite to the houſe, the handſonie proſpect of.it, and the clear Avenue to it; 


is extraordinarily ſurprizing, and extreamly noble, and: I could not ima- 
gine that ariy Gentleman would ever deſire to have fairer Court-yard 
to his houſe, than the ſpacious plain Area of an old Roman Amphithea- 
ter,nor a better Wall than a high intire handſom Podiam;the like to which 


perhaps is not at this day any whereelſe tobe ſeen. And I muſt freely _ 


confeſs, That of the Remains and Ruines of twelve old Amphitheaters; 
which I have ſeen my ſelf, I have not met with any one-that comes near 
it ; for in the Amphitheater at Doxe in Po:&ou, which is cut- out of a 
Rock, and being of a ſmaller dimenſion, and part of the bottom being 
filled up, there is no viſible beauty of the Poziam, the like may be faid 
alſo of that at Nzzza, near rhe river Yarus, and: that at Pazzuolo. That 
at Niſmes 1s filled up with dwelling houſes, in ſuch manner that the 
upper ſeats only are diſtin&tly viſible. The Amphitheaters of Boarde- 
aux, Xainttes, Arles, Garigliano, that at Rome near to the Church of 
Santa Croce jn Gieruſalemme, and others are at preſent.ſo much ruined, 


that nothing of this nature diſtinguiſhable'is to be expected ; nay even 


about the Arena 'at Verona, and the great 'Co/iſſeo, or Domitian's Am- 
phitheater'at” Rome, the ground is now' riſen ſo high, that the Pod;- 


4m 1s at preſent” either buried, or diſfigured. But as the Arena at Pa- 


zloa-is clear, and evident in this part ; fo is it wanting in all the reft : 
and he that defires at this day-to view-all the Parts of an Amphithea- 
ter, muſt not ſee one, but many ; and. by: joyning -them together in 


his thoughts he may colle& the figure,: proportion, and dimenſions 
of this ſumptuous ſort of building of the old Rowaxs, - | 
"From the Walls of Padoa, there is a-pleaſant Proſpect of a plain 


Country to the North; Eaft, and South ; and of the Exganear Hills to 


the Weſt, which ſupply 'the Town with variety of Plants, and great 


Number of Vipers. At'a few Miles diſtance are' the hot Baths of 


 Abano, and the Mineral drinking Waters of Monte Ortone, as alſo Mar- 


eheſe 0bizzis Country Houſe, which we faw with great delight, it be- 


ing well deſigned, and accommodated with a good Armory, a Theater 


for Comedies, handſom Stables, and a Tennis-court,- and nobly paint- 


ed both within, and without,-by that great. Maſter, Paalo Yeroneſe. 


Leaving the Ancient City of Padoa, in the Two Thouſand, Seven 


Hundred and Eighty Fifth Year after its firſt Foundation, according to 


their own compute, and Travelling Eighteen Miles through a fruitful 


ſceing, by reaſon that Palladius hath here ſhown great skill in Archi- 
teture in his Rotunda, in-imitatien of the Paxtheon.at Rome, iinhis 


- Theater exactly proportioned to the ſtri&t Rules of Building, and other 


fair Houſes in the Town. There are alſo two Arches worth the ob- 


-ſerving, one near the Gate, behind which/there is a noble aſcent upto 
- Santa Maria del Monte, and another 'in' tampo Martio. This City:is 


filled with Nobility and Gentry, and drives a great Trade in making 
Silk, but is not of any conſiderable Strength. 

The Piazza della Signorza 1s as beautiful a place as can well be con- 
trived, and beſides its being large enough” to receive all the Gentry in 


.an Evening, and to have Tilting, and Turnaments performed in it, .1t is 
-beautified with the exquiſite Front of the Palazzo della Ragzone, of the 
» Capitanio's--Palace, and alſo with the Buildings of the Monte della Pic- 


ta, where Money is lent out without uſe to the poorer ſort: ; 
| Vicenza 


Country, we came to the pleaſant City of Yicenza; a place worth the Vicenzs; 
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Vicenza is 4 rich Biſhoprick eſteemed: at twelve thouſand Ducats a 
Year, and in the Cathedral, beſides other. Reliques, ate preſerved the 
Bodies of Carpophorus, and: Leontius, Martyrs: of this Place ; but the 
moſt celebrated Relique of all, is kept in the Church. of the Sazra 
Corona, belonging to the Dominicans : It is one of the Thorns of our 
Saviour's Crown, given by Saint Lewzs, Ring of France, to Bartolo- 
meo Breganza, 2 native and Biſhop of Yicenza. | 
The City. of Yicenza, or Yicentia, is watered' with the River Bac- 
chiglione,and Rerone,or Eretenus,beſides two other pretty Streams called 
the A/tichello, and Seriela, which highly confer to its delightful Sity- 
ation, and Convenience : 'but by reaſon that there are divers Hills 
very aear, it can never -be made ſtrong, or able to make any fignifi- 
cant Reſiſtance ; and: to ſpeak the truth, it hath really been forced fo 
many times, by every next bold Intruder, [that few Cities,of this beau- 
ty, and perfection, have been oftner raviſhed. It is: thought to have 
been built by the Ga/lz Senones, in the time of Tarquinius Priſcus ; but 
moſt Authors reckon it to be more Ancient, and will have it to be 
one of the twelve Cities built beyond the Apernines,by the old Zuſ- 
cans ; and that the Gauls poſlefled-it not, till the 7uſcans were driven 
out. Theſe in proceſs of time yielded it to the Romays, who enjoyed 
it long, even till the coming . of A:77/a the Zur, who notably ſack- 
ed, and plundered it. 'The next to theſe that were Lords and Maſters 
of Vicenza, were the Otrogoths.; and after them the Lowbards : Till 
the time that Defderius, the: laſt of the Lombardian Kings, having left 
his ſon 4/digier in this City, was taken priſoner by Charles the great ; 
and when it had ſerved Charlemaigne, and his Succeflors with various 
fortune, in time it recovered its Liberty, and ſet up for a free City:; 
till the Emperor Frederick coming upon it of a ſudden, took,and burnt 
it. Next to him Ezze/l;x ruled over it ; then the Padoans; then Mafſti- 
ne della Scala farſt Signore di Veronaand his Family after him, till G7o- 
vanzi Galeazzo Viſconte, the firſt Duke of Milan, ſeized upon it, whoſe 
Dutcheſs Catharina, after the death of her husband, ſet them again at 
Liberty, and abſolved them from their Oath of Allegiance, when upon 
Various Conſultations in what manner they ſhould govern themſelves 
for the future and whether or no,they ſhould unite with the Swiz- 
zers ; Henrico Capraſavio's Party prevailed, who perſuaded them to 
give themſelves Voluntarily to the Yexetzan; by means of which free 
conſent of their's, at laſt they enjoy at preſent greater immunities, and 
privileges than moſt of their neighbouring Cities. 

From Yicenza we went to Veroxa,a noble,ancient, ſpacious City,of about 
ſix Miles round, well built, and now handſomly fortified by the Yene- 
7Zians. with great Ba#ions. It hath three Caſtles, or Forts ; two upon 
the hill, and one by the River fide ; many ancient and many hand- 
ſom Churches,ſtately Convents and Buildings, both publick and private, 
and' is very well watered with the pleafant River Aziche or Erſhe, Athe- 
fis, Adige, or Adice. , | 

The River 4thefis is a noble River, which ariſing above in 
the high Rh@tian Alpes and paſling all along through the Falls Yeuu- 
ſta, comes rouling down by Trent, and then winds, and turns, 
within the City of Yeroza; and afterwards, paſſing through the 
Fens near the Po, enters the Adriatick Sea; and many Authors 


report, That the great Incurſion of the Cimbrians, was made by the 


fides 
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ſides of this River ; which is.alſo confirmed by Hermannus Cruferius, 
Gulielmas Xylander, by the Biſhop of Auxerres and divers other good 
Tranſlators of Plutarch, as allo that Catulus laid encamped upon this 
River,to hinder their further Invation ; nay ſome proceed to mention 

a triumphal arch erected at Yerona for Cams Matias his Vidtory, in 

theſe quarters: For Cazulus the Conſul, Collegue with Caius Maria”, 

who marched againſt the Cimbrz, deſpairing of being able to defend 

the tops of the 4/p s; where, Leing compelled to divide his Forces in- 

to ſeveral Parties, he might very much weaken himſelf, returned pre- 

ſently into 7taly, and placed his Army by the River Athe//s, fay they ; 
where cloſing up the paſſages 0 both ſides of the River, with ſtrong 
Fortifications,he made a bridge whereby he might aſſiſt thoſe on cither 

ſide, if the Enemies, having forced the narrow Paſſages, ſhould invade, 

and ſtorm them. , But the Cimlriaus ceme on with ſuch Boldneſs, 

and Contempt of their Enemies, that meerly to ſhow their | 
Strength, and Courage, rather than out of Neceſlity, they went naked Flue * 
in the Showres of Snow ; and through the ice, and deep Snow, climb- 

ed up to the top of the Mountains, and 'from thence, placing theit 

broad Shields under their bodies, they let themſelves ſlide from the 
higheſt precipices down thoſe vaſt Deſcents ; and when they had pitch- 

ed their Camp at a little diſtance from the River,. and ſurveyed the 
Paſſage,they begun to pour in upon the Romays ; and Giant-like, tearing 

up the neighbouring Hills, and pulling up Trees by the Roots, and

all this,there may ſome doubt be made, whether they entred 7aly by the 
ſides of this River,and Plutarch himſelf. doth not call the. River, near 

which the C:mbrians deſcended, the River A4thefrs,but ity Amaoya moms 
pg» ; the River A4ti/c, or Toſa; a River, which is at a great diſtance from 

. any part of the 4rhefis ; and ariſing in the 41pes, runs evidently into 
the Lago maggiore,or Lacus Verbanus ; and is next to the River Lefia,or 
Lefitis, which paſles by Yercelli, and falls afterwards into the Po : 
and when Bzorix, King of the Cimbrians, challenged the Roman Ge- 
nerals to fight, and bid them appoint their time, and »lace, Caius Da- 
rius returned this anſwer, that although it were not the Cuſtom of 
the Romans tolet their Enemies know,where and when;they intended fo 
give battel ; yet he wowd at this time accept of his challenge, and ap- 
pointed to meet him, in three days after, in the plains fiear Yercelli, 
D d | where 
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where there was ſpace enough ſor both Parties to ſhow their valour ; 
and to determine this Controverſy in a fair, and open field ;- and 
where he gave a total overthrow to one of the greateſt Armies per- 
haps that ever invaded 7aly ; and hereby it ſeems to me, that this great 
drove of Cimbrians, or a good part of them, paſſed over Mount Sam- 
pion, or Mons Sempronius ; from which mountain the River Atiſo takes 
its riſe ; and the Deſcription of the vaſt Precipices, and ſhding down 
in their Shields, as it were a /a ramaſſe, is by no means agreeable, nor 
can it any ways be allowed for a tolerable Delineation of the paſſage 
into raly by Trent, where the road coth no where Tye over any 
ſuch vaſt Mountain ; but the terrible deſcription by Mr ARazmard, and 
Mr Laſſels, of the bad way, and ill paſſage between Briga, and Domo, 
over Mount Samp7on is very ſuitable to the ancient account. 

As the pleaſant River A4hefts is very ſerviceable to'PYerona, ſo the 
four handſom Bridges over it, in this Town, are both uſeful, and orna- 
mental ; and the Walls about it, in a great meaſure, remarkable : 
though Yerona being now very ancient, there 1s no: good account at 
this day, to be found ; who was the founder of them, or by whom, or 
at what time, they were firſt built, it is manifeſt however, that they 
long ſince did good ſervice, and that in the civil wars of the Romays, 
between C#ſar, and Pompey ; Augaftus, and Antonius ; Yitellins, anid 
Veſpafian ; Severus, and Julian : and others ; this was a conſiderable 
place of ſtrength, and ſided with Cz/ſar againſt Pompey,took Auzr/tus's 
part againſt Marcus Antonius, was for Vitel/ius againſt Yeſpafran, 
& long after held out for ſome time for Maxentius againlt Conſtantine the 
great. The Emperor Gallzenus took fuch particular care in fortifying 
Perona, that he left his name to the Town, and divers Inſcriptions upon 
the wall ; for the Roman Empire being much divided in his time, and 
the force of the foreign Nations encreaſing in many parts, he expreſly 
commanded, to render the walls of this place ſtrong, which being 
feated in the jaws of the 4/pes, was more likely to be ſwallowed firit 
by the Northern Nations. 7 heodoricus Amalus, that great Conqueror, 
and excellent King of the Goths was in ſucceeding times, marvellouſly 
Pleaſed with Yerona, amplified and adorned it, rebuilt and fortified irs 
walls, which were rendred, notwithſtanding, in after ages, more con- 
ſiderable, by the Emperor Charles the great,and his Son, King Pippin ; 
who made this the head City of 7zaly. In latter times, .4ibertus Sca- 
liger, brother to Maſtinus Scaliger, the firſt Soveraign Lord of Yeroxa, 
and his Son, Canis Srandis more fully enlarged and fortified Yervin, 
againſt the Incurſions of the Germans : And the Yenerrans, laſt of all 
have built large Baſtions about itſtrongly faced with Brick. | 
- The City within is convenient and beautiful, the Piazza a hand- 
ſome long Square, the Streets large, and the Town being built part up- 
on tte Plain, and part upon Hills, makes the variety of the Proſ- 
pet more pleaſing, fooking ſomewhat liks the beautitul City -6f Zy9z 
in France, There are many'good Houſes ; Conte Anguſtino GinFto's Pa- 
lace is particularly fair, and his Gardens delightful, in which I -faw'the 
Aloe Plant in Stem and Seed, the Stem or'Stalk being about twerity 
Foot high ; the Churches are beautiful, among which Saint AnaZaſhus 


'1s one of the faireft ; and the'Cathedral 'and many 'orhers of them-isre 


antient, this City being converted to the Chriſtian Faith/by Saint Z- 


' prepius, their firlt Biſhop, Seventy years after Chriſt. St. Zeno, 'their 


Eighth 
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Eighth Biſhop, is their Patron, who lived in the time of Ga/zenus, and 
Four and Thirty of their Biſhops beſides are Canonized. Peter Martyr 
was 2lſo Born in Yeroza, who was aſlaſlinated berween AM. 1an and Co- 

. 210, was Canonized by Pope Jxnoccent the Fourth, and lies ſplendidly 
Erttombed in M/an. Beſides theſe great Religious Men, others, though 
not ſo Famous for Piety, have, notwithſtanding, been living ornaments 
to their City ; among which the excellent Poet C. Yalerins Catullus is

Cornelius Nepos, excellently skilled in Antiquity is faid to have writ- 
ten a Chronicle of the Roman Aﬀairs, and other works, and the Lives 
of IIluſtrious perſons, gmong which the life of Pomponinus Atticus is on- 
ly extant. 
C. /Emilius Macer, a good Poet, was allo of Yerona. He lived in tne 
time of AugafFus Ceſar, and wrote of Plants,Birds and Serpents.

The next is Lucius Vitruvins, a great Architect and whoſe Statue 
with other famous men of this City is ſet over the Court. The more 
known Marces YVitruvius, who wrote the ten Books of Architecture, 
was of Rome. | 
Caius Plinins Secundus was alfo an honour to this City ; and of lat- 
ter days many learned men by being born and living here, .have added 
much to its credit,as Tore//o Sarayna,& Onuphrius Panvinins,Wwho wrote 
expreſly of the Antiquities of their own City. Feron:mus, Fracaſtori- 
us, Foannes Baptijta Montanus, Antonius Fumanellus, Alexander Bene- 
diftus, Gabriel Zerbus, Foannes Arculanus who lived a hundred years 
here, Guarinus, Foannes Antonius Pantheus, Joannes Baptiſta Bagolinus, 
and the admired learned Lady, ſora, Nogarola,who among other trea- 
tiſes wrote a dialogue, in which ſhe ingeniouſly diſcourſes who ſinned 
firſt, Adam or Eve. x 
The Emperor Ph1lippus was lain at Yerona, by his own Souldiers. 
There was a Colony ſetled here by Pompey ; and one Pompeianus held 
out the Town againſt Conſantize the great in the year 323. The Em- 
peror Yalentinian,after that he made his Brother Yalexs partner with 
him in the Empire and placed him in the Eaſt, viſited this City, and 
Ddz Theodorick, 
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Theodorick,the Conqueror of 7taly and great King of the Goths lived long 
here. Placid:a, daughter of Yalentizian, the third, and of Eudoxa, lived 
the latter part of her time,dyed here and was buried in the Church of St. 
Steph:n,which was formerly their Cathedral in which Church lye alfo 
buried one and twenty Biſhops of Yerova, forty Martyrs put to death 
in Dzocleſtan's Perſecution, and four of the Innocent Children. But 
there are other things which ſtill add to the beauty of this City.

Hills, Rivers, Lakes, Buildings and Arts do grace 
Noble Yerona above any place. 


The Lacus Benacus, or Lago di Garda, is a very conſiderable Lake, 
near this place, which ſtretches it ſelf from Peſchiera, on the South, 
Thirty five /alian Miles to the North, and is in ſome places Fourteen 
Miles broad, and the Winds often blowing fiercely from the Neigh- 
bouring Hills; make it rough, and troubleſome, like a Sea.

Cleopatra had once a deſign to carry her Ships and Veſſels croſs the 


Country through ,Zgypr, out of the Mediterranean into the Red-Sea, 
over that 7Fhmes, or neck of Land, which divides Africa from 4fra, 
which would have been a notable exploit : yet conſidering that Zgypr 
is a flat Country, which renders the deſign more feaſible, and that the 
Territory about this Lake is very Hilly, it is an action no lefs to be ad- 


- mired, which the Yexetzans effectually performed, when they brought 


their Ships and Galleys out of the Adriatic over Land into the Lago 
di Garda, to engage in a Naval Fight, upon this notable Lake, with 
Filippo Viſconte, Commander of the Milan Forces. | 

There are divers handſlom Towns and Villages upon the ſide of the 
Lacus Benacus, as Lacifium, Bardolinum, famous for the pleaſant Bar- 
dolin Figgs, Garda, which gives it the modern name, Malſeſenum, Ripa, 
Tuſculanam, where there are ſtill ſome remains of old Benacus, which 
gave it the ancient appellation, Maternum, Salodium, Deſentianum, a po- 
pulous Place, and of good Accommodation, Piſcheria, through which 
the River Mincias paſles, and laſtly the ruines of old Sirmio, upon a 
neck of Land, which runs into the Lake, where ſtood formerly the be- 
loved plealing Y7//a of Catullus.

The beſt Fiſh in this Lake, are the Eels, the Trouts, and a Fiſh pe- 
culiar to it, called a Carp7one, which is thought to delight in ſome par- 
ticular Earth, Soyl, or Mineral at the bottom thereot, ſeeing that it will 
not eaſily live, and thrivein any other place. | | 

After the negligent reign of Gallienus, when the Thirty Tyrants 
ſprung up, and the remote Provinces of the Empire had taken _ li- 

rty 
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berty to do what they pleaſed, the 4/mans made uſe of this ſeaſonable 
Opportunity, and breaking into ly, with an Army of two hundred 
thouſand men, the ſucceeding Emperor, Flavius Claudius, made a 
ſtout reſiſtance, and at length overthrew them totally near this lake of 
Henacus. ; 
Mons Baldus, or Monte Baldo near Yerona, is eſteemed the moſt Mount 8.4144: 
conſiderable Hill for Plants,and Medicinal Herbs of all the 4pes ; and 
the Calderiau Baths are a further Eaſe and Convenience to this an- 
cient City. | 
Verona 1s called Verona Nobile, and Verona Antica, and very ancient 
it 15 without; doubt ; for 7»//iz ſays expreſly, That the old Gauls 
built Milan, Como, Breſeia, Verona, Bergamo, Trent, and Vicenza ;. 
and Zivy moſt particularly, That the Gazls poſſeſſed themſelves of 
thoſe places where Breſeia and Yerona itand at prefent,but our Modern 
Italian Writers who are very unwilling that theſe ſpruce, polite Cities 
ſhould owe their beginnings to any rough tramontane Nation, are very 
eager in aſſerting, That they were built long before that time by the . 
ancient 7#/cans, but allow that they were atterwards poſſeſſed, and ens 
larged by the Gaz/s, and that Yera, a noble old 7u'cay, laid the firſt 
Foundation of this place, and called it Yerona, after his own Name: 
It was long after this, under the Romays, 'in the heighth and glory of 
their Empire ; and in the declination of it,this City ſhifted indiflerently, 
till 4z#z/a took and ſacked it ; and when divers others ſet themſelves ' 
up for Emperors,and Sovereign Commanders,as C ybrias, Glycerius, Aus 
guſtulus and Odoacer, King of the Herali, and Turing! it ſerved 
firſt one, and then another, till Zexzo the Emperor, ſent that renowned 
Chriſtian Prince, Zheodorick, King of the Gozhs, into [taly, who coti- 
quered and polleſſed ir, as the due reward of his valour ; and by this 
means Yerona came to ſerve the Goths, till Zozilas, and 7eyas, the laſt 
of their Kings were overthrown and flain by Nar/ſes, the Eunuch,who 
not long after called in the Zombards, being diſobliged by the Em- 
preſs Sophia, who endeavoured much to have him recalled, inſtigated 
her huſband, the Emperor Ju/tinzan, againſt him, and ſent him word 
after all his glorious Vidtories, and Services for them, That ſhe would 
make him come home, like an Eunuch as he was, and Spin. amongſt 
her Maids ; to which Narſes returned tlfis Anſwer, That he did intend 
it, as ſoon as might: be, and that he would Spin her ſuch a Web, 
that ſhe, nor all her Maids together ſhould never be able to unra- 
vel ; and immediately ſent to bonus, the Vaiiant King of the Lom- 
bards, who had lately overthrown Cunimunmas, King of the Gepidg, 
and had taken his fair daughter Roſamwnd to wife, but withal had 
Slain the King her Father, and made a drinking Cup of his 
Skull. A/boinus was at that time poſſeſſed of Pannonza ; but upon 
the invitation of Nar/es came into 7taly with his whole Force and 
Attendants, and took all the Country called formerly Gallia Ciſalpina 
and began the Longobardian Kingdom, which prevailed in /raly for 
| about two hundred Years. This 4/boinus being exceſſively merry,and 
| pleaſant at Yerona, wh:re he had placed the chief ſeat of his new 
Kingdom, amoneſt other Frolicks, he made poor Queen Roſamund, 
one day, drink out of her Fathers Skull, which ſo digaſted her, that 
the perſwaded Zelmichilt to aſſiſt her in the murder of her huſband, 
for the reward of which ation ſhe promiſed herſelf in marriage, to 
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him with the Kingdom of Lombardy : but as ſoon as it was performed, 
they had hereby rendred themſelves ſo intolerably odious to the Low- 
gobardian nobles, and people ; that they were forced to fly away to 
Longinus the Exarch of Ravenna, who being at the firſt fight wonder- 
fully enamoured with the exquiſite beauty of Queen Reſamund, pers- 
ſwaded her to diſpatch Zelmichi/d and accept of him, to which in this 
neceſſitous condition, ſhe ſoon agrees, and when Zelmichild was com- 
ing out-of a Bath, and called for drink, the had prepared ſuch a high 
poyſonous draught for him, that before he had drunk half of it, he was 
ſenfible of what was done, and laying hold of her, forced her to dri::k 
the other half, whereby they both dyed together. After the Lom- 
bards, Charles the Great, Pipin, and the Berergarzii, and others placed 
their Royal Seats here; and in the time of Orho the firſt, it became a 
free City. Then Ezze/l'» came in, and tyrannized over them. 
Next to him, the Ancient Family of the Sca/jger's, who for two hun- 
dred years together had lived here in credit and repute,and . were at 
length advanced to the dignity of Sovereign Lords of Yerona, which 
they held berween two and three hundred years longer, and di- 
vers of their high raiſed Monuments are {till to be feen in the ſtreets 
of this City. Antonio the laſt of this Family that. reigned here, was 
driven out by Giowanni Galeazzo Viſconte, after him came Franciſco 
di Carrara,then the Yenetians,who loſt it again to the Emperor Maxi- 
milian; but in Concluſion,in the year, 1517. this City gave it ſelf up 
totally to the State of Yexice under which they live happily at pre- 
ſent. ;

- man "in Verona, 1s the old Roman Amphitheater, the moſt intire within ſide, 
of any now ſtanding, and one of the firſt Magnitude when it was built, 
the deſcription of which deſerves a Volume by it ſelf, the Building be- 
ing beyond, imagination glorious and whoever enters it at this day is 
preſently ſurprized with its magnificent StruCture, I have here inſerted 
a Cut of it, as it may be imagined to have ſhown it ſelf, when it was 
firſt built and intire ; which if it had been then divided-into two parts, 
and one half removed trom its Baſes, the inſide of the other half would 
have appeared in this manner. It is called at preſent the Arena, it was

They ſometimes alſo made uſe of Stone duſt ; but the extravagant 
Em-erors, Caligula, and Nero, cauſed the Arena to be ſtrowed with 
Vermilion, and Gold duſt, or with the duſt of a. Mineral, which refem- 
bled Gold. The Figure of the Arexa is Oval. In pacing it from one ex- 
treme to the other, I found, it to be ninety paces long ; two of my 
. paces mak. five foot; and this is agreeable to the meaſure of Mon/reur 
Deſzodetz, and Foaunes Carotus,the Painter of the Antiquities of Yero- 
2a, who reckons it to be two hundred and twenty four foot long, and 
.one hundred and thirty five foot broad ; but the Arena of Domztzan's 
Amphitheater at Rome, is a huniired and fifry of my paces' long, or 
three hundred and ſeventy five foot. 

The Arena is walled about with a wall of thirteen or fourteen foot 
high,in which-there are divers Portulg, C.C.C. or little Gates,or Doors, T** Portute. 

-belonging to the inward Caves and Dens, from which the wild Beaſts 
uſuaily come out with Swiftneſs, Force, and Violence into the Arena, 
and when the fights are over, thoſe which are left alive are driven 
back again into their Dens, with ſeveral 'Wheels and Engines.

Nor is it to be much admired, that the force of the, Rota, and, 
Axis, which is able to remove any thing, ſhould be powerful enough 
to drive back a Lyon. This device, at preſent, being much improved 
at Florence, where they place a man within a Monſtrous green Dra- 
gon moved upon wheels , which runs upon the wild Beaſts, and 
drives them back : and whileſt the Lyons ſometimes turn, and ſtare 
upon this formidable machine, the man within thruſts two lighted 
Torches, out of the eyes cf the Dragon, able to out ſtareany Beaſt, 
and to ſhine more flaringly than the bright Golden 7r# in the Lyons.

uſe of great Oval flat Shields, which covered their whole body ; and 
in this poſture came on unſeen ; and if the Lyon were ſtill ſo bold, as 
to advance againſt this moving wood, as he would ſometimes, and 
overthrow one of the hunters, -yet ſtill the Huntſman kept himſelf 
covered with his Shield, and the Lyon was fatisfied with Jeaping upon 
him , and pawing the Shield, whileſt the man laid in fafety un- 
der it. And the manner of this hunting of Lyons is finely expreſſed, 
in Painting, in the Sepulchre. of the Naſonian Family, lately diſcover- 
ed in the Campania di Roma, whereby we may underſtand in what 
high value, and delight,the Old Romans held theſe huntings and fight- 
ings with Beaſts, whileſt they Painted them in their Tombs, to recre- 
ate the Shades below , and thought them ſports worthy to be exerci- 
ſed and continued in the Elyfran fields. In another part of the ſame 
Sepulchre there is painted the manner of the hunting cf Tigres which 
1s performed by the huntſmen uniting their Shields together. and bear- 
ing up againſt him, whileſt one lifts up a lance above the Shields, and 
wounds the Beaſt, or elk by placing a Iooking-glaſs in a wood, which 
the Tigre ſpying, comes to it, and as he regards,and admires his own 
ſhape in the glaſs, a Hunſman placed above, wounds him with a Spear 
or Javelin. | 

Theſe Caves are now clearlieſt to be ſeen in the Amphitheater of 
N1:zza, Arles, and Doze. 

D. D. The top of this Wall makes the Podium, behind which the 
firſt row of ſeats begins. : 

This part of the Amphitheater was ſometimes richly gilded 
and adorned, and the Figures of Victory placed upon it, and Statues 
handſomly contrived to throw forth tinged, and perfumed liquors to 
ſprinkle and refreſh the Knights, and Senators; and upon the outſide 
of the Podium, there were placed nets, and looſe rowlers, which tur- 
ned upon an ax7s, to hinder the wild Beaſts from climbing up, and 
whereby the Lyons, Tigers, Leopards, when they leaped up of a Sud- 
dain, by the quick turning about of theſe rowlers, they immediately 
fell down again. 

E. Is the Suggeftum Imperatoris, the Pulpit,Seat, or Throne of the 
Emperor, a little Chamber, or Box, built for the Emperor's perſon, in 
which he might either fit privately, and ſee through lattices, or have 
the forepart of it open upon the Podium. This was firſt cauſed to be 
made by FJalius Ceſar, and is mentioned by Szetoxius among other 
exceſſive honours which 'he received, and which were thought roo 
great by ſome, that is, that he permitted his Statue to be ſet up a- 
moneſt the Kings, and a Throne,to be built for him in the chief place 
ofthe Amphitheater, and when in Nero's time by the help of Ma- 


_ chines,they attempted to at /caras, the poor fellow that was to fly 
croſs the Amphitheater, fell down near the Emperors throne, and im- 


brued it with his blood : But 7rajan had the loweſt Seats of the Thea- 
ters, Amphitheaters, and Circus's made plain, and equal, as at firſt ; 
where the People were highly pleaſed to ſee, not the Box, as 
formerly, wherein Great Czſar ſat, but to ſee him in perſon ſitting e- 
qually with rhe reſt of the Nobility. | 

The ſeats of the Amphitheater are next to be conſidered, which in 
this at Yeroa, at firſt, were five and forty ; but thre of the loweſt 
rows are now under ground. There remain viſible at preſent, all Sor 
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coed Stone, forty two, each of them about half a yard high. 

F. F. are the lower Seats, appointed for the Senators, and Veftal 
Virgins ; for the Emperor Nero con{idering, That the Virgins deyoted 
to the Goddeſs Ceres, were invited to the Olympian games, made an 
order, That the Veſtal Virgins ſhould alſo be alloted ſeats in the Orche- 
ſtra, or moſt honourable places of the Amphitheater. 

G. G. are the Egneſtria, the middle places, for the Fquites Romani, 
the Seats appointed for the Roman Knights, and Gentlemen ; and 
rhere were Officers on purpole to place every one in his due Rank, and 
theſe were called Diſfignatores, and 7ribuni voluptatum. 

H. H. are the Popularia, the Places for the Common People, for 
the ordinary ſort of both Sexes, and where the Women fate, whom 
their Husbands could not keep at home, and who would flock in ſuch 
numbers as to fill the Amphitheaters up to the top, and bring Chairs 
and Stools to ſet upon the top of all, and in the Porzicos and Galleries 


above.

T. I. I. are the Yemitoria, or ſquare holes, or entrances, through 
which the SpeCtaturs came pouring in, to take their places ; for con- 
ſidering that the Amphitheaters were Buildings capable of receiving 
vaſt numbers of People, (that of 7izus at Rome being able to contain 
fourſcore thouſand perſons conveniently) it was neceſſary allo. that 
the Entrances ſhould be numerous, that the ſpe&ators might come in 
and out without confuſion, in this Amphitheater of Yeroza in every 
ninth and tenth row of ſeats, there are rows of Yomitoria, every - 6nC 
at an equal diſtance from one another, eigateen in a row, which make 
ſeventy two diſtinct en'rances,to every one of which there is a peculi- 
ar Stair-caſe, coming out from within the Arches, which ſupport the 
Amphitheater ; beſide all other Stairs,and Paſlages within, and Aſcents 
from one ſtory to another, which alone is enough, to ſhow, that theſe 
were vaſt extraordinary Buildings. | 

L. L. L. are the rows of Arches within, built round the Amphi- 
theater to ſupport the Seats and upper Buildings. 

M. M. is the Cznaculym, or upper Gallery,built for the Strength and 
ornament of the whole, into which they might retire, and walk, and 
refreſh themſelves. This part is found bur in few Amphitheaters, and 
in thoſe only of the larger kind, and there is but little remaining of it 
at preſent in this, moſt of it being thrown down by a great Earth- 
quake in the yeareleven hundred eighty three,as the Annals of Yerona 
declare. 

N. N. N. are the holes left in the building of the outward wall of 
the Amphitheater to ſtick maſts into, for the better faſtning of the 
Ropes, Sayls, and Curtains to ſhade the Spectators ; for the Romans 
not wearing hats with brims when they fate long in theſe open places, 
were often injured by the Sun, which forced ſome to make uſe of 7heſ- 
ſalian Caps and Umbre/la's, till that at length Q. Catullus brought in 
the Mode of uſing Sayl-cloths and Coverings of Linen to ſhade 
the Seats, which Ja/ius Ceſar, according to his ſplendid humour, 
cauſed to be made of Silk of various colours, of Yellow, Red, and 
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Crimſon, and yet was exceeded herein by the Emperor Nero, who or- 
dered his own picture to be embroidered 1n theſe coloured Silks, in the 
poſture of 4po!lo driving the Chariot of the Sun,and round abour him, 
the Stars, and Conſtellations in Gold ; and Lacretius takes notice of 
the graceful, beautiful ſhades, which theſe coverings made ſomewhat 
after this manner, 


When purple Coverings, Yellow, or deep Red, 
Over the Amphitheater are ſpread, 

. Which mighty Maſts, and ſturdy Pillars bear ; 
And the looſe Curtains wanton in the Air, 
Whole Streams of colours from the top muſt flow, 
And with diffuſed beams ſtayn all below. 

The more the Curtains ſpread, the more the Dye 
Rides ore the Silver Air, and courts the Eye. 
Rich colours ſpread themielves or every thing, 
Each man's as glorious as a purple King, 


But the outſide of the Amphitheater of Yeroza, was as ſplendid 
as the inſide, though at preſent a Portion of it only remains, as much 
as between, O, and P. By this ſmall part however th: whole is 
eaſily known, eſpecially in ſo uniform a building as this. The out- 
ſide therefore being all of marble, about a hundred and twenty 
foot high, conſiſted of three rows of Pillars and Arches ,, one over 
another, Which opened into large walks, and ſpacious Porzico's with- 
in, Quite Found the Building ; and above theſe three rows of Ar- 
ches, there was a handſom wall with Windows over every Arch, and 
Pilaſters over every Pillar beneath ; each row conſiſted of ſeventy two 
Arches,and ſeventy two Pillars of a great height; the upper row moreover 
is faid to have been adorned with excellent Statues. But the outſide of 
the Amphitheater at Nz/mes, being the moſt entire of any now ſtand- 
ing, I have alſo inſerted a Cut of it, that nothing might be wanting to 
the clear underſtanding of the manner of theſe buildings : and as tt;at 
at Verona, hath three rows of Pillars, and a wall above them, this at 
N:ſmes hath only two rows of Pillars on the outſide, and the ſeats 
withinſide reach up to the top of it, and it hath no Galleries above. 
To ſupply this Amphitheater at Niſmes with water ſufficient to repre- 
ſent naval fights therein, the great Po»? du Gard was built, which 
ſupports an Aquzduct paſſing from one Mountain to another, a Cut 
whereof is alſo inſerted, it being one of the moſt magnificent Roman 
Antiquities now ſtanding 1n Zurope. 

Theſe wonderſul Structures were firſt raiſed by the Romans, for the 
more convenient exhibiting of Shows and Fights to the People ; and 
theſe Fights were either between Beaſts and Beaſts, Men and Beaſts, or 
between Men and Men. The Fights between Beaſts and Beaſts are ſtill 
continued; for the Gentlemen of Yerona take that care of this Ancient 
Venerable Building, that there is not at preſent one Stone wanting of 
all the Seats within ; and when they would ſee any ſtrange hunting, 
fghting,or baiting o. Beaſts, they preſently enter their own old Amphi- 
' theater, where at this time, three or four and twenty th-uſand Per- 
ſoas may ſit and ſee diſtintly every Action, and paſs away part of the 
day in pleaſure and delight. 

But 
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But theſe Sports were purſued with much rhore eagerneſs in the 
fime of the old Romans, who brought ſtrange Beaſts from all Parts of 
the known World to fight before them, in theſe publick places ; in con- 
ſideration whereof, upon the ſucceſsful Atchievements of Sy/lain 4fri- 
ca, the People of Rome were not ſo much pleaſed with his making their 
inveterate Enemy King Jugur:ha his Priſoner, as they were infinitely 
delighted with the thoughts of the great familiarity, that SyZa had 
with Bocchus, King of Gztulia, whereby they hoped, that he might 
obtain moſt ſtrange unheard of African Monſters of Beaſts, to be 
ſhewn in their Amphitheaters ; and Fompey the Great moſt wonderfully 
gratified the inclinations of his fellow Citizens, when he firſt brought 
a great Rhinoceros to Rome ; After him Augs/tus Czſar brought another, 
and following Emperors the like. This Beaſt;as it is reported, performed 
ſtrange things there ; and when irtitated, would with his great ſtrong 
Horn, preſently throw up all other combatant Beaſts to the Skies, and 
2 Bull could not- toſs up a Ball higher than he would roſs up Balls 'and 
Bears together.

The Fights between Men and Beaſts were more REIETREINS moſt 
part performed by Slaves, Captives, and* Condemned Perſons, yet 
ſome of good quality have allo polluted themſelves with theſe Brutiſh 
Sports, and acquired the true title of Be/fiarij. That which happened 
to Androdus a Datian,upon this occaſion is well known now,” but was 
ſurprizing at | firſt; who ſtanding ready in the Arena, and having 4 
Lyon let out upori him,” received ' no hurt; for the Lyon came gently 
to: him, carefled and fawned upon him, and he likewiſe ſtroaked; and 
made much of the Lyon; and after the loud'ſhouts of the People, be- 
ing asked how this cameto'pats; he let them know, That being with 
his Maſter in Afrcazto getrid of his hard fervice;he had fled into a Cave, 
whither this Lyon' came- with a Splinter in'his* Foot,” arid held up his. 
wourided Pawto him td cure; which'having pertormed and free'd his. 
Foot from-the-ſplinter'and- healed it;the 'Lyon kept hittr,and provided. 
meat- for” him* three'years, and when he came away the Lyon followed: 
him ſo far, -that-he was'alſo taken and br ughit ro/Rowe, 2hd that by the 
further cruelty'of his oIÞMaſter He was* now condemned tothe Beaſts, 
where'they*foind-him ; whereupon his liberty' was granted him, and 
the Lyon given himfor hispains, with which he afterwards gor his li- 
ving, every one being deſirous to ſee the Lyon that was the mans Hoſt, 
and the man that was the Lyons Surgoon.” | | 

The Fights between Men and Men, were of divers kinds, for they 
fometimes fought on Horfe-back; asthe : Akdabate, ſomtietites in Che. 
riots, as the Efedatij, andHometimes-in Ships and Vellels, and this ci- 
ther in the Amphitheaters, ( the Arena being filled with w bath 
in-a Building made on purpoſe, called a Naumachia ; or in artificial 

Ee z Ponds, 
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Ponds, and cuts out of Rivers; and the Empcror C/audixs exhibited a 
Naval Fight upon the Facinre Lake,the Logo di Celano,or lacus Fucinus,a 
days Journey from Rome, where at his firtt appearance both Fleets falu- 
ted him with an Ave, Ceſar, morituri te ſalutant, 
But the greateſt number of their Fights was performed by Gladiators 
Retiarius, on foot, of which there were alſo divers forts; as firſt, the Retiarzus, 
who was armed with a Trident in one hand, and held a Net in the 
other, with which he entangled,and caught his Enemy ; or otherwiſe, 
if he miſſed of his foe, he then fled ſwiſtly away ;

Through all the Amphitheater he flies 
Like lightning through the Azure sk:es. 


Until ſuch time as he could gather up his Net again & prepare for ano- 
ther encounter.The whole habit and way of fight is exactly deſcribed by 
Fuvnal, in the eighth Satyr,where he reprehends a noble Roman,one of 
the great Family of the Gzacchi,for taking upon himſelf this kind of g/a- 
diatura.Tt was thought to be brought in faſhion firſt,in imitation of P:z- 
tacus,one ofthe wiſe Men of Greece, who being challenged by Phryno,came 
into the field like a fiſherman, and involving his Enemy in his Net,ſlew 
him with his Trident and Dagger ; but ſome were delighted to ſee 
theſe Gladiators ſlayn, for being that they fought without Armour, 
only in a ſhort coat and bare-faced, they might the better take no- 
tice of the laſt Motions of their Limbs, and the Alterations of their co- 
Famous Statu- Jour, lineaments and features in their dying agonies : And T have feen the 
ordlerred in Statue of a dying Gladiator in L«doviſio's Gardens at Rome, fo well re- 
Rome, preſented, and fo exquiſitely carved that it may compare with the Fi- 
gures. of the moſt famous Statuaries in any age; ſince it is thought 
meet to be numbred in the firſt rank with the works of Phydias, and 
Praxiteles, and is not leſs eſteemed than the wonderful Statue of Py- 
ramus in the fame gardens, nor Farneſe's Hercules made by Glycon the 
famous Greek, nor the old /Zgyptian Terme; Nay the beautiful ſtatues 
of Autinous, and Apollo Pythian, in Belvedere, the garden to the YVa- 
tican, are not at this day more to be admired. Nor the rare Figure 
of Yenas her ſelf in Medic7's Palace ; nay furthermore the Grecian Sta- 
tue of Peace, and the Greek Shepherdeſs that holds up her garments, to 
ſhow her due proportions, are no ways aſhamed to be ranked with him, - 
who by good Artiſts is held in . the ſame eſteem with Farneſe's bull, 
and the never to be out-done. Laocoon and his Sons, the joynt work 
of the. rare ancient Maſters, Age/ander, Polydore, , and Athenovoras. 
This whiole order of the Retzarij was devoted to Neptune,and generally 
tought againſt a party, who were followers of Yulcan, fire and water 
not being like to agree. Theſe were called Secutore.

Secutor. The Secutor was. guarded with a Shield, which he carried, bigh, to. 
hinder his head from being catched in the Net,.and. with a Spear or 


long Sword.

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Theſe fought, and followed after the Rezzarzz, and other Gladiators, 
with fierceneſs and courage,and were favoured by divers Emperors, who 
liked this way of fighting; and when five Retiarij had yielded to five 
Secatores, and thrown down their weapons, the Emperctr Caligel/a,com- 
manded the Sec«tores to kill them ; which they did to the laſt man, 
who becoming deſperate took up his fork again, and flew all the five 
conquering fecutores, and this loſs of his dear friends was bemoaned by 
the Emperor in a publick Edit, with the excluſion of thoſe who en- 
dured to {ce it, from being preſent, for the future at any facred rite. 
But the Emperor Commodus not only encouraged theſe Gladiators, but 
took their parts in his own perſon alſo, and tought along with them 
in the Areza; and when the flattering Romans cryed him up for a 
Hercules, a Mars, and ſhouted out that he fought Jike a God of war, 
he thought that they mocked and laughcd at him,and immediately cal- 
led to his marine Legion, that were tending the Ropes and Sayl cloths, 
come down, and kill the SpeQators. 

Another order of Gladiators imitated the Zhracians.in their fights, 
and bearing a ſmall Parmala, or little: plain 7hracian ſhield,but truſting 
chiefly to their broad ſtrong Swords with their points turning upward, 
like the preſent 7Tarki/h,or Perfan Cimitars.They were called Zhreces, Threces. 
or Thraces,and were terrible ſlaſhing, cutting Swords-players, and de- 
rived this cuſtom, manner, and occaſion of fight, from the old 7hra- 
cians ; even before the time of Herodotus, when they tought with the 
fame weapons for prizes and rewards at the funeral, and tombs of 
their great men in-7hrace ; and theſe Fencers fought either againſt one 
another or againſt other Gladiators. 

A My: millo was a notable Sword-player and fought after the Gal- ryrmillnes, 
lick way, dopping, and ſquatting low and frisking about, and covering 
him:clt with his great oval ſhield, and had his head armed: with a 
ſtrong Helmet, upon the Creſt of which was the Figure of a Fiſh ; 
and when his Enemy lay bare, or gave any occaſion of a thruſt, he 
would leap up briskly of a ſudden, and run him through and through 
with his ſharp pointed Sword. Who could contraſt with ſuch a cun- 


ning, ſtrong, and active combatant 2

The 7hracian fighter would often engage with him, and the Rez7a- 
rius many a time,and would come up to him with his Net in his hand,

moved with more eaſe ; beſides which, they had a long ſtrong Sword, 
2 Breaſt-plate, a Helmet with Feathers upon the Creſt, and a Boot 
upon their left leg. Theſe Gladiators were in great requeſt in Campania, 


from whence the Romays learned many of their Amphitheatrical ſports, 


and exerciſes ; and they fought againſt the Piznirapz, and the Prove- 
catores. 

Beſides theſe, there were others called D:machzri who fought with 
two Swords, and others named Lagqueariz,theſe were dangerous fellows 
that fought with Sword and Halter, and had two ways with them to 
entangle, and deſtroy their Enemies. 

The Meridiani were a bold deſperate Crew, who came ruſhing into 
the Amphitheater at Noon, when rhe Gladiators had concluded, and 
the SpeQators were diſmiſſed, and with their drawn Swords ran atone 
another without Order, Art, or Armour, and ſcorning to make uſe of 
Head-pieces, Shiehds, and. ſuch like Hindrances and Delays of Death, 
butchered one another preſently. | 

But 7 7 yo r ſtill more ftrange, the tender Female Sex wasnot 
exempted from theſe ſharp, rude exerciſes. |

Now to ſee one of theſe fine young Women fight, well dreſſed, with 
her golden Shield, and her fair Plume of Feathers, the Emperor him- 
ſelf could not forbear commending, and cryimg out ſometimes, Well 
played fair Lady ; or as Xerx:s ſaid when he beheld-from a high Hill 
the Sea-fight at Salamis, and Artemifa had funk one of his 
own 'Ships-inſtead of: one:of the Enemies, well fought Queen A#temi/a, 
my Womerr Ton Men;and my Men like Women. Howeverwe'have 
very good Authority ito affure'us that the Women fought ſtoutly: 
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T: fee 0-e of thoſe ſpruce Dames lay it on 
Like any right bred raging Amazon, 
You'd think your felt near to fierce Thermozdoy.

And indeed it is high time to leave this omnnium Demonum templum, 
as 7errullian calls it altogether, and paſs forward to more pleaſing 
objects. Parting therefore from Yeroxa in the Morning, we travelled 
through a delightſul plain Country 24 Miles, and came early in the 
Afternoon to Mantua. 

Mantua is pleaſantly ſeated in a Lake like to the Deſcription of the wunua, 
ſituation of the great City Mexico. This ;Lake of about five Miles 
long, is made by the opening of the River Mincins, or Mentzo, a de- 
lightful ſtream, which runs ſlowly, ſpreads it ſelf wide, and bears its 
name high amorgſt the noted Floods of this Region.

This River runs into the Po, and riſes out of the Lacus Bexacks, and 
is ſo full of Reeds in many places, eſpecially near Mantua, that I can- 
not omit Yirgi/'s proper elegant way of mentioning his own Country

The entrances into Mantua over the lake are made good by ſtrong 
Cauſeys, of five or fix hundred paces long, having Draw-bridges at 
each end ; and that over which we paſſed, called Ponte di St. Grorgio, 
hath a covered Bridge for a great ſpace together, and a Tower in the 
middle. The Ponte de Molini hath twelve Mills in rhe Arches, called 
the twelve Apoſtles, which afford the Duke a conſiderable Reve- 
nue. The Streets are large, ſtrait,,and clean. Here are eight Gates, 
eighteen Pariſhes, and forty Monaſteries. The Domo or Cathedral is 
built after the deſign of Gi#/io Romano, the Roof of which is painted 
with Azure and Gold ; in this Church they preſerve the Body of St. 
Anſelm, Biſhop of Luca ; in the Church of St. Andrew,is the Body of 
St. Longinus the Martyr, together with ſome drops of the Blood of 
our Saviour, which are ſaid to be brought hither by that holy man. 
The Duke's Palace is ſtately and magnificent, and was the beſt fturniſh- 
ed of any in 7taly, till the Imperial Army plundered it, in the time of 
the Emperor Ferdinand the Second, in the year 1630. There are three 
Suburbs which appear like to ſo many ciſtint little Towns, Porto 
Forteze, Borgo di St. Giorgio, and /7e. The Duke hath alſo divers 
Country Houſes,as that of Marmirola, in the way to Yerona, which is 
nobly furniſhed, hath Royal Apartments, good Gardens, Fcuntains, 
and Water-works. La Favorita 1s upon the ſide of the Lake, and hath 
about a hundred Rooms,in it. Za YVirgiliana is another pleaſant Coun- 
try Houſe with a Farm adjoyning to it, called thus, by reaſon that it is 
near to the Village of Petola, formerly called Andes where Virgil was 


born.

The Palazzo del Te, at no great diſtance from one of the gates of 
the City, is well worth the ſeeing, where the hall is painted with the 
hiſtory of the Gyants ſtorming of heaven,and fo artificially roofed,and 
vaulted, that it makes a double whiſpering place, where, at the oppo- 
ſite corners of the room, every little ſight and whiſpering 1s diſtinctly 
heard, and in no other place ; and he that ſtands between hears no- 
thing of it. I had formerly been in whiſpering places at Padoa, Mont- 
pellier, and elſewhere ; but thoſe were ſingle ones, made by the contri- 
vance of the roof,upon this rule, That the Angle of Incidence, is always 
equal to the Angle of RefleCtion, and the whole top of the room ſo 
proportioned as to refleCt all to one point, that comes from another 
oppoſite to it ; but theſe far exceed them all, being contrived with a 
double and croſs Arch, and make a large double croſs whiſpering

ve it to Teda'do, Count of Canoſſa. Boniface facceeded, and Beatrix 
Fi Counteſs; then the Counteſs, Mathil1is, who made great wars 
in /raly, ſided with' the Pope againſt the Emperor, and left 
large poſſeſſions, and revenues to the Church. The Family of the 
Bonacolfi ; in proceſs of time, ottuined the Lordſhip of this City,Paſſavi- 
xo the laſt of that ſtock was ſlain in the market place by the people 
in the year 1328 nnder the command of Lodovico d; Gomeaga, the 
firſt Lord of Mantua of this Family that reigns at preſent. Frederick, 
the ſecond of this line, was made Duke of Mantaa, by - Charles the 
fifth, and Yincext the firſt was afterwards created Duke of Montfer- 
rat, The preſent Duke is Carolus Ferdinandus Gonzaga, Duke of 
Mantua, and Montferrat, and of Niveroxis, and Retelois in France, per- 
pervalPrince and Vicar of the holy Empire, Marqueſs of Gonzaga, YViada- 
za, Gazoloand Dozolo, Count of Rediga,Lord of Luzara, and chief of the 
order of the Knights of the Blood of Chriſt, which order was inſtituted 
in the year 1608, by Yizcent, Duke of Mantua, who had been three 
times in Zungary, Auſtria, and Croatia, in the wars againſt the Zarks. 

From Mantua we travelled to the great River Eridanes, Padus, Fridants- 
or the Po,which ariſes from mount Y;ſo,or Mons Yeſalus,one of the high- 
eſt mountains of the Apes towards France, and rowling down in di- 
vers branches at firſt, without any fixed channel unites at the foot of 
the mountain, and falls under ground, and aftera mile or two appears a- 
gain, and running with a ſwift courſethrough Lowbardy,after it hath re- 
ceived thirty Rivers more which fall from the 4/pes & Apennine,diſchar- 
ges it ſelf by divers mouths intothe Adriarick ſea, and this being by far 
the greateſt River in /?aly, it is mightily magnified by the Latin Poets 
who would have it noleſs than the Ni/e, and the Danube, and mention 
it by the name of the King of Rivers,and the greateſt in the world. And 
it muſt be confeſſed, that it is a noble flood, and that it is the onlyRiver 
that hath a place in Heaven : or that hath the glory to be made a con- 
ſtellation, and placed in the Chambers of the South, near to the ſtormy, 
tempeſtuous Orioz ; andfince that it is adorned with thirty eight ſtars, 
which ſhine viſibly in the Firmament, to be called Starry'and Celeſtial, 
are but its due Terms of honour : but ſure there are many Rivers upon 
earth in Europe, Afta, Africa, and America that far exceed it. 

The Po being very ſwift we ne it by boat, not without ſome 
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peculiar Contrivances, and Engines, and the kind affſtance the 


ſiſters of Phaeton, who - mourn here for the diſmal fall of their Bro- 
ther, when Jupiter ſtruck him down from Heaven into the Pe.

And having ſtood fo long by thebanks of this River,they may be 
though to be more converſant with its Courſe and Paſtages. They tye 
ropes in this Country'to the tops of high Poplars, one end on one ſide 
of the River, and the other on the other, or build high Beacons, or 
Poſts like thoſe made uſe of in the Srrapado; on each ſide of the River: 
and upon a line fixed to them, they put a running Pully, to which 
they fix another long rope, and to the further end of this rope 
the boat is tyed, and by ſteering the head of the boat obliquely croſs 
the River, the force of the Stream makes the pully run from one ſide 
to another ; by which meatis we paſſed it without labour or trou-

T had formerly paſſed the Po, as high as 7erin, and at another 
time went by boat through a cut made out of the Po into the 4- 
thefis, and once I travelled for ſome ſpace together on horſe-back at 
the bottom of a branch of this River, where the banks being broken 
down it had forſaken its channel- 

The next town we came to was Gnaſtala, belonging to a Soveraign 
Prince, the Duke of $uaftala ; a handſom ſmall Town at preſent, but 
formerly larger, and more conſiderable when there were two General 
Councils held here, one under- Pope Z/rbaz the ſecond, and another un- 
der Pope Paſcal the ſecond. 

From GuaFtala we travelled by Gualtea, to Breſcello or Brixellum, a 
compact cloſe ſtrong Town, fortified after the modern way, upon the 
fide of the Po: An old Romar place of habitation, where the Emperor 
Orho ſtaid in his journey againſt 77ze/lius, when after the conflict at 
Labinta, then called Bebriacum, he took a reſolution of diſpatching 
himſelf, not out of any deſpair of overcoming all difficulties, but 
rather out of his modeſty, as Seronius relates it, and unwilling- 


. neſs to feize upon, and continue fo great an Empire, with the ha- 


zard of ſo many brave mens lives that ſerved ' him, and therefore 
early in the morning after a draught of cold water he ſtabbed him- 
ſelf with a dagger under the left Pap,inthe ninety fifth day of his reign, 
and the thirty eight year of his life. This town hath at preſent about 
three or four thouſand Inhabitants, and a good Garrifon belonging to 
the Duke of Modena, it being near to the ſtate of Milan, Mantua, and 
Parma. - The Spaniſh *Froops, under the command of the Margziſs of 

Fs Z Carracena, 
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Carracena, attempted to ſurprize it in rhe year, 1655, but were repul- 
ſed by the Duke of Modena's forces.. Having palſled Briſcello we crof- 
fed the River Nicia, now Lenza, and ſoon came to Parma. | 

The Dukedom of Parma, is guarded by the A4pennine mountains and Parma, 
divers Rivers,and is a very fruitful Country,attording plenty of excellent 
wines,and ſome good Muſcate!l:fruits of various ſorts,rich paſtures plen- 
ty of Cattel,the beſt Cheeſe in ta/y.great ſtore of Cheſtnuts,and 7artufa- 
I: Truffes, Tubera terre, Roots without Stems, or Plants growing 
from them, which they hunt after with a pig which ſmells them our, 
and diſcovers where they are ; theſe are a great diſh in /a/y,and though 
they ſeem to have no great nouriſhment in them are eſteemed to be 
provocative. And beſides theſe, this Country affords ſome mines 


of Copper and Silver, and very fine Wool.

The City of Parma is very ancient, inhabited long ſince by the 7+/- 
cans, then by the Bozz, next by the Romans ; a Colony being ſent hi- 
ther from Rome about a hundred and eighty two years before the 
coming of our. Saviour ; and another in the time of Auguſtus Czſar.But 
upon the declining of the Roman Empire 1t ran through divers fortunes, 
ſerved ſometimes Yenice, and ſometimes Milan, till it was conquered 
by Pope Jl;us, the ſecond, and given by Pax/ the third to his Son 
Petro Luigi Farneſe, about a hundred and thirty five years ſince, in 
whoſe Family it ſtill continues. | | 

It is a Delightful, Airy, well ſeated City, the Houſes being- low, 

the Streets broad, and the River Parma running between the City 
and the Suburbs, both of which are well fortified with good Baſtions 
and a broad Ditch. Ir hath three handſom bridges over the River. 
The Duke's Palace is ſplendid, his Coaches extremely rich, his Gar- 
dens worth the ſeeing with the Grotto's, Fountains, Water-works, and 
Bows of Orange Trees. The lodgings are furniſhed with excellent 
pictures, veſſels of Porphyry, A gath, and Jaſpis. 

The Cathedral is fair and ſtately ; In the Capucines Church is the 
tomb of Alexander Farneſe,Duke of Parma, one of the greateſt com-. 
manders of his time, and of his Dutcheſs Maria of Portugal. The 
Church of St. John is large, and beautiful, and adorned with the 
paintings of thoſe great Maſters, Corregio, and Parmegzano, and the Be- 
zeditin Convent adjoyning is one of the largeſt and faireſt of the or- 
der. This City was formerly beſieged for two years together by the 
Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, who in hopes to make himſelf Maſter 
of it built another Town near to it called Y;foria, but thoſe of Par- 
ma behaved themſelves fo ſtoutly,that they freed themſelves, and rui- 
ned his new. Town of tory. 

From Parma we went to Fornovo ten miles from thence, ſeated Fornova. 
upon the ſwift River Taro, and rendred remarkable by the battel gain- 
ed here by Charles the eight, King of France, againſt the confederate 
Princes of7raly in the year 1494 in hisre turn from the conqueſt of Na- 
plies.The River 7aro 1s a remarkable River,which runs and plays about 
the plains, before it falls into the Po, and is very ſwift, although it

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% jectured that it would prove a troubleſome River, when it was ſhut up 
between the Hills : and fo we found it ; for as ſoon as we had letr 
the open ſpacious plain Country in which we had travelled with plea- 
ſure from Padoa hither, and had gor in between the ſpurs of the .4- 
pennine, and entered the Yal di Taro, the valley in which this River 
runs, we were forced to travel many times inconventently upon the 
ſides of the hills, on the right hand, and on the left ; and furthermore 
to croſs the River it ſelf above forty times, and in one paſſage, one 
Gentlemans Mule fell down with him in the middle of the River ; 
but after we came paſt Borgo di Yalle the River was lefs, and ve 
turced more to the right hand, and climbed up the 4pennive Moun- 


tains. 
Borgo di Val Borgo, or Borgo di Valle is a walled Town at the upper end of this 
bs valley, upon the ſide of the hills, where we ſhew our bills of health, 


and where the Duke of Parma keeps a Garriſon. The Ban7iti appear- 
ing in theſe parts the day before, the Governor ſent a guard of Muſ- 
queteers with us to convoy us with fafety over the hills into the State of 
Genoa: 

eg FORFS The Apennine is a row of Mountains of many hundred miles long, 

Mountains, Þeginning at the Alpes, continued from one end of 7taly to rhe other, 
and ending by Reggzo, or Rhegium upon the Sicilian Sea, and in ſome 
places are more than a hundred miles broad, and by this means take 
up the greateſt part of 7taly, and render it a Mountainous Country, 
and though there be many valleys b:tween, yet the hills do really 
reach, and extend themſelves from the Z7yrrhexe to the Adriatick, 
from the lower to the upper ſea, conformable to the deſcription of them 


by Lucan. 


Hinc Tyrrhena vado frangentes @quora Piſg, 
THlinc Dalmaticis obnoxia fluftibus Ancon. 


And this makes the travelling in 7taly to be generally on Horſe- 
back, or upon Mules ; whereas in France ore may travel five hun- 
dred miles together in Coaches, and in Germaxy all over the Coun: 
try ; and if it were nor for Campanza felix, and the great continued 
plain Country between the Alpes and A4pennine, Ttaly could never 
make good the high Character it has. 

Ovid mentions the Airy Alpes, and cloudy Apennine, and moſt 
Mountains have clouds about them, and in the evening the Clouds, 
floating in the Air after Sun ſet flip away towards the next high hills, 
and take up their reſt in the hollow ſpaces of the Mountains, and 
when the Sun riſes next day, and warms the Air, the clouds dif- 
lodge again, riſe up,and wander through the Skies ; but the Apenni- 

» es are more cloudy generally than other hills, whether for having 
| the Seas on both ſides of them, or for other reaſons, 1 leave to the 
more accurate ſearchers into nature to judge, and we have travelled 
for many days together in the Countries of the 4pennine Mountains 
with the Clouds continually about us, either a little over us, under us, 
or paſſing through them, not without admirable variety of proſpect 
and from the top of a Mountain to ſee a valley with Houſes, afd 


Towns in it, and then the clouds creeping over the next hill to £0- 
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ver the whole valley between them, and make it look like a hke, 
and the top of the clouds gently waving, and'to. deſcribe” the Suns, 
riſing, and coming to ſhine upon the upper parts of them, and to beau- 
tifte, and gild them all, is beyond the expreſſion of 'words. 7] 

Virgi/ naming the Apennines, ranks them with Mount Erix in Sic- 
cy, and Mount A4thos mn Greece. | |

W:th thoſe green Oakes, whoſe ſhaking boughs reſound,

And indeed many of the Peaks of the Apennines are very high, and 
ſome of them covered with ſnow ; and others are rocky, but in gene- 
ral they are earthy, muddy, or full of clay ; whereby they ſtain and 
tincture the 7:her and many other Rivers which flow through them, 
-and give an umber, brown, or dirty yellow colour to thoſe ſtreams, 
which being alſo for the moſt part very ſwift, the Apennine Rivers 
hereby loſe much of their grace and beauty, and become allo leſs 


ſerviceable ; and to ſpeak the truth, not navigable with any pleaſure : 


And this tincture which 15 communicated to them 1s of ſo deep 
a Dye in many places, that it is not eaſily altered or diluted, and | have 
fkecn divers Rivers run down from the 4pennire with that force into 
the Adrjatick, that the ſtream or colour of them is perfely diſtin- 
oniſhed a mile or two inro the Sea, as if the Gulf of Yenzce were 
painted in thoſe places with a {treight yellow ſtroke for two miles 
togcther. 

We were told that the name of the hill which we here paſſed o- 
ver- was called, The Mountain of the Holy Croſs, but the Mountain of 
the Crofs, La montagne de li croix, much ſpoken of in the South part 
of France is one of the great Hills in the maritime Alpes, in one of 
the paſl2ges from Provence into /taly. The higheſt Mountain in the 
Apennine that I paſſed over, between Rowe, and Loretto, was Mount 
Soma in Zmbra ; and the paſſage which pleated me moſt, was in the 
road from 7urin, between Otago and Genoa ; where after ſome diffi- 
culty having got up to the topof the Mountains,we ſaw Genoa, and the 
beautiful ſuburbs of St. Pietro di; Arena under us at nine miles di- 
ſtance, and a vaſt tract of Sea before us, the Eaſtern Coaſt on the left 
hand, and the Weſtern on the right, ard deſcended by a broad way, 
and by large Windings and Turnings, upon the bare marble rock, 
meeting great numbers of Mules, and Mulets toſſing up their Nets 
about their noſes, which all together afforded an extraordinary pro- 
ſpe&t. Bur this Mountain of the Holy Croſs is not rocky but all 
green, and it being the latter end of April we deſcended with eaſe 
and pleafure, and a good part of the way upon the graſs, till we came 
to the Sea-ſide in the Evening, to Se/trz or SefFro called by Daute 
in his Purgatory , Si/teri, formerly Sege/ta, at preſent Seſtri di 
Levante, to diftinguith it from Seſtri d: ponente, between Genoa and 
Savona: for the whole Coaſt of Genoa being divided into the Eaſt 
and the Weſt, that which lyes between Genoa and Legorn 1s called 
La Riviera 4: Levante, and that between Genoa, and Provence, La 


Riviera di Ponente, 
fn, We 
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We hired a Felluca , at Seſtr; , and with the help of our - Sayl 
and Oars, had a quick paſſage , Croſſing firſt Porto Fin, and 
then keeping all along within half a mile of the Shoar , we en- 
tered the noted Port of Genoa, between the new Mole, on the right 
hand, and the old Mole, and Fanale or watch tower on the left, 
and went on ſhoar not far from the foot of the new Mole. 
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
